The Ottoson Middle School Display Board Descriptions: 


Each of the 4 Ottoson display boards are a mixture of art work made by 7th 
and 8th grade artists. The displays include photographs of the three 
dimensional work that the Ottoson art students are working on this year as 
well as mixed media prints made by the 7th grade artists. 

The small figures pictured in the photographs are the 8th grade 
“Superhero” projects. Each 8th grader was asked to create a superhero 
based on a person that is important to them. Parents, siblings, friends, 
public figures and even their pets were recreated in these 12 inch 
sculptures. The figures were built with wire armature, newspaper, paper 
mache, paint and recycled materials. Students gave their heroes 
superpowers to help people in the world. Their powers were based on 
characteristics of the person they were inspired by. For example one 
student wanted to honor Bethany Hamilton, a surfer who persevered in her 
passion for surfing even after losing her arm to a shark attack. Her super 
powers allow her to watch over surfers to keep them safe in the ocean. 
Students created environments to depict where their heroes live or work, 
and accessories to use in their super hero adventures. 

The other 3-dimensional works pictured are 7th grade Emotive Sculptures. 
We explored how different emotions can be relayed using color, shapes 
and gestural lines. We also discussed examples of both abstract and 
representational sculptures that successfully depicted feelings. Students 
explored sculptures made in a variety of styles and materials and then 
made their own illustrating an emotion or a feeling. The armatures for these 
sculptures were built using cardboard, recycled materials and paper 
mache. Students painted and embellished the sculptures making 
intentional choices to create the color, shape and textures that best 
illustrated the emotion or feeling they were working to illustrate 



7th Graders also are exploring printmaking and mixed media techniques 
this year. After looking at examples of master printmakers and 
contemporary artists’ work to see the many possibilities of this medium, 
students experimented with monoprinting and mixed media techniques. 
Students were asked to plan a print inspired by an event (personal or 
global) that has impacted their life. Students then created a print to 
represent their chosen topic. 

The prints include at least 2 layers, first a monoprint layer and then a layer 
of their choice (including pen and ink, collage, drawing mediums). Students 
represented the action, place and mood of their event using color, line, 
texture and shapes. 

We challenged the students to be subtle with their use of imagery and 
asked them to show their ideas to the audience abstractly or symbolically 
rather than spelling out the idea with obvious narrative representation.

Design Concept Decision 



• Renovation-only option ruled out

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Why Design Concept was Selected 

• Strong alignment with Educational Program and vision 

• Less expensive ($25M less than retaining original buildings) 

• Faster construction time (swing space, less student impact)

• Highest potential to reach net-zero sustainability goal 

• Optimal and direct access to community spaces 
(Gym, Auditorium) 

• More accessible use of green space for students

Traffic on Mill Street and Mass Ave is being impacted now by 
increasing enrollment and would be impacted no matter what 
design we selected. The proposed site plan improves traffic around 
the building, and we have to do more analysis about Mill Street and 
Mass Avenue. 

What will happen to 
the Pierce practice 
field? 

The Pierce practice field is owned 50/50 by the DPW and AHS. The 
DPW is expanding in order to improve town services, and the AHS 
and DPW design teams are in contact with one another. The design 
we chose (3A) allows for additional practice space in the back of the 
school (though not as large as the full Pierce field).

SCHOOL DISTRICT LEGAL STATUS 


Massachusetts has the oldest public school system in the nation dating back to 1647, the laws of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony required towns to provide for a program of public education. 

The Massachusetts Constitution of 1780, in a statement of principle dealing with schools, reads as 
follows: 


"Wisdom, and knowledge, as well as virtue, diffused generally among the body of the people, 
being necessary for the preservation of their rights and liberties; and as these depend on spreading 
the opportunities and advantages of education in the various parts of the country, and among the 
different orders of the people, it shall be the duty of legislatures and magistrates, in all future 
periods of this commonwealth, to cherish the interests of literature and the sciences, and all 
seminaries of them; especially the University at Cambridge, public schools and grammar schools 
in the towns.... 

The legislature has extended authority for conducting public schools to the respective towns and school 
districts, requiring that "every town shall maintain, a sufficient number of schools for the instruction of 
all children who may legally attend a public school therein." 

The public education system of Arlington structurally is a department of the town operated under laws 
pertaining to education and under regulations of the Massachusetts Board of Education. The area served 
by the Arlington Public Schools is contiguous with the Town of Arlington.

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THE PEOPLE AND THEIR SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Arlington Sehool Committee has the dual responsibility for implementing statutory requirements 
pertaining to publie edueation and loeal eitizens' expeetations for the edueation of the eommunity's youth. 
It also has an obligation to determine and assess eitizens' desires. When eitizens eleet delegates to 
represent them in the eonduet of publie edueation, their representatives have the authority to exereise their 
best judgment in determining polieies, making deeisions, and approving proeedures for earrying out the 
responsibility. 

The Arlington Sehool Committee therefore affirms and deelares its intent to: 

1. Maintain two-way eommunieations with eitizens of the community. The public will be kept 
informed of the progress of the school system and the issues it faces, and citizens will be urged to 
bring their aspirations and feelings about their public schools to the attention of this body, which 
they have chosen to represent them in the management of public education. 

2. Establish policies and make decisions on the basis of declared educational philosophy and goals. 
All decisions made by this committee will be made with priority given to the purposes set forth, 
most crucial of which is the optimal learning of the children enrolled in our schools. 

3. Act as a truly representative body for members of the community in matters involving public 
education. The committee recognizes that ultimate responsibility for public education rests with 
the state, but individual School Committees have been assigned specific authority through state 
law. The committee will not relinquish any of this authority since it believes that decision-making 
control over the children's learning should be in the hands of local citizens as much as possible.

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NONDISCRIMINATION 


Public schools have the responsibility to overcome, insofar as possible, any barriers that prevent children 
from achieving their potential. The public school system will do its part. This commitment to the 
community is affirmed by the following statements that the School Committee intends to: 

1. Promote the rights and responsibilities of all individuals as set forth in the State and Federal 
Constitutions, pertinent legislation, and applicable judicial interpretations. 

2. Encourage positive experiences in human values for children, youth and adults, all of whom have 
differing personal and family characteristics and who come from various socioeconomic, racial and 
ethnic groups. 

3. Work toward a more integrated society and to enlist the support of individuals as well as groups and 
agencies, both private and governmental, in such an effort. 

4. Use all appropriate communication and action techniques to air and reduce the grievances of 
individuals and groups. 

5. Carefully consider, in all the decisions made within the school system, the potential benefits or adverse 
consequences that those decisions might have on the human relations aspects of all segments of 
society. 

6. Initiate a process of reviewing policies and practices of the school system in order to achieve to the 
greatest extent possible the objectives of this statement. 

The Committee's policy of nondiscrimination will extend to students, staff, the general public, and 
individuals with whom it does business; No person shall be excluded from or discriminated against in 
admission to a public school of any town or in obtaining the advantages, privileges, and courses of study 
of such public school on account of race, color, sex, gender identity, religion, national origin, sexual 
orientation, disability, pregnancy or pregnancy related condition. If someone has a complaint or feels that 
they have been discriminated against because of their race, color, sex, gender identity, religion, national 
origin, sexual orientation, disability, pregnancy or pregnancy related condition their complaint should be 
registered with the Title IX compliance officer.

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NONDISCRIMINATION ON THE BASIS OF SEX 


The Sehool Committee, in aceordanee with Title IX of the Edueation Amendments of 1972, deelares that 
the school system does not and will not discriminate on the basis of sex in the educational programs and 
activities of the public schools. This policy will extend not only to students with regard to educational 
opportunities, but also to employees with regard to employment opportunities.

The Committee will designate an individual to act as the school system's Title IX compliance officer. All 
students and employees will be notified of the name and office address and telephone number of the 
compliance officer.

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POLICY ON SEXUAL HARASSMENT 


1. It is illegal and against Town policy for any worker, male or female, to harass another worker by 
making unwelcome sexual advances or favors or other verbal or physical conduct of a sexual 
nature a condition of any worker's employment; using a worker's submission to or rejection of 
such conduct as the basis for or as a factor in any employment decision affecting the individual; 
or otherwise creating an intimidating, hostile, or offensive working environment by such conduct. 

2. The creation of an intimidating, hostile, or offensive working environment may include but it is 
not limited to such actions as persistent comments on a worker's sexual preferences, the display of 
obscene or sexually oriented photographs or drawings, or the telling of sexual jokes. Conduct or 
actions that arise out of a personal or social relationship and that are not intended to have a 
discriminatory employment effect may not be viewed as harassment. The Town will determine 
whether such conduct constitutes sexual harassment, based on a review of the facts and 
circumstances of each situation. 

3. The Town will not condone any sexual harassment of its employees. All workers, including 
supervisors and managers, will be subject to severe discipline, up to and including discharge, for 
any act of sexual harassment they commit. 

4. The Town will not condone sexual harassment of its employees by non-employees, and instances 
of such harassment should be reported as indicated below for harassment by employees. 

5. Employees who feel victimized by sexual harassment should report the harassment to their 
supervisor immediately. If the worker's immediate supervisor is the source of the alleged 
harassment, the employee should report the problem to the supervisor's superior. 

6. Appointing Authorities, Department Heads and Supervisors who receive a sexual harassment 
complaint should carefully investigate the matter, questioning all employees who may have 
knowledge of either the incident in question or similar problems. The complaint, the investigative 
steps and findings, and disciplinary actions (if any) should be documented as thoroughly as 
possible. 

7. Any employee who makes a complaint, or who cooperates in any way in the investigation of same, 
will not be subjected to any retaliation or discipline of any kind. Employees who are dissatisfied 
with the investigating superior's resolution of a sexual harassment complaint may file a complaint 
with the Affirmative Action Officer, who will investigate in the manner indicated in #6 above. The 
Affirmative Action Officer will recommend, to the appropriate appointing authority, actions (if 
any) to be taken as a result of investigative findings. The Affirmative Action Officer is located at 
Town Hall, 730 Massachusetts Avenue, Arlington, MA 02476 (781)316-3121.

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NONDISCRIMINATION ON THE BASIS OF DISABILITY 


Title II of the Amerieans With Disabilities Aet of 1992 requires that no qualified individual with a 
disability shall, beeause the Distriefs faeilities are inaeeessible to or unusable by individuals with 
disabilities, be exeluded from partieipation in, or be denied the benefits of the serviees, programs, and 
aetivities of the Distriet or be subjeet to diserimination. Nor shall the Distriet exelude or otherwise deny 
serviees, programs, or aetivities to an individual beeause of the known disability of a person with whom 
the individual is known to have a relationship or assoeiation. 

Definition: A "qualified individual with a disability" is an individual with a disability who, with or 
without reasonable modification to rules, policies, or practices, the removal of architectural, 
communication, or transportation barriers, or the provision of auxiliary aids and services, meets the 
essential eligibility requirements for the receipt of services or the participation in programs or activities 
provided by the District. 

Reasonable Modification: The District shall make reasonable modification in policies, practices, or 
procedures when the modifications are necessary to avoid discrimination on the basis of disability, unless 
the District can demonstrate that making the modifications would fundamentally alter the nature of the 
service, program, or activity. 

Communications: The District shall take the appropriate steps to ensure that communications with 
applicants, participants, and members of the public with disabilities are as effective as communications 
with others. To this end, the District shall furnish appropriate auxiliary aids and services where necessary 
to afford an individual with a disability an equal opportunity to participate in, and enjoy benefits of, a 
service, program, or activity conducted by the District. In determining what type of auxiliary aid or 
service is necessary, the District shall give primary consideration to the requests of the individuals with 
disabilities. 

Auxiliary Aids and Services: "Auxiliary aids and services" includes (1) qualified interpreters, note 
takers, transcription services, written materials, assisted listening systems, and other effective methods for 
making aurally delivered materials available to individuals with hearing impairments; (2) qualified 
readers, taped texts, audio recordings, Braille materials, large print materials, or other effective methods 
for making visually delivered materials available to individuals with visual impairments; (3) acquisition 
or modification of equipment or devices and (4) other similar services and actions. 

Limits of Required Modification: The District is not required to take any action that it can demonstrate 
would result in a fundamental alteration in the nature of a service, program, or activity or in undue financial 
and administrative burdens. Any decision that, in compliance with its responsibility to provide effective 
communication for individuals with disabilities, would fundamentally alter the service, program, or 
activity or unduly burden the District shall be made by the School Committee after considering all 
resources available for use in funding and operating the program, service, or activity. A written statement 
of the reasons for reaching that conclusion shall accompany the decision. 
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Notice: The District shall make available to applicants, participants, beneficiaries, and other interested 
persons information regarding the provisions of Title II of the American with Disabilities Act (ADA) and 
its applicability to the services, programs, or activities of the District. The information shall be made 
available in such a manner as the School Committee and Superintendent find necessary to apprise such 
persons of the protections against discrimination assured them by the ADA. 

Compliance Coordinator: The District shall designate at least one employee to coordinate its efforts to 
comply with and carry out its responsibilities under Title II of ADA, including any investigation of any 
complaint communicated to it alleging its noncompliance or alleging any actions that would be prohibited 
under ADA. The District shall make available to all interested individuals the name, office address, and 
telephone number of the employee(s) so designated and shall adopt and publish procedures for the prompt 
and equitable resolution of complaints alleging any action that would be prohibited under the ADA. The 
school system receives federal financial assistance and must comply with the above 
requirements. Additionally, the School Committee is of the general view that: 

1. Discrimination against a qualified disabled person solely on the basis of disability is unfair; and 

2. To the extent possible, qualified disabled persons should be in the mainstream of life in the school 
community. Accordingly, employees of the school system will comply with the above requirements of 
the law and policy statements of this Committee to ensure nondiscrimination on the basis of disability.

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BASED UPON PROTECTED CLASSIFICATIONS 
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The Arlington Publie Sehools is eommitted to maintaining a sehool environment free of harassment and 
diserimination based on raee, eolor, national origin, sex, gender identity, sexual orientation, disability, age 
or religion. Harassment based upon these proteeted elassifieations by administrators, eertified and support 
personnel, students, vendors and other individuals at sehool or at sehool-sponsored events is strietly 
prohibited. It is the goal of the Arlington Publie Sehools to prevent harassment through on-going and 
appropriate means of developing and maintaining staff and student awareness, staff training, and poliey 
dissemination. However, should an ineident of harassment oeeur, the sehool district will take prompt steps 
to prevent recurrence and to ensure that individuals impacted are not restricted from participating in their 
education or work with the Arlington Public Schools. 

DEFINITION OF HARASSMENT 


In General Harassment includes unwelcome communications such as jokes, comments, innuendoes, notes, 
display of pictures or symbols, gestures, or other conduct which offends or shows disrespect to others 
based upon race, color, national origin, sex, gender identity, sexual orientation, disability, age or religion, 
when such communication or conduct is sufficiently serious to deny or limit the ability of an individual 
(1) to participate in or benefit from applicable educational programs or school sponsored-events or (2) to 
perform his or her duties as an employee or other participant. 

By law, the particular communication or conduct is viewed from the perspective of a reasonable person 
with the characteristic on which the harassment is based. What one person may consider acceptable 
behavior may reasonably be viewed as harassment by another. Therefore, prior to engaging in particular 
conduct, individuals are expected to consider how their words and actions might reasonably be viewed by 
others. 

Sexual Harassment . While all types of harassment are prohibited, sexual harassment requires particular 
attention. Sexual harassment includes unwelcome sexual advances, requests for sexual favors, and/or 
other verbal or physical conduct of a sexual nature when: 

Acceptance of or submission to such conduct is made either explicitly or implicitly a term or condition 
of employment or education. 

The individual's response to such conduct is used as a basis for employment decisions affecting an 
employee or as a basis for educational, disciplinary, or other decisions affecting a student. 

Such conduct interferes with an individual's job duties, education or participation in extracurricular 
activities. 

The conduct creates an intimidating, hostile or offensive work environment or school environment. 
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HARASSMENT AND RETALIATION PROHIBITED 


Harassment in the work plaee or sehool environment is unlawful and is absolutely prohibited. This 
ineludes harassment by administrators, eertified and support personnel, students, vendors and other 
individuals in sehool or at sehool related events. In addition, retaliation against any individual who has 
filed a eomplaint of harassment or who eooperates in an investigation of possible harassment is unlawful 
and is prohibited. 

Persons who engage in harassment or retaliation may be subjeet to diseiplinary aetion, ineluding, but not 
limited to reprimand, suspension, termination/expulsion or other sanetions as determined by the sehool 
administration and/or sehool eommittee, subjeet to applieable proeedural requirements. 

REPORTING HARRASSMENT 


Students: 

A student who believes that he or she has been subjeet to harassment should report the matter to a teaeher, 
eounselor or administrator, who in turn will notify the building prineipal. In the alternative, a student may 
report the matter direetly to the building Prineipal. 

Employees and Others: 

All Arlington Publie Sehools employees and others in the sehool environment who observe or beeome 
aware of potential harassment must promptly notify the building prineipal or his designee. All adults in 
the sehool environment are expeeted to take every report of harassment seriously. 

Employees or others in the sehool environment who believe that they have been subjeet to harassment 
should report the matter to the building prineipal. If an individual is not assigned to a partieular sehool, if 
the individual does not wish to diseuss the issue with the building prineipal, or if the building prineipal 
does not address the problem in an effeetive manner, the individual should inform an identified eentral 
offiee administrator, as published annually on the Distriefs website. Any allegation of harassment by the 
Superintendent should be reported to the Chair of the Sehool Committee. 

INVESTIGATIONS AND CLOSURE OF A COMPLAINT 


The Arlington Publie Sehools will promptly investigate eomplaints of harassment in aeeordanee with its 
Complaint Proeedure found at Poliey ACA-R. If the distriet determines that harassment has oecurred, it 
will take appropriate aetion to prevent reeurrenee and to ensure that individuals who have been impaeted 
are not restrieted from partieipating in their edueation, work, or other aetivities within the Arlington Publie 
Sehools. 

In eertain oases, the harassment of a student may oonstitute ohild abuse under Massaohusetts law. The 
Arlington Publie Sehools will oomply with all legal requirements governing the reporting of suspeoted 
oases of ohild abuse. In addition, the distriet will report oonduot of a serious nature to law enforoement if 
it is determined that oriminal oharges may be pursued. 
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When an investigation has been eompleted, sehool personnel will inform the eomplainant of the results, 
subjeet to eonfidentiality requirements. For example, sehool offieials will generally not inform the 
eomplainant of diseiplinary aetion taken against another individual, unless it involves a stay-away order 
or other direetive the eomplainant should be aware of in order to report violations. Sehool personnel will 
also file a report with the Coordinator for Title IX/Seetion 504 of the Rehabilitation Act/Chapter 622. 

STATE AND FEDERAL AGENCIES 


The Arlington Publie Sehools urges all individuals in the sehool eommunity to bring any eomplaints of 
harassment or other diserimination to the attention of sehool personnel so that they ean address the issue 
as appropriate. Individuals may also make inquiries regarding the filing of a complaint with the following

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PROCEDURES FOR ADDRESSING COMPLAINTS OF DISCRIMINATION 
OR HARASSMENT BASED UPON PROTECTED CLASSIFICATIONS 
AND RELATED RETALIATION 


I. WHERE TO FILE A COMPLAINT 

Any student, employee or other individual in the sehool environment who believes that he/she (1) has 
been subjeet to diserimination or harassment in the Arlington Publie Sehools beeause of his or her raee, 
eolor, national origin, sex, gender identity, sexual orientation, disability, age, or religion or (2) retaliation 
for reporting or eooperating in an investigation of sueh alleged eonduet may file a eomplaint with the 
building prineipal. If the individual is not assigned to a particular school or if the individual does not wish 
to discuss the issue with the building principal or the building Principal does not address the problem in 
an effective manner, the employee should notify an identified administrator, as published annually on the 
District's website. Any allegation of harassment by the Superintendent should be reported to the Chair of 
the School Committee. The Principal, the identified administrator, the School Committee Chair or their 
designees (all of whom are hereinafter referred to as the "Investigator") will be responsible for addressing 
the complaint in accordance with the procedures outlined below. 

Process For Certain Complaints Based Upon Disability: A person who alleges discrimination on the basis 
of disability relative to the identification, evaluation, or educational services or placement of a student 
pursuant to MGL c. 7IB or the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act must use the procedure outlined 
in the Parents' Notice of Procedural Safeguards published by the Massachusetts Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education, rather than this Complaint Procedure. A copy of these Safeguards is available 
from the Superintendent or designee, as published annually in the District's website. A person with a 
complaint involving discrimination on the basis of a disability other than that described in this paragraph 
may use this Complaint Procedure. 

II. CONTENT OF COMPLAINT 

The Arlington Public Schools encourages individuals who experience conduct that is of concern to them 
based upon a protected classification to immediately report the matter, so that it can be addressed 
effectively and promptly. The District also asks that the individual ("Complainant") provide a written 
statement of the complaint. If the Complainant chooses not to submit a written statement, the Investigator 
will record the allegations and read them to the Complainant to confirm accuracy. The complaint should 
include the following information: 

1. The name and school (or address and telephone number if not a student or employee) of 
the Complainant. 

2. The name and address and telephone number of the Complainant's representative, if any. 

3. The name of the person(s) alleged to have caused the discrimination or harassment 
("Respondent"). 

4. A description, in as much detail as possible, of the alleged discrimination or harassment. 

5. The date(s) of the alleged discrimination or harassment. 
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6. The name of all persons who have knowledge about the alleged diserimination or 
harassment (witnesses), as ean be reasonably determined. 

7. A deseription, in as mueh detail as possible, of steps the eomplaint believes would resolve 
the eomplaint. 

III, INVESTIGATION 

Prior to Investigation : Even prior to eompleting a full investigation, if neeessary, the Investigator will take 
immediate steps to provide for or restore an appropriate edueational and/or work environment for those 
who may be impaeted. Consideration will also be given to obligations to report instanees of suspeeted 
ehild abuse to the Massaehusetts Department ofSoeialServiees pursuant to M.G.L. e. 119, 51A or whether 
a report to the poliee may be appropriate. 

Informing the Respondent : Respondents will be informed of the eomplaint against them as soon as the 
Investigator deems appropriate based upon the nature of the allegations, the investigation required, the 
aetion eontemplated, and any applieable eolleetive bargaining agreements. 

Interviews and Gathering Information : The Investigator will interview witnesses whom she or he deems 
neeessary and appropriate to determine the faets relevant to the eomplaint, and will gather other relevant 
information. Confidentiality of those involved in the eomplaint or investigation will be maintained, to the 
extent eonsistent with the Arlington Publie Sehools' obligations to investigate eomplaints and the due 
proeess rights of individuals affeeted. Where appropriate, the Investigator will remind individuals that 
retaliation against someone who files a eomplaint or who may have information about it is strictly 
prohibited and could result in discipline. 

Determination . The Investigator will weigh all of the evidence objectively to determine whether the 
alleged event occurred, using a "preponderance of the evidence" standard. If the events have been 
established, the Investigator will also determine whether they meet the definition of harassment. However, 
nothing in this policy is intended to restrict the district's authority to impose discipline or take other 
corrective action, even absent a finding of harassment. 

IV. RESOLUTION OF THE COMPLAINT 

If harassment is substantiated, the district will take steps reasonably calculated to prevent recurrence and 
to correct its effect. This may include not only discipline for the Respondent, subject to applicable 
procedural requirements, but also implementation of targeted or school-wide programs to increase 
appreciation of diversity and steps to support those impacted by the harassment. 

In most instances, the Investigator will meet with the Complainant to review the information gathered 
and, if applicable, to discuss plans for preventing recurrence of discrimination or harassment and 
correcting its effect. However, any such communication is subject to the requirements of confidentiality. 
For example, school officials are generally prohibited from informing the Complainant of specific 
disciplinary action taken against another individual —unless it involves a "stay-away" or other directive 
that the Complainant should be aware of in order to report violations. 
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The Investigator will file a report with the Coordinator for Title IX/Seetion 504/Chapter 622 or other 
appropriate administrator eontaining the name of the Complainant, the date of the eomplaint, investigator, 
sehool, a brief statement of the nature of the eomplaint, the outeome of the investigation, and the aetion 
taken. 

Following the elosure of the eomplaint, the Investigator or other personnel or designee will eontaet the 
Complainant within a reasonable time period to determine whether there has been any reeurrenee of 
harassment, if appropriate. 

V. TIME LINES AND FOLLOW-UP 

Investigators will endeavor to eomplete interviews and other investigatory steps within 10 sehool days of 
reeeiving the eomplaint and to eommunieate with the Complainant and/or representative within (10) 
sehool days thereafter, with written disposition made within ten days following that eommunieation. 

These time lines will be implemented unless the nature of the investigation or exigent eireumstanees 
prevent sueh implementation, in whieh ease, the matter will be eompleted as quiekly as praetieable. If the 
time lines speeified above are not met, the reason(s) for not meeting them must be elearly doeumented. 

VI. APPEALS 

If the Complainant not satisfied with a disposition by the Investigator, the Complainant or representative 
may appeal the disposition to the Superintendent or designee, who ean be reaehed as follows:

(781) 316-3502)] The Superintendent will issue a written response on the appeal to the Complainant within 
ten (10) sehool days of reeeiving the appeal. 

Appeals regarding the disposition of allegations of harassment by the Superintendent may be appealed to 
the Sehool Committee.

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TOBACCO PRODUCTS ON SCHOOL PREMISES PROHIBITED 

Use of any tobaeeo products, including, but not limited to: cigarettes, cigars, little cigars, chewing 
tobacco, pipe tobacco and snuff and electronic cigarettes, electronic cigars, electronic pipes or other 
similar products that rely on vaporization or aerosolization, within the school buildings, school facilities, 
on school grounds or school buses, or at school sponsored events by any individual, including school 
personnel and students, is prohibited at all times. 

A staff member determined to be in violation of this policy shall be subject to disciplinary action. 

A student determined to be in violation of this policy shall be subject to disciplinary action pursuant to 
the student discipline code. 

This policy shall be promulgated to all staff and students in appropriate handbook(s) and publications. 

Signs shall be posted in all school buildings informing the general public of the District policy and 
requirements of state law.

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BACKGROUND CHECKS 


It shall be the poliey of the sehool distriet that, as required by law, a state and national fingerprint criminal 
background check will be conducted to determine the suitability of full or part time current and prospective 
school employees, who may have direct and unmonitored contact with children. School employees shall 
include, but not be limited to any apprentice, intern, or student teacher or individuals in similar positions, 
who may have direct and unmonitored contact with children. The School Committee shall only obtain a 
fingerprint background check for current and prospective employees for whom the School Committee has 
direct hiring authority. In the case of an individual directly hired by a school committee, the chair of the 
School Committee shall review the results of the national criminal history check. The Superintendent shall 
also obtain a state and national fingerprint background check for any individual who regularly provides 
school related transportation to children. The School Committee, Superintendent or Principal, as 
appropriate, may obtain a state and national fingerprint criminal background check for any volunteer, 
subcontractor or laborer commissioned by the School Committee, school or employed by the city or town 
to perform work on school grounds, who may have direct and unmonitored contact with children. School 
volunteers and subcontractors/laborers who may have direct and unmonitored contact with children must 
continue to submit state CORI checks. 

The fee charged by the provider to the employee and educator for national fingerprint background checks 
will be $55.00 for school employees subject to licensure by DESE and $35.00 for other employees, which 
fee may from time to time be adjusted by the appropriate agency. The employer shall continue to obtain 
periodically, but not less than every 3 years, from the department of criminal justice information services 
all available Criminal Offender Record Information (CORI) for any current and prospective employee or 
volunteer within the school district who may have direct and unmonitored contact with children. 

Direct and unmonitored contact with children is defined in DESE regulations as contact with a student 
when no other employee who has received a suitability determination by the school or district is present. 
“Contact” refers to any contact with a student that provides the individual with opportunity for physical 
touch or personal communication. 

This policy is applicable to any fingerprint-based state and national criminal history record check made 
for non-criminal justice purposes and requested under applicable federal authority and/or state statute 
authorizing such checks for licensing or employment purposes. Where such checks are allowable by law, 
the following practices and procedures will be followed. 

Requesting CHRI (Criminal History Record Information) checks 

Fingerprint-based CHRI checks will only be conducted as authorized by state and federal law, in 
accordance with all applicable state and federal rules and regulations. If an applicant or employee is 
required to submit to a fingerprint-based state and national criminal history record check, he/she shall be 
informed of this requirement and instructed on how to comply with the law. Such instruction will include 
information on the procedure for submitting fingerprints. In addition, the applicant or employee will be 
provided with all information needed to successfully register for a fingerprinting appointment. 

Access to CHRI 


All CHRI is subject to strict state and federal rules and regulations in addition to Massachusetts CORI 
laws and regulations. CHRI cannot be shared with any unauthorized entity for any purpose, including 
subsequent hiring determinations. All receiving entities are subject to audit by the Massachusetts 
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Department of Criminal Justiee Information Serviees (DCJIS) and the FBI, and failure to eomply with 
sueh rules and regulations eould lead to sanetions. Federal law and regulations provide that the exehange 
of reeords and information is subjeet to eaneellation if dissemination is made outside of the reeeiving 
entity or related entities. Furthermore, an entity ean be eharged eriminally for the unauthorized diselosure 
ofCHRI. 

Storage of CHRI 

CHRI shall only be stored for extended periods of time when needed for the integrity and/or utility of an 
individual's personnel file. Administrative, teehnieal, and physieal safeguards, whieh are in complianee 
with the most reeent CJIS Seeurity Poliey have been implemented to ensure the security and 
confidentiality of CHRI. Each individual involved in the handling of CHRI is to familiarize himself/herself 
with these safeguards. 

In addition to the above, each individual involved in the handling of CHRI will strictly adhere to the policy 
on the storage, retention and destruction of CHRI. 

Retention and Destruction of CHRI 


Federal law prohibits the repurposing or dissemination of CHRI beyond its initial requested purpose. Once 
an individual's CHRI is received, it will be securely retained in internal agency documents for the 
following purposes only. 

Historical reference and/or comparison with future CHRI requests. 

Dispute of the accuracy of the record 

Evidence for any subsequent proceedings based on information contained in the CHRI. 

CHRI will be kept for the above purposes in a secure location in the office of the superintendent. When 
no longer needed, CHRI and any summary of CHRI data must be destroyed by shredding paper copies 
and/or by deleting all electronic copies from the electronic storage location, including any backup copies 
or files. The shredding of paper copies of CHRI by an outside vendor must be supervised by an employee 
of the district. 

CHRI Training 

An informed review of a criminal record requires training. Accordingly, all personnel authorized to receive 
and/or review CHRI at the district will review and become familiar with the educational and relevant 
training materials regarding SAFIS and CHRI laws and regulations made available by the appropriate 
agencies, including the DCJIS. 

Determining Suitability 

In determining an individual's suitability, the following factors will be considered: these factors may 
include, but not necessarily be limited to: the nature and gravity of the crime and the underlying conduct, 
the time that has passed since the offense, conviction and/or completion of the sentence, nature of the 
position held or sought, age of the individual at the time of the offense, number of offenses, any relevant 
evidence of rehabilitation or lack thereof and any other factors deemed relevant by the district. 
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A record of the suitability determination will be retained. The following information will be included in 
the determination: 

The name and date of birth of the employee or applicant; 

The date on which the school employer received the national criminal history check results; and, 
The suitability determination (either "suitable" or "unsuitable"). 

A copy of an individual's suitability determination documentation must be provided to another school 
employer, or to the individual, upon request of the individual for whom the school employer conducted a 
suitability determination. 

Relying on Previous Suitability Determination. 

The school employer may obtain and may rely on a favorable suitability determination from a prior 
employer, if the following criteria are met: 

The suitability determination was made within the last seven years; and 

The individual has not resided outside of Massachusetts for any period longer than three years 
since the suitability determination was made; and either 

The individual has been employed continuously for one or more school employers or has gaps 
totaling no more than two years in his or her employment for school employers; or 

If the individual works as a substitute employee, the individual is still deemed suitable for 
employment by the school employer who made a favorable suitability determination. Upon request 
of another school employer, the initial school employer shall provide documentation that the 
individual is still deemed suitable for employment by the initial school employer. 

Adverse Decisions Based on CHRI 


If inclined to make an adverse decision based on an individual's CHRI, the district will take the following 
steps prior to making a final adverse determination: 

Provide the individual with a copy of his/her CHRI used in making the adverse decision; 

Provide the individual with a copy of this CHRI Policy; 

Provide the individual the opportunity to complete or challenge the accuracy of his/her CHRI; 
and 

Provide the individual with information on the process for updating, changing, or correcting CHRI. 

A final adverse decision based on an individual's CHRI will not be made until the individual has been 
afforded a reasonable time depending on the particular circumstances not to exceed thirty days to correct 
or complete the CHRI. 

If a school employer receives criminal record information from the state or national fingerprint-based 
background checks that includes no disposition or is otherwise incomplete, the school employer may 
request that an individual, after providing him a copy of said background check, provide additional 
information regarding the results of the criminal background checks to assist the school employer in 
determining the applicant's suitability for direct and unmonitored contact with children, notwithstanding 
the terms of General Laws chapter 15 IB, S. 4,( 9,9 V 2 ). Furthermore, in exigent circumstances, a school 
employer may, pursuant to the terms of DESE regulations (see specific regulations in legal 
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references), hire an employee on a conditional basis without first receiving the results of a national 
criminal background check. After exhausting several preliminary steps as contained in the above 
referenced regulation the district may require an individual to provide information regarding the 
individual's history of criminal convictions; however, the individual cannot be asked to provide 
information about juvenile adjudications or sealed convictions. The superintendent is advised to confer 
with legal counsel whenever he/she solicits information from an individual concerning his/her history of 
criminal convictions. 

Secondary Dissemination of CHRI 

If an individual's CHRI is released to another authorized entity, a record of that dissemination must be 
made in the secondary dissemination log. The secondary dissemination log is subject to audit by the DCJIS 
and the FBI. 

The following information will be recorded in the log: 

Subject Name; 

Subject Date of Birth; 

Date and Time of the dissemination; 

Name of the individual to whom the information was provided; 

Name of the agency for which the requestor works; 

Contact information for the requestor; and 
The specific reason for the request. 

Reporting to Commissioner of Elementary and Secondary Education 

Pursuant to state law and regulation, if the district dismisses, declines to renew the employment of, obtains 
the resignation of, or declines to hire a licensed educator or an applicant for a Massachusetts educator 
license because of information discovered through a state or national criminal record check, the district 
shall report such decision or action to the Commissioner of Elementary and Secondary Education in 
writing within 30 days of the employer action or educator resignation. The report shall be in a form 
requested by the Department and shall include the reason for the action or resignation as well as a copy of 
the criminal record checks results. The superintendent shall notify the employee or applicant that it has 
made a report pursuant to the regulations to the Commissioner. 

Pursuant to state law and regulation, if the district discovers information from a state or national criminal 
record check about a licensed educator or an applicant for a Massachusetts educator license that implicates 
grounds for license action pursuant to regulations, the Superintendent shall report to the Commissioner in 
writing within 30 days of the discovery, regardless of whether the district retains or hires the educator as 
an employee. The report must include a copy of the criminal record check results. The school employer 
shall notify the employee or applicant that it has made a report pursuant to regulations to the Commissioner 
and shall also send a copy of the criminal record check results to the employee or applicant. 

C.O.R.I. REQUIREMENTS 

It shall be the policy of the district to obtain all available Criminal Offender Record Information (CORI) 
from the department of criminal justice information services of prospective employee(s) or volunteer(s) 
of the school department including any individual who regularly provides school related transportation to 
children, who may have direct and unmonitored contact with children, prior to hiring the employee(s) or 
to accepting any person as a volunteer. State law requires that school districts obtain CORI data for 
employees of taxicab companies that have contracted with the schools to provide transportation to pupils. 
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The Superintendent, Prineipal, or their certified designees shall periodically, but not less than every three 
years, obtain all available Criminal Offender Record Information from the department of criminal justice 
informational services on all employees, individuals who regularly provide school related transportation 
to children, including taxicab company employees, and volunteers who may have direct and unmonitored 
contact with children, during their term of employment or volunteer service. 

The Superintendent, Principal, or their certified designees may also have access to Criminal Offender 
Record Information for any subcontractor or laborer who performs work on school grounds, and who may 
have direct and unmonitored contact with children, and shall notify them of this requirement and comply 
with the appropriate provisions of this policy. 

Pursuant to a Department of Education regulation, ‘“Direct and unmonitored contact with children’ means 
contact with students when no other employee, for whom the employer has made a suitability 
determination of the school or district, is present. “ Contact” refers to any contact with a student that 
provides the individual with opportunity for physical touch or personal communication. The school 
employer may determine when there is potential for direct and unmonitored contact with children by 
assessing the circumstances and specific factors including but not limited to, whether the individual will 
be working in proximity with students, the amount of time the individual will spend on school grounds, 
and whether the individual will be working independently or with others. An individual shall not be 
considered to have the potential for direct and unmonitored contact with children if he or she has only the 
potential for incidental unsupervised contact in commonly used areas of the school grounds.” 

In accordance with state law, all current and prospective employees, volunteers, and persons regularly 
providing school related transportation to children of the school district shall sign an acknowledgement 
form authorizing receipt by the district of all available CORI data from the department of criminal justice 
information services. In the event that a current employee has a question concerning the signing of the 
acknowledgement form, he/she may meet with the Principal or Superintendent; however, failure to sign 
the CORI acknowledgement form may result in a referral to local counsel for appropriate action. 
Completed acknowledgement forms must be kept in secure files. The School Committee, Superintendent, 
Principals or their designees certified to obtain information under the policy, shall prohibit the 
dissemination of school information for any purpose other than to further the protection of school children. 

CORI is not subject to the public records law and must be kept in a secure location, separate from 
personnel files and may be retained for not more than three years. CORI shall be shared with the individual 
to whom it pertains, pursuant to law, regulation and the following model policy, and in the event of an 
inaccurate report the individual should contact the department of criminal justice informational services. 

Access to CORI material must be restricted to those individuals certified to receive such information. In 
the case of prospective employees or volunteers, CORI material should be obtained only where the 
Superintendent had determined that the applicant is qualified and may forthwith be recommended for 
employment or volunteer duties. 

The hiring authority, subject to applicable law and the model policy, reserves the exclusive right 
concerning any employment decision. 

The Superintendent shall ensure that on the application for employment and/or volunteer form there shall 
be a statement that as a condition of the employment or volunteer service the school district is required by 
law to obtain Criminal Offender Record Information for any employee, individual who regularly provides 
transportation, or volunteer who may have direct and unmonitored contact with 
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children. Current employees, persons regularly providing school related transportation, and volunteers 
shall also be informed in writing by the Superintendent prior to the periodic obtaining of their Criminal 
Offender Record Information. 

Records sealed pursuant to law shall not operate to disqualify a person in any examination, appointment 
or application for public service on behalf of the Commonwealth or any political subdivision thereof. 

The Superintendent shall revise contracts with special education schools and other providers to require a 
signed statement that the provider has met all legal requirements of the state where it is located relative to 
criminal background checks for employees and others having direct and unmonitored contact with 
children.

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DCJIS MODEL CORI POLICY 


This policy is applicable to the criminal history screening of prospective and current employees, 
subcontractors, volunteers and interns, and professional licensing applicants. 

Where Criminal Offender Record Information (CORI) and other criminal history checks may be part of 
a general background check for employment, volunteer work, licensing purposes, the following practices 
and procedures will be followed. 

CONDUCTING CORI SCREENING 

CORI checks will only be conducted as authorized by the DCJIS, state law, and regulation, and only after 
a CORI Acknowledgement Form has been completed. 

If a new CORI check is to be made on a subject within a year of his/her signing of the CORI 
Acknowledgement Form, the subject shall be given seventy two (72) hours notice that anew CORI check 
will be conducted. 

ACCESS TO CORI 

All CORI obtained from the DCJIS is confidential, and access to the information must be limited to those 
individuals who have a "need to know". This may include, but not be limited to, hiring managers, staff 
submitting the CORI requests, and staff charged with processing job applications. The district must 
maintain and keep a current list of each individual authorized to have access to, or view, CORI. This list 
must be updated every six (6) months and is subject to inspection upon request by the DCJIS at any time. 

CORI TRAINING 

An informed review of a criminal record requires training. Accordingly. All district personnel authorized 
to review or access CORI will review, and will be thoroughly familiar with, the educational and relevant 
training materials regarding CORI laws and regulations made available by the DCJIS. 

USE OF CRIMINAL HISTORY IN BACKGROUND SCREENING 

CORI used for employment purposes shall only be accessed for applicants who are otherwise qualified 
for the position for which they have applied. 

Unless otherwise provided by law, a criminal record will not automatically disqualify an applicant. 
Rather, determinations of suitability based on background checks will be made consistent with this policy 
and any applicable law or regulations. 

VERIFYING A SUBJECT’S IDENTITY 

If a criminal record is received from the DCJIS, the information is to be closely compared with the 
information on the CORI Acknowledgement Form and any other identifying information provided by the 
Applicant to ensure the record belongs to the applicant. 
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If the information in the CORI reeord provided does not exactly match the identification information 
provided by the applicant, a determination is to be made by an individual authorized to make such 
determinations based on a comparison of the CORI record and documents provided by the applicant. 

INQUIRING ABOUT CRIMINAL HISTORY 

In connection with any decision regarding employment, volunteer opportunities, or professional licensing, 
the subject shall be provided with a copy of the criminal history record, whether obtained from the DCJIS 
or from any other source, prior to questioning the subject about his or her criminal history. The source(s) 
of the criminal history record is also to be disclosed to the subject. 

DETERMINING SUITABILITY 

If a determination is made, based on the verification of identity information as provided in this policy, that 
the criminal record belongs to the subject, and the subject does not dispute the record's accuracy, then the 
determination of suitability for the position or license will be made. Unless otherwise provided by law, 
factors considered in determining suitability may include, but not be limited to, the following: 

(a) Relevance of the record to the position sought; 

(b) The nature of the work to be performed; 

(c) Time since the conviction; 

(d) Age of the candidate at the time of the offense; 

(e) Seriousness and specific circumstances of the offense; 

(f) The number of offenses; 

(g) Whether the applicant has pending charges; 

(h) Any relevant evidence of rehabilitation or lack thereof; and 

(i) Any other relevant information, including information submitted by the candidate or requested 
by the organization. 

The applicant is to be notified of the decision and the basis for it in a timely manner. 

ADVERSE DECISIONS BASED ON CORI 

If an authorized official is inclined to make an adverse decision based on the results of a criminal history 
background check, the applicant will be notified immediately. The subject shall be provided with a copy 
of the organization's CORI policy and a copy of the criminal history. The source(s) of the criminal history 
will also be revealed. The subject will then be provided with an opportunity to dispute the accuracy of the 
CORI record. Subjects shall also be provided a copy of DCJIS' Information Concerning the Process for 
Correcting a Criminal Record. 

SECONDARY DISSEMINATION LOGS 

All CORI obtained from the DCJIS is confidential and can only be disseminated as authorized by law and 
regulation. A central secondary dissemination log shall be used to record any dissemination of CORI 
outside this organization, including dissemination at the request of the subject.

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NUTRITION AND WELLNESS POLICY 


The Arlington Publie Sehools support health, nutrition and physieal aetivity for everyone. 

The "Aet Relative to Sehool Nutrition" signed into law on July 10,2010, and the amendment to this Aet 
passed in June, 2012, requires the Massaehusetts Department of Publie Health to establish standards for 
eompetitive foods and beverages sold or provided in publie sehools during the day. The goal of the 
standards is to ensure that publie sehools offer students food and beverage ehoiees that will enhanee 
learning, eontribute to their healthy growth and development, and eultivate life-long healthy eating 
behaviors. The regulations are part of the Commonwealth's broad- based, eollaborative initiative to reduee 
ehildhood obesity and prevent its eomplieations in ehildhood and later in adulthood. This poliey has been 
developed to meet the requirements and is based on the following goals: 

1. Students will aequire the knowledge, skills and motivation neeessary to aehieve and maintain 
optimum health and lifelong fitness. 

2. The Arlington Publie Sehool Distriet is eommitted to providing sehool environments that promote 
ehildren's health, well-being, and ability to learn by supporting healthy eating and physieal aetivity. 

3. The Arlington Publie Sehool Distriet will offer ongoing physieal aetivities to assess, plan, 
implement, promote and evaluate student and staff wellness. 

Staff and administration will work to incorporate physical activity during the school day as well as promote 
before and after school physical activity opportunities. 

The Arlington Public Schools will strive to improve the health and wellness of our school community. 
Healthy children are the foundation of a healthy society and through healthy diet and maintenance of 
healthy body weight, we can reduce chronic diseases. Healthy, active, well-nourished children are better 
able to learn. Eating, health, and activity habits developed in youth will affect health throughout life. 
Following the principles of the Dietary Guidelines for Americans, a healthy diet includes foods from all 
food groups with limited portions of foods high in sugar, saturated and trans fat, and salt. 

Nutrition 

The nutrition standards and associated regulations promulgated by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health and Department of Elementary and Secondary Education apply to competitive foods and 
beverages sold or provided to students 30 minutes before the beginning of the school day until 30 minutes 
after the school day ends. Foods and beverages sold in vending machines must comply with the standards 
at all times. 
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Food Sold For Fundraising The Arlington Publie Sehools will allow only non-food items to be sold as 
part of sehool-sponsored fundraising aetivities during the sehool day. This mandate extends from 30 
minutes before to 30 minutes after the sehool day. Bake sales for an eleetion day that eorresponds to a 
sehool day are exempt. Also, food sold for fundraising not for immediate eonsumption in sehool, but to 
take home shall be permitted. 

Sehool sponsored events to raise funds that do not take plaee during the sehool day are strongly 
eneouraged to inelude healthy alternatives. 

Healthy Classroom Parties and School Celebrations 

The Arlington Publie Sehools reeognize that elassroom parties and eelebrations are tradition at sehool. 
However, with the eurrent goals of promoting healthy eating, parents are strongly eneouraged to not send 
in any food items to share with the elass As of September of 2013, all elassroom Birthday eelebrations 
will be food free. Until then, all foods must meet the nutrition guidelines. All other elassroom parties 
and school celebrations that contain food must be approved by the building Principal. 

Curriculum Based Foods 

Curriculum based food activities run by a teacher will need the teacher's approval as well as the building 
principal approval. 

Nutrition Education 

The Arlington Public Schools are dedicated to providing students with the knowledge and means to make 
healthy food choices, healthy lifestyle, and physical activity choices. This is accomplished by increasing 
awareness of the benefits of eating healthy, getting the recommended amount of daily physical activity, 
defining nutrition and physical activity goals through an integrated approach of nutrition topics in grades 
K-12. 


Students Bringing in their own Food 

Parents/Guardians may send their individual students to school with whatever food they deem appropriate. 
Food should not be shared. 

Access to Water 

The Arlington Public Schools will make water available to all students during the day without charge. 

Physical Fitness 

The Arlington Public Schools values physical activity and physical fitness. 

Daily Recess 

All elementary school students will have daily-supervised recess, preferably outdoors, during which 
schools should encourage, verbally and through the provision of space and equipment, moderate to 
vigorous physical activity. To the extent possible, schools will endeavor to schedule recess prior to lunch 
since research indicates that physical activity prior to lunch can increase the nutrient intake and reduce 
food waste. Teachers will strive not to withhold recess or physical education as a punitive measure. 
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Physical Activity Opportunities Before and After School 

The Middle and High Sehool will offer extraeurrieular physieal aetivity programs, sueh as physieal 
activity clubs or intramural programs. The Middle and High School as appropriate will offer 
interscholastic sports programs and other sports programs. The Arlington Public Schools will offer a range 
of activities that meet the needs, interests, and abilities of all students. 

Food Services 

The Arlington School Food Service Department will comply with all provisions of the Healthy, Hunger- 
Free Kids Act of 2010 as well as the Massachusetts Department of Public Health Nutrition Standards for 
Competitive Foods and Beverages in Public Schools. This includes the requirement s for the National 
School Lunch and Breakfast Programs. 

Wellness Committee 

The Arlington Public Schools Wellness Committee, established by policy in 2006, shall continue to 
consist of at least one parent, student, nurse, school food representative. School Committee member, 
school administrator, member of the public, and other community members as appropriate. The Wellness 
Committee will provide oversight of the policy and regulations. 

Measurement and Evaluation 

Evaluation and measurement of progress toward the wellness goals is an integral component of the process 
to ensure and sustain student health, good nutrition and physical activity. Information relevant to school 
wellness and nutrition will be available to the School Committee and the public, except where it infringes 
on the right to privacy of students and staff. In particular, all contracts of the Arlington Public Schools 
and the School Food Service related to the sale or marketing of foods and beverages will be public 
information, available for inspection upon request from members of the community. 

To promote steady, feasible, improvements in school meals year after year, the Superintendent or designee 
will provide a report to the School Committee by the first meeting in September for the previous academic 
year, describing the activities and financial status of the School Food Service (including sales of school 
meals in the free, reduced-price and full-price categories, and sales from vending machine) setting specific 
goals for nutrition and wellness improvements in the coming year, and summarizing the progress on the 
goals for the year just completed. 

The Superintendent or his/her designee will provide a report to the School Committee at the end of each 
school year describing the implementation of this Wellness Policy. The report will include but not be 
limited to: information about the staff that have been assigned nutrition and wellness responsibilities, 
available statistics about the health and wellness status of students, progress and hurdles on implementing 
the wellness policy provisions, any exceptions that the Superintendent authorized to those provisions, 
goals and specific actions for improving nutrition and wellness in the coming school year, achievement 
of the goals and actions from the year just completed, and any recommendations for future revisions to 
the Wellness Policy itself.

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NUTRITION AND WELLNESS POLICY GOALS 


Nutrition Education 

A healthy sehool nutrition environment gives students eonsistent, reliable health information and ample 
opportunity to use it. A healthy school nutrition environment includes: 

• A commitment to nutrition and physical activity 

• Quality school meals 

• Other healthful food options 

• Pleasant eating experiences 

• Nutrition education 

• Marketing healthful foods and beverages 

The Superintendent is encouraged to inform the Arlington community at large of the nutrition and wellness 
goals and activities of the schools. The town leadership and community organizations are encouraged to 
voluntarily adopt a similar program of changes to provide a consistent message and improve the overall 
wellness environment for the children of Arlington. 

The Arlington Public Schools will seek to achieve the following goals: 

• provide integrated classroom instruction in nutrition K-10, including nutritional knowledge, the 
benefits of healthy eating, essential nutrients, nutritional deficiencies, the use and misuse of dietary 
supplements, safe food preparation, handling and storage, and food allergies; nutrition-related skills, 
including, but not limited to, planning a healthy meal, understanding and using food labels, accessing 
and critically evaluating nutrition information, misinformation and commercial food advertising; how 
to assess and manage one's personal eating habits, set goals for improvement and achieve those goals; 
and how to communicate, make healthy decisions and advocate for developing lifelong healthy habits. 

• provide ongoing professional development to staff responsible to teach nutrition including teachers, 
coaches, counselors, nurses, and food service staff Information will be shared on food choices, 
supplements, diets, and food allergies. 

• promote healthy nutrition through signage, leaflets, and positive advertising in cafeterias. 

• encourage healthy food choices and prohibit the advertisement of unhealthy food choices. 

Physical Activity 

Research indicates that physical activity has a positive impact on academic performance including 
improved concentration and memory, improved mathematics, reading and writing test scores, reduced 
stress, and reduced disruptive behavior. Physical Education provides opportunities for all students to 
develop the knowledge and skills for specific physical activities, to maintain physical fitness, to regularly 
participate in physical activity, to understand the short and long term benefits of a physically active 
lifestyle, and to plan for lifelong activity. 
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A comprehensive physical activity program encompasses opportunities for students to be physically 
active, including: physical education, recess, walk-to-school programs, after-school physical activity 
programs, and physical activity breaks within regular classrooms. 

The Arlington Public Schools will seek to achieve the following goals: 

• require regularly scheduled physical education in all grades for all students K-10 and offer and 
encourage regularly scheduled physical education for grades 11 and 12. 

• assure that no less than 50% of the time scheduled in physical education class shall be moderate 
to vigorous activity as recommended by the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. 

• assure that physical educators participate in professional development related to their teaching 
assignments. 

• assure that physical education classes are safe, developmentally appropriate, sequential, inclusive, 
and are based on national and state standards for fitness and health. 

• promote a healthy physically active lifestyle by including 10 minutes of recess on days when 
students do not attend physical education, at the elementary level, when feasible. 

• promote a healthy physically active lifestyle by encouraging schools to offer and post physical 
activity and athletic programs available throughout the community. 

• permit high school students to have access to outdoor space adjoining or near the cafeteria at the 
end of their lunch period, where feasible. 

• Work with families and the larger community to increase physical activity so that students can 
meet the guidelines, recommended by the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, of 150 
minutes per week for grades K-5, and 225 minutes per week for grades 6-12. 

• Consider time for physical activity to be a priority in a child's day, just as time for academic study 
is a priority. 

Health Education 

Evidence indicates that comprehensive health education programs have a positive impact on health 
behaviors of students, including mental health, which can lead to better school performance. (Hawkins, et 
ah, 1999; Murphy et ah, 1996; Lindmark et ah, 1996; Simun, 1996; Botvin et ah, 1997) Some students 
who have participated in school health education programs, compared to similar students who have not 
participated in such programs have increased cognitive development and awareness, better school 
attendance, higher graduation rates, increased goal setting and better application of decisionmaking skills. 
(El.S. Senate, 1993; Pitway Charitable Foundation, 1992; Mahai, 1991; Executive summary of the Health 
Protection Fund, October 1999) Substance use, violence, teen pregnancy, emotional factors, sedentary 
living, obesity, and stress are all related to diminished school performance. Physical activity, good 
nutrition, a safe and inclusive environment, mental health and prevention of depression, stress 
management, hygiene, and rest are important factors in enhancing students' academic performance. These 
studies suggest that if students are not in good health, they will not be able to learn and achieve at their 
highest potential. 

Comprehensive health education addresses the knowledge and skills for both reducing risk behaviors 
and increasing actions that increase wellness.

• ensure that classroom instruction in health will engage students in active learning, including 
opportunities to practice skills across the curriculum. 

Nutrition Standards for All Foods Available on School Campus during the School Day 

The Arlington Public Schools support the Dietary Guidelines for Americans. These guidelines stress 
variety and moderation in food choices. They encourage increased consumption of fruits and vegetables, 
fish, whole grains, and low-fat milk and dairy products, within the context of an overall diet that is 
moderate in total calories. They recommend choosing a diet with lower amounts of added sugar, saturated 
fat and trans fat, and salt. The 2005 revision of the Guidelines also promotes physical activity. 

The Federal Government has rules for meals served through the National School Lunch Program and 
School Breakfast Program. The standards in this wellness policy ensure that “competitive foods,” which 
are foods and beverages outside of the federal programs, do not undermine the policy’s other advances in 
the school nutrition environment. 

The Arlington Public Schools will seek to achieve the following goals: 

• ensure that the school breakfast and lunch programs meet or exceed all dietary guidelines for the 
National School Lunch and Breakfast Programs. 

• minimize the risk of exposure to food allergens that pose a threat to students, educate the 
community about allergies, and maintain and regularly update a system-wide protocol for 
responding to the needs of students with allergies. 

• encourage the Food Service Director to seek to offer attractive appetizing healthy meals that are 
low in sugar, saturated fat, trans fat, and salt, and high in fruits, low-fat dairy, vegetables and whole 
grains. 

• for all foods and beverages sold or provided on school property, other than the school breakfast 
and lunch programs, direct principals to work with school councils, school food service, teachers, 
and parents to encourage food and beverages choices that conform to the “Massachusetts A La 
Carte Food & Beverage Standards to Promote a Healthier School Environment.”' Manufactured 
foods that meet this standard are listed on the convenient “Acceptable List” from the John C. 
Stalker Institute of Food and Nutrition at Framingham State University.”^ 

• assure that food service employees participate in annual professional development on allergies, 
choking, universal precautions, and hygiene and safety related to food service. A plan will be 
developed and implemented to certify all food service staff. 

• direct principals to ensure that there is sufficient time allotted to school lunch for both eating and 
social interaction. 
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• encourage portion sizes appropriate for all age groups, including young elementary school 
students. 

• designate a healthy snack time each day, K-5. 

• encourage the use of non-food rewards for accomplishments.

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COMMITMENT TO ACCOMPLISHMENT 


The Arlington Sehool Committee aeeepts ultimate responsibility for all faeets of sehool operations. 
Beeause it is aceountable to residents of the distriet, the Sehool Committee will maintain a program of 
aeeountability eonsisting of the following elements: 

Clear statements of expeetations and purpose as these relate to operations, programs, departments, 
and positions. 

Provisions for the staff, resourees, and support neeessary to aehieve stated expeetations and 
purposes, subjeet to fmaneial support by residents of the distriet. 

Evaluation of operations and instruetional and staff development programs to determine how well 
expeetations and purposes are being met. 

Speeifie performanee objeetives to enable individuals to direet their own efforts to the goals and 
objeetives of the distriet. 

Evaluation of the efforts of employees in line with stated objeetives, with the first purpose of 
evaluation being to help eaeh individual make a maximum eontribution to the goals of the distriet. 

Every effort will be made by the Arlington Sehool Committee, Superintendent, and staff to fulfill the 
responsibilities inherent in the eoneept of aeeountability. 
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SCHOOL COMMITTEE OPERATIONAL GOALS 


The Arlington Sehool Committee is responsible to the people for whose benefit the sehool system has 
been established. The eommittee's eurrent deeisions will influenee the eourse of edueation in our sehools 
for years to eome. The eommittee and eaeh of its members must look to the future and to the needs of all 
people more than the average eitizen finds neeessary. This requires a eomprehensive perspeetive and long- 
range planning in addition to attention to immediate problems. 

The Arlington Sehool Committee's primary responsibility is to establish those purposes, programs, and 
proeedures that will best produee the edueational aehievement needed by our students. The eommittee is 
eharged with aeeomplishing this while also being responsible for wise management of resourees available 
to the sehool system. The eommittee must fulfill these responsibilities by funetioning primarily as a 
legislative body to formulate and adopt poliey, by seleeting an exeeutive offieer to implement poliey, and 
by evaluating the results. It must earry out its funetions openly, while seeking the eomments of publie, 
students, and staff in its deeision-making proeesses. 

In aeeordanee with these prineiples, the teehnique will involve: 

1. Periodieally setting performanee objeetives for the Sehool Committee itself and evaluating their 
aeeomplishment. 

2. Setting objeetives for performanee for eaeh position and funetion in the system. 

3. Allowing the people responsible for earrying out objeetives to have a role in setting them. 

4. Establish praetieal and simple goals. 

5. Condueting a eonerete and periodie review of performanee against these goals. 
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EVALUATION OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE OPERATIONAL PROCEDURES 


The Arlington Sehool Committee will periodieally establish realistie objeetives related to eommittee 
proeedures and relationships. At the end of a speeified length of time, the eommittee will measure its 
performanee against the stated objeetives. 

The following areas of Arlington Sehool Committee operations and relationships are representative of 
those in whieh objeetives may be set and progress appraised: 

1. Communieation with the publie 

2. Sehool Committee - Superintendent relationships 

3. Sehool Committee member development and performanee 

4. Poliey development 

5. Edueational leadership 

6. Fiseal management 

7. Sehool Committee meetings 

8. Performanee of subeommittees of the Sehool Committee 

9. Interageney and governmental relationships 

When the Committee has eompleted its self-evaluation, the members will diseuss the results in detail and 
formulate a new series of objeetives. At the same time, the eommittee will set an approximate date on 
whieh the next evaluation will be eondueted. 

Implied in the eoneept of evaluation is an assumption that individuals and eommittees are eapable of 
improvement. The Sehool Committee believes that its performanee will be improved if evaluation is 
earried out systematieally in aoeordanee with good planning, eonseientious follow-through, and eareful 
assessment of results. 
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SCHOOL COMMITTEE LEGAL STATUS 


State law provides that: 

Every town at its annual meeting shall in every year when the term of offiee of any ineumbent 
expires, and exeept when other provision is made by law, ehoose by ballot from its registered 
voters the following town officers for the following terms of office: 

... seven members of the School Committee for terms of three years. 

The Arlington School Committee is the governing board of the town's public school system. Although it 
functions as a duly elected committee of town government, the School Committee has, unlike other town 
boards, autonomous and absolute authority within limitations established by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to carry out the educational policies of the state and guide the educational process.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE POWERS AND DUTIES 


The School Committee has all the powers conferred upon it by state law and must perform those duties 
mandated by the state. These include the responsibility and right to determine policies and practices and 
to employ a staff to implement its directions for the proper education of the children of the community. 

The Committee takes a broad view of its functions. It sees them as: 

1. Legislative or policymaking . The Committee is responsible for the development of policy as 
guides for administrative action and for employing a Superintendent who will implement its 
policies. 

2. Appraisal . The Committee is responsible for evaluating the effectiveness of its policies and their 
implementation. 

3. Provision of financial resources . The Committee is responsible for adoption of a budget that 
will enable the school system to carry out the Committee's policies. 

4. Public relations . The Committee is responsible for providing adequate and direct means for 
keeping the local citizenry informed about the schools and for keeping itself and the school staff 
informed about the needs and wishes of the public. 

5. Educational planning and evaluation . The Committee is responsible for establishing 
educational goals and policies that will guide the Committee and staff for the administration and 
continuing improvement of the educational programs provided by the School District. 

Personnel Matters 


The Superintendent shall be appointed by vote of the Committee and shall directly report to the Committee 
as provided by law and perform all the duties that are prescribed by law and such other duties, not 
inconsistent thereto, as a majority of the Committee may direct. 

The School Committee shall appoint, upon the recommendation of the Superintendent, 
Assistant/Associate/Deputy Superintendent(s), School Business Administrator, Special Education 
Administrator, School Physician, School Nurses, and Supervisor of Attendance. Such positions shall not 
report directly to the School Committee.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBER AUTHORITY 


Authority 

Because all powers of the Arlington School Committee derived from state laws are granted in terms of 
action as a group, members of the School Committee have authority only when acting as a committee 
legally in session. 

The School Committee will not be bound in anyway by any statement or action on the part of an individual 
member except when such statement or action is a result of specific instructions of the Committee. 

No individual member of the Committee, any subcommittee, or any advisory committee to the School 
Committee will, by virtue of his or her office, exercise any administrative responsibility with respect to 
the schools or command the services of any school employee. All requests for administrative time to fulfill 
information, data, analysis or research requests shall be subject to majority vote of the School Committee 
or one of its subcommittees or advisory committees. 

The Arlington School Committee will function, as a body and all policy decisions and other matters, as 
required by law, will be settled by an official vote of the Committee sitting in formal session. Any draft 
motions that are submitted by individual members in advance of a formal session shall be forwarded to 
the Committee's Executive Secretary, who shall in turn facilitate their further distribution, so as to avoid 
the appearance of deliberation outside the meeting. 

In keeping with the spirit of the unit action concept. School Committee members should not accept any 
long-term or ongoing assignments within the schools except with the expressed permission of the full 
Committee. Specific visits by members, singly or in groups, to see programs or for any other committee 
business should be properly arranged and appropriate administration notified. 

Duties 

The duties and obligations of the individual Committee member may be enumerated as follows: 

1. To become familiar with the General Laws of the Commonwealth relating to education and School 
Committee operations, regulations of the Massachusetts Board of Education, policies and 
procedures of this School Committee and school department. 

2. To keep abreast of new laws and the latest trends in education. 

3. To have a general knowledge of the goals, objectives, and programs of the town's public schools. 

4. To work effectively with other Committee members without trying either to dominate the 
committee or neglect his share of the work. 
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5. To respect the privileged communication that exists in executive sessions by maintaining strict 
confidentiality on matters discussed in these sessions, except that which becomes part of the public 
record, once it has been approved for release. 

6. To vote and act in committee impartially for the good of the students. 

7. To accept the will of the majority vote in all cases, and to remember that he/she is one of a team 
and must abide by, and carry out, all committee decisions once they are made. 

8. To represent the Committee and the schools to the public in a way that promotes interest and 
support. 

9. To refer questions and complaints to the proper school authorities. 

10. To comply with the accepted code of ethics for School Committee members.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBER QUALIFICATIONS/OATH OF OFFICE 


In order to serve on the School Committee, an individual must be a registered voter in the town from 
which he/she is elected or appointed and must take an oath of office as required by law. 

Each new member will present to the Committee secretary official certification of having sworn the oath 
before an officer duly qualified to administer oaths prior to entering on his/her official duties as a member 
of the Committee. 

From the Town Clerk, newly qualified Committee members, by law, receive, and sign a receipt for, a copy 
of the Massachusetts open meeting law governing the conduct of Committee meetings in general and 
executive sessions in particular. 

Newly qualified Committee members shall, by law, receive and sign a receipt for, within 30 days of taking 
office, a copy of the Massachusetts Ethics Commission’s Summary of the Conflict of Interest laws. As 
municipal employees, all School Committee members shall receive a copy of said summary annually. All 
School Committee members shall, within 30 days of taking office, and every 2 years thereafter, complete 
the Massachusetts Ethics Commission’s online training program. Upon completion of the online training 
program, members shall provide notice of such completion to be retained for 6 years by the Town Clerk. 

Membership on a School Committee is not limited to race, color, sex, religion, national origin, gender 
identity or sexual orientation.

The Arlington Sehool Committee member may resign his offiee by filing a resignation thereof in the 
offiee of the town elerk, and sueh resignation shall be effeetive forthwith unless a eertain time is speeified 
therein when it shall take effeet. 

Should an Arlington Sehool Committee member move out of the town whieh eleeted him/her to the 
Committee, he/she shall be deemed to have vaeated his/her offiee.

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UNEXPIRED TERM FULFILLMENT 


The Town Manager Aet of Arlington provides that: 

"When a vaeaney oeeurs in the membership of the Sehool Committee, the remaining members of the 
Sehool Committee shall, after a one week's notiee, fill sueh vaeaney by ballot. A majority of the ballots 
of the members entitled to vote shall be neeessary to sueh eleetion. The person so appointed shall perform 
the duties of the offiee until the next annual eleetion, at whieh the voters shall eleet a member of the Sehool 
Committee for the remainder of the un-expired term." 

The Sehool Committee shall by majority vote eommenee the proeess deseribed below to fill the vaeaney. 

1. The Sehool Committee shall inform the publie through all available media, ineluding the Sehool 
Department's website, that a position on the Sehool Committee is vaeant. Per the Town Manager's 
Aet, the opening shall be posted for one week. 

2. The notiee of vaeaney shall invite all residents of the Town who are interested in serving to submit 
an applieation for membership on the Committee by a date eertain. The notiee shall inelude the 
date and time at whieh eandidates ean speak about their eandidaey before an open meeting of the 
Sehool Committee. 

3. Said applieation shall inelude a statement of the eandidate's reasons for serving on the Committee, 
a resume, and any other information the eandidate wishes to present regarding his or her interest 
in serving on the Sehool Committee. 

4. All eandidates for membership on the Committee shall be invited to an open meeting to make a 
ease for their appointment, and eaeh member of the Sehool Committee may ask the eandidates 
questions. The appearance of the candidates will be determined by lot prior to the first speaker. 
The order of the questions from School Committee members shall be by rotation. The Chair of the 
School Committee has the discretion to set an appropriate time limit for each candidate's 
presentation and for questioning by the School Committee. 

5. Once all candidates have presented, the School Committee shall take a roll call vote to select the 
new member. Balloting shall continue until one candidate secures a majority. The candidate with 
the least amount of votes shall be excluded in the next round of balloting. Upon winning a majority, 
the new member shall begin service on the School Committee after taking the oath of office.

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Preamble 


The aeeeptanee of a eode of ethies implies the understanding of the basie organization of Sehool 
Committees under the Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The oath of office of a School 
Committee member binds the individual member to adherence to those state laws which apply to School 
Committees, since School Committees are agencies of the state. 

This code of ethics delineates three areas of responsibility of School Committee members in addition to 
that implied above: (1) community responsibility; (2) responsibility to school administration; and (3) 
relationships to fellow Committee members. 

A School Committee member in his/her relations with his/her community should: 

1. Realize that his/her primary responsibility is to the children. 

2. Recognize that his/her basic function is to be policy making and not administrative. 

3. Remember that he/she is one of a team and must abide by, and carry out, all Committee decisions 
once they are made. 

4. Be well informed concerning the duties of a Committee member on both a local and state level. 

5. Remember that he/she represents the entire community at all times. 

6. Accept the office as a Committee member as means of unselfish service with no intent to "play 
politics," in any sense of the word, or to benefit personally from his/her Committee activities. 

A School Committee member in his/her relations with his/her school administration should: 

1. Endeavor to establish sound, clearly-defined policies, which will direct and support the 
administration. 

2. Recognize and support the administrative chain of command and refuse to act on complaints as an 
individual outside the administration. 

3. Give the chief administrator full responsibility for discharging his/her professional duties and hold 
him responsible for acceptable results. 

4. Refer all complaints to the administrative staff for solution and only discuss them at Committee 
meetings if such solutions fail. 

A School Committee in his/her relations with his/her fellow Committee members should: 

1. Recognize that action at official meetings is binding and that he/she alone cannot bind the 
Committee outside of such meetings. 

2. Realize that he/she should not make statements or promises of how he/she will vote on matters 
that will come before the Committee. 
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3. Uphold the intent of executive sessions and respect the privileged communications that exists in 
executive sessions. 

4. Not withhold pertinent information on school matters or personnel problems, either from members 
of their own Committee or from members of other committees who may be seeking help or 
information on school problems. 

5. Make decisions only after all facts on a question have been presented and discussed.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE ORGANIZATIONAL MEETING 


Officers of the Arlington School Committee shall be elected at an organization meeting held only for this 
purpose each year. The organization meeting shall be scheduled for a date and time after the annual town 
elections, and prior to the first regular School Committee meeting of the month. 

Officers shall be elected separately for terms of one year. A majority vote of the members present shall 
constitute an election. 

That member with the earliest date of Committee membership shall preside as Chairperson pro tempore 
until the new officers are elected. The Chairperson shall conduct the election of all School Committee 
officers, following the methods set forth in Robert’s Rules of Order. 

For the purpose of defining seniority of School Committee members under File BDA and File BDAA, the 
following rule shall apply. When two or more members are elected for the first time at the same election, 
and, when both members have had identical lengths of service on the Committee, the senior member shall 
be determined by the member receiving the greater number of votes received in the election in which the 
members were first elected. 

Approximately one month prior to the School Committee Organizational Meeting, School Committee 
members interested in officer positions will notify the administrative secretary and/or Chairperson. 

Any vacancy among the officers occurring between organizational meetings will be filled by a member 
elected by the School Committee. The election will be conducted as described above. 

"At each organizational meeting the newly elected Chair shall read aloud the Standards and Norms of the 
Arlington School Committee, attached hereto as BDA-E, and invite each member to publically sign the 
document. All members shall be provided with BDA-E prior to the organizational meeting."

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE NORMS AND STANDARDS 


We, the Arlington Sehool Committee, aeknowledge that a Sehool Committee meeting is a meeting of 
Sehool Committee members that is held in publie and not a publie meeting and that we will make every 
effort to ensure that meetings are effeetive and effieient To that end, we aeknowledge the importanee of 
subeommittees and we and the Superintendent agree to utilize them to foeus on speeifie topies in-depth 
and to prepare for presentation, deliberation, and possible aetion by the Sehool Committee. 

We, the Arlington Sehool Committee, set forth these Standards and Norms that we will all eommit to 
abide by as individuals and as a Committee: 

1. Represent the needs and interests of all students in the distriet. 

2. Exereise leadership in vision, planning, poliey making, evaluation, and advoeaey on behalf of the 
students and distriet, not in managing the day-to-day operations of the distriet. 

3. Conduet our business through a set agenda. Emerging items will be addressed in subsequent 
meetings through agenda items. 

4. Provide full diselosure. Eaeh member will provide input, eneouragement, express eoneerns and 
positions rather than withhold information from other members. When a Committee member feels 
that there has not been full diselosure, an objeetive proeess for revisiting the issue will be used. 

5. Maintain an open environment where eaeh member is empowered to freely express opinions, 
eoneerns, and ideas. Committee members will work together to elarify and restate diseussions in 
order to strive for full understanding. 

6. Keep an open mind and aeeept that they ean ehange their opinions by reeognizing that they are not 
looked into their initial stated positions. 

7. Make deoisions on information and not on personalities. Committee members will aot with the 
best information available at the time oonsidering data, the superintendent's reoommendations, 
proposals, and suggestions. Committee members will strive to make the best deoision at the time. 

8. Debate the issues, not one another. The Committee will engage in oritioal thinking, expeoting all 
Committee members to freely offer differing points of view as part of the diseussion, prior to 
making a board deoision. 

9. Not take unilateral aetion. A Committee member's authority is derived only through a majority 
deoision of the Committee aoting as a whole during an open, publie meeting. 
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10. Attend meetings well prepared to diseuss issues on the agenda and will be prepared to make 
deeisions, striving for effieient decision making. 

11. Strive to have no surprises for the committee or superintendent. All members will receive the same 
information on all topics in a timely manner. 

12. Strive to reach decisions by consensus. Discuss with respect, disagree without acrimony. When 
consensus is not possible, all members will publicly abide by the majority decision. 

13. Understand and respect the chain of command as it concerns roles and responsibilities and direct 
others to do the same. 

14. Review and revise our standards and norms, as needed, as part of the committee's self-evaluation.

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ELECTION OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE OFFICERS 


It is the intent of this poliey to eneourage all board members to assume leadership roles based on their 
tenure on the Committee and interest in representing the Committee in a leadership eapaeity. 

Nominations for eaeh offieer position - Chair, Viee-Chair, and Seeretary -- will be made from the floor at 
the Sehool Committee organizational meeting, whieh shall be eonvened as deseribed in File BDA. Eaeh 
offieer shall be eleeted by a majority roll-eall vote of the members present and voting. If no nominee 
reeeives a majority vote for a partieular offiee, the eleetion shall be deelared null and void, and 
nominations will be reopened. 

Members willing to aeeept nomination for the office of Chair, Vice-Chair, or Secretary shall declare such 
willingness approximately one month prior to the Annual Town Election by providing written notice to 
the Chair and the Administrative Secretary. Senior members who have not held a particular office are 
strongly encouraged to submit their names as potential nominees. 

Eor the purpose of defining seniority of school committee members under Eile BDA and Eile BDAA, the 
following rule shall apply. When two or more members are elected for the first time at the same election, 
and when both members have had identical lengths of service on the committee the senior member shall 
be determined by the member receiving the greater number of votes received in the election in which the 
members were first elected. 

Ideally, the individual assuming the role of Vice-Chair will rotate into the role of Chair. The Committee 
considers it advisable that members complete at least two years with the Committee before serving as 
Chair and one year before becoming Vice-Chair or Secretary.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE OFFICERS 


Duties of the Chairperson 

The Chairperson of the Arlington Sehool Committee has the same powers as any other member of the 
Committee to vote upon all measures eoming before it, to offer resolutions and to diseuss questions. 
He/she will perform those duties that are consistent with his/her office and those required by law, state 
regulations, and this Committee. In carrying out these responsibilities, the Chairperson will: 

1. Sign, or cause to be signed when permissible, the instruments, acts, and orders necessary to carry 
out state requirements and the will of the Committee 

2. Perform such duties as prescribed by action of the School Committee. 

3. Consult with the Superintendent in the planning of the Committee's agendas 

4. Confer with the Superintendent on crucial matters that may occur between Committee meetings 

5. Appoint all subcommittees and representatives to town committees when requested by other town 
officials, subject to approval by the School Committee 

6. Serve as liaison, or designate another Committee member to serve as liaison between the School 
Committee and bodies not otherwise having formal School Committee representation including, 
but not limited to, the Finance Committee, the Board of Selectmen, and Town Meeting 

7. Call special meetings of the Committee as found necessary 

8. Arrange for orientation of new Committee members by the Superintendent and his/her assistants 
within two weeks after the organizational meeting. 

9. Be public spokesperson for the Committee at all times except as this responsibility is specifically 
delegated to others 

10. Be responsible for the orderly conduct of all Committee meetings. 

The Chairperson shall also be responsible for ensuring the appropriate, timely and informative 
presentation of the annual school budget, as well as other issues pertinent to the schools, to Town Meeting. 

As presiding officer at all meetings of the Committee, the Chairperson will: 

1. Call the meeting to order at the appointed time 
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2. Announce the business to come before the Committee in its proper order 

3. Enforce the Committee's policies relating to the order of business and the conduct of meetings 

4. Recognize persons who desire to speak, and protect the speaker who has the floor from disturbance 
or interference 

5. Explain what the effect of a motion would be if this is not clear to members 

6. Restrict discussion to the question when a motion is before the Committee 

7. Answer all parliamentary inquiries 

8. Put motions to a vote, stating definitely and clearly the vote and result thereof 
Duties of the Vice-Chairperson 

The Vice-Chairperson of the Committee will act in the absence of the Chairperson as presiding officer 
of the Committee and will perform such other duties as may be delegated or assigned to him/her. 

Secretary 

The Secretary will perform or cause to be performed the following: 

• Keep an accurate journal of all committee meetings 

• Comply with state law and Committee policy regarding notification of meetings 

• Render such reports as may be required by the state or the town.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE-SUPERINTENDENT RELATIONSHIP 


The Committee will leave to the Superintendent all matters of deeision and administration that eome 
within his/her seope as exeeutive offieer and professional leader of the sehool system. While the 
eommittee reserves to itself the ultimate deeision of all matters eoneerning general poliey or expenditures 
of funds, it will normally proeeed in these areas after reeeiving reeommendations from its exeeutive 
offieer. Further: 

1. The Superintendent may ask for guidanee from the Committee with respeet to matters of 
operation whenever appropriate. If it is neeessary to make exeeptions to an established 
poliey, he/she will submit the matter to the Committee for adviee and direetion. 

2. The Superintendent will assist the Committee in reaehing sound judgments and 
establishing polieies, and will plaee before the Committee all relevant faets, information, 
and reports neeessary to keep the Committee adequately informed of situations or business 
at hand.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE SUBCOMMITTEES 

The Arlington Sehool Committee aeknowledges that the exereise of its responsibilities demands ever- 
inereasing time and effort of Committee members. The division of some of the Committee's tasks among 
subeommittees is authorized with the hope of inereasing effieieney in Committee operations. The 
subeommittee strueture provides an opportunity to enrieh the Sehool Committees' deliberations by 
offering alternate eonduits for introdueing issues and ideas. 

When the Committee finds it neeessary or advisable, the Chairperson may appoint a subeommittee for a 
speeifie purpose, subjeet to the approval of the Committee. Certain standing subeommittees may be 
authorized by the Committee to eontinue from one year to the next, with new or renewed appointments 
made annually by the Chairperson. A subeommittee shall eonsist of no more than three members. Eaeh 
speeial (ad hoe) subeommittee shall terminate upon eompletion of its assignment or at the annual 
organizational meeting, whiehever eomes first. 

1. The subeommittee will be established through aetion of the Committee. 

2. The subeommittee ehairperson and its members will be appointed by the Committee Chairperson, 
subjeet to approval by the Committee. 

3. The subeommittee will be provided with a list of its funetions and duties. 

4. The subeommittee may make reeommendations for Committee aetion, but it may not aet for the 
Sehool Committee. 

5. The Committee Chairperson and Superintendent will be ex-offieio members of all speeial 
subeommittees. 

6. A subeommittee will be dissolved by the eommittee upon eompletion of its assignment, or it may 
be dissolved by a vote of the Committee at any time. 

7. The subeommittee ehair shall set the agenda for eaeh subeommittee meeting and shall ensure that 
the agenda is distributed to all Sehool Committee members three days prior to the subeommittee 
meeting. (E-mail distribution is permissible) In addition the subeommittee ehairs will eoordinate 
with the administrative seeretary to ensure that meetings are posted and that arrangements are 
made for note taking and minutes preparation. 

8. As soon as they are available, draft and approved minutes of eaeh subeommittee meeting shall be 
distributed to all Sehool Committee members at the next regularly seheduled Sehool Committee 
Meeting. 

9. Subeommittees shall report on their work at the full Sehool Committee meetings. 

10. All subeommittees of the Sehool Committee are subjeet to the provisions of the Open Meeting 
Law. 

The Sehool Committee Chairperson shall appoint the Chairperson of eaeh subeommittee and may be an 
ex offieio member of all subeommittees.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE STANDING SUBCOMMITTEES 


There are five standing subeommittees that are appointed by the ehair and remain in plaee until mid- 
May of eaeh year or until new eommittees are appointed or reappointed, sueh appointments to be 
eonfirmed by majority vote of the Sehool Committee. 

Subeommittees - with their eore charters — are: 

1. Policies and Procedures 

o Perform annual review of selected sections of School Committee policy manual, 
o Develop recommendations for policy revisions, additions, or deletions, as initiated by the 
subcommittee, requested by the School Committee or Administration, or required by law. 
o Hear requests for the full or partial suspension of selected policies, and forward 
recommendations regarding such requests to the full School Committee. 

2. Curriculum, Instruction, Assessment and Accountability 

o Work with the Superintendent on the development of annual goals, objectives, and measures, 
o Examine evidence of completion of annual goals and objectives, and report on the same to the 
full School Committee. 

o Consider recommendations for curriculum changes, and receive complaints and 
recommendations concerning the effectiveness of instructional programs, 
o Address special education issues referred to the subcommittee by the full School Committee. 

3. Community Relations 

o Work with community and governmental organizations to develop recommendations for the 
full School Committee concerning partnerships and joint activities, 
o Consider applications by residents for appointment by the School Committee to advisory and 
other committees, and forward recommendations to the full School Committee, 
o Develop communications strategies and plans to assist the Administration in publicizing and 
disseminating information about the activities of the Arlington Public Schools. 

4. Budget 

o Develop annual timeline for budget development, recommend public outreach activities, and 
coordinate - in consultation with the School Committee Chair and the Superintendent and Chief 
Einancial Officer - logistics surrounding the School Committee's annual budget hearing, 
o Recommend improvements to budgeting and financial oversight procedures, 
o Review budget recommendations and reports prior to their presentation to the School 
Committee and/or other venues. 
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5. Facilities and Property 

o Review School Department capital plans, prior to their formal submission to the Capital 
Planning Committee. 

o Consider proposals for the sale, lease, or declaration as surplus of School Department property, 
as well as granting of rights of way and easements, and forward associated recommendations 
to the full School Committee. 

o Assist the Administration in the preparation of facilities maintenance and improvement plans, 
capacity reviews, and recommendations for associated funding and related action. 

Subcommittees may assume other tasks, as requested by the School Committee Chair or referred by the 
full School Committee. 

There should be a minimum of two subcommittee meetings per standing committee during the school 
year.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE LIAISONS TO INDIVIDUAL SCHOOLS 


There shall be one Sehool Committee member appointed to eaeh sehool in the Distriet as a liaison. 
Appointments shall be made by the Chair and eonfirmed by vote of the full Sehool Committee. 

Wherever praetieable, members shall not be assigned as liaison to a sehool where they eurrently have 
ehildren in attendanee. 

Minimum responsibilities of liaisons shall be to: 

• Conneet with the prineipals and PTO/parent advisory eouneil presidents or ehairs at their assigned 
sehools, provide eontaet information, and offer to attend meetings to provide distriet updates. 

• Attend sehool events as praetieable, and be available to respond to questions. 

Nothing in this poliey shall be eonstrued to prevent Sehool Committee member response to inquiries from 
and attendanee at events of sehools beyond those to whieh they are assigned as liaison. 

Liaison assignments shall last from the time of appointments to the issuanee of new assignments during 
or shortly following the Sehool Committee's annual organizational meeting. 

The Sehool Committee Chair shall request that the PTO/parent advisory eouneils of the distriefs sehools 
name liaisons to the Sehool Committee.

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ADVISORY COMMITTEES TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Arlington Sehool Committee reeognizes the advantages to the Sehool Committee, the sehool 
department and the eommunity of establishing advisory eommittees for speeifie purposes. The Sehool 
Committee shall seek the adviee of the Superintendent before establishing any advisory eommittee. 

Types and Function 

Advisory eommittees shall serve primarily as faet-finding groups to assist the Sehool Committee and staff. 

This poliey deseribes the proeedure whieh will apply to the eomposition, appointment, govemanee, and 
operations of advisory committees, unless otherwise specified by School Committee pohcy or applicable 
state or federal law. 

The composition of task forces and any other advisory committees will be broadly representative and take 
into consideration the specific tasks assigned to the committee. Members of the professional staff may be 
appointed to the committee as members or consultants, as found desirable. 

The specific purpose for which each committee is established shall be clearly defined by the School 
Committee. An approximate or definite date shall be set for completion of the committee's objectives. 

Method of Appointment 

The method of appointment of advisory committees should be flexible and appropriate to the reason for 
which the committee is being created. However, the following shall be applied where appropriate: 

1. Appropriate groups should be involved in recommending members. 

2. The advisory committee should be broadly representative of the appropriate group(s) to be 
involved in or affected by the recommendations of the committee. 

3. All appointments of citizens shall be confirmed by the School Committee, following a 
procedure to be specified and implemented by the Community Relations Subcommittee. 

4. All appointments of staff members should be made by the Superintendent with the approval of 
the School Committee. When staff members are appointed to a citizens' advisory committee, 
they shall constitute a minority of such committee. 

5. All vacancies occurring on an advisory committee should be filled as soon as possible, using 
the procedures stated herein. 
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Organization 

1. Elect officers: Chairperson, Vice-Chairperson, and Secretary. 

2. Comply with the provisions of the Open Meeting Law. 

3. Conduct meetings on a regular schedule, sending notices of all meeting to all committee members, 
the School Committee, and Superintendent. 

4. Meet at a convenient location provided by the school department. 

5. Keep written records of meetings and communications. 

6. Conduct its business within the guidelines of this policy on advisory committees and according to 
any additional instructions from the School Committee and/or the Superintendent. When 
appointed, each member shall receive a copy of this and any other relevant policies, as well as 
standard advisories for public bodies regarding compliance with the Open Meeting Law. 

7. Tenure of committee members will be up to one year, unless the member is reappointed. 

8. Each committee will be clearly instructed as to: 

a. The length of time each member is being asked to serve. 

b. The assignment the School Committee wishes the committee to fulfill and the extent and 
limitations of its responsibilities. 

c. The resources the School Committee will provide. 

d. The approximate dates on which the School Committee wishes to receive major reports. 

e. School Committee policies governing citizens, committees and the relationship of these 
committees to the School Committee as a whole, individual School Committee members, the 
Superintendent, and other members of the professional staff. 

f Responsibilities for the release of information to the press. 

9. Recommendations of committees will be based upon research and fact. 

Resources 

Advisory committees shall be encouraged to draw upon a wide variety of resources both inside and outside 
the school system. 

Requests for staff time to perform analysis or to satisfy major information inquiries shall be channeled 
through the School Committee liaison. 
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Personnel 

Clerical and professional staff assistance shall be made available in keeping with the ability of the School 
Committee to provide it, as determined by the Superintendent. The Superintendent shall designate a staff 
member to process requests for materials and clerical assistance for each advisory committee. 

Material 

Material necessary for notices, records, and reports shall be provided under the direction of the 
Superintendent or his designee insofar as the School Committee is able to provide the same. 

Financial 

After appropriation by the School Committee, the expenditure of any funds by an advisory committee 
shall be made only after approval by the Superintendent and under his/her direction. 

Liaison 

Liaison with the School Committee and administration shall be accomplished by attendance of a member 
of the School Committee and/or the Superintendent or his/her designee, at advisory committee meetings. 
A person designated to attend in place of the Superintendent shall report concerning all business of the 
committee, according to instructions from the Superintendent. 

Reports and Correspondence 

1. An advisory committee shall provide written timely progress reports to the School Committee. 

2. At the end of the committee's assignment, a preliminary report shall be presented in writing to the 
School Committee Chairperson and the Superintendent, prior to preparation of the final report. 

3. The final report shall be received by all School Committee members and appropriate 
administrators at least one week prior to the meeting at which the report is to be discussed for any 
possible action. 

4. Any reports or publicity releases to the community or other concerned groups shall be made only 
through the Superintendent or his/her designee. 

5. Any correspondence between the advisory committee and the School Committee which requires 
action shall be delivered through the School Committee liaison for presentation to the School 
Committee at least one week prior to a regular meeting. 
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Dissolution 

The life of an advisory eommittee shall be for the sehool year in whieh it is appointed, unless its final 
report is aeeepted by the Sehool Committee prior to the end of that sehool year or unless the Sehool 
Committee, by majority vote at a regular meeting, continues the committee beyond either time. 

The School Committee may, by majority vote at a regular meeting, dissolve an advisory committee at any 
time during the life of the committee. However, the Committee shall seek the advice of the Superintendent 
before taking any such action. 

All current advisory committees shall be reviewed annually at the first meeting in June. 

All advisory committees are subject to the Open Meeting Law.

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SCHOOL COUNCILS 


This policy is designed to insure the consistent implementation throughout the Arlington Public Schools 
of provisions of Massachusetts General Law 71:59C which requires the establishment of School Councils 
in each of the public schools in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The Superintendent and the 
Principals shall be responsible for familiarizing themselves and ensuring full compliance with law. 

At each school there shall be a School Council composed in accordance with law, and elected as required 
therein. The School Committee encourages schools to hold School Council elections prior to the end of 
each school year in June. School Councils should be broadly representative of the racial and ethnic 
diversity of the school building and community. School Councils are considered municipal agencies and 
their members are considered municipal employees for purposes of the conflict of interest law. 

The school Principal shall co-chair the council, and will be responsible for convening the first meeting no 
later than forty days after the first day of school, at which meeting a co-chairman shall be selected. 

The School Council shall meet regularly during the school year. Meetings of the School Council shall be 
subject to the provisions of the Open Meeting Law, which stipulate that all meetings be open to the public, 
that meetings be posted at least 48 hours in advance, on the official Town bulletin board outside the Town 
Clerk's office, and that minutes of the meeting shall be maintained as required. Each council is encouraged 
to set its calendar of regular meetings for the year at its first meeting of the school year, and to post these 
meetings on the District website and/or their own school website in addition to the posting required by 
Massachusetts law. Where circumstances warrant, the council may choose to call additional meetings. 
The scope of the school council does not require, and therefore does not qualify for, executive session. 

The School Council shall assist in the identification of the educational needs of the students attending the 
school, shall assist in the review of the annual school budget and in the formulation of a school 
improvement plan. 

The School Council may not expand the scope of its authority beyond that established in law or expressly 
granted by School Committee policy. The council shall have no authority over matters that are subject to 
the collective bargaining law. 

At least once per year, the School Committee shall facilitate the provision of training for all interested 
School Council members, said training to be provided by the Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees or a comparable training provider.

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SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PLAN 


The Prineipal of eaeh sehool, in eonsultation with the Sehool Couneil, shall on an annual basis, in 
eonformity with the provisions of law, develop and submit for approval by the Superintendent a sehool 
improvement plan. Said plan shall be prepared in a manner and form preseribed by the department of 
edueation and shall eonform to the appropriate polieies and praetiees of the Arlington Publie Sehools. 

The plan should be drafted with the following in mind: 

1. Support of and tight integration with the approved distriet goals. 

2. The edueational goals for the sehool eonsistent with the goals and standards, including student 
performance standards, as adopted by the Massachusetts Board of Education and by the School 
Committee consistent with district goals. 

3. An assessment of the needs of the school consistent with district goals. 

4. The means to address student performance consistent with district goals. 

School improvement plans shall be submitted to the Superintendent each year for approval, as required 
by law. Approved plans will be received by the School Committee by November 30*’’ of each year.

SUBMISSION AND APPROVAL OF THE SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT PLAN 


The written sehool improvement plan shall be submitted by the Prineipal to the Superintendent for 
approval and the Sehool Committee for review eaeh year in whieh the plan is to be implemented. 

Because the implementation of the plan is dependent on Superintendent approval, it is important that the 
school council be aware of certain expectations regarding the school improvement plan. The school 
improvement plan should: 

1. Focus on improvement of student learning. 

2. Specify expected student outcomes and measurable/observable results. 

3. Align with the mission of the School District and any goals and policies of the School District. 

4. Be consistent with state and federal law, School District policy, established curriculum and 
negotiated agreements. 

5. Clearly identify actions to be taken on how changes will be implemented. 

6. Include a plan on how to solicit community support for the changes being developed. 

7. Indicate anticipated costs and available funding sources. 

8. Delineate the method of evaluating and reporting progress and results. 

If the school improvement plan is not approved by the Superintendent, it shall be returned to the Principal 
with specific comments as to the reason(s). The Principal shall revise the plan in cooperation with the 
school council, and resubmit it for approval.

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CONDUCT OF SCHOOL COUNCIL BUSINESS 


The Prineipal shall, by law, serve as eo-ehair of the eouneil. The seeond eo-ehair will be elected annually 
by the council members at its first meeting of the school year subsequent to the elections of new council 
members. The co-chairs will be responsible for the preparation of the agenda for the council meetings. 

The school council shall meet at least once monthly during the school year. Meetings will be held outside 
of school hours. At its first meeting of the school year, the council will set its calendar of regular meetings 
for the year. Where circumstances warrant, the council may choose to call additional meetings. 

School councils shall use consensus as the primary method to resolve issues and to formulate 
recommendations. Votes by majority may be taken at the discretion of the Principal and Robert’s Rules 
of Order shall prevail if there are questions of procedure. 

All meetings of the school council shall conform to the Open Meeting Law, Chapter 30A, Sections 18-25, 
which stipulate that all meetings be open to the public, that meetings be posted at least 48 hours in advance, 
and that minutes of the meeting shall be maintained as required. The scope of the school council does 
not require, and therefore does not qualify for, executive session. 

The Superintendent shall receive agendas and minutes of all school council meetings. The 
Superintendent shall provide copies of these materials to members of the School Committee upon request.

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SCHOOL ATTORNEY 


The inereasing eomplexity of Arlington Sehool Committee responsibilities requires legal adviee in the 
best interests of the sehool department and the town. 

However, beeause the eomplexity of sehool department operations often requires speeialized legal 
services, the committee may also retain an attorney or law firm to provide additional legal services. 

The Arlington School Committee may request the services of the legal counsel of the Town of Arlington 
on legal matters other than collective bargaining which come before it in the conduct of its business; or, 
may employ legal counsel when circumstances warrant, within the provisions of law. 

The Arlington School Committee shall employ legal counsel for collective bargaining purposes on an 
annual basis within the provisions of law.

Administrative Assistant 


The Arlington Sehool Committee may employ an administrative assistant to help the Committee and its 
eleeted seeretary in the tasks of reeord-keeping, eorrespondenee, and the posting and reeording of 
meetings. The administrative assistant shall report direetly to the Committee, with the ehair monitoring 
and managing the workload. 

During periods when the administrative assistant is not available, the superintendent will arrange for a 
substitute. 

The administrative assistant will be annually evaluated by the Superintendent with input from the 
Committee Chair, who may also solieit input from other members of the Committee.

Time and Plaee 


All regular, speeial, and adjourned meetings and publie hearings shall begin at 6:30 p.m. unless otherwise 
voted by the Committee. 

Meetings shall take plaee at the Sehool Committee Room on the 6th floor, Fuseo Building, Arlington 
High Sehool, unless otherwise voted by the Sehool Committee or unless an emergeney requires otherwise, 
in whieh ease the Chairperson and/or the Superintendent shall make appropriate arrangements. 

Every meeting of the Sehool Committee will be open to the publie unless an exeeutive session is held in 
aeeordanee with state law. 

Adjourned Meetings 

An adjourned meeting shall be held only for the purpose of eompleting the business of a previous meeting's 
agenda, if the pending items of business eannot be added to the agenda of the next regular meeting. The 
time for an adjourned meeting shall be determined by a majority vote of the Committee members present 
at the time of adjournment of the unfinished meeting. 

The administrative seeretary will attempt to notify any member who was absent when the deeision was 
made regarding the adjourned meeting. 

Emergeney Meetings 

An emergeney meeting may be ealled only under the most extreme eonditions, when it is impossible for 
a Committee deeision to be delayed the 48 hours required for a speeial meeting. Sueh a meeting may be 
ealled only by the Chairperson or Superintendent after eonsultation with legal eounsel.

The Sehool Committee shall sehedule 20 Regular Meetings during eaeh sehool year. Regular meetings 
shall be seheduled on Tuesday evenings, with speeifie dates to be set by a vote of the Committee at the 
time of the adoption of the annual sehool ealendar.

SPECIAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


The Arlington Sehool Committee may meet in speeial session for speeifie purposes (re-organization, ete.). 
Only the matter(s) whieh the meeting was ealled to eonsider may be diseussed. 

Speeial meetings shall be ealled by the administrative seeretary either when so direeted by the Chairperson 
(or Viee-Chairperson in the absenee of the Chairperson) or at the written request of a majority of the 
Committee. 

At least 48 hours notiee of a speeial meeting shall be given to eaeh member by telephone eall from the 
Chairperson, Viee-Chairperson, or seeretary, to be followed by delivery of written notiee. If this direet 
contaet fails, the posting of a letter by registered mail to a member's home or known temporary address 
will eonstitute notiee. Notiee shall be given to the publie and press as required by law.

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EXECUTIVE SESSIONS 


All meetings of the Sehool Committee are open to attendanee by the publie and media representatives. 

However, the Committee has the right to eonvene in a elosed exeeutive session when it meets the following 

proeedural eonditions imposed by state law: 

1. The Committee will first eonvene in an open session for whieh due notiee has been given. 

2. The Chair (or, in his/her absenee, the presiding member) will state the purpose for the exeeutive 
session by stating all subjeets that may be revealed without eompromising the purpose for whieh 
the exeeutive session was ealled. 

3. A majority of the members must vote to enter the exeeutive session, with the vote taken by roll 
eall and reeorded in the offieial minutes. 

4. The Chair or presiding member will state before entering the exeeutive session whether the 
Committee will reeonvene in open session after the exeeutive session. 

The law puts speeifie limitations on the purposes for whieh exeeutive sessions may be eonvened. The 

Committee may enter exeeutive sessions only to deliberate: 

1. The reputation, eharaeter, physieal condition or mental health, rather than the professional 
competence, of a single individual, or the discipline or dismissal, including the hearing of charges 
against, a member of the committee, a school department employee or student, or other individual. 
The individual has certain rights enumerated in the law including requiring the Committee to hold 
an open session should the individual so request. 

2. Strategy with respect to non-union negotiations or to conduct collective bargaining sessions with 
non-union personnel. 

3. Strategy with respect to collective bargaining or litigation, if an open meeting might have a 
detrimental effect. Collective bargaining may also be conducted. 

4. The deployment of security personnel or devices. 

5. Allegations of criminal misconduct or to discuss the filing of criminal complaints. 

6. Transactions of real estate, if an open meeting might be detrimental to the negotiating position of 
the committee or another party. 

7. To comply with the provisions of any general or specific law of federal grant-in-aid requirements. 

8. And to consider and interview applicants for employment by a preliminary screening committee 
(The only position that the School Committee would be involved in that might qualify would be 
for the position of Superintendent.) This exemption only applies if it can be determined that an 
open meeting will have a detrimental effect in obtaining qualified applicants. This shall not apply 
to applicants who have passed a prior preliminary screening. 
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9. To meet or confer with a mediator with respect to any litigation or public business. 

10. To discuss trade secrets or confidential competitively-sensitive or other proprietary information 
conducted by a governmental body as an energy supplier. 

(In the first case, an open meeting will be held if the individual involved so requests.) 

Accurate records of the proceedings conducted in executive session will be kept and may remain secret 
only so long as their publication would defeat the purpose of the session. 

The School Committee Chair and the Superintendent will review executive session minutes for possible 
declassification on, at least, a quarterly basis and, if necessary, will consult with legal counsel. The School 
Committee Chair will bring minutes recommended for declassification to the School Committee for a vote 
either as part of a consent agenda or for individual action. In either case, there shall be an announcement 
of the declassification of minutes. 

When a specific set of executive session minutes, not yet declassified, is requested by a member of the 
public, the School Committee shall render a decision on declassification at its next meeting or within 30 
days after the request, whichever occurs first. When necessary, the School Committee may enter executive 
session to review and approve executive session minutes using reason 7 above and citing the Open 
Meeting Law. 

All votes taken in executive session will be recorded roll call votes, and will become part of the minutes 
of executive sessions.

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NOTIFICATION OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


As required by law, a minimum of 48 hours' advance notice (excluding Saturdays, Sundays and legal 
holidays) will be given for any meeting of the School Committee, including all subcommittee 
meetings. The only exception permitted is in case of emergency, which the law defines as "a sudden, 
generally unexpected occurrence or set of circumstances demanding immediate action." 

Notification of the dates, times, and places of regular meetings will may be accomplished by periodic 
publication of the schedule for the ensuing months. Flowever, a minimum of 48 hours prior to each 
meeting the Committee shall cause to be posted a listing of each subject the Chair reasonably anticipates 
will be discussed at the meeting (the agenda). Notification of a change in a regular meeting time or? 
place, or agenda and notification, including agenda, of a special meeting will be filed with the town clerk 
at least 48 hours in advance, as required by law.

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AGENDA FORMAT/PREPARATION AND DISSEMINATION 


An agenda shall be provided for all regular, speeial, adjourned and planning meetings. 

A tentative agenda for eaeh regular meeting shall be determined by the ehairperson in eollaboration with 
the Superintendent. It shall be submitted to the administrative assistant of the Committee for preparation 
and delivery to the members, notiee to the press, and posting on bulletin boards of all sehools. The agenda 
and supporting materials, as gathered by the Superintendent, shall be sent to Committee members two 
workdays preeeding the Sehool Committee meeting, no later than 4:00 p.m., exeept for emergeneies. Any 
items reeeived by the administrative assistant later than 4:00 p.m. two workdays preeeding the Sehool 
Committee meeting shall be held and heard the following meeting, exeept for emergeneies. 

In addition, the administrative assistant shall provide the following to the Arlington Publie Sehools Direet 
of Teehnology to be posted on the website: 

• Sehool Committee agendas, posted with a diselaimer that the agenda is tentative and may be 
subjeet to ehange up until the time of the meeting 

• Sehool Committee minutes, motions and appropriate baek up material 

• Subeommittee agendas, posted with a diselaimer that the agenda is tentative and may be subjeet to 
ehange up until the time of the meeting 

• Subeommittee minutes, motion and appropriate baek up material 

The following shall be ineluded, but not limited to, items of business to be eonsidered at eaeh regular 
meeting: 

• Publie Comment 

• Consent Agenda 

• Superintendent's report 

• Report of subeommittees and announeements 

The Committee will follow the order of business established by the agenda exeept as it votes to rearrange 
the order for the eonvenienee of visitors, individuals appearing before the eommittee, or to expedite 
eommittee business. 

Items of business may be suggested by any Sehool Committee member, staff member, or eitizen. The 
inelusion of sueh items, however, will be at the diseretion of the Chairperson of the Committee. A staff 
member who wishes to have a topie seheduled on the agenda should submit the request through the 
Superintendent. Citizens may submit sueh requests to the sehool eommittee ehair through the Committee's 
administrative seeretary. 

Copies of the final agenda shall be available to speetators at all open session meetings for whieh an 
agenda is required. 
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Whenever possible the materials for the meeting will be made available online to the publie at the start of 
the meeting 

Consent Agenda 

Items that are eonsidered to be routine shall be plaeed on the Consent Agenda and shall be enaeted by one 
motion. The Agenda shall have an asterisk (*) next to eaeh item plaeed on the Consent Agenda. There 
shall be no separate diseussion of items plaeed on the Consent Agenda unless a member of the Sehool 
Committee so requests, in whieh event the item shall be eonsidered in its normal sequenee on the agenda. 
Any one member of the eommittee may remove an item from the Consent Agenda for diseussion. Items 
that may be plaeed on the eonsent Agenda may inelude but are not limited to the following: a) minutes of 
previous meetings, b) ehanges to the poliey manual (seeond reading), e) field trips, d) warrant approvals, 
and e) other items that deemed to be routine by the Chair. 

For the benefit of the publie, the Chair will read the following paragraph and the list of items ineluded in 
the Consent Agenda: 

"All items are considered to be routine and will be enacted by one motion. There will be 
no separate discussion of these items unless a member of the Committee so requests, in 
which event the item will be considered in its normal sequence on the agenda. "

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VOTING METHOD 


Open meeting 

Votes of the Sehool Committee will be taken by voiee vote or a hand eount and shall be reeorded in the 
minutes. If the vote is unanimous only that fact need be recorded. No vote taken at an open session 
shall be by secret ballot. 

All actions will require a majority vote of all members present and voting except as state law, Robert's 
Rules of Order, Newly Revised, or policies of this Committee require a larger majority. A majority of 
the members of the School Committee will constitute a quorum. 

A two-thirds vote will be required to suspend parliamentary rules of order. 

Executive Session 

A majority of the members of the School Committee must vote to enter into executive session, with the 
vote taken by roll call and recorded in the official minutes. 

All votes taken in executive session will be recorded roll call votes, and will become part of the minutes 
of executive sessions. Any votes taken to ratify employment contracts or collective bargaining 
agreements shall be taken in open session.

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MINUTES 


The minutes of a Arlington Sehool Committee meeting eonstitute the written reeord of Committee 
aetions; they are legal evidenee of what the aetion was. Therefore, the seeretary of the Sehool Committee 
will be responsible for reporting in the minutes all aetions taken by the Committee. 

Minutes will inelude: 

1. A statement on the nature of the meeting (regular or speeial), the time, the plaee, and the approval 
of the last regular and eaeh subsequent speeial meeting. 

2. Names of the members present or absent, annotated as to arrival and departure times, if during the 
meeting. 

3. A eomplete reeord of offieial aetions taken by the Committee relative to the Superintendent's 
reeommendations, to eommunieations, and to all business transacted. Resolutions and motions 
will be given in their exact wording, accompanied by the names of members moving and 
seconding and a record of the results of the vote. Reports and documents relating to a formal 
motion may be omitted if they are referred to and identified by title and date. 

4. Notation of formal adjournment. 

Copies of the minutes will be sent to all Committee members at least 48 hours in advance of the meeting 
at which the minutes are to be approved. 

When approved, minutes of each meeting shall be forwarded to the Arlington Teachers' Association 
through its president. 

The approved minutes will become permanent records of the Committee. Minutes of public meetings and 
minutes of executive sessions that have been declassified will be in the custody of the Superintendent who 
will make them available to interested citizens upon request. 

In addition, the administrative secretary shall provide the following to the Arlington Public Schools Direct 
of Technology to be posted on the website and notification of the posting to be distributed through parent 
lists: 


• School Committee agendas, posted with a disclaimer that the agenda is tentative and may be 
subject to change up until the time of the meeting 

• School Committee minutes, motions and appropriate back up material 

• Subcommittee agendas, posted with a disclaimer that the agenda is tentative and may be subject

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PUBLIC COMMENT AT SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


All regular and special meetings of the School Committee shall be open to the public. Executive sessions 
will be held only as prescribed by the Statutes of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The School Committee desires citizens of the District to attend its meetings so that they may become 
better acquainted with the operations and the programs of our local public schools. In addition, the 
Committee would like the opportunity to hear the wishes and ideas of the public. 

In order that all citizens who wish to be heard before the Committee have a chance and to ensure the 
ability of the Committee to conduct the District's business in an orderly manner, the following rules and 
procedures are adopted: 

1. At the start of each regularly scheduled School Committee meeting, individuals or group 
representatives will be invited to address the Committee. The length of the public comment period 
shall be 20 minutes unless the Chair chooses to extend the time. 

2. Speakers shall identify themselves and will be allowed three (3) minutes to present their 
material. The presiding Chair may permit extension of this time limit. 

3. Topics for discussion must be limited to those items listed on the School Committee meeting 
agenda for that evening. 

4. Improper conduct and remarks will not be allowed. Defamatory or abusive remarks are always 
out of order. If a speaker persists in improper conduct or remarks, the Chair may terminate that 
individual’s privilege of address. 

5. All remarks will be addressed through the Chair of the meeting. 

6. Speakers may offer such objective criticisms of the school operations and programs as concern 
them, but in public session the Committee will not hear personal complaints of school personnel 
nor against any member of the school community. Under most circumstances, administrative 
channels are the proper means for disposition of legitimate complaints involving staff members. 

7. Written comments longer than three (3) minutes may be presented to the Committee before or after 
the meeting for the Committee members’ review and consideration at an appropriate time. 
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GUIDELINES FOR PUBLIC COMMENT 


A School Committee Meeting is a meeting of a government body at which members of the body deliberate 
over public business. We welcome the attendance of members of the school district community to view 
your School Committee as it conducts its regular business meeting. 

Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 30A Section 20(f) governs public participation at open meetings 
covering all public bodies. 

Chapter 30A:20 [Notice, Remote Participation, Public Participation, Certification] 

(f) No person shall address a meeting of a public body without permission of the chair, and all 
persons shall, at the request of the chair, be silent. No person shall disrupt the proceedings of a 
meeting of a public body. If, after clear warning from the chair, a person continues to disrupt the 
proceedings, the chair may order the person to withdraw from the meeting and if the person does 
not withdraw, the chair may authorize a constable or other officer to remove the person from the 
meeting. 

The School Committee believes that the school district community should have an opportunity to 
comment to the Committee on issues that affect the school district and are within the scope of the 
Committee’s responsibilities. Therefore the Committee has set aside a period of time at each School 
Committee meeting to hear from the public. In addition, if the Committee believes that an issue requires 
a dialogue with the school district community, the Committee may schedule a separate public hearing on 
that issue. 

Any citizen who wishes to make a presentation to the School Committee on an item which is of interest 
to him/her and within the scope of the Committee’s responsibilities may request to be placed on the agenda 
for a particular meeting. Such request should be in writing and should be received by the Superintendent 
of Schools at least one week prior to the date of the meeting. Such request should contain background 
statements which would explain the scope and intent of the agenda item. The Chair of the Committee 
works with the Superintendent to formulate the meeting agendas. Together they will determine whether 
or not to place an item on the agenda and if the item is to be taken up they will also determine when to 
place an item on the agenda and all parameters to be required of the presenter. 

Here are the general rules for the Committee’s public comment period: 

1. Public Comment shall be for a period of 20 minutes and shall generally follow the opening of the 
meeting. The Committee reserves the right to rearrange its agenda to accommodate scheduled 
presenters. 

2. Any citizen wishing to speak before the Committee shall identify themselves by name and address and 
shall speak for no longer than 3 minutes. No citizen may speak more than once without permission 
of the Chair. All citizens shall speak to the full Committee through the Chair and shall not address 
individual members or administrators. 

3. Individuals may address topics on the agenda, items specified for public comment, or items within the 
scope of responsibility of the School Committee. The Chair shall rule out of order any individual who 
fails to honor the guidelines or who addresses a matter inappropriate for public comment. 
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4. Any Committee member may direet questions to the speaker through the Chair in order to elarify 
eomments of the speaker.

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SPECIAL PROCEDURES FOR CONDUCTING HEARINGS 


In conducting all public hearings required by law, and others as it deems advisable, the School Committee 
will: 


1. Give due and public notice in line with statutory requirements and seek to publicize the 
meeting in all local media. 

2. Make available printed information on the topic of the hearing. 

3. Give all persons an equal opportunity to be heard in accordance with the Committee's 
policy. 

The Chairperson of the Committee will preside at the hearing. 

The public will be informed at the beginning of the hearing the particular procedure that will be followed 
in regard to questions, remarks, rebuttals, and any time limitations or other rules that must be followed to 
give everyone an opportunity to be heard. 

In conformance with customary hearing procedures, statements and supporting information will be 
presented first by the Committee, or by others for the Committee; to comment, citizens must be recognized 
by the Chair, and all remarks must be addressed to the Chair and be germane to the topic. To assure that 
all who wish get a chance to speak, the Chair will recognize persons who have not commented previously 
during the hearing before recognizing persons who wish to remark a second time. 
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SCHOOL COMMITTEE POLICY DEVELOPMENT 


The Arlington Sehool Committee will develop polieies and put them in writing so that they may serve as 
guides for the diseretionary aetion of those to whom it delegates authority. 

The formulation and adoption of these written polieies will eonstitute the basie method by whieh the 
Sehool Committee will exereise its leadership in providing for the suecessful and effieient funetioning of 
the sehool system. Through the study and evaluation of reports eoneerning the exeeution of its polieies, 
the Sehool Committee will exereise its eontrol over sehool operation. 

The Sehool Committee aeeepts the definition of poliey set forth by the National Sehool Boards 
Assoeiation: 

Polieies are prineiples adopted by a Sehool Committee to ehart a eourse of aetion. They 
tell what is wanted; they may inelude why and how mueh. Polieies should be broad enough 
to indieate a line of aetion to be followed by the administration in meeting day-to-day 
problems, yet be speeifie enough to give elear guidanee. 

The polieies of the Sehool Committee are framed, and are meant to be interpreted, in terms of state law, 
regulations of the Massaehusetts Board of Elementary and Seeondary Edueation, and other regulatory 
ageneies of the various levels of government. 

Changes in needs, eonditions, purposes, and objeetives will require revisions, deletions, and additions to 
the polieies of present and future Sehool Committees. The Sehool Committee will weleome suggestions 
for ongoing poliey development.

POLICY ADOPTION 


Adoption of new polieies or ehanging existing polieies is solely the responsibility of the Arlington Sehool 
Committee. Polieies will be adopted and/or amended only by the affirmative vote of a majority of the 
members of the Sehool Committee when sueh aetion has been seheduled on the agenda of a regular or 
speeial meeting. 

To permit time for study of all polieies or amendments to policies and to provide an opportunity for 
interested parties to react, proposed policies or amendments will be presented in the following sequence: 

1. Discussion item - (first reading) of proposed policy or policies; response from Superintendent; 
report from any advisory committee assigned responsibility in the area; committee discussion and 
directions for any redrafting, at the same meeting 

2. Action item — discussion, adoption or rejection at a subsequent regular or special meeting. 

Amendments to the policy at the action stage will not require repetition of the sequence, unless the 
Committee so directs. 

Policies will be effective upon the date set by the School Committee. This date will ensure that affected 
persons have an opportunity to become familiar with the requirements of the new policy prior to its 
implementation.

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POLICY REVISION AND REVIEW 


In an effort to keep its written polieies up to date so that they ean be used eonsistently as a basis for Sehool 
Committee aetion and administrative deeision, the Committee will review its polieies on a regular basis 
but not less than every five (5) years. Dates of review and revision shall be plaeed on eaeh poliey. 

The polieies and proeedures subeommittee shall present reeommendations to the Sehool Committee for 
poliey development or amendment as preseribed within these polieies and proeedures. 

The Committee will evaluate how the policies have been executed by the school staff and will weigh the 
results. It will rely on the school staff, students, and the community for providing evidence of the effect 
of the policies it has adopted. 

The Superintendent is given the continuing commission of calling to the Committee's attention all policies 
that are out of date or for other reason appear to need revision. 

The School Committee directs the administrative assistant to periodically recall all policy and regulations 
manuals for administrative updating and Committee review.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE REVIEW OF PROCEDURES 


It is expected that the Superintendent and administrative staff will need to issue procedures implementing 
policies of the School Committee. Many of these will be routine from year to year; others will arise in 
special circumstances; some will be drawn up under specific directions from the Committee. 

The Committee may review the procedures developed by the Superintendent for the school system 
whenever they appear inconsistent with policy, goals, or objectives of the District, but it will revise or 
veto such procedures only when, in the Committee's judgment, they are inconsistent with policies adopted 
by the Committee. 

The Committee will not officially approve procedures except as required by state law or in cases when 
strong community attitudes, or possible student or staff reaction, make it necessary or advisable for a 
procedure to have the Committee's advance approval. 

Rules Pertaining to Staff and Student Conduct 

Under Massachusetts law, the Superintendent is required to publish "rules and regulations pertaining to 
the conduct of teachers and students which have been adopted." Codes of discipline, as well as 
procedures used to develop such codes, shall be fded with the Dept, of Elementary and Secondary 
Education for information purposes only. Standards of conduct will be included in staff and student 
handbooks. These handbooks will be reviewed and approved annually by the School Committee.

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POLICY DISSEMINATION 


The Superintendent is direeted to establish and maintain an orderly plan for preserving and making 
aeeessible the polieies adopted by the Committee and the regulations needed to put them into effeet. 

Aeeessibility is to extend at least to all employees of the sehool system, to members of the Committee, 
and, insofar as eonveniently possible, to all persons in the eommunity. A poliey eoneeming a partieular 
group or groups in the sehools will be distributed to those groups prior to the poliey's effeetive date. 

All physieal poliey manuals distributed to anyone will remain the property of the Committee and will be 
eonsidered as "on loan" to anyone, or any organization, in whose possession they might be at any time. 
They may be subjeet to reeall at any time deemed neeessary for purposes of updating. 

The Committee's administrative assistant will keep and maintain a ealendar of aetions required by the 
various polieies. This ealendar will summarize, by poliey and by month, the required aetions of the 
Sehool Committee and the Sehool Department. The administrative assistant will endeavor to update this 
ealendar promptly as poliey ehanges are adopted by the Sehool Committee, but in any event not less 
than onee per year, by the end of Mareh. 

The Sehool Committee's offieial poliey manual will be eonsidered a publie reeord and will be available 
for inspeetion at the Superintendent's offiee. 
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SUSPENSION OF POLICIES 


The operation of any seetion or seetions of Arlington Sehool Committee polieies not established by law 
or eontraet may be temporarily suspended by a two-thirds vote of Committee members present at any 
regular or speeial meeting. Any aetion to suspend poliey must be reviewed at the next seheduled meeting 
and will be so noted on the agenda for that meeting. 
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SCHOOL COMMITTEE-STAFF COMMUNICATIONS 


The Arlington Sehool Committee wishes to maintain open ehannels of eommunieation between itself and 
the staff. The basie line of eommunieation will, however, be through the Superintendent. 

Staff Communieations to the Sehool Committee 


All eommunieations or reports to the Committee or any of its subeommittees from Prineipals, supervisors, 
teaehers, or other staff members will be submitted through the Superintendent. This proeedure does not 
deny the right of any employee to appeal to the Committee from administrative deeisions on important 
matters, exeept those matters that are outside of the Committee's legal authority, provided the 
Superintendent has been notified of the forthcoming appeal and that it is processed in accordance with the 
Committee's policy on complaints and grievances. Staff members are also reminded that Committee 
meetings are public meetings. As such, they provide an excellent opportunity to observe firsthand the 
Committee's deliberations on problems of staff concern. 

School Committee Communications to Staff 

All official communications, policies, and directives of staff interest and concern will be communicated 
to staff members through the Superintendent. The Superintendent will develop appropriate methods to 
keep staff fully informed of the Committee's problems, concerns and actions. 

Visits to Schools 


Individual School Committee members interested in visiting schools or classrooms will inform the 
Superintendent of such visits and make arrangements for visitations through the Principals of the various 
schools. Such visits will be regarded as informal expressions of interest in school affairs and not as 
"inspections" or visits for supervisory or administrative purposes. Official visits by Committee members 
will be carried on only under Committee authorization. 
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USE OF ELECTRONIC MESSAGING BY SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBERS 


As elected public officials, School Committee members shall exercise caution when communicating 
between and among themselves via electronic messaging services including, but not limited to, electronic 
mail (e-mail), text messages, social media postings, internet web forums, and internet chat rooms. 

Under the Open Meeting Law, deliberation by a quorum of members constitutes a meeting. Deliberation 
is defined as movement toward a decision including, but not limited to, the sharing of an opinion regarding 
business over which the Committee has supervision, control, or jurisdiction. A quorum may be arrived 
at sequentially using electronic messaging without knowledge and intent by the author. 

School Committee members should use electronic messaging between and among members only for 
housekeeping purposes such as requesting or communicating agenda items, meeting times, or meeting 
dates. Electronic messaging should not be used to discuss Committee matters that require public 
discussion under the Open Meeting Law. 

Under the Public Records Law, electronic messages between public officials may be considered public 
records. Therefore, in order to ensure compliance, the School Committee Chairperson, in consultation 
with the Superintendent of Schools, shall annually designate a member of the central office staff who shall 
be copied on all electronic mail correspondence between and among members of the School Committee, 
or the district shall provide district e-mail addresses, which are archived. These copies shall be printed 
and retained in the central office in the same fashion as any other School Committee records. School 
Committee members who do not have a computer or access to these messages shall be provided copies on 
a timely basis.

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NEW SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBER ORIENTATION 


In accordance with the requirements of law, each new School Committee member elected to the School 
Committee is required to complete, within one year of their election or appointment, at least eight hours 
of orientation training. This orientation shall include, but is not limited to, a review of School Finance, the 
Open Meeting Law, Public Records Law, Ethics/Conflict of Interest Law, Special Education Law, 
Collective Bargaining, School Leadership Standards and Evaluations, and the Roles and Responsibilities 
of School Committee Members. 

The School Committee and Superintendent shall assist each new member to understand the Committee's 
functions, policies and procedures of the Committee as soon after election as possible. Each new member 
shall be given or provided direct online access to the following materials: 

A. A copy of the School Committee policy manual 

B. A copy of the Open Meeting Law 

C. A copy of the Ethics/Conflict of Interest Regulations 

D. A copy of the district's budget 

E. Collective bargaining agreements and contracts 
E. Student and staff handbooks 

Each new member shall also receive any other materials the Chair and/or the Superintendent determine. 
The Chair and/or Superintendent shall also clarify policy: 

A. Arranging visits to schools or administrative offices 

B. Requesting information regarding school district operations 

C. Responding to community requests/complaints concerning staff or programs 

D. Handling confidential information 

Whether appointed or elected, new members should be advised that they are also members of the 
Massachusetts Association of School Committees, Inc. and should be encouraged to utilize the services 
and resources MASC provides by attending meetings or workshops specifically designed for new 
Committee members. Their expenses at these meetings or workshops will be reimbursed in accordance 
with established School Committee policy.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBER DEVELOPMENT OPPORTUNITIES 

To provide eontinuing in-serviee training and development for its members, the Arlington Sehool 

Committee eneourages the partieipation of all members at appropriate Sehool Committee eonferenees, 

workshops and eonventions. However, in order to eontrol both the investment of time and funds neeessary 

to implement this poliey, the Committee establishes these prineiples and proeedures for its guidanee: 

1. A ealendar of Sehool Committee eonferenees, eonventions and workshops will be maintained by 
the Committee seeretary. The Committee will periodieally deeide whieh meetings appear to be 
most promising in terms of produeing direet and indireet benefits to the sehool system. At least 
annually, the Committee will identify those new ideas or proeedures and/or eost benefits that ean 
be aseribed to partieipation at sueh meetings. 

2. Funds for partieipation at sueh meetings will be budgeted for on an annual basis. When funds are 
limited, the Committee will designate whieh of its members would be the most appropriate to 
partieipate at a given meeting. 

3. Reimbursement to Committee members for their travel expenses will aeeord with the travel 
expense poliey for staff members. 

4. When a eonferenee, eonvention, or workshop is not attended by the full Committee, those who do 
partieipate will be requested to share information, reeommendations and materials aequired at the 
meeting. 

5. Exehange of ideas through joint meetings with neighboring Sehool Committees. 

6. Exehange of ideas through joint meetings with other boards or eommittees of the Town of 
Arlington.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBER COMPENSATION 


Arlington School Committee members shall serve without compensation. However, members shall be 
entitled to reimbursement for expenses incurred in attending workshops, meetings, and conferences, 
which will aid in performance of their duties as Committee members Reimbursement will be at rates 
comparable to that permitted staff members on authorized trips. 

1. No member of a School Committee in any town shall be eligible for the position of teacher, or 
Superintendent of public schools therein, or in any union school or superintendency union or 
district in which his town participates. 

2. Upon submitting vouchers and supporting bills for expenses incurred in carrying out specific 
services previously authorized by the Committee, members may be reimbursed from school funds. 

3. Unreimbursed expenses by School Committee members shall be characterized as contributions to 
the Arlington Public Schools.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 


The Arlington Sehool Committee, as an agent of the state, must operate within the bounds of state and 
federal laws affeeting publie edueation. If the eommittee is to meet its responsibilities to the residents and 
students of this eommunity, it must work vigorously for the passage of new laws designed to advanee the 
eause of good sehools and for the repeal or modifieation of existing laws that impede this eause. 

To this end: 

1. The Committee will keep itself informed of pending legislation and aetively eommunieate 
its eoneerns and make its position known to eleeted representatives at both the state and 
national level. 

2. The Committee will work with its legislative representatives (both state and federal), with 
the Massaehusetts Assoeiation of Sehool Committees, and other eoneerned groups in 
developing an annual, as well as a long-range, legislative program. One of the major 
objeetives of the Committee's legislative program will be to seek full funding for all state 
and federally mandated programs. 

3. The Committee will annually designate a person ~ who may or may not be a member of 
the Committee — to serve as its legislative representative. This person will be authorized 
to speak on the Committee's behalf with respeet to legislation being eonsidered by the 
Massaehusetts Legislature or the United States Congress or their respeetive eommittees. In 
all dealings with individual eleeted representatives, the Legislature or Congress, the 
Committee's representative will be bound by the offieial positions taken by the Sehool 
Committee. 

The Chair shall designate said legislative representative annually, by April 30. At least twiee eaeh year, 
the Chair shall plaee on the agenda of a full Committee meeting a review of the legislative program.

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE MEMBERSHIPS 


The Arlington Sehool Committee reeognizes the advantages to the Committee, its members and the Town 
of Arlington of maintaining eontaet with other sehool eommittees in this geographieal area, in the 
Commonwealth and in the nation. 

Regional 

The Committee shall eneourage its members to partieipate in the aetivities of Division II of the 
Massaehusetts Assoeiation of Sehool Committees. 

It may also maintain institutional memberships in other edueational organizations, whieh the exeeutive 
offieer and Committee find to be of benefit to members and personnel. 

The materials and benefits of institutional memberships will be distributed and used to the best advantage 
of the Committee and the staff. 

State 


The Committee shall maintain membership in the Massachusetts Association of School Committees, 
support its activities, and encourage its members to participate in the statewide activities of the 
Massachusetts Association of School Committees.

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ADMINISTRATION GOALS 


It is the intent of the Sehool Committee that the District employ qualified personnel to administer the 
school system efficiently and to require the Superintendent to organize the administration in a manner that 
will make clear the functions of each position and the relationships among them. 

The Superintendent will establish clear lines of communication, both vertically and horizontally, and will 
form any staff councils or committees needed to provide for efficient conduct of school business. In order 
to engage in this process in an orderly and effective fashion, each individual and group will be given 
particular, clear-cut responsibilities. Channels will be established so that the recommendations and 
decisions of each group can be heard and reviewed by the chief administrative officer concerned, and, 
where appropriate, by the Superintendent and School Committee. 

The organization and administration of the schools will balance responsibility with commensurate 
authority, subject to the reserved legal powers of the School Committee. This means that a staff member, 
when assigned a responsibility or a position, will be given the authority to make the decisions necessary 
to perform the assigned tasks. 

For the schools to operate effectively, each administrative officer will be responsible and accountable for 
making a plan of development for all staff assigned to his/her area of operation. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S CONTRACT 


The Committee, upon the appointment of a eandidate to be Superintendent will enter into a written eontraet 
with the Superintendent whieh will meet the requirements of law and will proteet the rights of both the 
Committee and the Superintendent. In aeeordanee with said eontraet or, in the absenee of speeifie eontraet 
language, by vote of the members, the Committee may ehoose to negotiate a sueeessor eontraet with an 
ineumbent Superintendent.

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EVALUATION OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Evaluation can serve the purpose of helping educators and educational leaders continually improve their 
practice. 

Through evaluation of the Superintendent, the School Committee will strive to accomplish the following: 

1. Ensure the efforts of the Superintendent are focused on district goals and the standards of 
professional practice established by state regulation are met by the Superintendent. 

2. Ensure all Committee members and the Superintendent are in agreement and clear on the role 
of the Superintendent and the immediate priorities among his/her responsibilities. 

3. Provide excellence in administrative leadership of the school district. 

4. Develop a respectful and productive working relationship between the School Committee and 
Superintendent. 

The School Committee and Superintendent will periodically develop a set of performance objectives based 
on the needs of the school district and in keeping with state regulations for evaluation of the 
Superintendent. The Superintendent’s performance will be reviewed in accordance with specified goals 
and standards. Additional objectives will be established according to the evaluation cycle agreed upon 
with the Superintendent. 

All School Committee discussion and deliberation related to the Superintendent’s performance evaluation 
shall be conducted in open session in accordance with the open meeting law.

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LINE AND STAFF RELATIONS 


The Sehool Committee expects the Superintendent to establish clear understandings on the part of all 
personnel of the working relationships in the school system. 

Personnel will be expected to refer matters requiring administrative action to the administrator to whom 
they are responsible. The administrator will refer such matters to the next higher administrative authority 
when necessary. 

It is expected that the established lines of authority will serve most purposes. But all personnel will have 
the right to appeal any decision made by an administrative officer through established grievance 
procedures. 

Additionally, lines of authority do not restrict in any way the cooperative, sensible working together of all 
staff members at all levels in order to develop the best possible school programs and services. The 
established lines of authority represent direction of authority and responsibility; when the staff is working 
together, the lines represent avenues for a two-way flow of ideas to improve the program and operations 
of the school system. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE COUNCILS, CABINETS, AND COMMITTEES 


The Superintendent may establish sueh permanent or temporary eouneils, eabinets, and eommittees as 
he/she deems neeessary for assuring staff partieipation in deeision making, for implementing polieies and 
regulations and for the improvement of the edueational program. 

Funetioning in an advisory eapaeity all eouneils, cabinets, and committees created by the Superintendent 
may make recommendations for submission to the committee through the Superintendent. Such groups 
will exercise no inherent authority. Authority for establishing policy remains with the committee and 
authority for implementing policy remains with the Superintendent. 

The membership, composition, and responsibilities of administrative councils, cabinets, and committees 
will be defined by the Superintendent and may be changed at his/her discretion. However, the School 
Committee wishes to be kept informed of the establishment and dissolution of these groups as well as 
their membership and their purpose. 

Expenses incurred by such groups for consultative services, materials, and any investigative travel will be 
paid by the school system, but only within budgetary allotments and when approved in advance by the 
Superintendent. 
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POLICY IMPLEMENTATION 


The Superintendent has responsibility for earrying out, through proeedures, the polieies established by the 
School Committee. 

The policies developed by the Committee and the procedures developed to implement policy are designed 
to increase the effectiveness and efficiency of the school system. Consequently, it is expected that all 
School Committee employees and students will carry them out. 

Administrators and supervisors are responsible for informing staff members in their schools, departments, 
or divisions of existing policies and procedures and for seeing that they are implemented in the spirit 
intended. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF PROCEDURES 


The Superintendent will be responsible for specifying required actions and designing the detailed 
arrangements under which the school system will be operated in accordance with School Committee 
policy. These detailed arrangements will be designed to implement policies, goals, and objectives of the 
Committee and will be one of the means by which the school system will be governed. 

In the development of procedures, the Superintendent may involve at the planning stage those who would 
be affected by the procedures, including staff members, students, parents/guardians, and the 
public. He/she must weigh with care the counsel given by representatives of staff, student and community 
organizations. He/she will inform the Committee of such counsel in presenting pertinent reports of 
procedures and in presenting procedures for Committee approval. 

As long as the Superintendent operates within the guidelines of policy adopted by the Committee, he/she 
may issue procedures without prior Committee approval unless Committee action is required by law, or 
the Committee has specifically asked that certain types of procedures be given Committee approval, or 
the Superintendent recommends Committee approval in light of strong community attitudes or probable 
staff reactions.

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PROCEDURES DISSEMINATION 


It will be the responsibility of the Superintendent to see that the proeedures developed to implement 
Committee polieies and administer the school system are appropriately coded and included as procedures 
in the School Committee's policy manual. 

A procedure concerning a particular group or groups in the schools will be distributed to the group(s) prior 
to the effective date of the procedure.

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APPROVAL OF HANDBOOKS AND DIRECTIVES 


The law directs that in each school building containing the grades nine to twelve, inclusive, the Principal, 
in consultation with the school council, shall prepare and distribute to each student a handbook setting 
forth the rules pertaining to conduct of students. The school council shall review the handbook each spring 
to consider changes in the disciplinary policy to take effect in September. 

It is essential that the contents of all handbooks conform to School Committee policies. It is also important 
that all handbooks bearing the name of the school system or one of its schools be of a quality that reflects 
credit on the school department. Therefore, the Committee expects handbooks requiring approval to be 
approved prior to publication by the Committee and/or the Superintendent. 

Committee approval will be necessary for any handbooks that pertain to required standards of conduct for 
employees or students so that their contents may be accorded the status of Committee-approved policy or 
regulation. The Superintendent will use his/her judgment as to whether other specific handbooks need 
Committee approval; however, all handbooks published will be made available to the Committee for 
informational purposes.

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APPROVAL OF HANDBOOKS AND DIRECTIVES 


Notwithstanding any general or speeial law to the contrary all student handbooks shall contain the 
following provisions: 

1. Any student who is found on school premises or at school-sponsored or school related events, 
including athletic games, in possession of a dangerous weapon or a controlled substance, may be 
subject to expulsion from school by the Principal. 

2. Any student who assaults any employee of the School District may be subject to expulsion from 
school by the Principal. 

3. Any student who is charged with a violation of either (1) or (2) above shall be notified in writing 
of their opportunity for a hearing, provided, however that the student may have representation, 
along with the opportunity to present evidence and witnesses at said hearing before the Principal. 
After said hearing the Principal may decide to suspend rather than expel a student. 

4. Any student who has been expelled shall have the right to appeal to the Superintendent. 

5. When a student is expelled under the provisions listed above and applies for admission to another 
school for acceptance, the Superintendent of the sending school shall notify the Superintendent of 
the receiving school of the reasons for the pupil's expulsion.

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ADMINISTRATION IN POLICY ABSENCE 


When aetion must be taken within the sehool system where the Committee has provided no guides for 
administrative aetion, the Superintendent will have the power to aet. The Superintendent's deeisions, 
however, will be subjeet to review by the Committee. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORTS 


The Sehool Committee will require reports from the Superintendent concerning conditions of efficiency 
and needs of the schools. 

School building administrators will be required to keep such records and make reports as the 
Superintendent may direct or require. 

Upon receipt of the Superintendent's reports, the Committee will take steps to appraise the effectiveness 
with which the schools are achieving the educational purposes of the school system. 

Because statistical information often has a time value, each administrator will give careful consideration 
to all procedures related to reports, accounting, and general business matters that are required for the 
administration of the school program and will make accurate and prompt return on scheduled dates of all 
required statistical and other information. 
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SCHOOL DISTRICT ANNUAL REPORT 


An annual report eovering the diversified activities of the school system and the administration's 
recommendations for their improvement will be prepared by the Superintendent and presented to the 
School Committee. Upon Committee approval, the report will be made available to the public and used 
as one means for informing the parents/guardians, citizens, Commissioner of Education and others of the 
programs and conditions of the town's public schools. 

Established by law and Committee policy 
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FISCAL MANAGEMENT GOALS 


The quantity and quality of learning programs are direetly dependent on the effeetive, effieient 
management of alloeated funds. It follows that aehievement of the sehool system's purposes ean best be 
aehieved through exeellent fiseal management. 

As trustee of loeal, state, and federal funds allocated for use in public education, the Committee will 
fulfill its responsibility to see that these funds are used wisely for achievement of the purposes to which 
they are allocated. 

Because of resource limitations, there is sometimes a temptation to operate so that fiscal concerns 
overshadow the educational program. Recognizing this, it is essential that the school system take 
specific action to make sure education remains central and that fiscal matters are ancillary and contribute 
to the educational program. This concept will be incorporated into committee operations and into all 
aspects of school system management and operation. 

In the school system's fiscal management, it is the Committee's intent: 

1. To engage in thorough advance planning, with staff and community involvement, in order to 
develop budgets and to guide expenditures so as to achieve the greatest educational returns and 
the greatest contributions to the educational program in relation to dollars expended. 

2. To establish levels of funding that will provide high quality education for the students. 

3. To use the best available techniques for budget development and management. 

4. To provide timely and appropriate information to all staff with fiscal management 
responsibilities. 

5. To establish maximum efficiency procedures for accounting, reporting, business, purchasing and 
delivery, payroll, payment of vendors and contractors, and all other areas of fiscal management. 
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ANNUAL BUDGET 


The annual budget is the finaneial expression of the educational program of the school department, and 
it mirrors the problems and difficulties that confront the school system. 

The budget then is more than just a financial instrument and requires on the part of the Committee, the 
staff, and the community orderly and cooperative effort to ensure sound fiscal practices for achieving the 
educational goals and objectives of the school system. 

Public school budgeting is regulated and controlled by legislation, state regulations, and local School 
Committee requirements. The operating budget for the school system will be prepared and presented in 
line with state policy and will be developed and refined in accordance with these same requirements. 

The Superintendent will serve as budget officer but he/she may delegate portions of this responsibility to 
members of his/her staff, as he/she deems appropriate. The three general areas of responsibility for the 
Superintendent as budget officer will be budget preparation, budget presentation, and budget 
administration.

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BUDGET DEADLINES AND SCHEDULES 


The school department budget shall be prepared and reviewed in accordance with a timetable established 
by the School Committee. It is the intention of the Committee to conform to deadlines set by state and 
local law.

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BUDGET PLANNING 


The first priority in the development of an annual budget will be the edueational welfare of the ehildren 
in our sehools. However, the Distriet will also attempt to balanee the valid interest of the taxpayers. 

Budget deeisions refieet the attitude and philosophy of those eharged with the responsibility for 
edueational deeision-making. Therefore, a sound budget development process must be established to 
ensure that the annual operating budget accurately reflects this school system's goals and objectives. 

In the budget planning process for the school system, the School Committee will strive to: 

1. Engage in thorough advance planning, with staff and community involvement, in order to 
develop budgets and guide expenditures in a manner that will achieve the greatest 
educational returns and contributions to the educational program in relation to dollars 
expended. 

2. Establish levels of funding that will provide high quality education for all our students. 

3. Use the best available techniques for budget development and management. 

The Superintendent will have overall responsibility for budget preparation, including the construction of, 
and adherence to, a budget calendar. 
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BUDGET ADOPTION PROCEDURES 


Following its deliberations on the budget, the Sehool Committee will vote final approval of the proposed 
budget and will send it to the Town Manager, the Seleetmen, and the Town Finanee Committee for 
review. 

Formal adoption of the annual budget shall take plaee following this review and after presentation of the 
sehool budget to the publie at an open hearing held for this purpose at least two weeks prior to the 
opening of the annual town meeting. Announeement of the time and plaee of the hearing shall be made 
at least seven days in advanee, as preseribed by law.

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BUDGET TRANSFER AUTHORITY 


In keeping with the need for periodie reeonciliation of the sehool department's budget, the Sehool 
Committee will eonsider requests for transfers of funds as they are reeommended by the Superintendent. 

The Committee wishes to be kept abreast of the need for these adjustments so that it may aet promptly 
and expedite finaneial record keeping for the school system. 

All requests for transfers between the major accounts (Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education Chart of Accounts defines these as the 4 digit accounts ending in 00) must be submitted to the 
School Committee for approval. Transfers between line items within a major account must be reported 
to the School Committee as part of the Director of Business and Einance's quarterly report at the 
business meetings of the School Committee. 

If additional revenue is identified or revenue is reduced subsequent to the approval by Town Meeting of 
the School Committee budget, the Superintendent shall submit to the School Committee a prioritized list 
of programs to add or reduce. The Superintendent shall not add or reduce programs without School 
Committee approval. 

At the first full meeting of the School Committee in September of each year, the Superintendent shall 
submit a summary of all personnel changes made since approval of the budget by the School Committee 
the previous spring. 

All funds in the general account not expended by the close of the fiscal year will be returned to the 
municipality. 
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FUNDING PROPOSALS AND APPLICATIONS 


The Sehool Committee will eneourage the administration to seek and seeure possible sourees of state, 
federal, and other speeial funds that will enhanee the edueational opportunities for the ehildren in our 
sehools. 

The Superintendent will keep informed of possible funds available to the sehool system under the 
various state and federal programs, and in what manner these funds ean best be used in the sehool 
system. 

The Superintendent will be responsible for seeking out and eoordinating the development of proposals 
for all speeially funded projeets and for submitting the proposals to the Committee for approval. 

The Superintendent is authorized to sign all reports for these projects and will be responsible for the 
proper expenditure of funds received for such projects.

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BONDED EMPLOYEES AND OFFICERS 


Each employee of the school system who is assigned the responsibility of receiving and dispensing 
school funds will be bonded individually or covered by a blanket bond. The town will pay the cost of 
the bond.

The Superintendent will be ultimately responsible for reeeiving and properly aeeounting for all funds of 
the sehool system. 

The aeeounting system used will eonform with state requirements and with generally aeeepted 
aeeounting praetiees, providing for the appropriate separation of aceounts, funds, and speeial monies. 

The Superintendent shall make a monthly finaneial report to the Sehool Committee. 

The report shall inelude a presentation of ineome, expenditure, eneumbranees and unexpended balanees 
for the general fund budget and all speeial revenue fund budgets, i.e., grants. To the extent praetieable, 
all reports shall be distributed at the first Sehool Committee meeting following month-end. 

Sueh other finaneial statements as may be determined neeessary by either the Committee or the 
administration will be presented as found desirable.

AUDITS 


An audit of the sehool department's aeeounts should be eondueted annually. In addition, the Committee 
may request a private audit of the sehool system's aeeounts at its diseretion. 

The Committee will eonsider reeommendations made by the auditor for maintaining an efficient system 
for recording and safeguarding the school department's assets. 
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PURCHASING 


The Sehool Committee deelares its intention to purehase eompetitively without prejudiee and to seek 
maximum edueational value for every dollar expended. 

The aequisition of materials, equipment and serviees will be eentralized in the Superintendent's offiee of 
the sehool system. 

The Superintendent and/or designee will serve as purehasing agent. He/she will develop and administer 
the purehasing program for the sehools in keeping with legal requirements and with the adopted sehool 
budget. 

Sehool purehases will be made only on offieial purehase orders approved for issuanee by the appropriate 
unit head and signed by the Superintendent, with sueh exeeptions as may be made by the latter for 
emergeney purehases and those made with petty eash funds.

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PURCHASING AUTHORITY 


The Town Manager Act of Arlington states: 

“The town manager shall purchase all supplies and materials and equipment, except educational 
supplies, and books for schools, and books for libraries. He shall make purchases for 
departments not under his supervision only in accordance with requisitions duly signed by the 
heads of such departments. The town manager may delegate such purchasing power. Except as 
otherwise herein provided, he shall award all contracts for all departments of the town.” 

Purchasing of school supplies and materials shall be performed by the Chief Financial Officer in 
conformance with requirements of state and local regulations, and the procedures developed by the 
Superintendent or designee, and approved by the School Committee. 

Authority for the purchase of materials, equipment, supplies, and services is extended to the 
Superintendent through the detailed listing of such items compiled as part of the budget-making process. 

The purchase of items and services on such lists requires no further Committee approval except when by 
law or Committee policy the purchases or services must be put to bid.

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PROCUREMENT REQUIREMENTS 


All purchases of materials and equipment and all contracts for construction or maintenance in amounts 
exceeding $50,000 will be based upon competitive bidding. All purchases valued between $10,000 and 
$50,000 shall require the procurement officer to attempt to secure 3 quotes for all materials, equipment, 
or services. All purchases valued at less than $10,000 shall require the use of sound business practices 
to secure the best quality at the best price. 

An effort will be made to procure multiple bids for aU purchases in excess of $50,000. When 
recommending acceptance of a bid, the Superintendent will inform the School Committee, whenever 
possible, of the competitive price of a reasonable substitute for the item specified. 

When bidding procedures are used, bids will be advertised appropriately. Suppliers will be invited to 
have their names placed on distribution lists to receive invitations to bid. When specifications are 
prepared, they will be distributed to all merchants and firms who have indicated an interest in bidding. 

All bids will be submitted in sealed envelopes, addressed to the Superintendent and plainly marked with 
the name of the bid and the time of the bid opening. Bids will be opened in public at the time specified, 
and all bidders will be invited to be present. 

The Committee reserves the right to reject any or all bids and to accept the bid that appears to be in the 
best interest of the school system. The Committee reserves the right to waive any informality in, or 
reject, any or all bids or any part of any bid. Any bid maybe withdrawn prior to the scheduled time for 
the opening of the bids. Any bid received after the time and date specified will not be considered. All 
bids will remain firm for a period of 30 days after opening. 

The bidder to whom an award is made may be required to enter into a written contract with the school 
system.

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PAYMENT PROCEDURES 


All claims for payment from school department funds will be processed in accordance with procedures 
developed by the Superintendent. Payment will be authorized against invoices properly supported by 
approved purchase orders, with properly submitted vouchers, or in accordance with salaries and salary 
schedules approved by the School Committee. 

As an operating procedure, the Committee will receive monthly lists of bills (warrants) for payment 
from school department funds. The lists will be certified as correct and approved for payment by the 
School Committee and then forwarded to the municipal auditor/accountant for processing and 
subsequent payment by the municipal treasurer. Actual invoices, statements, and vouchers will be 
available for inspection by the School Committee. 

The Superintendent will be responsible for assuring that budget allocations are observed and that total 
expenditures do not exceed the amount allocated in the budget for all items. 

The school building administrators will be responsible for observing budget allocations in their 
respective schools.

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EXPENSE REIMBURSEMENTS 


Personnel and sehool department offieials who incur expenses in carrying out their authorized duties 
will be reimbursed by the school department upon submission of a properly completed and approved 
voucher and any supporting receipts required by the Superintendent. 

When official travel by a personally owned vehicle is authorized, mileage payment will generally be 
made at the rate currently approved by the Town Accountant. 

To the extent budgeted for such purposes in the school budget, approval of travel requests by School 
Committee members must have prior approval of the School Committee. Staff travel requests within 
budgetary limits may be approved by the Superintendent. Staff travel requests that exceed budgetary 
limits will require the approval of the School Committee and the identification of funding sources by 
administration. Each request will be judged on the basis of its benefit to the school district.

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SAFETY PROGRAM 

Accidents are unplanned occurrences that can result in tragic consequences - bodily harm, loss of school 
time, property damage, legal action, and even fatality. The School Committee will guard against such 
occurrences by developing policies that support taking every possible precaution to protect the safety of all 
students, employees, visitors and others present on school property or at school-sponsored events. 

The Committee will comply with safety requirements established by governmental authorities and will 
insist that its staff adhere to recommended safety practices as these pertain, for example, to the school 
facilities, special areas of instruction, student transportation, school sports and occupational safety. 

The practice of safety will be considered a facet of the instructional program of the schools. Instruction will 
include accident prevention, fire prevention, emergency procedures, good health practices, traffic, bicycle, 
and pedestrian safety. 

The Superintendent will have overall responsibility for the safety program of the school system. It will be 
the responsibility of the Superintendent to see that appropriate staff members are kept informed of current 
state and local requirements relating to fire prevention, civil defense, sanitation, public health, and 
occupational safety. 

Efforts directed toward the prevention of accidents will succeed only to the degree that all staff members 
recognize that preventing accidents is a daily operational responsibility. To ensure a district-wide standard 
of safety procedures, every member of the faculty and staff will be provided a copy of the district's Crisis, 
Communication and Management Plan.

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PEST MANAGEMENT POLICY 

The Arlington Public Schools is committed to providing a safe and properly maintained 
environment for all staff, students, and visitors. To achieve this end, the School District will 
implement integrated pest management procedures for its buildings and grounds. Pest shall be defined 
as any unwanted and destructive organism, insect or other animal that attacks food, crops, livestock 
or landscape including gardens, grass, or plants. 

The integrated pest management procedures shall include implementation of appropriate prevention 
and control strategies, notification of certain pesticide and herbicide uses, record keeping, education, 
and evaluation. 

Integrated pest management procedures will determine when to control pests and what method of control 
to choose. Strategies for managing pest populations will be influenced by the pest species, location and 
whether and at what population level its presence poses a threat to people, property or the environment. 
The full range of action alternatives, including no action, will always be considered. 

I. Overview and Goals 

a) The Arlington Public Schools Director of Facilities shall develop and implement an integrated pest 
management program. 

b) An integrated pest management program is a pest control approach that emphasizes using a 
balanced combination of tactics (cultural, mechanical, biological, chemical) to reduce pests to a 
tolerable level while using pesticides and herbicides as a last resort to minimize health, 
environmental and economic risks. 

c) Pesticides and herbicides will be used only as a last resort, based on a review of all other 
available options. 

d) The integrated pest management program shall strive to: 

1. Reduce any potential human health hazard. 

2. Reduce loss or damage to school structures or property. 

3. Minimize the risk of pests from spreading in the community. 

4. Enhance the quality of facility use for school and community. 

5. Minimize health, environmental and economic risks. 

II. Restrictions on use of Pesticides and Herbicides 


a) When pesticides or herbicides are used, they must be classified as an EPA Category III or 
IV. Application of any pesticide or herbicide may be performed only by certified 
applicators. 

b) Application of pesticides and herbicides may only be accomplished during a school break or 
when the building will be clear of students for at least 48 hours, or longer if recommended by 
the product, after the commencement of the application

III. Notification of Pesticide and Herbicide Use 

a) When pesticides or herbicides are used outdoors, notice of their use will be provided to parents, 
staff, and students, will also be posted in a common area and in the outdoor area where they are 
applied. 

b) When pesticides and herbicides are used in a building, the site will provide a 48-hour pre¬ 
notification in the form of posting the product name, purpose, application date, time, method, 
and the Material Safety Data Sheet on all entrance doors. A contact person will also be listed. 

c) In the event of an EPA registered pesticide or herbicide application in or around a building 
site during the school year or student-attended summer session, a notice (including the product 
name, purpose, contact person, and application date, time and method), will be distributed to 
the parent email list for that building and sent home in writing with students in the affected- 
building at least 5 days prior to application. In addition, the same information will be provided 
to workers in any affected building, sent to the Arlington Advocate, and sent to any group 
hosting a meeting in the building during the time impacted. 

IV. Record Keeping 

a) The District will keep a record of pesticides and herbicides used, amounts and locations of 
treatments and will keep any Material Safety Data Sheets, products labels and manufacturer 
information on ingredients related to the application of the pesticides or herbicides. 

b) All records of pesticides and herbicides used and correspondence will be available for public 
review upon notice and during normal school hours. 

V. Staff Responsibilities and Education 

a) Designated staff (Director of Eood Services, Director of Health, Wellness, and Counseling, 
Buildings and Grounds, etc.) will participate in sanitation and pest exclusion procedure 
appropriate to their roles. Eor example: keeping doors closed, repairing cracks, removing food 
waste within 12 hours, keeping lids on garbage receptacles and keeping vegetation properly 
out. 

b) Ongoing education of all appropriate District staff will be a priority to ensure a safe and 
clean environment

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FIRST AID 


The distriet attempts to provide a safe environment. If an aceident or sudden illness oecurs, school 
personnel will administer first aid and, if warranted, call emergency medical services. In the case of illness 
that may include an infectious disease the school physician shall be notified in accordance with law. 

First aid is defined as the immediate and temporary care given in case of an accident or sudden illness, 
which enables the child to be taken safely home or to a physician. It does not include diagnosis or 
treatment. Any care beyond first aid will not be given. 

At each school, procedures will be developed for the proper handling of an injury to, or sudden illness of, 
a child or staff member. These will be made known to the staff and will incorporate the following 
requirements: 

1. The school nurse or another trained person will be responsible for administering first aid. 

2. When the nature of an illness or an injury appears in any way serious, every effort will be 
made to contact the parent and/or family physician immediately. 

3 In extreme emergencies, the school nurse, school physician or Principal may make 
arrangements for immediate transport to a hospital of injured or ill students, contacting 
parent or guardian in advance if at all possible. 

4 The teacher or other staff member to whom a child is responsible at the time an accident 
occurs will make out a report on an official form providing details about the accident. This 
will be required for every accident for which first aid is given. 

5 All accidents to students and staff members will be reported as soon as possible to the 
Superintendent and, if the Superintendent deems appropriate, to the School Committee.

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EMERGENCY PLANS 


Advance planning for emergencies and disasters is essential to provide for the safety of students and staff; 
it also strengthens the morale of all concerned to know that plans exist and that students and staff have 
been trained in carrying out the plans. 

The Superintendent will develop and maintain plans that meet the requirements of state law for 
preparedness in case of fire, civil emergencies, and natural disasters. 

The Superintendent shall develop, in consultation with school nurses, school physicians, athletic coaches, 
trainers, and local police, fire and emergency personnel, an Emergency Medical Response Plan for each 
school in the district. Each Plan shall include: 

1. A method establishing a rapid communications system linking all parts of the school campus, 
including outdoor facilities, to local Emergency Medical Services along with protocols to clarify when 
EMS and other emergency contacts will be called. 

2. A determination of EMS response times to any location on the campus. 

3. A list of relevant contacts with telephone numbers and a protocol indicating when each person shall 
be called, including names of experts to help with post-event support. 

4. A method to efficiently direct EMS personnel to any location on campus, including the location of 
available rescue equipment. 

5. Safety precautions to prevent injuries in classrooms and on the school campus. 

6. A method of providing access to training in CPR and first aid for teachers, athletic coaches, trainers, 
and other school staff which may include CPR training for High School students; provided that School 
Committees may opt out of instruction in CPR pursuant to Section 1 of Chapter 71. 

7. In the event the school possesses Automated External Defibrillators (AEDs), the location of all 
available AEDs, whether the location is fixed or portable, and a list of personnel trained in its use. 

The Superintendent shall annually review the response sequence with local police and fire officials. Plans 
shall be submitted to local police and fire officials and the DESE at least every 3 years by September 1 or 
when changes occur. Plans must be updated in the case of new construction or other physical changes to 
the school campus. 

Building Principals will meet all requirements for conducting fire drills and Emergency Response drills 
(at least once per year) to give students practice in moving with orderly dispatch to designated areas under 
emergency conditions, and the staff practice in carrying out their assigned responsibilities for building 
evacuation.

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EMERGENCY CLOSINGS 


The Superintendent is empowered to elose the distriet sehools or to dismiss sehools early in the 
event of hazardous weather or other emergeneies, whieh threaten the health or safety of students 
and personnel. While it may be prudent, under eertain eireumstanees, to exeuse all students from 
attending sehool, to delay the opening hour, or to dismiss students early, the administration has the 
responsibility to see that as mueh of the administrative, supervisory, and operational aetivity is 
eontinued as may be possible. Therefore, if eonditions affeet only a single sehool, only that sehool 
shall be elosed. 

In making the deeision to elose sehools, the Superintendent or his designee shall eonsider many 
faetors, ineluding the following prineiples relating to the fundamental eoneern for the safety and 
health of ehildren: 

1. Weather eonditions, both existing and predieted 

2. Driving, traffie, and parking eonditions, affeeting publie and private transportation faeilities 

3. Aetual oeeurrenee or imminent possibility of any emergeney eondition whieh would make the 
operation of sehools diffieult or dangerous 

4. Inability of teaehing personnel to report for duty, whieh might result in inadequate 
supervision of students. 

The Superintendent shall weigh these faetors and shall take aetion to elose the sehools only after 
eonsultation with publie works and publie safety authorities and with sehool offieials from 
neighboring distriets. Students, parents, and staff shall be informed early in eaeh sehool year of the 
proeedures, whieh will be used to notify them in ease of emergeney elosing.

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BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS MANAGEMENT 


The Sehool Committee's most important funetion is to provide for the edueation of ehildren, and it 
reeognizes that the edueation of ehildren is dependent upon many faetors, ineluding a proper physieal 
environment that is safe, elean, sanitary, and as eomfortable and eonvenient as the faeilities will 
permit or the use requires. 

The supervision over the eare and safekeeping of property used by the sehool department will be the 
general responsibility of the Superintendent. The Superintendent will work with other town 
departments, as neeessary, to develop a eomprehensive and well-defined plan for the proper 
maintenanee, eleanliness, and safekeeping of all sehool buildings and grounds to ensure that eaeh 
sehool is equally well maintained, equipped, and staffed. 

The Superintendent will establish proeedures and employ sueh means as may be neeessary to provide 
aeeurate information in regard to the nature, eondition, loeation, and value of all property used by the 
sehool department; to safeguard the property against loss, damage, or undue depreeiation; to reeover 
and restore to usefulness any property that may be lost, stolen or damaged; and to do all things 
neeessary to ensure the proper maintenanee, eleanliness, and safekeeping of sehool property. 

Within the separate sehools, the building administrator will supervise the proper eare, maintenanee, 
and eleanliness of buildings, equipment and grounds.

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BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS SECURITY 


Public school buildings and grounds are one of the greatest investments of the town. It is deemed in the 
best interest of the school department and town to protect the investment adequately. 

Security should mean not only maintenance of a secure (locked) building, but protection from fire hazards 
and faulty equipment, and safe practices in the use of electrical, plumbing, and heating equipment. The 
Committee expects close cooperation with fire and law enforcement departments and with insurance 
company inspectors. 

Access to school buildings and grounds outside of regular school hours will be limited to personnel whose 
work requires it. An adequate key control system will be established, which will limit access to buildings 
to authorized personnel and will safeguard against the chance of entrance to buildings by unauthorized 
persons. 

Funds and valuable records will be kept in a safe place and under lock and key. 

Protective devices designed to be used as safeguards against illegal entry and vandalism will be installed 
when appropriate to the individual situation. Employment of security personnel may be approved in sit¬ 
uations where special risks are involved.

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ACCESS TO BUILDINGS 


All areas under the eare and eontrol of the sehool department shall be elosed at 9 p.m. unless the hours are 
extended by the written eonsent of the Sehool Committee. Anyone found in these areas after hours shall 
be eonsidered to be trespassing.

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VANDALISM 


The School Committee recognizes that acts of vandalism committed against public and private 
property are costly and require positive action through educational programs. Consequently, the 
Committee will support various programs aimed at reducing the amount of vandalism. 

Every citizen of the town, students, and members of the police department are urged by the School 
Committee to cooperate in reporting any incidents of vandalism to property under control of the 
school department, and the name(s) of the person or persons believed to be responsible. Each employee 
shall report to the Principal of the school every incident of vandalism known to him or her, and, if 
known, the names of those responsible. 

The Superintendent is responsible for reporting any acts of graffiti or other vandalism to the Arlington 
Human Rights Commission when these acts are deemed to violate the equal access and non¬ 
discrimination policies of the Town of Arlington. The Superintendent is also authorized to sign a 
criminal complaint and to press the charges against perpetrators of vandalism against school property, 
and is further authorized to delegate, as the Superintendent sees fit, authority to sign such complaints 
and to press charges. Parents shall be held financially responsible for acts of vandalism by their 
children.

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SECURITY CAMERAS IN SCHOOLS 


The Sehool Committee works to maintain a safe and seeure environment for its students, staff, visitors, 
and faeilities. Seeurity means more than having loeks and making eertain that doors are loeked at the 
proper times. Security also means minimizing fire hazards, reducing the possibility of faulty equipment, 
keeping records and valuables in a safe place, protection against vandalism and burglary, the prosecution 
of vandals, and developing crisis plans. 

School facilities and their contents, constitute one of the greatest investments of the community. The 
School Committee believes it to be in the best interest of students and taxpayers for the district to exert 
every reasonable means to protect the investment adequately. 

In pursuit of this objective, the School Committee authorizes the use of security cameras in school district 
buildings and on its property to ensure the health, welfare and safety of all students, staff and visitors, to 
deter theft, vandalism and other negative behavior, to safeguard district buildings, grounds and equipment, 
and to monitor unauthorized individuals in or on school property. Security cameras may be used in 
locations as deemed appropriate by the Superintendent of Schools in consultation with school officials as 
well as local law enforcement and emergency response agencies. They may be used in any area, inside or 
outside of school buildings where there is no reasonable expectation of privacy. 

The district shall notify students and staff through student and employee handbooks and appropriate 
signage that security cameras have been installed and may be used at any time. Students or staff identified 
on security cameras in violation of School Committee policies will be subject to disciplinary action. 

The Superintendent shall ensure that proper procedures are in place and are followed regarding use, 
viewing, disclosure, retention, disposal and security of video recordings or photographs from security 
cameras in accordance with applicable laws and regulations. A video recording used for security purposes 
in school district buildings and/or on school property shall be the sole property of the school district. All 
video recordings will be stored in their original format and secured to avoid tampering and to ensure 
confidentiality in accordance with applicable laws and regulations. Access to video recordings from 
security cameras shall be limited to school administrators (Superintendent/designee, School 
Principal/designee). Law enforcement and emergency response officials shall be granted access to video 
recordings or the security system after giving prior notice to the School Superintendent/designee. 

The Superintendent may, from time to time, issue further guidance that is consistent with current laws and 
this policy.

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AUTHORIZED USE OF SCHOOL-OWNED MATERIALS 


The Sehool Committee wishes to be of assistanee, whenever possible, to other town departments and 
eommunity organizations. Therefore, permission to use sehool equipment may be granted by the 
Superintendent upon request by responsible parties or organizations.

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RECYCLING MATERIALS 


The Arlington School Department shall adhere to all Eederal, State and Town of Arlington regulations 
regarding the disposable of recyclable materials.

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SAFE TRAVEL POLICY 
WALKERS AND RIDERS

The School Committee promotes safe traveling routes for all its public school students, deploying 
traffic supervisors, as needed, at certain streets/intersection, and/or by providing bus service. 

When there is a compelling concern for the safety of children traveling to and from school, the 
Building Principal shall contact the Safety Officer; an advisory committee of parents and staff may 
be organized (if appropriate) to address any safety issue(s). All recommendations will be made to the 
Superintendent. 

If appropriate, the Superintendent, with input from the Community Safety Department, will then 
formulate a plan for consideration and possible vote of the School Committee. 

As designated by the School Committee, students in grades K through 6 are eligible for transportation 
to and from school if they live more than two (2) miles from their assigned school. 

A student who meets any of the following criteria shall qualify for transportation used in traveling 
between school and home: 

1. Special needs students whose disabilities necessitate transportation between school and home 
and who are not transported in school department vehicles. 

2. The School system will extend the same transportation privilege to private school students 
who reside and attend school within the town of Arlington to the extent required by law. 

It is the intent of this policy that all Arlington Public School children will have safe access to their 
schools and that parents and staff will have input into planning consistent with system-wide practices.

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BUS DRIVER EXAMINATION AND TRAINING 


The Sehool Committee will reserve the right to approve or disapprove persons employed by the bus 
eontraetor to drive sehool transportation vehieles. 

1. Courteous and eareful drivers will be required. 

2. Eaeh driver will file a medieal eertifieate with sehool offieials. 

3. Only persons who are properly lieensed by the state and have eompleted the driver training 
program will be permitted to drive sehool buses. 

4. The eontraetor will furnish the Sehool Committee with a list of names of drivers and their safety 
reeords for the last three years. 

5. In case of any change of bus drivers, the contractor will notify school officials as soon as possible. 

6. Each driver will be required to comply with the Department of Transportation regulations for 
drug and alcohol testing. 

7. These same standards will be applied to bus drivers directly employed by the Arlington Public 
Schools.

DRUG AND ALCOHOL TESTING FOR SCHOOL BUS 
AND COMMERCIAL VEHICLE DRIVERS 


The Distriet shall adhere to federal law and Department of Transportation regulations requiring a drug and 
aleohol-testing program for sehool bus drivers and eommercial vehiele drivers. Such testing will be 
conducted for five different situations: pre-employment, randomly, following an accident, following an 
authorization to return to duty, and upon reasonable suspicion that a driver is under the influence of alcohol 
or using drugs. 

The District will comply with Department of Transportation protocols regarding the collection and testing 
necessary to establish whether alcohol or drugs are present in the driver’s system, and regulations will be 
established for the steps to be taken in the event that test results are positive. 

This program shall comply with the requirements of Federal law and regulations. The Superintendent or 
designees shall adopt and enact procedures consistent with the federal regulations, defining the 
circumstances and procedures for testing.

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STUDENT CONDUCT ON SCHOOL BUSES 


The Sehool Committee and its staff share with students and parents the responsibility for student safety 
during transportation to and from sehool. The authority for enforeing Sehool Committee requirements of 
student eonduet on buses will rest with the Prineipal. 

To ensure the safety of all students who ride in buses, it may oeeasionally be neeessary to revoke the 
privilege of transportation from a student who abuses this privilege. Parents of ehildren whose behavior 
and miseonduet on sehool buses endangers the health, safety, and welfare of other riders will be notified 
that their ehildren faee the loss of transportation privileges in aeeordanee with regulations approved by 
the Sehool Committee.

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SPECIAL USE OF SCHOOL BUSES 


School department vehicles may be used to provide transportation for student field trips and 
extracurricular activities in accordance with amounts budgeted for such purposes and subject to rules and 
regulations established by the Superintendent. 

All arrangements for bus services for any special use shall be made through the central office, and final 
approval shall rest with the Superintendent.

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STUDENT TRANSPORTATION IN PRIVATE VEHICLES 


School buses will be used for the transportation of students participating in co-curricular or extracurricular 
activities. However, when buses are not available, private vehicles may be permitted to transport students 
to or from school activities that fall within the academic day or extend the school day provided all of the 
following conditions are met: 

1. The activity has the approval of the Superintendent of Schools. 

2. The owner of the vehicle being used in transporting students must file evidence with the 
Superintendent of personal liability insurance coverage on the vehicle in the amounts of 
$100,000 - $300,000 or more. 

3. The parents of students to be transported in this manner will be fully informed as to this 
means of transportation and will sign a statement to this effect.

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MOTOR VEHICLE IDLING ON SCHOOL GROUNDS 


No motor vehicle operator shall cause or allow any motor vehicle operated by him or her on school 
grounds to idle unnecessarily, except for any of the following reasons: traffic conditions; queuing at 
a school for the purpose of picking up or discharging students; turbo-charged diesel engine cool down 
or warm up; maintenance of appropriate temperature for school buses when accepting or discharging 
passengers not to exceed three minutes in any fifteen minute period or one minute in any fifteen 
minute period for other motor vehicles; for circumstances involving safety or emergencies and for 
servicing or repairing motor vehicles; and as these exceptions are more completely described in the 
below referenced regulations. 

The term "school grounds" shall mean in, on or within 100 feet of the real property of the school 
whether or not it is in session, and shall include any athletic field or facility and any playground used 
for school purposes or functions which is owned by the municipality or school district, regardless of 
proximity to a school building, as well as any parking lot appurtenant to such school athletic field, 
facility or playground. 

Reasonable efforts shall be made by the district to identify by signage all known and actual air intake 
systems, which may be within 100 feet of an idling motor vehicle. A motor vehicle operator shall not 
idle a motor within 100 feet of such air intake system unless the Arlington School District has 
determined that alternative locations block traffic, impair student safety or are not cost effective. 

The Arlington School District shall erect and maintain in a conspicuous location on school grounds "NO 
IDLING" signage as described below. All such signage shall contain appropriate sized font so as to be 
visible from a distance of 50 feet.

It shall be the responsibility of the school administration to ensure that each school bus driver 
employed by the Arlington School District and not by a school bus contractor shall, upon employment 
and at least once per year thereafter, sign a document acknowledging the receipt of copies of M.G.L. 
90:16B and 540 CMR 27.00. The prohibitions contained in M.G.L.90:16B shall be enforced by state 
or local law enforcement agencies.

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FOOD SERVICES MANAGEMENT 


The school system shall operate a school food service program in each school, as required by state 
law, which shall be under the supervision of a director of food services or a food services management 
company. 

In organizational relationship, the cafeteria staff in each school is directly responsible to the director 
of food services, or food services management company, who in turn is responsible to the Chief 
Financial Officer. The cafeteria staff shall also cooperate with the Principal of the school in matters 
essential to the proper functioning of the food services program. The responsibility for control of 
students using the cafeteria shall rest with the building Principal. 

The Committee shall approve the prices set for Type A meals, reduced meals, and milk. 

As required for participation in the National School Lunch Program, the Committee agrees to the 
regulations of that act as well as all amendments. 

Students shall also be permitted to bring food from home and to purchase milk and incidental items 
made available through the food service program. 

The goal of food delivery service is to be self-sufficient and cost effective while delivering nutritious 
food. It will follow the school system's educational policies where applicable and renovate and update 
equipment and food areas in a timely manner. It will not utilize commercial advertising in attracting 
student customers. Achieving high participation will not be at the cost of nutrition or food quality.

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FREE AND REDUCED PRICE FOOD SERVICES 


The publie sehools shall take part as feasible in the National Sehool Luneh program to assure that all 
ehildren in the sehools reeeive proper nourishment. 

In aeeordanee with the guidelines for partieipation in this program, and in aeeordanee with the wishes of 
the Committee, no ehild who a teaeher believes is improperly nourished shall be denied a free luneh, or 
other food, simply beeause proper applieation has not been reeeived from his parents or guardian. 

The administration shall implement regulations and proeedures established by state and federal 
requirements regarding partieipation in programs for free and redueed priee meals and supplementary 
food. Sueh regulations shall be reported to the Committee from time to time for its approval.

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MEAL CHARGE POLICY 


The Sehool Committee is eommitted to providing students with healthy, nutritious meals eaeh day so they 
ean foeus on sehool work, while also maintaining the finaneial integrity of meal programs and minimizing 
any impact on students with meal charges. However, unpaid meal charges place a large financial burden 
on the school district, as food services is a self-supporting entity within the district. The purpose of this 
policy is to ensure compliance with federal reporting requirements of the USDA Child Nutrition Program, 
as well as provide oversight and accountability for the collection of outstanding student meal balances. 

The provisions of this policy pertain to regular priced school meals only. The School Committee will 
provide a regular meal to students who forget or lose their lunch money. 

Meal Charges and Balances 

Students will pay for meals at the regular rate approved by the School Committee and for their meal status 
(regular, reduced-price, or free) each day. Payment options will be delineated in student handbooks and 
provided to parents of incoming students. After the balance reaches zero and enters the negative, students 
will not be allowed to purchase a la carte items including but not limited to a second entree, snack, ice 
cream, or an additional beverage. The student will still be allowed to take a meal, and that meal will 
continue to be charged to the account at the standard lunch rate based on their meal status. The 
parent/guardian is responsible for any meal charges incurred. If there is a financial hardship, a 
parent/guardian should contact food services directly to discuss payment options such as an individualized 
repayment plan. 

Payments 

Parents/Guardians are responsible for all meal payments to the food service program. Notices of low or 
deficit balances will be sent directly to parent/guardians via email or regular postal mail at regular intervals 
during the school year. At no time shall any staff member give payment notices to students unless that 
student is known to be an emancipated minor who is fully responsible for themselves or over the age of 
18. If parent/guardians have issues with student purchases they should contact food services for 
assistance. 

Parents/Guardians may pay for meals in advance. Further details are available on the school district 
webpage and in student handbooks. Funds should be maintained in accounts to minimize the possibility 
that a child may be without meal money on any given day. Any remaining funds for a particular student, 
whether positive or negative, will be carried over to the next school year. 

All school cafeterias possess computerized point of sale/cash register systems that maintain records of all 
monies deposited and spent for each student and those records are available to parents by setting up an 
online account (see student handbooks for more details) or by speaking with the school’s food service 
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manager. The point of sale system is designed to prevent direet identifieation of a student’s meal status. 
Parents will reeeive automated low-balanee emails or mailed notiees weekly, if applieable. If notiees do 
not result in payment, parents will reeeive a phone eall from food serviees. If the phone eall does not result 
in payment the food serviee manager shall turn the aeeount over to the business offiee. 

Refunds 

Refunds for withdrawn and/or graduating students require a written request (email, postal, or in person) 
for a refund of any money remaining in their aeeount to be submitted. Graduating students also have the 
option to transfer funds to a sibling’s aeeount or to donate to a student in need with a written request. 

Delinquent Accounts/Collections 

Failure of a parent or guardian to maintain reasonably eurrent aeeounts may result in a referral to the 
Superintendent for his/her review. The Superintendent shall ensure that there are appropriate and effeetive 
eolleetion procedures and internal controls within the school district’s business office that meet the 
requirements of law. 

If a student is without meal money on a consistent basis, the administration may investigate the situation 
more closely and take further action as needed. If financial hardship exists, parents and families are 
encouraged to apply for free or reduced price lunches for their child. Each school handbook shall contain 
detailed instructions for parental assistance. 

Policy Communications 

This policy shall be communicated to all staff and families at the beginning of each school year and to 
families transferring to the district during the year.

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FACILITIES DEVELOPMENT GOALS 


The School Committee believes that educational program is influenced greatly by the environment in 
which it functions. The development of a quality educational program and of school facilities that help 
implement that program must go hand in hand. 

Therefore, it is the Committee’s goal to provide the facilities needed for the number and educational 
requirements of students in the school system and to provide the kind of facilities that will best support 
the educational program. To best use local resources, it is the Committee’s intent, wherever possible, to 
partner with the Massachusetts School Building Authority. 

Recognizing that school facilities are long-term community investments, the Committee will develop 
projects that reflect cost-effective designs, are consistent with good engineering practice, and use high 
quality construction, with attention to current and future technological practices for students, faculty, and 
school staff. Sites will be chosen to meet the educational need, maximize the use of any available 
community resources, and minimize any possible adverse education, environmental, social, or economic 
impacts on the community.

In order to ensure equity in athletie programs, the Athletie Direetor shall eompile annually a report on 
the improvement needs of the various athletie faeilities used by the Arlington High Sehool athletie 
program. 

This report will include information on the condition and needs of field, rinks, courts, etc. and associated 
amenities, as reported by coaches, with consideration of input from participants, parents and others 
familiar with the facilities. The report shall be made available to Town officials and shall be available to 
the public.

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FACILITIES PLANNING ENROLLMENT PROJECTIONS 


Each year the administration will make projections ofclass enrollment for all grades K-12 for the 
following fall. In addition, 5-10 year projections based on prior enrollments, birth data, and other 
pertinent data collected should also be given. The results are to be reported to the School Committee 
in March of each year. 

Whenever the total enrollment projected for 1-2 years hence exceeds the capacity of a school 
building or shows a significant drop in student enrollment, the administration is to begin 
planning for those projected enrollment and changes needed to buildings to accommodate those 
new numbers of students. 

Recommendations may include closing schools, leasing areas of a school, redistricting, additions or 
modifications or rebuilding of schools or any combination of these actions necessary to accommodate 
fluctuations in student enrollment. 

The number of elementary school buildings will be based on: 

• Projected enrollments of 5-10 years hence 

• Educational equity and impact 

• Budget considerations 

• Safety and travel considerations 

• Other matters deemed relevant 

Elementary School Capacities 

For planning purposes, each elementary school shall compute its capacity as no more than 30 times 
the number of available rooms for classrooms in that building. Because each of our elementary 
schools is unique and the number of such available classrooms is variable year to year, capacity 
numbers for all 7 elementary schools will be computed and reported to the school committee in April 
of each year. 

The yearly calculation of available classrooms in each elementary school must take into account 
provisions for the following, as possible: 

• Central eating area 

• Gymnasia 

• Special Education Classrooms 

• Administrative space 

• Nursing station 

• Kindergarten space 

• Auditoria 

• Library 

• Art 

• Music 
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• Counseling and Tutoring spaee 

• Before and after school programs 

• Special use classrooms such as science labs, computer labs, etc.

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RETIREMENT OF FACILITIES 


When a school building becomes inadequate by virtue of age, condition, size of site, lack of need, or other 
overriding limitations, and cannot reasonably and economically be brought up to the current educational 
standards, the building should be considered for a comprehensive closing study. The Superintendent will 
recommend to the School Committee; which facilities appear to justify further analysis. 

The School Committee may seek both professional advice and the advice of the community in making its 
recommendations as to the retirement of any school facility. This will permit the public, which originally 
acquired the property, to benefit from its recycling or retirement. 

A closing study will include direct involvement by those neighborhoods considered in the study and will 
be concerned with all or some of the following factors: 

1. Age and current physical condition of the facilities, its operating systems, and program 
facilities 

2. Adequacy of site, location, access, surrounding development, traffic patterns, and other 
environmental conditions 

3. Reassignment of children, including alternative plans according to Committee policy 

4. Transportation factors, including numbers of children bused, time, distance, and safety 

5. Alternative uses of the building 

6. Cost/Savings 

a. Personnel 

b. Plant Operation 

c. Transportation 

d. Capital Investment 

e. Alternative Use 

7. Continuity of instructional and community programs 
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POLICY FOR SPECIAL DEDICATIONS OF SCHOOL FACILITIES 


Naming a school is an important matter that deserves thoughtful attention. Personal prejudice or 
favoritism, political pressure, or temporary popularity should not be an influence in choosing a name. It 
is expected that an orderly, announced procedure will lessen the community or factional pressures that so 
quickly build up when the selection is delayed or seems uncertain. 

From time to time the School Committee may choose to recognize outstanding service to the youth of 
Arlington by dedicating or naming an appropriate area (i.e. playground, library, gymnasium, auditorium 
etc.) in honor of some exceptional individual(s) who have unselfishly given their time and energy in 
promoting excellence in education. 

At the request of the Superintendent or any individual School Committee member the Chairperson will 
place a dedication request on the agenda of a regular school committee meeting for discussion and a vote 
to refer via letter from the Chairperson such request to the Public Memorial Committee for an advisory 
opinion. The Chairperson will place such a proposal before the Committee as soon as the Committee has 
sufficient biographical and/or other data available to enable the full Committee to adequately reflect or 
deliberate a formal motion of dedication. Upon receipt of the Public Memorial Committee's advisory 
opinion or at least thirty days after the referral to the Public Memorial Committee, whichever is sooner, the 
Chairperson will again place the request on the agenda for a final vote. 

If the School Committee approves a dedication, this will be followed as soon as possible by a formal 
dedication. The ceremony should encompass a presentation of an official proclamation and the placement 
of an appropriate plaque to commemorate the individuals' significant contribution to the Arlington Public 
Schools. A certain sensitivity and common sense must be reflected in the timing of any public recognition. 

It is the policy of the School Committee that the names of existing structures or physical spaces under our 
jurisdiction will not be changed. Historical preservation and respect for our traditions are a key component 
in honoring our past.

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MEMORIALS 


The Sehool Committee reeognizes that the death of a student, member of the staff, or prominent 
eommunity member is deeply felt by the sehool community. As places designed primarily to support 
learning, school sites should not serve as the main venue for permanent memorials. 

Permanent memorials within the schools shall be limited in form to perpetual awards or scholarships. 

Any permanent memorials in existence before the adoption of this policy can only be removed by a vote 
of the School Committee.

The Superintendent will report to the School Committee on a yearly basis not later than October 15^'’ each 
year to update them on minority hiring.

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STAFF ETHICS / CONFLICT OF INTEREST 


The Sehool Committee expeets members of its professional staff to be familiar with the eode of ethics that 
applies to their profession and to adhere to it in their relationships with students, parents, coworkers, and 
officials of the school system. 

No employee of the Committee will engage in or have a financial interest in, directly or indirectly, any 
activity that conflicts or raises a reasonable question of conflict with his duties and responsibilities in the 
school system. Nor will any staff member engage in any type of private business during school time or 
on school property. 

Employees will not engage in work of any type where information concerning customer, client, or 
employer originates from any information available to them through school sources. 

Moreover, as there should be no conflict of interest in the supervision and evaluation of employees, at no 
time may any administrator responsible for the supervision and/or evaluation of an employee be directly 
related to him/her. 

Every two years, all current employees, including School Committee members, must complete the State 
Ethics Commission’s online training. New employees must complete this training within 30 days of 
beginning employment and every 2 years thereafter. Upon completing the program, employees should 
print out the completion certificate and keep a copy for themselves. Employees will be required to provide 
a copy of the completion certificate to the municipal or district Clerk through the Superintendent’s office. 

In order to avoid the appearance of any possible conflict, it is the policy of the School Committee that 
when an immediate family member, as defined in the Conflict of Interest statute, of a School Committee 
member or district administrator is to be hired into or promoted within the School District, the 
Superintendent shall file public notice with the School Committee and the Municipal or District Clerk at 
least two weeks prior to executing the hiring in accordance with the law.

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STAFF CONDUCT 


All staff members have a responsibility to familiarize themselves with and abide by the laws of the 
State as these affect their work, the policies of the School Committee, and the regulations designed 
to implement them. 

In the area of personal conduct, the Committee expects that teachers and others will conduct 
themselves in a manner that not only reflects credit to the school system but also sets forth a model 
worthy of emulation by students. 

All staff members will be expected to carry out their assigned responsibilities with conscientious 
concern. 

Essential to the success of ongoing school operations and the instructional program are the 
following specific responsibilities, which will be required of all personnel: 

1. Eaithfulness and promptness in attendance at work. 

2. Support and enforcement of policies of the Committee and their implementing 
regulations and school rules in regard to students. 

3. Diligence in submitting required reports promptly at the times specified. 

4. Care and protection of school property. 

5 . Concern for and attention to their own and the school system's legal responsibility 
for the safety and welfare of students, including the need to ensure that students 
are under supervision at all times.

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GIFTS TO AND SOLICITATIONS BY STAFF 


Gifts 


The aceeptanee of gifts worth $50 or more by sehool personnel in a ealendar year when the gift is given 
because of the position they hold, or because of some action the recipient could take or has taken in his or 
her public role, violates the conflict of interest law. Acceptance of gifts worth less than $50, while not 
prohibited by the conflict of interest law, may require a written public disclosure to be made. 

In keeping with this policy, no employee of the school district will accept a gift worth $50 or more that is 
given because of the employee’s public position, or anything that the employee could do or has done in 
his or her public position. Gifts worth less than $50 may be accepted, but a written disclosure to the 
employee’s appointing authority must be made if the gift and the circumstances in which it was given 
could cause a reasonable person to think that the employee could be improperly influenced. The value of 
personal gifts accepted is aggregated over a calendar year (4 gifts of $20 value is the same as 1 gift of $80 
if given in the same calendar year). 

In general, homemade gifts without retail value are permissible because a reasonable person would not 
expect an employee would unduly show favor to the giver, so no disclosure is required. Such gifts could 
include homemade food items (cookies, candy, etc), handpicked flowers, and handmade gifts worth less 
than $10 (ten) dollars. 

Class Gifts 


There is a specific exception to the prohibition against accepting gifts worth $50 or more, when the teacher 
knows only that the gift is from the class, not from specific donors. A single class gift per calendar year 
valued up to $150 or several class gifts in a single year with a total value up to $150 from parents and 
students in a class may be accepted provided the gift is identified only as being from the class and the 
names of the givers and the amounts given are not identified to the recipient. The recipient may not accept 
an individual gift from someone who contributed to the class gift. It is the responsibility of the employee 
to confirm that the individual offering such gift did not contribute to the class gift. 

Gifts for School Use 


Gifts given to a teacher solely for classroom use or to purchase classroom supplies are not considered gifts 
to an individual employee and are not subject to the $50 limit. However, an employee who accepts such 
gifts must keep receipts documenting that money or gift cards were used for classroom supplies. 

Solicitations 


In spirit, the School Committee supports the many worthwhile charitable drives that take place in the 
community and is gratified when school employees give them their support. However, the solicitation of 
funds from staff members through the use of school personnel and school time is prohibited by the conflict 
of interest law. Therefore, no solicitations of funds for charitable purposes should be made among staff 
members. Staff members of course remain free to support charitable causes of their own selection.

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ONLINE FUNDRAISING AND SOLICITATIONS - CROWDFUNDING 


School District employees shall comply with all of the following provisions relating to online solicitations 
and the use of crowdfunding services for school-related purposes as well as all applicable laws, regulations 
and district policies. No online fundraising may occur except as provided below. 

The Superintendent shall have final authority to approve any online fundraising activities by school district 
employees and shall determine and communicate to Principals the circumstances under which online 
fundraising proposals shall require Superintendent or School Committee approval in accordance with law 
and school district policy (KCD). The Principal of each school shall approve all online fundraising 
activities within their buildings prior to any employee posting any such fundraising solicitation. 

Any solicitation shall be for educational purposes only (field trips, supplies, supplemental materials, 
books, etc.). The solicitation of personal items (coats, nutritional snacks, etc.) shall only be to benefit 
students directly. To the extent an employee solicits any technology or software, the employee shall secure 
the prior written approval of the Director of Technology or designee prior to any such solicitation. Any 
employee seeking to display or post a photograph of a student in conjunction with a fundraising solicitation 
must first secure the written consent of the student’s parent or guardian. 

Employees shall not use a crowdfunding source, or set up their appeal in such a way, that they are asking 
for donations directly from people over whom the employee making the request has authority, or with 
whom the public employee is having official dealings (such as parents of student’s in a teacher’s classroom 
- the solicitation can say “Classroom X needs tissues and crayons,” but it shouldn’t be directed to parents 
who have shared email addresses with the teacher for purposes of communicating about their student). 

Employees using crowdfunding services shall periodically disclose in writing to the Superintendent the 
names of all individuals whom the employee has directly solicited in any manner including but not limited 
to oral, written, or electronic solicitation. The Superintendent shall maintain these disclosures as public 
records available for public review. 

Employees may only use crowdfunding services that send the items or proceeds solicited by the employee 
directly to the employee’s school or to the school district. Employees must verify under the crowdfunding 
service’s terms and conditions that they meet all requirements for such solicitation. Items or proceeds 
directly sent to employees are considered gifts to the employee and may result in violation of state ethics 
laws. 

If an employee’s proposal is approved by the crowdfunding service, the employee agrees to use the 
donated materials solely as stated in the employee’s proposal. 

If a solicitation is not fully funded within the time period required by the crowdfunding service, or the 
solicitation cannot be concluded for any reason, every attempt will be made to return donations to the 
donors. Donations unable to be returned shall only be used as account credits for future solicitations. 
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Unless otherwise approved by the Superintendent in writing, all goods and/or proeeeds solieited and 
reeeived through any online solieitation shall beeome the property of the Sehool Committee, and not of 
the individual employee who solieited the item(s) or funds. The employee is prohibited from taking any 
sueh item(s) or funds to another sehool or loeation, without the Superintendent’s written approval.

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DRUG-FREE WORKPLACE POLICY 


The school district will provide a drug-free workplace and certifies that it will: 

1. Notify all employees in writing that the unlawful manufacture, distribution, dispensing, 
possession, or use of a controlled substance is prohibited in the district's workplace and specify the 
actions that will be taken against employees for violation of such prohibitions. 

2. Establish a drug-free awareness program to inform employees about the dangers of drug abuse in 
the workplace; the district's policy of maintaining a drug-free work-place; and available drug 
counseling, rehabilitation, and employee assistance programs; and the penalty that may be imposed 
on employees for drug abuse violations occurring in the workplace. 

3. Make it a requirement that each employee whose employment is funded by a federal grant be given 
a copy of the statement as required. 

4. Notify the employee in the required statement that as a condition of employment under the grant, 
the employee will abide by the terms of the statement, and will notify the district of any criminal 
drug statute conviction for a violation occurring in the workplace no later than five days after such 
conviction. 

5. Notify the federal agency within ten days after receiving notice from an employee or otherwise 
receiving notice of such conviction. 

6. Take one of the following actions within 30 days of receiving notice with respect to any employee 
who is so convicted; take appropriate personnel action against such- an employee, up to and 
including termination; or require such employee to participate satisfactorily in a drug abuse 
assistance or rehabilitation program approved for such purposes by a federal, state or local health 
law enforcement, or other appropriate agency. 

7. Make a good faith effort to continue to maintain- a drug-free workplace through implementation 
of all the provisions of this policy.

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STAFF PERSONAL SECURITY AND SAFETY 


Through its overall safety program and various policies pertaining to school personnel, the Committee 
will seek to assure the safety of employees during their working hours and assist them in the maintenance 
of good health. 

Employees offered a position as a custodian, maintenance worker or food service worker must 
successfully pass a pre-employment physical examination (provided at School Committee cost) prior to 
the date of employment. 

The Superintendent may require an employee to submit to a physical examination by a physician 
appointed by the school system whenever that employee's health appears to be a hazard to children or 
others in the school system or when a doctor's certificate is legally required to verify need for sick leave. 

School employees, their families and members of their household are eligible to use the confidential 
services provided by the municipality's employee assistance program.

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DOMESTIC VIOLENCE LEAVE POLICY 


It shall be the policy of the school district to permit an employee to take up to 15 days of domestic 
violence leave from work in any 12-month period. In order to be eligible for said leave: 

i. the employee, or a family member of the employee, must be a victim of abusive behavior as defined by 
law; 

ii. the employee must be using the leave from work to seek or obtain medical attention, counseling, victim 
services or legal assistance; secure housing; obtain a protective order from court; appear in court or 
before a grand jury; meet with a district attorney or other law enforcement official; or attend child 
custody proceedings or address other issues directly related to the abusive behavior against the 
employee or family member of the employee; and 

iii. the employee must not be the perpetrator of the abusive behavior against such employee's family 
member. 

The employer shall have the sole discretion to determine whether this leave shall be paid or unpaid. 
An employee seeking such leave shall exhaust all annual or vacation leave, personal leave and sick 
leave available to the employee, prior to requesting or taking domestic violence leave, unless the 
employer waives this requirement. 

Except in cases of imminent danger to the health or safety of an employee, advanced notice of 
domestic violence leave shall be required. If such imminent danger exists, the employee shall notify 
the employer within 3 workdays that the leave was taken or is being taken. The notification may be 
communicated to the employer by the employee, a family member of the employee or the employee's 
counselor, social worker, health care worker, member of the clergy, shelter worker, legal advocate or 
other professional who has assisted the employee in addressing the effects of the abusive behavior. If 
an unscheduled absence occurs, an employer shall not take any negative action against the employee 
if the employee, within 30 days from the unauthorized absence or within 30 days from the employee's 
last unauthorized absence in the instance of consecutive days of unauthorized absences, provides any 
of the documentation found in (1) to (7) below. An employer may require documentation that the 
employee or employee's family member has been a victim of abusive behavior and that the leave is 
consistent with clauses (i) to (iii) as referenced above; provided, however, that an employer shall not 
require an employee to show evidence of an arrest, conviction or other law enforcement 
documentation for such abusive behavior. The documentation shall be provided to the employer 
within a reasonable period after the employer requests it 

An employee shall satisfy this documentation requirement by providing anyone of the following 
documents to the employer: 

1. a protective order, order of equitable relief or other documentation issued by a court of 
competent jurisdiction as a result of abusive behavior against the employee or employee's 
family member; 

2. a document under the letterhead of the court, provider or public agency which the employee 
attended for the purposes of acquiring assistance as it relates to the abusive behavior 
complained of by the employee or family member; 
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3. A police report or statement of a victim or witness provided to police documenting the abusive 
behavior; 

4. documentation that the perpetrator of the abusive behavior has admitted to sufficient facts to 
support a finding of guilt; or has been convicted of, or has been adjudicated a juvenile 
delinquent by reason of any offense constituting abusive behavior; 

5. medical documentation of treatment as a result of the abusive behavior; 

6. a sworn statement, signed under the penalties of perjury, provided by a counselor, social 
worker, health care worker, member of the clergy, shelter worker, legal advocate or other 
professional who has assisted the employee or the employee's family member in addressing the 
effects of the abusive behavior; 

7. a sworn statement, signed under the penalties of perjury, from the employee attesting that the 
employee has been a victim of or is a family member of a victim of abusive behavior. 

Such documentation may be kept in the employee's employment record, but only for as long as 
required for the employer to make a determination as to whether the employee is eligible for leave. 
All information related to the employee's leave shall be kept confidential and shall not be disclosed, 
except to the extent that disclosure is: 

i. requested or consented to, in writing, by the employee; 

ii. ordered to bereleased by a court of competent jurisdiction; (iii)otherwise required by applicable federal 
or state law; 

iii. required in the course of an investigation authorized by law enforcement, including, but not limited to, 
an investigation by the Attorney General; or 

iv. necessary to protect the safety of the employee or others employed at theworkplace. 

The Superintendent or his/her designee shall notify all employees of this policy in a manner that 
he/she deems appropriate in accordance with the law. 

No employer shall coerce, interfere with, restrain or deny the exercise of, or any attempt to exercise, any 
rights provided herein or to make leave requested or taken contingent upon whether or not the victim 
maintains contact with the alleged abuser. No employer shall discharge or in any other manner 
discriminate against an employee for exercising the employee's rights under law. The taking of 
domestic violence leave shall not result in the loss of any employment benefit accrued prior to the 
date of such leave. Upon the employee's return from such leave, he/she shall be entitled to restoration 
to the employee's original job or to an equivalent position. Definitions of'abuse", "abusive behavior", 
"domestic violence", "employees" and "family members" may be found in the laws referenced below.

The Sehool System shall comply with the mandatory provisions of the Family and Medical Leave Act of 
1993. The Superintendent shall issue, and from time to time amend, procedures setting forth the rights 
and procedures granted by the Act, and shall ensure compliance with those procedures either personally 
or by delegation, or by some combination of personal oversight and delegation.

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STAFF PARTICIPATION IN POLITICAL ACTIVITIES 


The Sehool Committee reeognizes that employees of the sehool system have the same fundamental eivie 
responsibilities and privileges as other eitizens. Among these are eampaigning for an eleetive publie offiee 
and holding an eleetive or appointive offiee. 

In conneetion with eampaigning, an employee will not: use sehool system faeilities, equipment or 
supplies; diseuss his/her eampaign with sehool personnel or students during the working day; use any time 
during the working day for eampaigning purposes. Under no eireumstanees, will students be pressured 
into eampaigning for any staff member.

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PERSONNEL RECORDS 


Information about staff members is required for the daily administration of the school system, for 
implementing salary and other personnel policies, for budget and financial planning, for responding to 
appropriate inquiries about employees, and for meeting the School Committee's education reporting 
requirements. To meet these needs, the Superintendent will implement a comprehensive and efficient 
system of personnel records maintenance and control under the following guidelines: 

1. A personnel folder for each present and former employee will be accurately maintained in 
the central administrative office. In addition to the application for employment and 
references, the folders will contain records and information relative to compensation, 
payroll deductions, evaluations, and any other pertinent information. 

2. The Superintendent will be the official custodian for personnel files and will have overall 
responsibility for maintaining and preserving the confidentiality of the files within the 
provisions of the law. 

3. Personnel records are considered confidential under the law and will not be open to public 
inspection. Access to personnel files will be limited to persons authorized by the 
Superintendent to use the files for the reasons cited above. 

4. Each employee will have the right, upon written request, to review the contents of his/her 
own personnel file. 

5. Employees may make written objections to any information contained in the file. Any 
written objection must be signed by the staff member and will become part of the 
employee's personnel file. Further, no negative comment will be placed in a staff member's 
file unless it is signed by the person making the comment and the staff member is informed 
of the comment and afforded the opportunity to include his/her written response in the file. 

6. Eists of school system employees' names and home addresses will be released only to 
governmental agencies as required for official reports or by the laws.

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STAFF COMPLAINTS AND GRIEVANCES 


The Sehool Committee will eneourage the administration to develop effeetive means of resolving 
differenees that may arise among employees and between employees and administrators; reduee potential 
areas of grievanees; and establish and maintain reeognized ehannels of communieation between the staff, 
administration, and Sehool Committee. 

It is the Committee's desire that grievanee proeedures provide for prompt and equitable adjustment of 
differenees at the lowest possible administrative level, and that eaeh employee be assured opportunity for 
an orderly presentation and review of eomplaints and concerns. 

Channels established will provide for the following: 

1. That teachers and other school employees may appeal a ruling of a Principal or other 
administrator to the Superintendent. 

2. That all school employees may appeal a ruling of the Superintendent to the Committee, 
except in those areas where the law has specifically assigned authority to the Principal 
and/or the Superintendent and Committee action would be in conflict with that law. 

3. That all hearings of complaints before the Superintendent or Committee be conducted in 
the presence of the administrator who made the ruling that is the subject of the grievance. 

The process established for the resolution of grievances in contracts negotiated with recognized employee 
bargaining units will apply only to "grievances" as defined in the particular contract.

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PROFESSIONAL STAFF POSITIONS 


All professional staff positions in the sehool system will be ereated initially by the Sehool Committee. It 
is the Committee's intent to aetivate a suffieient number of positions to aeeomplish the sehool system's 
goals and objeetives and to provide for the equitable staffing of eaeh sehool building. Although sueh 
positions may remain temporarily unfilled, only the Committee may abolish a position it has ereated. 

Eaeh time a new position is established by the Committee, the Superintendent will present for the 
Committee's approval a job deseription for the position, whieh speeifies the jobholder's qualifieations and 
the job's performanee responsibilities. The Superintendent will maintain a eomprehensive set of job 
deseriptions for all positions. The Superintendent will present job deseription ehanges to the Sehool 
Committee.

Teachers 


The School Committee will adopt a salary schedule for regular teaching personnel as part of the contract 
negotiated with the teachers' bargaining unit. The schedule will be designed to recognize and reward 
training and experience and encourage additional study for professional advancement. 

Principals 

Salaries will be reviewed annually prior to July 1. The School Committee, with the advice of the 
Superintendent, will establish levels of compensation for each position based on the circumstances, 
dynamics, and requirements of each position. Consideration may be given to individuals for exceptional 
performance as a basis for establishing merit increases for Principals. It is the responsibility of the 
Superintendent to present evidence to the School Committee to support recommendations for merit 
increases. 

Administrators 


Salaries will be reviewed annually prior to July 1. The Superintendent may, upon the request of the 
Committee, survey other school systems to determine salaries being paid for comparable positions in each 
system. The survey will include the effective date of the specified salary.

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EMPLOYMENT OF PRINCIPALS 


Principals shall be employed by the School District under individual contracts of employment. Said 
contracts shall be submitted to the School Committee for their approval of all terms concerning 
compensation/benefits, prior to the presentation of a contract of employment to the Principal. The 
compensation/benefit levels, above referenced, may be exceeded only with the approval of the School 
Committee. 

Initial contracts issued to Principals may be up to three years in length, and may be reissued by the 
Superintendent at levels of compensation/benefits, determined by the School Committee, provided that 
the Superintendent may employ a Principal under the terms and conditions of the previous contract of 
employment. 

The length of second and subsequent contracts of employment for Principals shall be in accordance with 
state law. 

As a condition of employment, each Principal must maintain current certification, adhere to the policies 
and goals of the School Committee and the directives of the Superintendent, and annually must submit, 
with the school council, the educational goals and school improvement plan for the school building(s) 
under his/her direction.

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PROFESSIONAL STAFF SUPPLEMENTARY PAY PLANS 


Certain assignments require extra responsibility or extra time over and above that required of other staff 
members who are on the same position on the basie salary sehedule. When sueh supplemental assignments 
require extra time and responsibility beyond that regularly expeeted of teaehers, they will be rewarded 
with extra eompensation. 

Assignments that are to be aeeorded extra eompensation will be designated by the Committee. 
Appointments to these positions will be made by the Superintendent for distriet-wide positions or by the 
Prineipal with the approval of the Superintendent for building based personnel. The amount of 
eompensation for the position will be established by the Committee at the time the position is ereated. 

A teaeher who is offered and undertakes a supplementary pay assignment will reeeive a supplementary 
eontraet speeifying the pay, duration and terms of the assignment. If a teaeher will not be extended the 
assignment for the following sehool year but will remain on the teaehing staff, he or she will be so notified 
in writing prior to the expiration of the eontraet. Upon termination of the assignment, the supplementary 
pay will eease.

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PROFESSIONAL STAFF AND OBSERVANCE OF MAJOR RELIGIOUS HOLIDAYS 


A. General Provisions Relating to Religious Observances 

For any and all days of religious observance, the following shall apply: 

1. Staff absences shall be excused consistent with provisions of collective bargaining 
agreements and individual contracts. 

2. Ample and flexible accommodations shall be made to assist staff in professional 
activities, etc. They should be given sufficient time to do so with the expectation that 
they will not be working on those days. 

It is also expected that these and other religious observances will be taken into consideration 
in a sensitive manner when scheduling ancillary activities such as school photographs, after 
school and evening programs, etc. 

B. Provisions Relating to Specified Religious Observances 

On days of major religious observances where school is in session and it is expected that 
significant number of staff will be absent the following shall apply: 

1. For staff, there shall be no key professional meetings scheduled. 

2. A list of the religious observances, and their dates for any given year, to which these 
provisions apply shall be maintained by the Superintendent and provided annually to all 
staff. Other similar days of religious observances may be added to this list as they are 
identified. 

The dates of these observances shall be duly noted as an integral part of the school calendar; 
and reminders shall be issued to staff sufficiently in advance of these dates that the intent of 
the policy can be carried out. 

The Superintendent shall take note of religious observances when significant numbers of 
teachers are absent and shall periodically review the above list of religious observances and 
report to the Committee any changes to the list.

PROFESSIONAL STAFF RECRUITING/POSTING OF VACANCIES 


It is the responsibility of the Superintendent, with the assistanee of the administrative staff, to determine 
the personnel needs of the school system and it is the responsibility of the Principal, in consultation with 
the Superintendent to determine the personnel needs of the individual schools. In addition, school councils 
may review personnel requirements as a means of evaluating the needs of a school. Any recommendations 
for the creation or elimination of a position must be approved by the School Committee. 

The search for good teachers and other professional employees will extend to a wide variety of educational 
institutions and geographical areas. It will take into consideration the characteristics of the town and the 
need for a heterogeneous staff from various cultural backgrounds. 

Recruitment procedures will not overlook the talents and potential of individuals already employed by the 
school system. Any current employee may apply for any position for which he or she has certification and 
meets other stated requirements. 

Openings in the schools will be posted in sufficient time, before the position is filled, to permit current 
employees to submit applications.

Through its employment polieies, the Distriet will strive to attraet, seeure, and hold the highest qualified 
personnel for all professional positions. The seleetion proeess will be based upon awareness to candidates 
who will devote themselves to the education and welfare of the children attending the schools. 

It is the responsibility of the Superintendent, and of persons to whom he or she delegates this 
responsibility, to determine the personnel needs of the school system and to locate suitable candidates. 
No position may be created without the approval of the School Committee. The District's goal is to employ 
and retain personnel who are motivated, will strive always to do their best, and are committed to providing 
the best educational environment for the children 

It will be the duty of the Superintendent to see that persons considered for employment in the schools 
meet all certification requirements and the requirements of the Committee for the type of position for 
which the nomination is made. 

The following guidelines will be used in the selection of personnel: 

1. There will be no discrimination in the hiring process due to race, color, religion, national origin, 
sex, gender identity, sexual orientation, age, genetic information, ancestry, military status, 
disability, pregnancy or pregnancy related condition. 

2. The quality of instruction is enhanced by a staff with a wide variation in background, educational 
preparation, and previous experience. 

3. The administrator responsible for the hiring of a staff member (in the case of District-wide 
positions, for the position of Principals, it is the Superintendent; for building-based personnel, it is 
the Principal) is directed to establish a representative screening committee. The administrator has 
the final say in determining who will be hired but it is expected that the screening committee's 
input will be a factor in the decision. For those positions where the hiring authority rests with the 
School Committee, a representative screening committee may be established by the School 
Committee, or the School Committee may direct the Superintendent to establish a screening 
committee to assist the Superintendent in making his/her recommendation to the School 
Committee. 

4. The hiring administrator shall seek recruiting, screening and training assistance from the Human 
Resources Director and the Superintendent or designee.

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SUBSTITUTE PROFESSIONAL STAFF EMPLOYMENT 


The sehool system will employ as substitute teaehers, to the extent possible, persons who meet the 
requirements for teaeher appointments and will assign teachers substitute-teaching positions on the basis 
of their areas of competence. When the supply of potential substitutes in a particular subject area is too 
limited to meet school department needs, there will be active recruitment for substitutes in those areas. 
All substitute teachers will be expected to provide educational services, rather than to assume merely a 
student-supervisory role. They will be provided with as much support as possible by building 
administrators and teachers. 

The School Committee will set the daily rate of pay for substitute teachers, including extended-term 
substitutes. The latter will be granted such additional benefits as approved by the School Committee.

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PHILOSOPHY OF STAFF DEVELOPMENT 


All staff members will be eneouraged in and provided with suitable opportunities for the development of 
inereased eompeteneies beyond those they may attain through the performanee of their assigned duties 
and assistanee from supervisors. 

Opportunities for professional growth may be provided through sueh means as the following: 

1. Planned in-serviee programs and workshops offered within the sehool system from time to time; 
these may inelude partieipation by outside eonsultants. 

2. Membership on eurrieulum development Committees drawing personnel from within and without 
the sehool system. 

3. Released time for visits to other elassrooms and sehools and for attendanee at eonferenees, 
workshops, and other professional meetings. 

4. Leaves of absenee for graduate study, researeh, and travel. 

5. Partial payment of tuition for approved eourses. 

The Superintendent will have authority to approve or deny released time for eonferenees and visitations, 
and reimbursements for expenses, provided sueh aetivities are within budget alloeations for the purpose.

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PROFESSIONAL TEACHER STATUS 


The Superintendent, upon reeommendation of the Prineipal, may award such status to a teacher who has 
served in the Principal's school for not less than one year or a teacher who has obtained such status in any 
other public school district in the Commonwealth. The Superintendent will base his/her decisions on the 
results of evaluation procedures conducted according to Committee policy. 

At the end of each of the first three years of a teacher's employment, it will be the responsibility of the 
Superintendent to notify each employee promptly in writing of the decision on reappointment. 
Notification to a teacher not being reappointed must be made by June 15 or at an earlier date if required 
by a collective bargaining agreement. 

A teacher who attains professional teacher status will have continuous employment in the service of the 
school system subject to satisfactory evaluations. A teacher with professional teacher status whose 
position is abolished by the School Committee may be continued in the employ of the school system in 
another position for which he/she is legally qualified. 

Nothing in these provisions will be considered as restricting the Superintendent from changing teaching 
assignments or altering or abolishing supervisory assignments except that, by law, no teacher may be 
assigned to a position for which he/she is not legally qualified.

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PROFESSIONAL STAFF ASSIGNMENTS AND TRANSFERS 


The basie eonsideration in the assignment of professional staff members will be the needs of the students 
and the instruetional program. 


Therefore, the assignment and transfer of professional staff members will be aeeomplished by the 
Superintendent on the basis of the employee's qualifieations, the needs of the school system, and the 
employees' expressed desires. 

Care will be exercised by the Superintendent to assure that all schools are staffed with effective teachers. 

Within an individual school, the building administrator will have the authority to assign classes and 
courses, provided this is done with full regard for the teacher's area of certification and the policies 
delineated above.

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EVALUATION OF PROFESSIONAL STAFF 


In order to assure a high quality of teaeher and administrator performanee and to advanee the instruetional 
programs of the sehools, a continuous program for teacher and administrator evaluation will be established 
by the School Committee. Regular reports will be made to the Superintendent concerning the outcomes 
of these evaluations. 

The evaluation process will include: 

1. The development and periodic review of techniques and procedures for making evaluations. 

2. Interpretation of the information gained in the evaluative process in terms of the objectives of the 
instructional program. 

3. The application of the information gained to the planning of staff development and in-service 
training activities, which are designed to improve instruction and increase teacher competence. 

The evaluation process will include self-evaluation, supervisor initiated observations, and teacher initiated 
observations. 

The formal evaluations will be written and will be discussed by the supervisor and the person being 
evaluated. The discussions may either precede or follow the writing of the evaluation document. Copies 
of the written document will be signed by both parties and incorporated into the personnel files of the 
teacher or administrator. In addition, the individual and his department chairman (if applicable) will 
receive a signed copy. The signature should indicate that the evaluation has been read and discussed. 

The written evaluation should be specific in terms of the person's strengths and weaknesses. Those areas 
where improvement is needed should be clearly set forth and recommendations for improvement should 
be made. Subsequent evaluations should address themselves to any improvement or to any continuing 
difficulty that is observed.

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RESIGNATION OF PROFESSIONAL STAFF MEMBERS 


Professional staff members may diseontinue their service in the school system during the school year by 
submitting a written notice of intent to resign to the appropriate hiring authority. 

Such written notice of intent to resign will be given to the Superintendent. The staff member will be 
notified in writing of the Superintendent’s action on the resignation. 

When a resignation is accepted by the Superintendent the employee may be expected to continue in service 
at his or her assigned duties for a period of 30 days after submission of the resignation.

Annually, the Superintendent will inform the Committee of the professional staff members who have 
indieated their intention to retire at the end of the eurrent sehool year. No further Sehool Committee action 
is necessary unless approval is needed for the payment of or participation in continued local benefits.

NOTE: Under Massachusetts law (Teachers’ Retirement Act), all professional personnel 
participate in a teachers’ retirement plan, which provides several options on time of retirement 
and benefits granted to those who retire. It also sets limitations on the number of days a retired 
employee may be re-employed annually on a temporary basis by the school system. Temporary 
employment up to 90 days or 720 hours per calendar year is permitted at the discretion of the 
employer. 
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SUSPENSION AND DISMISSAL OF PROFESSIONAL STAFF MEMBERS 


The Superintendent will strive to assist personnel to perform their duties effieiently. However, the 
Superintendent may dismiss any employee in aeeordanee with state law. Further, the Committee 
reeognizes the eonstitutional rights of the distriefs employees and assures them the proteetion of due 
proeess of law. To guarantee sueh rights, a system of eonstitutionally and legally sound proeedures will 
be followed in eaeh ease of suspension or dismissal of an employee. 

When the Superintendent or a Prineipal determines that suffieient eause exists that a professional 
employee be suspended or dismissed from serviee in the sehool system, the Superintendent or the 
Prineipal, with subjeet to review and with prior approval of the Superintendent, may take sueh aetion, as 
follows: 

1. Be eertain that eaeh sueh ease is supported by defensible reeords. 

2. Determine if the individual is to be suspended immediately with the understanding that the 
suspension will be subjeet to restoration of salary and position if an appeal is deeided in favor of 
the individual. 

3. Follow the proeedures for dismissal or suspension that are eontained in applieable laws as well as 
those ineluded in the eurrent agreement with the teaehers' bargaining unit. 

4. Provide the individual involved with a written statement thatwill: 

a. Indieate whether the aetion the Superintendent is taking is dismissal or suspension. 

b. State the reason for the suspension or dismissal. 

e. Guarantee that all proeedures will be in aeeord with due proeess of law. 
d. Inform employees who have a right to request a hearing under appropriate laws that they may 
be represented at sueh a hearing by eounsel of their ehoiee.

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TUTORING FOR PAY 


Definition : "Tutoring" means giving private instruetion or help to an individual or group for whieh the 
teaeher reeeives remuneration other than through the School Committee. 

A teacher cannot recommend that one of his or her own students get tutoring, and then be paid to tutor 
that same student in a second job. 

A teacher may not tutor students who are currently in his/her class. Even if the teacher does not 
recommend that the current student receive private tutoring, the teacher should not tutor current students. 

Teachers and other public employees may not approach a student, or the student’s parents, seeking private 
tutoring work. A teacher may provide tutoring when the relationship is initiated by the parents or a 
student, but, if the student is, or in the future may be, under the teacher’s authority, the teacher will need 
to provide a written disclosure. 

A teacher cannot use school resources such as classrooms or materials in connection with a private tutoring 
business. A public school employee cannot use a school or district website to advertise private tutoring 
services. Schools cannot send home brochures for a particular tutoring service with the children. 

Tutoring is not to be recommended for a student unless the appropriate teacher of the student involved is 
consulted and agrees that it will be of real help. If tutoring seems advisable, the Principal may give the 
parents a list of persons who are willing to tutor. This list may include teachers, but not the student's 
teacher of the subject in which he or she is to be tutored . 

Tutoring for pay is not to be done in the school building.

NOTE: A teacher cannot tutor in their own district if the district is going to pay for the tutoring 
unless the district has included a provision in the teachers’ collective bargaining agreement 
providing a set amount of extra pay for tutoring hy teachers that will he included in the teachers’ 
regular paychecks. 
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SUPPORT STAFF POSITIONS 


Education is a cooperative enterprise in which all employees of the school system must participate 
intelligently and effectively for the benefit of the children. This school system will employ support staff 
members in positions that function to support the education program. 

All support staff positions will be established initially by the Committee. In each case, the Superintendent 
will submit for the Committee's consideration and action a job description or job specifications for the 
position. 

Although positions may remain temporarily unfilled, or the number of persons holding the same type of 
position reduced in event of de-staffing requirements, only the Committee may abolish a position it has 
created.

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SUPPORT STAFF CONTRACTS AND COMPENSATION PLANS 


In establishing rates of pay and levels of compensation for support staff personnel, the School Committee 
will take into account the responsibilities of the position, the qualihcations needed, past experience of the 
individual, and years of service in the school department. 

Compensation plans will be reviewed annually for ah categories of staff Such review, where applicable, 
will be carried out in connection with negotiations with representatives of recognized bargaining units. 
The master agreements with these units will be considered appendices to this manual and will have the 
full force of School Committee policy. 

The School Committee will set the rates of pay for personnel not covered by collective bargaining 
agreements. 

Overtime 


Support staff employees will be paid overtime wages for work performed in excess of 40 hours in a work 
week. 

In counting hours for the purpose of allowing overtime work and pay, supervisors will consider sick leave, 
vacation time, and holidays as time worked. 

Every effort must be made to minimize overtime by scheduling duties during the regular workday. 
Overtime will be authorized only by the Superintendent and only to cover emergency situations. Ah 
such work will be assigned on a fair and equitable basis.

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SUPPORT STAFF VACATIONS AND HOLIDAYS 


Holidays 

The school calendar, as adopted by the School Committee, establishes holidays and school recess periods 
for the employees who work on teacher and/or student days. 

Employees who work on a 12-month basis will be granted paid holidays on all legal holidays and such 
other holidays as designated by the School Committee. They will also be expected to report to work 
during school recess periods unless days during these periods are considered official and designated as 
paid holidays by the Committee. 

To qualify for holiday pay, the employee must be at work on the day before and the day following the 
holiday, unless his/her absence is approved on the basis of current leave policies. 

Vacations 

All 12-month employees will be eligible for paid-vacations in accordance with the following: 

1-5 years — two weeks vacation 

5-10 years — three weeks vacation 

After 10 years — four weeks vacation 

Support staff members employed on 10-month basis will be granted two weeks’ paid vacation after 
completing 10 full years of services in the school system.

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SUSPENSION AND DISMISSAL OF SUPPORT STAFF MEMBERS 


Support staff employed by the Sehool Distriet may be terminated by the Prineipal of the building in which 
they serve, with the approval of the Superintendent. However, employees may request the Superintendent 
to review the circumstances of their termination. 

In the event of failure to perform as required, the Superintendent may immediately suspend or terminate 
employment depending upon agreement language. 

Support staff employees may or may not be given prior notice of their dismissal, depending upon the 
circumstances. 

The Superintendent, or the Principal, with the approval of the Superintendent, may also suspend/remove 
employees from their individual assignments.

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NEGOTIATIONS GOALS/NEGOTIATIONS LEGAL STATUS 


All negotiations between the Sehool Committee and eaeh reeognized employee group are eondueted 
subjeet to Chapter 150E of the General Laws. The legal status of negotiations is defined in part by Seetion 
2 of that ehapter, as follows: 

"Employees shall have the right of self-organization and the right to form, join, or assist 
any employee organization for the purpose of bargaining eolleetively through 
representatives of their own ehoosing on questions of wages, hours, and other terms and 
eonditions of employment, and to engage in lawful, eoneerted aetivities for the purpose of 
eolleetive bargaining or other mutual aid or proteetion, free from interferenee, restraint, or 
coereion. An employee shall have the right to refrain from any or all of sueh aetivities, 
exeept to the extent of making sueh payment of serviee fees to an exelusive representative 
as provided in seetion twelve."

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SCHOOL COMMITTEE NEGOTIATING AGENTS 


The Sehool Committee is responsible for negotiations with reeognized employee bargaining units. 
However, beeause of the expertise and time required for negotiations, the Committee may hire a negotiator 
to bargain in good faith with recognized bargaining units to help assure that mutually satisfactory 
agreements on wages, hours, and other terms and conditions of employment will be developed. 

The School Committee will appoint the negotiator and the fee or salary for his/her services will be 
established in accordance with the law at the time of appointment. 

The duties of the negotiator will be as follows: 

1. To negotiate in good faith with recognized bargaining units to arrive at a mutually 
satisfactory agreement on wages, hours, and working conditions of employees represented 
by the units. 

a. The negotiator may recommend members of the administration to serve on the 
negotiation team. They will not be members of any unit that negotiates with the 
Committee, and their participation in negotiations must be recommended by the 
Superintendent and approved by the Committee. 

b. He/she will direct accumulation of necessary data needed for negotiations, such as 
comparative information. 

c. He/she will follow guidelines set forth by the Committee as to acceptable 
agreements and will report on the progress of negotiations. 

d. He/she will make recommendations to the Committee as to acceptable agreements. 

2. The negotiator will interpret the signed negotiated contracts to administrators and may be 
called upon to offer advice on various aspects of contract administration during the terms 
of the contracts with employee organizations.

To aeeomplish the minimum edueational requirements set by the state, sehools must be in operation as 
follows: 

- elementary sehools (grades 1 through 5), 180 days averaging five hours eaeh, or 900 hours, 
exelusive of luneh; 

- seeondary sehools, (grades 6 through 12), 180 days averaging five and one-half hours eaeh, or 990 
hours, exelusive of luneh and other reeess periods. 

Instructional hours are defined by the State Board of Education as those during which both students and 
teachers are present and engaged in regular teaching-learning activities.

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ORGANIZATION OF INSTRUCTION 


The Distriet offers a diversified edueational program eompatible with the needs of the eommunity and 
state standards. 

The organizational plan is designed to facilitate the philosophy of educating every student, each to his/her 
fullest potential. 

The structure will consist of multiple levels (for example, Primary/Elementary, Middle and Secondary 
levels). 

The Primary/Elementary level includes schools with kindergarten through grade five. The Middle level 
consists of schools for grades six, seven and eight The Secondary level consists of schools with grades 
nine, ten, eleven, and twelve. 

Special education services are integrated across each grade level in all schools. 

The organization is designed to meet the standards established within the Curriculum Frameworks as 
required by the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education, Time and Learning regulations, and 
to serve the needs of all students.

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CURRICULUM DEVELOPMENT 


The Arlington Publie Sehools strive to offer a strong and effeetive eurrieulum. This is aeoomplished by 
updating and modifying eurrieulum reeognizing the demands made of students in a constantly changing 
world. 

In order to provide curriculum that meets the needs of students and the expectations of the community, 
the following will be done: 

1. Curriculum will regularly be reviewed, evaluated and modified where needed. Under the direction 
of the Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum and Instruction, Directors, Department Heads or 
Lead Teachers will set yearly goals for curriculum work which may include needs assessment, 
curriculum development, implementation of a new program, assessment of an existing program or 
any other aspect of curriculum development as needed. Principals and teachers will be made aware 
of all curriculum projects and provide input and consultation on programs. A summary will be 
presented to the School Committee annually. 

2. Consistent with the School Committee's Action Calendar, regular curriculum up-dates will be 
made to the School Committee by directors, lead teachers, department chairs, when appropriate, 
but at least every three years. 

3. The School Department will be sensitive to changing conditions that may require or suggest 
corresponding changes in the curriculum. The Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum and 
Instruction, directors, department chairs and lead teachers will be aware of curriculum offerings in 
other area schools as well as changing college entrance requirements, changing entry level skills 
necessary for work, new technologies, new methodological approaches, community needs, etc. 

4. Each major curriculum area will be reviewed at least every five years and modified where needed. 
The appropriate director, department head, lead teacher, and/or Principal is responsible for 
reviewing the curriculum under the direction of the Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum and 
Instruction. He/she is also responsible for reporting on the process to the School Committee. 

5. When a curriculum has been adopted, it is the responsibility of the staff, directors, department 
heads, lead teachers. Principals and Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum and Instruction to 
insure that the program is implemented fully for the students for whom it is intended. 

Where appropriate, parents, staff and students, especially at the secondary level, will be included in the 
curriculum development process at least every five years. In addition, the Superintendent will consider 
recommendations for curriculum study from the Student Advisory Council, staff, administration, parents, 
school councils or citizens’ groups and may authorize the establishment of curriculum committees to 
address designated areas of concern. 
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Effective programs will be commended, validated and continued. Recommendations for revisions will be 
made, where needed, as part of the recognized, system-wide process of, assessing needs, developing, 
implementing and evaluating programs under the direction of curriculum leaders (directors, department 
heads, lead teachers, etc.) and the Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum and Instruction. 

Copies of all curriculum documents such as scope and sequence, curriculum outlines, programs of study, 
etc. should be kept up to date and used by appropriate staff. They will be made available to other staff or 
community members by request.

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STUDENT SERVICES PROGRAMS 


To support the elassroom aetivities and other instructional needs of the District, various educational 
services as listed shall be provided. The Student Services staff will work in cooperation with building 
staff and the administration of the District in the coordination and the supervision of the curriculum 
implementation of the instructional program, and support services programs. 

The Superintendent or designee shall be responsible for all services for students who are not eligible for 
special education assistance, such as psychological services, speech correction, homebound and hospital 
teaching and such other programs as may be assigned.

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CURRICULUM ADOPTION 


The Sehool Committee will rely on its professional staff to design and implement instruetional programs 
and eourses of study that will forward the edueational goals of the sehool system. 

The Superintendent will have authority to approve new programs and eourses of study after they have 
been thoroughly studied and found to support edueational goals. The Committee itself will eonsider, and 
offieially adopt, new programs and eourses when they constitute an extensive alteration in instructional 
content or approach. 

The Committee wishes to be informed of all new courses and substantive revisions in curriculum. It will 
receive reports on changes under consideration. Its acceptance of these reports, including a listing of the 
high school program of studies, will constitute its adoption of the curriculum for official purposes.

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BASIC INSTRUCTIONAL PROGRAM 


State law requires that sehools: 

. . . shall give instruetion and training in orthography, reading, writing, the English language and 
grammar, geography, arithmetie, drawing, musie, the history and Constitution of the United States, 
the duties of eitizenship, health edueation, physieal edueation and good behavior... 

The law further states that Ameriean history and eivies, ineluding the Constitution of the United States, 
the Deelaration of Independenee, the Bill of Rights, loeal history and government will be taught as 
required subjeets in the publie sehools. 

Physieal edueation is eompulsory for all students, exeept that no student will be required to take part in 
physieal edueation exereises if a physieian eertifies in writing that sueh exereises would be injurious to 
the student. 

The Fundamental Skills 


The business of the sehools is to equip all ehildren with the skills, tools, and attitudes that will lay the 
basis for learning now and in the future. This means giving highest priority to developing skills in reading, 
writing, speaking, listening, and solving numerieal problems. 

The first elaim of the eommunity’s and Sehool Committee’s resourees will be made for the realization of 
these priorities. Sehool dollars, school talent, school time, and whatever innovation in program is required 
must be concentrated on these top-ranking goals. No student should be bypassed or left out of the school’s 
efforts to teach the fundamental skills. Schooling for basic literacy must reach all students, in all 
neighborhoods, and from all homes.

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HEALTH EDUCATION 


Good health depends upon eontinuous life-long attention to seientifie advanees and the aequisition of new 
knowledge. 

The Sehool Committee believes that the greatest opportunity for effeetive health edueation lies within the 
publie sehools beeause of their potential to reaeh ehildren at the age when positive, lifelong health habits 
are best engendered and beeause the sehools are equipped to provide qualified personnel to eonduet health 
edueation programs. 

The Sehool Committee is eommitted to a sound, eomprehensive health edueation program as an integral 
part of eaeh student's general edueation. Health edueation will be taught as an identified aeademie 
diseipline and/or as a separate elass, depending on grade level. 

The health edueation program will emphasize a eontemporary approaeh to the presentation of health 
information, skills, and the knowledge neeessary for students to understand and appreeiate the funetioning 
and proper eare of the human body. Students also will be presented with information regarding eomplex 
soeial, physieal and mental health problems, whieh they might eneounter in soeiety. In an effort to help 
students make intelligent ehoiees on alternative behavior of serious personal eonsequenee, health 
edueation will examine the potential health hazards of soeial, physieal and mental problems existing in 
the larger sehool-eommunity environment. 

In order to promote a relevant, dynamie approaeh to the instruetion of health edueation, the Sehool 
Committee will eontinue to stress the need for eurrieular, personnel, and finaneial eommitments that are 
neeessary to assure the high quality of the system's health edueation program.

(Exemption Procedure) 

Exemption will be granted from a speeifie portion of health edueation eurrieulum on the grounds that the 
material taught is eontrary to the religious beliefs and/or teaehings of the student or the student's 
parent/guardian. 

A request for exemption must be submitted in writing to the Prineipal in advanee of instruetion in that 
portion of the eurrieulum for whieh the exemption is requested. The request must state the partieular 
eonfliet involved. 

The Prineipal will eonfer with the teaeher to determine the length of time a student will be exempt. The 
teaeher will develop an alternative aetivity for whieh the student will reeeive eredit. 

The Principal will inform the parent/guardian of disposition of the request within a reasonable number of 
school days of receipt of the request.

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PARENTAL NOTIFICATION RELATIVE TO SEX EDUCATION 


In accordance with law, the School Committee has adopted this policy on the rights of parents and 
guardians of our students in relation to curriculum that primarily involves human sexual education or 
human sexuality issues. 

At the beginning of each school year, all parents/guardians of students in our schools will be notified in 
writing of the courses and curriculum we offer that primarily involve human sexual or human sexuality 
issues. The Superintendent of Schools will determine the administrator(s) responsible for sending the 
notice(s). Parents/guardians of students who enroll in school after the start of the school year will be given 
the written notice at the time of enrollment. If planned curricula change during the school year, to the 
extent practicable, parents/guardians will be notified of this fact in a timely manner before implementation. 

Each such notice to parents/guardians will include a brief description of the curriculum covered by this 
policy, and will inform parents/guardians that they may: 

1. Exempt their child from any portion of the curriculum that primarily involves human sexual 
education or human sexual issues, without penalty to the student, by sending a letter to the 
school Principal requesting an exemption. Any student who is exempted by request of the 
parent/guardian under this policy may be given an alternative assignment. 

2. Inspect and review program instruction materials for these curricula, which will be made 
reasonably accessible to parents/guardians and others to the extent practicable. 
Parents/guardians may arrange with the Principal to review the materials at the school and 
may also review them at other locations that may be determined by the Superintendent of 
Schools. 

A parent/guardian who is dissatisfied with a decision of the Principal concerning notice, access to 
instructional materials, or exemption for the student under this policy may send a written request to the 
Superintendent for review of the issue. The Superintendent or designee will review the issue and give the 
parent/guardian a timely written decision, preferably within two weeks of the request. A parent/guardian 
who is dissatisfied with the Superintendent’s decision may send a written request to the School Committee 
for review of the issue. The School Committee will review the issue and give the parent/guardian a timely 
written decision, preferably within four weeks of the request. A parent/guardian who is still dissatisfied 
after this process may send a written request to the Commissioner of Education for review of the issue in 
the dispute. 

The Superintendent of Schools will distribute a copy of this policy to each Principal by September 1 of 
each year.

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TEACHING ABOUT ALCOHOL, TOBACCO, AND DRUGS 


In accordance with state and federal law, the District shall provide age-appropriate, developmentally 
appropriate, evidence-based alcohol, tobacco, and drug prevention education programs in grades K-12. 

The alcohol, tobacco, and drug prevention program shall address the legal, social, and health consequences 
of alcohol, tobacco, and drug use, with emphasis on nonuse by school-age children. The program also 
shall include information about effective techniques and skill development for delaying and abstaining 
from using, as well as skills for addressing peer pressure to use alcohol, tobacco, or drugs. 

The objectives- of this program, as stated below, are rooted in the Committee's belief that prevention 
requires education, and that the most important aspect of the policies and guidelines of the District should 
be the education of children and youth on healthy decision-making: 

• To prevent, delay, and/or reduce alcohol, tobacco, and drug use among children and youth. 

• To increase students' understanding of the legal, social, and health consequences of alcohol, 
tobacco, and drug use. 

• To teach students self-management skills, social skills, negotiation skills, and refusal skills that 
will help them to make healthy decisions and avoid alcohol, tobacco, and drug use. 

The curriculum and outcomes used in this program shall be recommended by the Superintendent and 
approved by the School Committee. 

This policy shall be posted on the district's website and notice shall be provided to all students and parents 
in accordance with state law. Additionally, the district shall file a copy of this policy with DESE in 
accordance with law in a manner requested by DESE.

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SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONAL PROGRAMS AND ACCOMMODATIONS 
(PROGRAMS FOR CHILDREN WITH SPECIAL NEEDS) 


The goals of this school system's special education program are to allow each child to grow and achieve at 
his own level, to gain independence and self-reliance, and to return to the mainstream of school society as 
soon as possible. 

The requirements of law and regulation will be followed in the identification of children with special 
needs, in referrals for their evaluation, in prescribing for them suitable programs and in assessing their 
educational progress. In keeping with state requirements, all children with special needs between the 
ages of three to twenty-two who have not attained a high school diploma or its equivalent will be eligible 
for special education. 

The School Committee believes that most children with special needs can be educated in the regular school 
program if they are given special instruction, accommodations and the support they need. These children 
should also be given the opportunity to participate in the school system's non-academic and extracurricular 
activities. 

The Committee recognizes that the needs of certain children are so great that special programs, special 
classes or special schools may be necessary. When appropriate programs, services, or facilities are not 
available within the public schools, the Committee will provide these children with access to schools 
where such instruction and accommodations are available. 

It is the desire of the Committee that the schools work closely with parents in designing and providing 
programs and services to children with special needs. Parents will be informed, and conferred with, 
whenever a child is referred for evaluation. In event of any disagreement concerning diagnosis, program 
plan, special placement, or evaluation, the parents will be accorded the right of due process. 

The Committee will secure properly trained personnel to work with the children with special needs. Since 
the financial commitment necessary to meet the needs of all of these children is extensive, the Committee 
will make every effort to obtain financial assistance. 

The Special Education Director and Superintendent shall report at least once per year to the School 
Committee or one of its subcommittees on the- progress the district is making on special education district 
goals. Special Education goals will be developed from an objective assessment process that includes input 
and involvement from teachers, administrators, and parents/Special Education Parent Advisory Council 
(SEPAC). The report shall be in writing and include assessment results, progress made towards goals, and 
recommendations for strengthening the delivery of in-district programs and services. 

The Special Education Parent Advisory Council (SEPAC) shall meet regularly with school officials to 
participate in the planning, development, and evaluation of the school district's special education 
programs.

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OBSERVATIONS OF SPECIAL EDUCATION PROGRAMS 


1. Parents' request to observe their ehild(ren), eurrent program, or a potential plaeement must be made 
at least five days in advanee with the Speeial Edueation Direetor or designee and/or Prineipal. 

2. The Speeial Edueation Direetor or designee shall eontaet the parent(s) for initial seheduling 
eonversation within five (5) days of reeeipt of the parents' request. 

3. When a parent requests an observation of a speeial needs student or program, approval will be 
sought from the Direetor of Speeial Edueation and the building Prineipal before it is proeessed. 
Sueh approval may only be withheld for those reasons outlined within law and DESE regulation. 

4. The Speeial Edueation Direetor or designee and/or Prineipal will work with the elassroom teaeher 
and the observer to set up the speeifies of the observation (ineluding, but not limited to, seheduling 
and plaeement of the observer in the elassroom). 

5. The number, frequeney, and duration of observation periods will be determined on an individual 
student basis in aeeordanee with law and regulation. The start and end time of observation periods 
and a sehedule of observation periods will be stated in advanee. In order to minimize elassroom or 
student disruption, the length of individual observation periods may be limited. 

6. If the observer is not the parent, the parent must sign a release for the individual to observe. 

7. The number of observers at any one time may be limited. 

8. The observer will be informed that he/she is not to interfere with the edueational environment of 
the elassroom. If his/her presenee presents a problem, he/she will be asked to leave. This notiee is 
partieularly important, sinee the presenee of parents ean influenee both the performanee of their 
ehild(ren) and those of others. 

9. The observer will be asked to submit his/her report of the observation in advanee of any follow¬ 
up TEAM meeting. 

10. The observer will be informed that he/she is there to evaluate the appropriateness of a speeifie 
edueational program to meet the needs of an individual ehild. He/she is not there to evaluate a 
teaeher's ability to perform his or her contraetual job duties. 

11. The observer will be instrueted regarding the non-diselosure of eonfidential or personally 
identifiable information relating to other ehildren. Staff must be mindful of removing materials 
whieh may be part of students' reeords from plain view. In the event that removal is not possible 
the observer may be asked to sign a non-diselosure agreement. 
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12. A school administrator, or designee, also will observe at the same time and take notes as to what 
is observed, paying particular attention to note anything that is non-typical concerning the period. 
This observation summary will be placed in the student's file and provided to the parent(s) prior to 
any follow-up TEAM meeting.

NOTE: The following quotes from the DESE Advisory are important points of understanding 

to the implementation of this policy. 

"School districts and parents have reported that, typically, observations are between one and four 
hours. While useful as a general rule, the Department recommends that district policies and 
practices specify that the duration and extent of observations will be determined on an individual 
basis. Districts should avoid rigid adherence to defined time limits regardless of the student's needs 
and settings to be observed. The complexities of the child's needs, as well as the program or 
programs to be observed, should determine what the observation will entail and what amount of 
time is needed to complete it. Discussion between school staff and the parent or designee is a good 
starting point for resolving the issue," 

"The observation law states that districts may not condition or restrict program observations except 
when necessary to protect: 

• the safety of children in the program during the observation; 

• the integrity of the program during the observation; 

• and children in the program from disclosure by an observer of confidential or personally 
identifiable information he or she may obtain while observing the program," 
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Title 1 funds shall be used to provide edueational serviees that are in addition to the regular serviees 
provided for distriet students. By adoption of this poliey, the Sehool Committee ensures equivalenee in 
the provision of eurrieulum materials and supplies.

ENGLISH LANGUAGE LEARNERS 


The Distriet shall provide suitable researeh-based language instruetional programs for all identified 
English language learners in grades Kindergarten through 12 in aoeordanee with the requirements of state 
and federal statutes and Massaehusetts Dept, of Elementary and Seeondary Edueation regulations and 
guidanee. 

The District shall identify students whose dominant language may not be English through home language 
surveys that identify a primary home language is other than English, observations, intake assessments, 
and recommendations of parents, teachers and other persons. Identified students shall be assessed annually 
to determine their level of proficiency in the English language. 

The District shall certify to the Massachusetts Dept, of Elementary and Secondary Education each year 
those students whose dominant language is not English, including specification of the number of non- 
English languages identified as dominant languages and the number and percent of students who speak 
each non-English language as their dominant language. 

The District shall provide additional information as required by the Massachusetts Dept, of Elementary 
and Secondary Education to comply with federal law.

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HOMEBOUND INSTRUCTION 


The sehools may furnish homebound instruetion to those students who are unable to attend elasses for at 
least two eonseeutive weeks due to a physieal injury, medieal situation, or a severe emotional problem. 
The instruetion is designed to provide maintenanee in the basic academic courses so that when a student 
returns to school he/she will not be at a disadvantage because of the illness or the hospitalization. 

To qualify for the program, the student needs a written statement from a medical doctor requesting the 
homebound instruction, stating the reasons why, and estimating the time the student will be out of school. 
This statement needs to be sent to the Superintendent or designee. 

Homebound instruction is offered in basic elementary subjects and in secondary subjects which do not 
require laboratories and special equipment, subject in all cases to the availability of qualified teachers. 
Certified teachers shall be assigned to homebound instruction by the Superintendent or designee. 
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HOME SCHOOLING 


The Massaehusetts General Law requires the Sehool Committee to determine that a Home Sehooling 
program meet with the minimum standards established for publie sehools in the Commonwealth prior to 
approving sueh a program. 

When a parent or guardian of a student below the age of 16 wants to establish a home-based edueational 
program for his/her ehild, the following proeedures shall be followed in aeeordanee with the law: 

Prior to removing the ehild from publie sehool: 

The parent/guardian must submit written notifieation of establishment of the home-based program to the 
appropriate administrator 14 days before the program is established, and resubmit notifieation on an 
annual basis as long as the ehild or ehildren are being edueated in a home-based environment. 

The parent/guardian must eertify in writing, on a form provided by the distriet, the name, age plaee of 
residenee, and number of hours of attendanee of eaeh ehild in the program. 

The Superintendent shall give the notiee to produee reeords required by law if there is probable eause to 
believe the program is not in eomplianee with the law. Faetors to be eonsidered by the Superintendent or 
Sehool Committee in deeiding whether or not to approve a home edueation proposal may be: 

1. The proposed eurrieulum and the number of hours of instruetion in eaeh of the proposed subjeets. 

2. The eompeteney of the parents to teaeh the ehildren, 

3. The textbooks, workbooks and other instruetional aids to be used by the ehildren and the lesson 
plans and teaehing manuals to be used by the parents. 

4. Periodie standardized testing of the ehildren to ensure edueational progress and the attainment of 
minimum standards. 

A student being edueated in a home-based program within the distriet may have aeeess to publie sehool 
aetivities of either a eurrieular or extra-eurrieular nature upon approval of the Superintendent. 

A student, with the approval of the Sehool Committee, maybe awarded a high sehool diploma if he or she 
has satisfied the Department of Edueation's eompeteney requirements and has met the distriefs 
edueational standards for graduation.

Care and Proteetions of Charles - MASS. Supreme Judieial Court 399 Mass. 324

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HOME SCHOOLING 


In March 1987, the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court decided the case entitled Care and Protection 
of Charles, 399 Mass. 324 (1987). The decision sets forth the legal standards for approval of home 
education programs for children of compulsory school age in Massachusetts. This advisory opinion, 
prepared by Rhoda E. Schneider, General Counsel of the Department of Education, is intended to inform 
public school officials and other interested parties of the standards set forth in the decision. It supersedes 
the department's January 4, 1980 Advisory Opinion on Home Education, although the approval guidelines 
established by the court are very similar to those in the 1980 advisory. 

There are four main components to the decision, which may be summarized as follows: 

I. The School Committee may enforce the compulsory school attendance law through a care 
and protection proceeding. 

The court held that the Canton School Committee had authority to file a petition for care and 
protection (pursuant to General Laws Chapter 119, Section 24) with respect to three school-age 
children whose parents had not enrolled them in public school or an approved private school, and 
who had not been granted permission to educate them at home. The court noted that the 
compulsory school attendance law (General Laws Chapter 76, Section I) states that "the School 
Committee of each town shall provide for and enforce the school attendance of all children (ages 
6-16) actually residing therein in accordance here-with," and concluded that one appropriate way 
for the School Committee to do so is a petition to find the children in need of care and protection 
with respect to their educational care. 

II. The compulsory school attendance law provides adequate standards to determine a child's 
need for educational care and to withstand constitutional challenge. 

The court held that General Laws Chapter 76, Section 1, the compulsory school attendance law, 
provides the standards by which a judge may determine that a child is in need of educational care, 
and is neither void for vagueness nor an unlawful delegation of legislative authority. In pertinent 
part, the statute provides: 

Every child between the minimum and maximum ages established for school attendance by the 
board of education (6-16) ... shall ... attend a public day school ... or some other day school 
approved by the School Committee ... unless the child attends school in another town ... but such 
attendance shall not be required of a child ... who is being otherwise instructed in a manner 
approved in advance by the Superintendent or the School Committee. (Emphasis added.) 

The court concluded that this grant of authority to the Superintendent or School Committee to 
approve an alternative manner of instruction for a child (specifically, home instruction) is not 
unconstitutionally vague, because the school officials may draw approval criteria from three 
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sources. First, the legislatures established a general framework for public education, by mandating 
the subjects that must be taught in public schools and qualifications public school teachers must 
meet. (See General Laws Chapter 71, Sections 1, 2, 3 and 38G.) Second, the court stated that 
proposed home education programs are subject to the same standard of approval as private schools 
under General Laws Chapter 76, Section 1: 

For the purposes of this section. School Committees shall approve a private school when satisfied 
that the instruction in all the studies required by law equals in thoroughness and efficiency, and in 
the progress made therein, that in the public schools in the same town; but shall not withhold such 
approval on account of religious teaching. 

Third, the court set forth specific procedures and approval guidelines for home education 
programs, which are discussed in section fV of this advisory. In light of all these factors, the court 
concluded that the law provides reasonable standards for reviewing and approving home education 
programs, and therefore meets constitutional requirements. 

III. Parents have a basic right to direct their children’s education, but that right is subject to 
reasonable regulation to promote the state’s substantial interest in the education of its 
citizens. 

Several United States Supreme Court decisions, cited by the court, have affirmed substantial state 
interest in the education of its citizenry, with which parents' basic right to direct children's 
education must be reconciled. The court agreed with the parents that "the state interest in this 
regard lies in ensuring that the children residing within the state receive an education, not that the 
educational process be dictated in its minutest detail." However, the court concluded that the 
approval process required under General Laws Chapter 76, Section 1 "is necessary to promote 
effectively the state's substantial interest,! 1 and that the School Committee may use that statutory 
approval process to impose on home education programs "certain reasonable educational 
requirements similar to those required for public and private schools. 11 

IV. Guidelines for approval of home education plans. 

Having concluded that the approval process under General Laws Chapter 76, Section 1 is 
constitutionally permissible the court set forth guidelines for parents and school officials to follow 
in considering home education plans. They may be summarized as follows: 

A. Procedures. 

1. Parents must obtain approval prior to removing the children from the public school and 
beginning the home education program 

2. The Superintendent or School Committee must provide the parents with an opportunity 
to explain their proposed plan and present witnesses on their behalf A hearing during 
a School Committee meeting is sufficient to meet this requirement. 
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3. In obtaining approval from the Superintendent or Sehool Committee, the parents must 
demonstrate that the home edueation proposal meets the requirements of General Laws 
Chapter 76, Seetion 1, in that the instruetion will equal "in thoroughness and effieieney, 
and in the progress made therein, that in the publie sehools in the same town." 

4. If the home edueation plan is rejeeted, the Superintendent or Sehool Committee must 
detail the reasons for the deeision, and allow the parents to revise their proposal to 
remedy its inadequaeies. If they begin the home education program without the 
necessary approval, the School Committee may initiate a truancy proceeding or a care 
and protection petition, in which it would have to show that the instruction in the home 
does not meet the statutory standard for thoroughness, efficiency and educational 
progress. 

B, Approval factors. 

The court listed the following factors that may be considered by the Superintendent or 

School Committee in deciding whether or not to approve a home education proposal: 

1. The proposed curriculum and the number of hours of instruction in each of the 
proposed subjects. 

General Laws Chapter 71, Section 1, 2 and 3 list the subjects of instruction that must 
be taught in the public schools. Section 1 allows the School Committee also to require 
such other subjects as it may deem expedient. In addition, the Superintendent or School 
Committee "may properly consider the length of the proposed home school year and 
the hours of instruction in each subject," noting that state law requires public schools 
to operate for a minimum of 180 days. 

2. The competency of the parents to teach the children. 

General Laws Chapter 71, Section 1 provides that teachers shall be "of competent 
ability and good morals." The court noted that parents providing education at home 
need not be certified, nor must they have college or advanced academic degrees. 
However, "the Superintendent or School Committee may properly inquire as to the 
academic credentials or other qualifications of the parent/guardian or parents who will 
be instructing the children." 

3. The textbooks, workbooks and other instructional aids to be used by the children 
and the lesson plans and teaching manuals to be used by the parents. 

The Superintendent or School Committee need access to this material "to determine the 
type of subjects to be taught and the grade level of instruction for comparison purposes 
with the curriculum of the public schools," but they "may not use this access to dictate 
the manner in which the subjects will be taught."

4, Periodic standardized testing of the children to ensure educational progress and 
the attainment of minimum standards. 

The Superintendent or Sehool Committee may properly require sueh testing, and in 
eonsultation with the parents may deeide where the testing will oeeur and the type of 
testing instrument to be used. The eourt noted that "where praetieal, a neutral party 
should administer the test," and that the sehool authorities and parents may agree to 
other means of measuring the ehildren's progress, sueh as periodie progress reports or 
dated work samples. In addition, if suggested that on-site visits by publie sehool 
representatives may be ineluded, although "with appropriate testing proeedures or 
progress reports, there may be no need for periodie on-site visits or observations of the 
learning environment by sehool authority personnel." 

V. Conclusion. 

The Supreme Judieial Court's deeision provides both a legal framework and useful guidanee for 
publie sehool offieials and parents with respeet to proposals to edueate a sehool-age ehild at home. 
We reeommend that Superintendents and Sehool Committees review their proeedures and 
approval eriteria for home edueation plans, to assure that they are eonsistent with the eourfs 
deeision. As long as the sehool offieials making the deeision to approve or disapprove a home 
edueation program do so reasonably and in good faith, using the standards and proeedures 
discussed above, it is likely that a court will uphold their educational judgments.

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ALTERNATIVE SCHOOL PROGRAMS 


Some ehildren have great diffieulty eoping with the eonventional sehool program and as a result will drop 
out of sehool. Some ehildren require more support and direet supervision than is reasonably available in 
eonventional sehool settings. And, some ehildren, along with a highly struetured aeademie experienee, 
require a speeial foeus on life skills and an appropriate voeational involvement. 

The Sehool Committee will provide alternative edueation programs where these needs have been 
identified, where establishment of sueh programs is feasible, and where the proposed programs fall within 
the funetion normally assoeiated with the publie sehool system. 

These alternative edueational programs will seek to provide an appropriate aeademie, social, and 
vocational experience to aid these young people either to reenter the regular school system, move into 
another educational setting, or prepare them for successful employment.

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SUMMER SCHOOLS 


The sehool system shall make available summer sessions as a supplement to the instruetion offered during 
the sehool year, when funding for sueh programs is available. The foeus of the program will be remedial 
work. 

To attend summer sehool, students must have the approval of their elassroom and/or speeial subjeet 
teaehers. 

Students at all instruetional levels may attend approved summer sehools for remedial, enriehment, or 
make-up purposes. Credit towards graduation requirements may be granted high sehool students in line 
with regulations of the Sehool Distriet. 

All summer programs will be subjeet to annual approval by the Sehool Committee.

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COMMUNITY EDUCATION PROGRAMS 


It is the Sehool Committee's intention to provide ongoing edueational opportunity for the adults of the 
town. Residents who are not attending a day sehool may enroll. 

All eommunity edueation eourses offered by the Arlington Publie Sehools will be under the supervision 
of the direetor of eommunity edueation, who will be direetly responsible to the Superintendent. The 
Committee will eonduet all eommunity programs under applieable state law and regulation, ineluding 
those pertaining to tuition eosts and state funding.

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INSTRUCTIONAL MATERIALS 


The Sehool Committee believes that materials appropriate to the needs of the school program must be 
available to each student and teacher. These will be furnished by the School Committee subject to 
budgetary constraints. 

The task of selecting instructional materials for programs will be delegated to the professional staff of the 
school system. Because instructional programs and materials are of great importance, only those that meet 
the following criteria will be approved by the Committee: 

1. They must present balanced views of international, national, and local issues and problems 
of the past, present and future. 

2. They must provide materials that stimulate growth in factual knowledge, literary 
appreciation, aesthetic and ethical values. 

3. They must help students develop abilities in critical reading and thinking. 

4. They must help develop and foster an appreciation of cultural diversity and development 
in the United States and throughout the world. 

5. They must provide for all students an effective basic education that does not discriminate 
on the basis of race, age, color, religion, national origin, sex, gender identity, physical 
disabilities or sexual orientation. 

6. They must allow sufficient flexibility for meeting the special needs of individual students 
and groups of students.

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RECONSIDERATION OF INSTRUCTIONAL RESOURCES 


Material that is ehallenged usually belongs to one of the three basie eategories: religion, ideology, or 
profanity/obseenity. Board polieies regarding these areas shall be as follows: 

Religion-Factual, unbiased material on religions has a place in school libraries. 

Ideologies-Libraries should, with no thought toward swaying reader judgment, make available a 
balanced collection of primary and factual material, on the level of their students on various 
ideologies or philosophies which exert or have exerted a strong force, either favorably or 
unfavorably, in government, current events, politics, education and other phases of life. 

Profanity/Obscenity-Materials shall be subjected to a test of literary merit and reality in context 
using the criteria established. 

When a problem concerning instructional resources in a school arises, the disposition of the problem will 
be made in a reasonable period of time using District adopted procedures. 

In accordance with the statement of philosophy, no questioned materials shall be removed from the school 
pending a final decision. Pending the outcome of the request for reconsideration, however, access to 
questioned materials can be denied to the students of the parents making the complaint, if they so desire. 
If the decision of the School Committee is that the questioned instructional resource be retained, the 
District will not convene a Review Committee relative to the same complaint for a period of three years. 
If a substantially different point of view is advanced, it will be investigated. (The period of three years 
does not apply in this instance). 

If an individual or a group undertakes action to keep material from the shelves by checking it out and 
failing to return it, or by taking turns in keeping it checked out so that it is not available for student use, 
the Superintendent shall request, in writing, the return of the material. If it is not returned within thirty 
(30) days, a bill for the current replacement cost of the item shall be rendered to the party holding the item. 

After the School Committee has adopted new materials or approved certain methods, that decision will 
not be reconsidered for a period of three years beginning with the end of the school year when the adoption 
is made. 
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The School Committee endorses the School Library Bill of Rights, as adopted by the American Library 
Association, which asserts that the responsibility of the school library is to: 

1. Provide materials that will enrich and support the curriculum, taking into consideration the 
varied interests, abilities, and maturity levels of the students served. 

2. Provide materials that will stimulate growth in factual knowledge, literary appreciation, 
aesthetic values, and ethical standards. 

3. Provide a background of information that will enable students to make intelligent 
judgments in their daily lives. 

4. Provide materials on opposing sides of controversial issues so that young citizens may 
develop under guidance the practice of critical reading and thinking. 

5. Provide materials representative of the many religious, ethnic, and cultural groups and their 
contributions to our American heritage. 

6. Place principle above personal opinion and reason above prejudice in the selection of 
materials of the highest quality in order to assure a comprehensive collection appropriate 
for the users of the library. 

Initial purchase suggestions for library materials may come from all personnel—teachers, coordinators, 
and administrators. Students will also be encouraged to make suggestions. The librarian will recommend 
materials to be included in the school library. Final approval and authority for distribution of funds will 
rest with the building Principal subject to the approval of the Superintendent. 

Gifts of library books will be accepted in keeping with the above policy on selection. Complaints about 
library books will be handled in line with Committee policy on complaints about instructional materials.

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LIBRARY/MEDIA CENTER RESOURCES 


The primary objeetive of the library/media eenter is to implement its resourees to enrieh and to support 
the edueational program of the sehool. 

Definition of Library/Media Center Resources 

Library/media eenter resourees are those materials both print and non-print, found in sehool libraries, 
whieh support eurrieular and personal information needs. Print items inelude books, magazines, 
newspapers, pamphlets, mierofiehe or mierofilm. Non-print items inelude films, dise reeords, filmstrips, 
slides, prints, audiotapes, videotapes, and eomputer software. 

Criteria for Selection of Library/Media Center Resources 

The eriteria for seleetion of library/media eenter resourees in the Distriet are: 

• Needs of the individual student 

- Based on knowledge of students. 

- Based on requests of parents and students. 

• Needs of the individual sehool 

- Based on knowledge of the eurrieulum of the sehool. 

- Based on requests from the professional staff. 

• Provision of a wide range of materials on many levels of diffieulty with a diversity of appeal and 
the presentation of different points of view. 

• Provision of materials of high artistie quality. 

• Provision of materials with superior format. 

• Reputable, unbiased, professionally prepared seleetion aids are eonsulted as guides. 

In aeeordanee with the Distriefs poliey of providing instruetional materials on opposing sides of 
eontroversial issues, it should be noted that neither the media eenters nor the Distriet serve as advoeates 
for the ideas expressed in any materials, nor does the presenee of any material indieate automatie 
endorsement of the ideas expressed therein. 

Disclosure of Information/Privacy of Circulation Records 

Cireulation reeords shall not be made available to anyone exeept pursuant to sueh proeess, order, or 
subpoena as may be authorized by law. 
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Re-evaluation (Weeding) of Librarv/Media Center Resources 

The eontinuous review of library/media eenter materials is neeessary as a means of maintaining a useful 
and aetive eolleetion. As new materials are seleeted and added, some older materials are withdrawn. The 
responsibility for determining whieh materials are to be withdrawn rests with the professional staff. 

Among the reasons for withdrawing an item are the following: 

• Currieular ehanges have rendered superfluous some materials (or multiple eopies of materials) 
formerly used but no longer in demand. 

• Some materials eontain faetual material whieh is no longer aeeurate nor eurrent. 

• Some materials intended for reereational reading have beeome dated or unattraetive and are no 
longer in demand. (Some sueh books whieh are deemed "standards" or "elassics" will be retained 
even though they rarely eireulate). 

• Some materials have beeome worn out, damaged or physieally deteriorated and have lost utility 
and/or appeal. 

• Some materials have been superseded by newer items whieh present the same information but in 
superior format. 

Withdrawn library/media eenter materials are proeessed in one or more of the following ways: 


• Made available to be used as resouree or supplementary material by teachers. 

• Offered to other media centers in the District, as it is possible that a material, which lacks utility 
in one building, may have some usefulness in another. 

• Contributed to appropriate charitable or educational agencies. 

• Discarded, when warranted. 

Continuing evaluation is closely related to the goals and responsibilities of library/media centers and is a 
valuable tool of collection development. This procedure is not to be used as a convenient or expedient 
means to remove materials presumed to be controversial or likely to be disapproved by segments of the 
community. Materials are not to be proscribed or removed because of actual or potential partisan or 
doctrinal disapproval, nor because of the origin, background or views of those contributing to their 
creation.

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ACCESS TO DIGITAL RESOURCES 


The Sehool Committee supports the right of students, employees, and eommunity members to have 
reasonable aceess to various information formats and believes it is ineumbent upon users to utilize this 
privilege in an appropriate manner. 

Safety Procedures and Guidelines 

The Superintendent, in eonjunction with the Direetor of Teehnology, shall develop and implement 
appropriate proeedures to provide guidanee for aeeess to digital resourees. Guidelines shall address 
teaeher supervision of student eomputer or tablet use, ethieal use of digital resourees and issues of privaey 
versus administrative review of eleetronic files and eommunieations. In addition, guidelines shall prohibit 
utilization of digital resourees for prohibited or illegal activities and for the use of other programs with 
the potential of damaging or destroying programs or data. 

Internet safety measures shall be implemented that effectively address the following: 

• Controlling access by minors to inappropriate matter on the Internet as defined by the Children’s 
Internet Protection Act (CIPA) and the Children’s Online Privacy Protection Act (COPPA); 

• Safety and security of minors when they are using e-mail, instant messaging applications, and 
other forms of direct electronic communications; 

• Preventing unauthorized access, including hacking, viruses, and other unlawful activities by 
minors online; 

• Unauthorized disclosure, use and dissemination of personal information regarding minors. 

The School District shall provide reasonable public notice to address and communicate its internet safety 
measures. 

Empowered Digital Use 

All students and faculty must agree to and sign an Empowered Digital Use form prior to the student or 
staff member being granted independent access to digital resources and district networks. The required 
form, which specifies guidelines for using digital resources and district networks, must be signed by the 
parent or legal guardian of minor students (those under 18 years of age) and also by the student. This 
document shall be kept on file as a legal, binding document. In order to modify or rescind the agreement, 
the student's parent/guardian (or the student who is at least 18 years old) must provide the Director of 
Technology with a written request. 

Employee Use 

Employees shall use district email, district devices, and district networks only for purposes directly related 
to educational and instructional purposes.

Community Use 

On recommendation of the Superintendent in conjunction with the Director of Technology, the district shall 
determine when and which computer equipment, software, and information access systems will be available 
to the community. All guests will be prompted to, and must accept the district’s Access to Digital Resources 
Policy before accessing the district network. 

Disregard of Rules and Responsibility for Damages 

Individuals who refuse to sign required Empowered Digital Use documents or who violate district rules 
governing the use of district technology or networks shall be subject to loss or restriction of the privilege of 
using equipment, software, information access systems, and network. 

Individuals shall reimburse the district for repair or replacement of district property lost, stolen, damaged, or 
vandalized while under their care.

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EMPOWERED DIGITAL USE POLICY 


Purpose 

The Sehool Committee reeognizes the need for students to be prepared to eontribute to and exeel in a 
eonnected, global eommunity. To that end, the distriet provides ongoing student instruction that develops 
digital citizenship skill sets for using technology as a tool. Information and communication technology 
are an integrated part of our curriculum across subjects and grades in developmentally appropriate ways 
and are aligned with the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks and standards, including seeking 
knowledge and understanding; thinking critically and solving problems; listening, communicating, and 
interacting effectively; and engaging and competing in a global environment. 

Availability 

The Superintendent or designee shall implement, monitor, and evaluate the district’s system/network for 
instructional and administrative purposes. 

All users shall acknowledge that they understand that using digital devices, whether personal or school 
owned, and the school district network is a privilege and when using them in accordance with School 
District guidelines they will retain that privilege. 

The Superintendent or designee shall develop and implement administrative guidelines, regulations, 
procedures, and user agreements, consistent with law and policy, which shall include but not be limited to 
the following: 


• Digital devices, software, and networks shall be used in school for educational purposes 
and activities. 

• An individual’s personal information (including home/mobile phone numbers, mailing 
addresses, and passwords) and that of others shall be kept private. 

• Individuals will show respect for themselves and others when using technology including 
social media. 

• Users shall give acknowledgement to others for their ideas and work 

• Users shall report inappropriate use of technology immediately 

These procedures shall be reviewed annually by district administration together with students and teachers 
and shall provide a springboard for teaching and learning around topics such as internet safety, digital 
citizenship, and ethical use of technology.

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INTERNET PUBLICATION 


I. PURPOSE 

The Sehool Distriet has established a distriet-wide web page that links users to web pages for the 
distriet's individual sehools. The Sehool Distriet maintains these web pages for edueational 
purposes only, in furtheranee of the edueational mission of the Sehool Distriet. All published pages 
and eorresponding links to other sites must relate to the distriet's edueational mission. 

II. SUPERVISION AND APPROVAL OF WEB PAGES 

The Superintendent (or his/her designee) may seleet the person or persons ("the Webmaster") 
responsible for overseeing the sehool distriet’s web pages and maintaining the web pages in a 
manner eonsistent with this poliey and the sehool distriet's Aeeess to Digital Resourees Poliey. 
The Webmaster must approve all links from the distriet web pages to other sites on the Internet. 
The Webmaster will review the links to ensure that the links are related to the distriet’s edueational 
mission. 

Staff members may publish web pages related to their elass projeets or eourses on their sehool's 
web site. Staff members must submit their material to the Webmaster for approval before the 
material ean be published. Staff members may not publish or link to personal web pages as part 
of the sehool distriet web site. 

Student or staff work (e.g. voiee, likeness, quotes, written material, musieal pieees and graphie or 
other artwork) may be published on the distriet’s web pages, as detailed below. All work that is 
published will be aeeompanied by a eopyright notiee written by the Webmaster that prohibits 
eopying the work without the written eonsent of the eopyright holder. 

III. CONTENT STANDARDS 

All web page materials are expected to be accurate, grammatically correct and free of spelling 
errors. Student work may deviate from this standard depending upon the age and grade level of 
the student. Web pages should be well-organized and professional in appearance. Web pages 
must not contain copyrighted or trademarked material belonging to others unless written 
permission to display such material has been obtained from the owner and the owner is credited 
on the school's web page. 
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IV. SAFETY PRECAUTIONS 

A. In general 

Identifying information about students, sueh as first and last names, personal phone 
numbers or home addresses, will not be published. First names or first names and the first 
letter of the student's last name may be used where appropriate. 

B. Student photographs 

• Student photographs may be published only with the written eonsent of the student's parent 
or guardian. 

• Student photographs will not be aeeompanied by identifying information about the 
student(s). 

C. Student work 

Student work, e.g. voiee, likeness, quotes, written material, musieal pieees, and graphie or 
other artwork, may be published only with the written eonsent of the student's parent or 
guardian. 

D. Staff photographs, identifying information and work 

• Photographs of staff members, aeeompanied by the staff member's full name, may be 
published only with the staff member's written consent. 

• Staff work, e.g. voice, likeness, quotes, written material, musical pieces and graphic or 
other artwork, may be published only with the staff member's written consent.

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POLICY ON SOCIAL MEDIA 

The Superintendent and the School Principals will annually remind staff members and orient new staff 
members concerning the importance of maintaining proper decorum in the on-line, digital world as well 
as in person. Employees must conduct themselves in ways that do not distract from or disrupt the 
educational process. The orientation and reminders will give special emphasis to: 

1) Improper fraternization with students using social media or other electronic means. 

a. Teachers may not friend or follow current students on social media. 

b. All electronic contacts with students should be through the district’s computer and 
telephone system, except emergency situations. 

c. Team, class, or student organization pages, accounts, or groups will be created only in 
conjunction with the coach or faculty advisor. All groups must include the appropriate 
administrator as a member. Access to the page will remain with the coach or faculty 
advisor. 

d. All contact and messages by coaches and faculty advisors with team members shall be sent 
to all team members, except for messages concerning medical or academic privacy matters, 
in which case the messages will be copied to the appropriate administrator. 

e. Teachers will not give out their private cell phone or home phone numbers without prior 
approval of the district. 

f. Inappropriate contact via phone or electronic devise is prohibited. 

2) Inappropriateness of posting items with sexual content 

3) Inappropriateness of posting items exhibiting or advocating use of drugs and alcohol 

4) Examples of inappropriate behavior from other districts, as behavior to avoid 

5) Monitoring and penalties for improper use of district computers and technology 

6) The possibility of penalties, including dismissal from employment, for failure to exercise good 

judgment in on-line conduct. 

The Superintendent or designees will periodically conduct internet searches to see if teachers have posted 
inappropriate materials on-line. When inappropriate use of computers and websites is discovered, the 
School Principals and Superintendent will promptly bring that inappropriate use to the attention of the 
staff member and may consider and apply disciplinary action up to and including termination. 
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FIELD TRIPS 


The School Committee recognizes that firsthand learning experiences provided by field trips are a most 
effective and worthwhile means of learning. It is the desire of the School Committee to encourage field trips 
as part of and directly related to the total school program and curriculum. 

Field trips can bring the school and the community closer together, which can result in real life experiences 
that enrich the curriculum for students and also bring about better public relations. The School Committee 
will also encourage field trips as an integral part of the instructional programs in the schools. 

The Superintendent will establish regulations to assure that: 

1. All students must have a signed "Arlington Public Schools Field Trip Parental Pennission to 
Participate and Release from Liability" form. 

2. All trips are properly supervised. 

3. All safety precautions are observed. 

4. All trips contribute substantially to the educational program. 

All overnight trips and any day trips or excursions in excess of 150 miles involving Arlington Public School 
students organized and planned through the schools, except those required for student participation in 
tournament competition or contest, must have the advance approval of the School Committee. Advance 
approval should be prior to planning, fundraising or collection of fees. Fundraising activities for such trips 
will be subject to approval by the appropriate Administrator. The School Committee reserves the right to 
rescind approval should circumstances warrant. 

However, in all cases all students must have a signed "Arlington Public Schools Field Trip Parental 
Permission to Participate and Release from Liability" form prior to participation in the field trip.

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COMMUNITY RESOURCE PERSONS/SPEAKERS 


Community resources are those individuals or groups who are invited into the schools to present 
supplementary information and ideas to the classroom course of study. These experiences afford students 
the opportunity to benefit from community viewpoints. Care should be taken in selecting these speakers 
so that they are individuals who respect diversity in thinking and varying views and who are not attempting 
to inappropriately influence points of view.

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SCHOOL VOLUNTEERS 


In keeping with our belief that the edueational program of our sehools is the eoneem of all the people of 
Arlington, it shall be the poliey of the Arlington Sehool Committee to promote and eneourage 
volunteerism. In order that our students and professional staff may have the benefit of the ability, talent, 
and experienee of its eitizens, a direetory of volunteers and their expertise will be published annually (if 
possible). All arrangements for volunteer serviees will be eoordinated through the offiee of the Prineipals. 

The Superintendent or his/her designee shall establish the qualifieations for volunteer personnel in relation 
to their role, funetion, and utilization by the sehool system. It is the prerogative of the Superintendent or 
his/her designee to determine the purposes and programs in whieh eitizens volunteer. Reeruitment 
training, orientation and evaluation of the serviees of volunteers will be periodieally reviewed. 

Reeognition and eommendation of valuable serviees of volunteers may be made, when appropriate. In the 
event of any eonfliet, dispute, or misunderstanding regarding the proper role, funetion, or aetivity of 
volunteers, the Superintendent will be the final authority.

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STUDENT PROGRESS REPORTS TO PARENTS/GUARDIANS 


The Sehool Committee reeognizes the sehool's obligation to give periodie reports of a student's progress 
and grades. The Sehool Committee further reeognizes that these reports are a vital form of eommunieation 
between the sehools and parents. The Sehool Committee also believes that all progress reports must be 
based upon full information, aeeurately and honestly reported with the proper maintenanee of 
eonfidentiality. 

A report depieting the student's progress will be issued periodieally following an evaluation by the 
appropriate teaeher, teaehers, or other professional personnel. 

In addition to the periodie reports, parents will be notified when a student's performanee warrants 
attention. 

Grading and promotion will be based on improvement, aehievement, eapability of the student, and the 
professional judgment of the teaeher and Prineipal. 

Major ehanges in the reporting system shall be preeeded by a eooperative study and evaluation by teaehers, 
prineipals, parents, and the Assistant Superintendent, who will submit the proposal to the Sehool 
Committee for eonsideration and approval. 
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PROMOTION AND RETENTION OF STUDENTS 


The Sehool Committee is dedieated to the best total and eontinuous development of eaeh student enrolled. 
The professional staff is expeeted to plaee students at the grade level best suited to them aeademieally, 
soeially, and emotionally. 

In evaluating student aehievement, eaeh teaeher will make use of all available information, ineluding 
results of teaeher-made tests and other measures of skill and eontent mastery, standardized test results, 
and teaeher observation of student performanee. The Prineipal will direet and aid teaehers in their 
evaluations and review grade assignments in order to ensure uniformity of evaluation standards. 

Students will normally progress annually from grade to grade. Exeeptions may be made when, in the 
judgment of the professional staff, sueh exeeptions are in the best edueational interest of the students 
involved. Exeeptions will only be made after prior notifieation and explanation to eaeh student's 
parents/guardians, but the final deeision will rest with the building Prineipal.

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GRADUATION REQUIREMENTS 


In order to graduate from Arlington High Sehool, a student must have eompleted the eourse of studies 
artieulated in the student handbook and approved by the Sehool Committee annually. 

Early Graduation: A student who has eompleted the eourses required for graduation and who has earned 
the required eredits by the end of junior year may be graduated at the diseretion of the Sehool Committee. 

Credit for External Programs: Students who are away from Arlington High Sehool for a term or year to 
partieipate in a student exehange program or other non-AHS- based program may reeeive eredits toward 
high sehool graduation when (1) study plans are approved in writing by the sehool prineipal in advanee; 
and (2) the institution where the study oeeurred submits a reeord of the student's work. In these instanees, 
the Prineipal and student's guidanee eounselor will evaluate the work and assign eredit for it aeeording to 
standards prevailing at Arlington High Sehool.

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EVALUATION OF INSTRUCTIONAL PROGRAMS 


The Sehool Committee eonsiders comprehensive and objective evaluation of the effectiveness of the 
curriculum to be of primary importance. The Superintendent will provide for the translation of the stated 
instructional goals into objectives and for appraisal of their implementation in order to: 

1. Determine educational needs and provide information for planning. 

2. Indicate instructional strengths and weaknesses. 

3. Check on the suitability of programs in terms of community requirements. 

4. Show the relationship between achievement and the system's stated goals. 

5. Provide data for public information. 

Elements of this evaluation process may include: 

1. Testing programs such as nationally standardized general achievement tests, nationally 
standardized tests in specific subject areas, and tests administered by other agencies. 

2. Study of school achievement records. 

3. Study of students' high school and drop-out records. 

4. Use of outside services, participation in regional research studies, contracted evaluation 
services; evaluation services at cost to the school system must be approved in advance by 
the School Committee. 

5. Teacher and parent evaluation of student behavior. 

6. State Dept, of Elementary and Secondary Education specialists and services. 

7. Evaluation by the regional accrediting association. 

8. Evaluation by other agencies. 

An evaluation of the curriculum and its effectiveness will be made periodically and reported to the 
Committee by the Superintendent. 
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STUDENT SUBMISSION TO EDUCATIONAL SURVEYS AND RESEARCH 


In this policy, "surveys, analyses, or evaluations" refer to methods of gathering data for research purposes. 

Without the prior written consent of the student's parent/guardian, or of the student if he/she is at least 18 
years of age, no student shall be required as part of any program wholly or partially funded by the U.S. 
Department of Education to submit to any survey, analyses, or evaluation that reveals information 
concerning: 

1. Political affiliations or beliefs of the student or student's parent; 

2. Mental or psychological problems of the student or student's family; 

3. Sex behavior or attitudes; 

4. Illegal, anti-social, self-incriminating, or demeaning behavior; 

5. Critical appraisals of others with whom respondents have close family relationships; 

6. Legally recognized privileged relationships, such as with lawyers, doctors, or ministers; 

7. Religious practices, affiliations, or beliefs of the student or parents; or 

8. Income, other than as required by law to determine eligibility for school programs or for 
receiving financial assistance under such program. 

All instructional materials, including teachers' manuals, films, tapes, or other supplementary material 
which will be used in connection with any such survey, analysis, or evaluation shall be available upon 
request for inspection by the student's parent/guardian. For the purpose of this policy, "instructional 
material" does not include academic tests or assessments. 

A parent may inspect, upon request, a survey created by a third party before the survey is administered or 
distributed to a student. 

The Superintendent or designee will be responsible for implementing any procedures necessary to protect 
the privacy of participating students and to provide parents with access to surveys within a reasonable 
time before administration or distribution. 

The School District will notify parents of this policy at least annually at the beginning of the school year 
and within a reasonable time of any substantive change in policy. Where practical, the District will also 
directly notify parents annually at the beginning of the school year when surveys, analyses, or evaluations 
are scheduled or anticipated. Parents shall have the opportunity to opt their child out of participation in 
any survey, analysis, or evaluation. Students who are 18 years of age or older may opt out of such surveys, 
analyses, or evaluations. 

Parents or eligible students who believe their rights have been violated may file a complaint with the 
Family Policy Compliance Office of the U.S. Department of Education.

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TEACHING ACTIVITIES/PRESENTATIONS 


It is the desire of the Sehool Committee that the best available strategies for bringing about learning be 
utilized in the Distriefs sehools. The instruetional staff shall be expeeted to keep abreast of new and 
promising instruetional ideas and praetiees developed in sehools throughout the nation and to apply those, 
whieh have potential for improving the learning program in the Distriefs sehools. The Arlington Publie 
Sehools will eneourage eollaboration and sharing of best praetiees among staff 

An edueational elimate shall be established whieh shall be eondueive to rational thought, inquiry, and 
respeet for the dignity of the individual. This edueational elimate will assist students in learning how to 
think rather than what to think and shall provide students the opportunity to identify, express, and defend 
their opinions without penalty or fear of reprisal or ridieule. 

Nothing in this poliey shall limit a parent/guardian's right to file a eomplaint to ehallenge the use of 
teaehing aetivity or presentation.

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TEACHING ABOUT CONTROVERSIAL ISSUES/CONTROVERSIAL SPEAKERS 


An important goal of the sehools is to help prepare students for intelligent and eonseientious partieipation 
as citizens in our democratic society. One step toward meeting this goal is to introduce students to reasoned 
and dispassionate approaches to the analysis of contemporary social and political issues. To insure that 
these issues can be examined in an atmosphere as free from emotion and prejudice as the times permit, 
the School Committee establishes the following guidelines for discussion of controversial issues in the 
schools. 

Teacher-Planned Classroom Discussions 


1. Controversial issues selected by teachers for classroom discussion must relate directly to the 
objectives and content of courses approved by the School Committee for inclusion in the 
curriculum. 

2. The teachers' right to introduce controversial issues in classroom presentations does not include 
the right of advocacy. Teachers must refrain from using their positions to express partisan points 
of view. 

3. The approach to discussion of these issues in the classroom must be objective and scholarly with 
minimum emphasis on opinion and maximum emphasis on intelligent analysis. 

4. Teachers must ensure that the reasoned arguments of all sides of an issue are given equal 
presentation and emphasis in classroom discussions. 

5. Teachers may invite visitors from outside the schools to give presentations on controversial issues 
when the visitors offer qualifications and resources not available in the schools. All visitors are to 
be guided by the standards of language usage that prevail in the classrooms and by the standards 
of scholarly inquiry set forth above. Whenever possible, teachers who invite visitors to present one 
side of an issue will also invite visitors to present the other side(s). 

6. In all cases teachers must obtain from the appropriate Principal permission to invite visitors for 
classroom presentations. Permission must be requested at least 48 hours before the scheduled time 
of presentation. 

Student-Initiated Forums on Controversial Issues 


Student groups may request permission to conduct forums on controversial issues in the schools. The 
Principal may grant such requests under the following conditions: 

1. Preparation for presentation of a forum will not cause any student or teacher to miss class and will 
not cause the cancellation of any class. 
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2. Adequate advanee planning must be eondueted for eaeh forum. A request to hold a forum must be 
reeeived by the Prineipal at least three weeks before the seheduled date of presentation. For eaeh 
request the Prineipal will appoint, after eonsultation with the requesting student group, an adult 
advisory group eonsisting of at least two parents and two faeulty members. 

3. The standards for approaeh to diseussion, style of presentation, and use of visitors as defined above 
will apply to student-initiated forums. 

Requests from Groups or Individuals Outside the Schools 

No permission will be granted non-sehool groups or individuals to make presentations on eontroversial 
issues in the sehools during sehool hours. Requests for after-sehool or evening use will be proeessed in 
aeeordanee with the eommittee's poliey on eommunity use of sehool faeilities. 

No permission will be granted outsiders for distribution of literature on eontroversial issues to students in 
general or to elass groups. 

A Prineipal may grant an outside group or individual permission to post one notiee of a publie meeting 
for diseussion of issues. The language of that notiee should eonform to the standards that prevail in the 
eommunity. The Prineipal will determine the appropriate bulletin board for sueh notiees.

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SCHOOL CEREMONIES AND OBSERVANCES 


The United States Constitution and the Constitution of the State of Massaehusetts and related eourt rulings 
elearly establish the eoneept of "ehureh and state separation" and the "preelusion of seetarian instruetion 
in publie sehools." 

In order to help staff members abide by the spirit and letter of the law, and to avoid eompromising any 
student's religious or eonseientious beliefs or freedoms, the following guidelines have been established: 

The observanee of religious holidays is not the responsibility of the publie sehools. 

While it is reeognized that many aetivities are initiated with the approaeh of major holidays in order to 
eapitalize on the readiness and interest that is generated at these times, it should be understood that sueh 
oeeasions frequently have religious underpinnings. Care should be taken to relate only to seeular aspeets 
of these holidays. 

Musie programs given at times elose to religious holidays should not use religious aspeet of these holidays 
as the underlying motive or theme. Although religious musie is appropriate in the sehools to the extent 
that it is sung or presented for musieal rather than religious eontent, its use should not violate the seeular 
nature of the sehool. Pageants, plays, reeitals, and other literary or dramatie aetivities should not be used 
to eonvey religious messages. While the holidays represent a valid souree of ideas for meaningful sehool 
art experienees, teaehers should avoid assigning or eneouraging art work that promotes religious aspeets 
of sueh holidays. If, however, individual students ehoose to use a religious personage, event, or symbol 
as the vehiele for an artistie expression, they should be allowed to take this aetion. 

The above statements should not be interpreted to preelude the faetual and objeetive teaehing about 
religions, religious holidays, and religious differenees. Sueh instruetion will be permitted in the sehools 
sinee insights in this area ean enhanee the mutual understanding needed by all the people in a pluralistie 
soeiety.

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VOLUNTARY PLEDGE OF ALLEGIANCE 


An American flag shall be appropriately displayed in each classroom in the Arlington Public Schools. The 
principal of each Arlington Public School shall ensure that every student has the opportunity to say the 
Pledge of Allegiance each school day if the student so desires. A student, teacher, or administrator may 
not be compelled to say or lead the Pledge of Allegiance or punished for not saying or leading it.

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ANIMALS IN SCHOOL 


No animal shall be brought to sehool without prior permission of the building Prineipal. 

The Arlington Publie Sehools is eommitted to providing a high quality edueational program to all students 
in a safe and healthy environment. 

Sehool Prineipals, in eonsultation with the Health Serviees Providers in eaeh building, shall utilize the 
Department of Publie Health publieation "Guidelines for Animals in Sehools or on Sehool Grounds" and 
review student health reeords to determine whieh animals may be allowed in the sehool building. The 
deeision of the Prineipal shall be final. 


Educational Program 

Use of animals to aehieve speeifie eurrieulum objeetives may be allowed by the building Prineipal 
provided student health and safety is not jeopardized and the individual requesting that the animal be 
brought to sehool is responsible for adhering to the "Guidelines for Animals in Sehools or on Sehool 
Grounds" and any other eonditions established by the Prineipal to proteet the health and well-being of 
students. 


Student Health 


The health and well-being of students is the Distrief s highest priority. Animals may eause an allergie 
reaetion or otherwise impair the health of students. No animals may be brought to sehool or kept in the 
sehool, elassroom, offiee or eommon area that may negatively impaet the health of any student who must 
utilize that area. Animals that eause an allergie reaetion or impair the health of students shall be removed 
from the sehool immediately so that no student shall have his/her health impaired and eaeh student shall 
have full aecess to available edueational opportunities. 

Animals Prohibited from School 


Rabies is a growing problem and any fur-bearing animal is suseeptible to this very serious fatal disease. 
Infeeted animals ean transmit this disease to students and staff. Based on the Massaehusetts Departments 
of Health and Edueation reeommendations the following animals are prohibited from sehools within the 
Arlington Publie Sehools. 

Wild Animals and Domestic Stray Animals- Because of the high incidence of rabies in bats, raccoons, 
skunks, foxes and other wild carnivores, these animals shall not be permitted in school buildings under 
any circumstances (including dead animals). 

Fur-Bearing Animals (pet dogs*, cats, wolf-hybrids, ferrets, etc.)-These animals may pose a risk for 
transmitting rabies as well as parasites, fleas, other diseases and injuries. 
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Bats-Bats pose a high risk for transmitting rabies. Bat houses should not be installed on sehool grounds 
and bats should not be brought into the sehool building. 

Poisonous Animals- Spiders, venomous inseets and poisonous snakes, reptiles and lizards are prohibited 
for safety reasons. 

^Exception: Guide, Hearing and Other Service Dogs or Law Enforcement Dogs - These animals may 
be allowed in sehool or on sehool grounds with proof of eurrent rabies vaeeination. 

Exeeptions may be made with the prior approval of the Superintendent of Sehools. 

Service Animals (Guide or Assistance Dogs) 

The Arlington Sehool Committee does not permit diserimination against individuals with disabilities, 
ineluding those who require the assistanee of a serviee animal. The Distriet will eomply with 
Massaehusetts law eoneerning the rights of persons with guide or assistance dogs and with federal law 
and will permit such animals on school premises and on school transportation. 

For purposes of this policy, - a "service animal includes any dog that has been individually trained to do 
the work or perform tasks for the benefit of an individual with a disability." The regulations further state 
that "a public entity shall make reasonable modifications in policies, practices, or procedures to permit the 
use of a miniature horse by an individual with a disability if the horse has been individually trained to do 
work or perform tasks for the benefit of the individual with the disability." 

Service animals perform some of the functions and tasks that individuals with disabilities cannot perform 
themselves. Service animals are not pets. There are several kinds of service animals that assist individuals 
with disabilities. Examples include, but are not limited to, animals that: 

• assist individuals who are blind or have severe sight impairments as "seeing eye dogs" or "guide 
dogs;" 

• alert individuals with hearing impairments to sounds; 

• pull wheelchairs or carry and pick-up items for individuals with mobility impairments; and 

• assist mobility-impaired individuals with balance. 

The District shall not assume or take custody or control of, or responsibility for, any service animal or the 
care or feeding thereof The owner or person having custody and control of the animal shall be liable for 
any damage to persons, premises, property, or facilities caused by the service animal, including, but not 
limited to, clean up, stain removal, etc. 

If, in the opinion of the School Principal or authorized designee, any service animal is not in the control 
of its handler, or if it is not housebroken, the service animal may be excluded from the school or program. 
The service animal can also be excluded if it presents a direct and immediate threat to others in the school. 
The parent or guardian of the student having custody and control of the animal will be required to remove 
the service animal from District premises immediately. 
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If any student or staff member assigned to the elassroom in whieh a serviee animal is permitted suffers an 
allergie reaetion to the animal, the person having eustody and eontrol of the animal will be required to 
remove the animal to a different loeation designated by the Building Prineipal or designee and an 
alternative plan will be developed with appropriate Distriet staff. Sueh plan eould inelude the reassignment 
of the person having eustody and control of the animal to a different classroom. This will also apply if an 
individual on school transportation suffers an allergic reaction. In this case, an alternate plan will be 
developed in coordination with appropriate School, District and transportation staff including the 
involvement of the parents/guardian of the student. 

When a student will be accompanied by a service animal at school or in other District facilities on a regular 
basis, such staff member or such student's parent or guardian, as well as the animal's owner and any other 
person who will have custody and control of the animal will be required to sign a document stating that 
they have read and understood the foregoing. 

The Superintendent of Schools or his/her designee shall be responsible for developing procedures to 
accommodate a student's use of an assistance animal in District facilities and on school transportation 
vehicles.

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EQUAL EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES 


In recognition of the diversified characteristics and needs of our students and with the keen desire to be 
responsive to them, the School Committee will make every effort to protect the dignity of the students as 
individuals. It also will offer careful consideration and sympathetic understanding of their personal 
feelings, particularly with reference to their race, color, sex, gender identity, religion, national origin, 
sexual orientation, physical and intellectual differences, pregnancy or pregnancy related condition. 

To accomplish this, the Committee and its staff will make every effort to comply with the letter and the 
spirit of the Massachusetts equal educational opportunities law which prohibits discrimination in public 
school admissions and programs. The law reads as follows: 

No child shall be excluded from or discriminated against in admission to a public school of any 
town, or in obtaining the advantages, privileges and course of study of such public school on 
account of race, color, sex, gender identity, religion, national origin, sexual orientation, pregnancy 
or pregnancy related condition. 

This will mean that every student will be given equal opportunity in school admission, admissions to 
courses, course content, guidance, and extracurricular and athletic activities. 

All implementing provisions issued by the Board of Elementary and Secondary Education in compliance 
with this law will be followed.

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ASSIGNMENT OF STUDENTS TO SCHOOLS/BUFFER ZONES/OPEN ENROLLMENT 


The establishment or ehange of sehool attendanee areas may be required when an overerowded eondition 
or underutilization exists in an existing sehool, or when there is development of new residential areas, or 
when there is the opening of a new sehool. 

The Committee will eonfer with the eommunity prior to setting new attendanee lines, taking aetive steps 
to ensure that all stakeholders and residents are informed and notified via outlets where Arlington residents 
reeeive information about town related matters. Sueh notifieation to take plaee at least 60 days prior to 
setting new attendanee lines. 

The Committee's primary basis for judgment must be equity of edueational opportunity for all students 
rather than the personal desires of any one group. 

The Superintendent is authorized to make exeeptions to attendance lines and/or school assignments for 
individual children in the best interests of the student and/or the school. The Superintendent may exercise 
this authority for any of the following purposes: 

• Manage disparities in class sizes between schools and/or prevent or alleviate a condition of 
classroom overcrowding. 

• Preserve family integrity, where two or more children from a single family are of elementary 
school age and at risk of separation between schools. 

• Assist families facing temporary dislocations or changes in their living situation. 

• Facilitate school construction or renovation projects. 

• Provide specialized services addressing specific student needs. 

• Address any other situation which the Superintendent deems to be an extenuating circumstance. 

The Arlington School Committee establishes two other ways in which exceptions in school assignments 
may be made : Buffer Zones and Open Enrollment 

Buffer Zones 


The School Committee establishes certain "Buffer zones", addresses on or near certain elementary school 
district boundaries, as areas from which new students in that elementary school district may be assigned 
to either one of the immediate elementary school districts. Once a student is assigned a school, that will 
be his or her school until graduation unless he or she applies for, and is granted, open enrollment or if the 
child requires a programmatic change or school change as necessitated by the Superintendent or for other 
unforeseen circumstances. Subsequent assignments of siblings in a given family will be made to the same 
school. 

Use of the buffer zones is only done when there is a material enrollment problem between the two schools. 
With respect to the assignment of new families residing in Buffer zones, class size equity is the primary 
driving factor of using the buffer zones. Any use of the buffer zones will strive for neighborhood continuity 
and cohesion. It should be accomplished with the least amount of disruption to families and the local 
community. 
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To determine a material enrollment problem, the Superintendent will ealeulate the potential elass sizes at 
the sehools using the 2011 distriet boundaries. When the superintendent determines there is a material 
enrollment issue, it should be addressed through voluntary measures first. These inelude use of family 
preferenees within the buffers, outreaeh to families in the distriet and open enrollment. Family preferenees 
will be granted where they help address a material enrollment problem. 

Finally, if voluntary measures are not suffieient to address elass equity issues, the Superintendent will 
make assignments. Any assignment aeross the 2011 distriet lines will be made using the following eriteria: 

• The distribution of students within the buffers to maximize eohesion 

• Family and neighborhood equity 

For further speeifieity regarding timeline and priorities please refer to the attaehed Guidelines JC-E. 

The following areas, deseribed in the attaehed map, are designated as Buffer zones, subjeet to annual 
review by the Superintendent of Sehools and the Sehool Committee. 

The Superintendent of Sehools shall have the sole responsibility of the assignment of new families residing 
in Buffer zones, in aeeordance with Sehool Committee poliey. 

Open Enrollment 

Open enrollment is defined as a eondition whereby a resident of the Town whose ehild resides in one 
elementary sehool distriet may request admission to a sehool in another elementary sehool distriet. If they 
do not reeeive authorization to do so, the family may re-request eaeh year thereafter. Onee a ehild is open 
enrolled in an elementary sehool, by default they are in that sehool for the rest of the elementary years 
without having to reapply unless there is a redistrieting. Redistrieting makes all open enrollments null and 
void and interested parents would have to reapply. 

While students have a right to attend the elementary sehool in the elementary sehool distriet where they 
reside, the Arlington Sehool Committee endorses a poliey of open enrollment, subjeet to eertain provisions 
set forth below whieh are designed to support the elass size poliey of the Arlington Publie Sehools, to 
ensure even utilization of individual building resourees and staff throughout the system, and to proteet the 
edueational well-being of the students. 

Families residing in buffer zones will have priority to their first ehoiee sehool over other open enrollment 
applieants. 

The Superintendent will use the following eriteria for deeiding upon granting of open enrollment requests: 

• Manage disparities in class sizes between schools and/or prevent or alleviate a condition of 
classroom overcrowding. 

• Preserve family integrity, where two or more children from a single family are of elementary 
school age and at risk of separation between schools. 

• Assist families facing temporary dislocations or changes in their living situation. 
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• Facilitate school construction or renovation projects. 

• Provide specialized services addressing specific student needs. 

• Address any other situation which the Superintendent deems to be an extenuating circumstance. 

Transportation to and from school is up to the family of the open enrolled student. The superintendent has 
sole authority of granting open enrollment requests. 

The Superintendent of Schools shall have the sole responsibility of the assignment of students who request 
open enrollment, in accordance with School Committee policy. 

Reporting 

Each year, by the second meeting in October, the Superintendent will report to the School Committee on 
the implementation of this policy and its effectiveness. A key focus will be on class size equity and how 
the policy is impacting and working towards improving it. The report will include but not be limited to a 
description of buffer use, open enrollment and their effectiveness It should answer questions like: 

- “Are the desired results being achieved, and if so, is this attributable to the buffer zone and open 
enrollment policy or other factors?” 

- “Is class equity improving? “ 

- “Are imbalances smaller?” 

- “What buffers are being activated, by how much and whaf s the flow between districts?” 

The data will include but not be limited to: 

- Numbers on class size by school, grade and class including appropriate history for comparison 

- Numbers by specific buffer, using the full list of 6E buffer designations, showing the number of 
students in each sub-buffer and those assigned to other districts 

- The percent of family preferences granted and percent of assignments made 

- The average class size by school and grade. 

The report will be made available to the public on the School Committee website. The data will respect 
the confidentially of individuals and families.

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BUFFER ZONE/OPEN ENROLLMENT GUIDELINES 


School assignments are made based on a student's home address. Some street addresses may fall within a 
Buffer Zone, which is a zone between two elementary schools used to help evenly distribute students to 
schools. 

Buffer Zone Usage: 

Buffer Zone school assignments are made by the Superintendent based on enrollments at the partner 
schools in the Buffer Zone. When a student whose home address is in a Buffer Zone enrolls in the 
Arlington Public Schools, the Superintendent will assign the student to- a school. Once a student is 
assigned to a school, all siblings will attend the same school. 

Buffer Zone FAQs: 

1. How do families get to provide input-can they state a preference? 

Families may state a preference at the time of enrollment. Their preference can be noted on the 
enrollment form. Families may include details supporting their preference, such as friends 
attending a school, neighborhood considerations, or length of residency (documentation required). 

2. Is there a "default" school in a Buffer Zone? 

No, there is no default school. When a student living in a Buffer zone enrolls, their school 
assignment is noted as "Buffer Zone" until they are assigned to a school by the Superintendent. 

3. What class size differential causes a decision one way or another? 

There is no minimum class size differential for the Superintendent to make a determination based 
on enrollment. It is at the Superintendent's discretion. 

4. What other guidelines are used? 

Of primary importance is educational equity across the district. For other factors please refer to 
File JC. 

5. Will there be a wait list? 


Yes. On the form a family may state whether or not they wish to be put on a wait list if they are 
not granted their first choice. There will be a space to provide the best and most immediate contact 
method (i.e. cell phone, home phone, business phone, email, or other). If there is an opening 
between April and the start of school, the central office will notify the family at the preferred 
contact method and ask if they wish to be granted their wait list school. If the family is not able to

respond within a reasonable time the eentral offiee will go to the next family on the wait list about 
the opening. Preferenee will be given to those who meet the faetors listed in File JC. 

6. What is the timeline to be followed in assigning families? 

For Kindergarten enrollment: 

In Mareh through early April, Kindergarten enrollment takes plaee at central registration, 
and all families submit registration forms. 

In April, where material imbalances are projected to occur based on enrollments, the 
Superintendent will solicit volunteers through outreach to buffers and all schools. 

In early May, families living in Buffer zones who enrolled during the Kindergarten 
registration period receive a letter telling them what school they will attend. 

Kindergarten students who enroll after the normal Kindergarten enrollment registration 
period but before May 23rd will receive their school assignment by June 1st. 

After June 1st enrollees are assigned on a rolling admission within 7 business days. 

At each stage in the registration process, the waitlist will be reviewed and assignments will 
be made from the waitlist in accordance with the principles outlined in policy JC. 

For move-in and other non-Kindergarten enrollments: 

The Superintendent will make a determination within five business days of a student 
registering. This will apply for summer registration as well as mid-school year 
registrations. 

For Open-Enrollment notification: 

By August 1st or for the next round of requests by the Friday before Fabor Day. 

7. Can a family be assigned before a child gets to school age or before they move into an Arlington 
residence? 


No. In order to register, a family must be enrolling a school age child who lives (sleeps) in the 
residence. School registration cannot be made on the basis of a purchase and sale agreement, but 
only after the closing of the real estate transaction and the move into the residence. The Arlington 
Public Schools require proof of residence. 
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8. If needed, will the Bishop bus travel to Buffer Zones to transport additional students to the Bishop 
Elementary Sehool? 

Yes, Buffer Zones have been ereated with potential Bishop Sehool bus routes in mind.

COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE AGES 


The State Board of Elementary and Seeondary Edueation has been designated by the legislature as the 
agent which will determine mandatory and permissible school attendance ages, with exceptions listed in 
law. Generally, the Board of Elementary and Secondary Education requires that all children be enrolled 
in school beginning in September of the calendar year in which they attain the age of six, and that they 
attend school regularly until they reach age 16. 

The School Committee shall enforce the school attendance of all children of compulsory school age 
residing in Arlington.

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ENTRANCE AGE 


The Arlington Publie Sehools ("APS") believe a striet eutoff date for the start of Kindergarten and First 
Grade benefit the edueational and soeial/emotional needs of the student throughout his or her K-12 years. 
Among the findings of eonsiderable diseussion and researeh were that in reading, mathematies, and 
general knowledge, older kindergarteners outperform younger kindergartners 

At this time the APS will not entertain petitions to aeeelerate the start date for a student based on age. 

The Sehool Committee has the authority, within the limits of the law and State Board of Elementary and 
Seeondary Edueation regulation, to set the entranee ages for ehildren admitted to kindergarten and grade 
one. In order to be admitted to kindergarten in the publie sehools, a ehild must attain the age of five by 
August 31 of the year in whieh he/she will enter. To enter grade one, a ehild must be six years old by 
August 31.

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SCHOOL ADMISSIONS 


All children of school age who reside in the town will be entitled to attend the public schools, as will 
certain children who do not reside in the town but who are admitted under School Committee policies 
relating to nonresident students or by specific action of the School Committee. 

Advance registration for prospective kindergarten students will take place in the spring. Every student 
seeking admission to school for the first time must present a birth certificate or equivalent proof of age 
acceptable to the District and proof of vaccination and immunizations as required by the state and the 
School Committee. Proof of residency of legal guardianship may also be required by the school 
administration.

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ADMISSION OF NONRESIDENT STUDENTS 


The Arlington Sehool Committee may grant permission to any student to attend Arlington Publie Sehools 
if a student moves out of Arlington after the end of spring vaeation, or a high sehool senior whose family 
moves out of Arlington after January P*. In eaeh ease, the student would only be able to stay in the 
Arlington Publie Sehools until the end of the sehool year. 

Students attending the Arlington Public Schools on a j-1 visa shall not be charged tuition by the Arlington 
Public Schools.

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ADMISSION OF TRANSFER STUDENTS 


A student may withdraw from a Commonwealth eharter sehool at any time and enroll in the sehool distriet 
in whieh said student resides. To maintain enrollment stability, eneourage promotion based on aeademie 
standards, and diseourage soeial promotion, the sehool distriet will eonsult with the student's eharter 
sehool regarding plaeement and eligibility for graduation and enroll the student at the grade level the 
sehool distriet determines appropriate. 

The time of the sehool year when enrollment is sought shall be a faetor in determining the student's grade 
level plaeement. The sehool distriet may determine that a student-seeking enrollment after the mid-point 
of the aeademie year may not be eligible for promotion or graduation in that aeademie year. 

The Arlington Publie Sehools will enroll and plaee students who have left Commonwealth eharter sehools 
by adhering to the same polieies and proeedures in plaee for any other student enrolling in the Arlington 
Publie Sehools ineluding, but not limited to, examination of the eourse of study and level of aeademie 
attainment of the student when determining the student's appropriate grade plaeement or eligibility for 
high sehool graduation. 

To the same extent provided for other students enrolling in the Arlington Publie Sehools, students who 
enroll in the Arlington Publie Sehools from a Commonwealth eharter sehool shall be subjeet to the 
graduation requirements of the sehool distriet, may have eertain graduation requirements waived, and may 
make-up eertain graduation requirements.

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HOMELESS STUDENTS: ENROLLMENT RIGHTS AND SERVICES 


To the extent praetieal and as required by law, the distriet will work with homeless students and their 
families to provide stability in sehool attendanee and other serviees. Speeial attention will be given to 
ensuring the enrollment and attendanee of homeless students not eurrently attending sehool. Homeless 
students will be provided distriet serviees for whieh they are eligible, ineluding Head Start and eomparable 
pre-sehool programs. Title I, similar state programs, speeial edueation, bilingual edueation, voeational and 
teehnieal edueation programs, gifted and talented programs and sehool nutrition programs. 

Homeless students are defined as laeking a fixed, regular and adequate nighttime residenee, ineluding: 

1. Sharing the housing of other persons due to loss of housing or eeonomie hardship; 

2. Living in motels, hotels, trailer parks or eamping grounds due to the laek of alternative adequate 
aeeommodations; 

3. Living in emergeney or transitional shelters; 

4. Being abandoned in hospitals; 

5. Awaiting foster eare plaeement; 

6. Living in publie or private plaees not designed for or ordinarily used as regular sleeping 
aeeommodations for human beings; 

7. Living in ears, parks, publie spaees, abandoned buildings, substandard housing, transportation 
stations or similar settings; 

8. Migratory ehildren living in eonditions deseribed in the previous examples. 

The superintendent shall designate an appropriate staff person to be the distriefs liaison for homeless 
students and their families. 

To the extent feasible, homeless students will eontinue to be enrolled in their sehool of origin while they 
remain homeless or until the end of the aeademie year in whieh they obtain permanent housing. Instead 
of remaining in the sehool of origin, parents or guardians of homeless students may request enrollment in 
the sehool in the attendanee area in whieh the student is aetually living, or other sehools. Attendanee rights 
by living in attendanee areas, other student assignment polieies, or intra and inter-distriet ehoiee options 
are available to homeless families on the same terms as families resident in the distriet. 

If there is an enrollment dispute, the student shall be immediately enrolled in the sehool in whieh 
enrollment is sought, pending resolution of the dispute. The parent or guardian shall be informed of the 
distriefs deeision and their appeal rights in writing. The distriefs liaison will earry out dispute resolution 
as provided by state rule. Unaceompanied youth will also be enrolled pending resolution of the dispute. 

Onee the enrollment deeision is made, the sehool shall immediately enroll the student, pursuant to distriet 
polieies. If the student does not have immediate aeeess to immunization reeords, the student shall be 
admitted under a personal exeeption. Students and families should be eneouraged to obtain eurrent 
immunization reeords or immunizations as soon as possible, and the distriet liaison is direeted to assist. 
Reeords from the student's previous sehool shall be requested from the previous sehool pursuant to distriet 
polieies. Emergeney eontaet information is required at the time of enrollment eonsistent with distriet 
polieies, ineluding complianee with the state's address eonfidentiality program when necessary. 
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Homeless students are entitled to transportation to their sehool of origin or the sehool where they are to 
be enrolled. If the sehool of origin is in a different district, or a homeless student is living in another district 
but will attend his or her school of origin in this district, the districts will coordinate the transportation 
services necessary for the student, or will divide the costs equally. 

The district's liaison for homeless students and their families shall coordinate with local social service 
agencies that provide services to homeless children and youths and their families; other school districts 
on issues of transportation and records transfers; and state and local housing agencies responsible for 
comprehensive housing affordability strategies. This coordination includes providing public notice of the 
educational rights of homeless students in schools, family shelters and soup kitchens. The district's liaison 
will also review and recommend amendments to district policies that may act as barriers to the enrollment 
of homeless students.

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EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES FOR MILITARY CHILDREN 

In an effort to faeilitate the plaeement, enrollment, graduation, data eolleetion and provision of speeial 
serviees for students transferring into or out of the District because of their parents being on active duty 
in the U.S. Armed Services, the District supports and will implement its responsibilities as outlined in the 
Interstate Compact on Educational Opportunity for Military Children. The School Committee believes it 
is appropriate to remove barriers to educational success imposed on children of military families because 
of their parents’ frequent moves and deployment. 

Definitions 

Children of military families means school aged children, enrolled in kindergarten through 12* grade, 
in the household of an active duty member of the uniformed service of the United States, including 
members of the National Guard and Reserve serving on active duty. 

Deployment means the period one month before the service members’ departure from their home station 
on military orders through six months after return to their home station. 

Education(al) records means official records, files, and data directly related to a student and maintained 
by the school including, but not limited to, records encompassing all the material kept in the student’s 
cumulative folder. 

The requirements, applicable to eligible students, which must be fulfilled, are listed below. Eligible 
students are those who are children of active duty personnel, active duty personnel or veterans who have 
been severely injured and medically discharged, and active duty personnel who die on active duty within 
one year of service. Students are not eligible for the provisions of the Compact if they are children of 
inactive Guard or Reserves, retired personnel, veterans not included above or U.S. Department of Defense 
personnel and other federal civil service employees and contract employees. 

The District’s responsibilities to eligible children include the following: 

• Sending schools must send either official or unofficial records with the moving students and 
District receiving schools must use those records for immediate enrollment and educational 
placement. 

• Simultaneously, the receiving school must request official records and the sending schools shall 
respond within 10 days with the records. 

• Immunization requirements of the District may be met within 30 days from the date of enrollment 
(or be in progress). 
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• Receiving schools must initially honor placement of students in all courses from the sending 
school. These include, but are not limited to, Honors, International Baccalaureate, Advanced 
Placement, vocational-technical, and career pathway courses if those courses are offered in the 
receiving school and space is available. The receiving schools must also initially honor 
placement of like programs to those of the student in the sending state, including, but not limited 
to. Gifted and Talented programs, and English as a Second Eanguage programs. Receiving 
schools are not precluded from performing subsequent evaluation to ensure the appropriate 
placement and continued enrollment of the student in courses and programs. 

• In compliance with federal law, special education students must be placed by the existing lEP with 
reasonable accommodations in the receiving school. 

• The District will exercise, as deemed appropriate, the right to waive prerequisites for all courses 
and programs, while also maintaining its right to re-evaluate the student to ensure continued 
enrollment, as deemed appropriate. 

• Students of active duty personnel shall have additional excused absences at the discretion of the 
District for visitations relative to leave or deployment. 

• An eligible student living with a noncustodial parent or other person standing in loco parentis shall 
be permitted to attend the school in which he or she was enrolled while living without the custodial 
parent without any tuition fee imposed. 

• The District high school will accept exit or end-of-year exams required from the sending state, 
national norm-referenced tests, or alternate testing instead of testing requirements for graduation 
in the District (receiving state.) If this is not possible, the alternative provision of the Interstate 
Compact shall be followed in order to facilitate the on-time graduation of the student in accordance 
with Compact provisions.

Interstate Compact on Educational Opportunity for Military Children 
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EDUCATION OPPORTUNITIES FOR CHILDREN IN FOSTER CARE 

The purpose of this policy is to ensure the educational stability of students in foster care and their equal 
access to the same free and appropriate public education through high school graduation as provided to 
other students as required by law. Educational stability has a lasting impact on students' academic 
achievement and wellbeing, and the School Committee is committed to supporting district and 
community efforts to ensure that students in foster care have access to high-quality, stable educational 
experiences. 

The law requires that foster care students continue to attend their school of origin, unless after a 
collaborative decision-making process it is determined to be in the student's best interest to enroll in and 
attend school in the district in which a foster care provider or facility is located (if different). The law 
also requires that when it is not in the student's best interest to remain in the school of origin, the student 
is immediately enrolled and attending in a new school district, even if records normally required for 
enrollment cannot be quickly produced. Additionally, the requires the Department of Children and 
Families (DCF), The Department of Elementary and Secondary Education (DESE), and the school 
district to designate points of contact; and also that the district collaborate with DCE to ensure that 
students will receive transportation to the school of origin if needed. 

Best Interest Determination 

Decisions about whether a student in foster care should continue to attend the school of origin should be 
made collaboratively by DCE, the student (as appropriate), the student's family and/or foster family (and 
if different, the person authorized to make educational decisions on behalf of the student), the school and 
district of origin, and (when different) the local district where the student is placed. Best interest 
determinations should focus on the needs of each individual student and take into account a variety of 
factors. Every effort should be made to reach agreement regarding the appropriate school placement of a 
student in foster care. However, if there is disagreement regarding school placement for a student in 
foster care, DCE will finalize the best interest determination. 

The district can seek review of DCE's decision by utilizing a Eoster Care School Selection Dispute 
Resolution Process established by DESE and DCE. Decisions made through this process are not subject 
to review. Under the law, to promote educational stability, students should continue to attend their 
schools of origin while best interest determinations are being made. 

Transportation 

The district of origin must collaborate with DCE on how transportation will be provided and arranged to 
ensure that students in foster care who need transportation to remain in their school of origin will receive 
such transportation while they are in foster care. 

Transportation options may include using Title I funds, establishing regional collaborations among 
districts, coordinating with existing routes for transportation, seeking help from foster parent(s), etc. 
Absent other agreements between the district and DCE, the district of origin is responsible for providing 
transportation to and from the school of origin. 
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Immediate Enrollment 

If it is in the best interest of a student in foster eare to leave the sehool of origin, the student must be 
enrolled in sehool in the loeal sehool distriet immediately. To minimize disruption of the student's 
edueation, the law requires the distriet to enroll the student in a new sehool right away, without waiting 
to reeeive the typieal student enrollment doeumentation (other than emergeney eontaet information). 
The enrolling sehool must immediately eontaet the ehild's sehool and distriet of origin to obtain the 
relevant reeords and doeumentation, and the sehool and distriet of origin should immediately transfer 
those reeords. 

To faeilitate enrollment, DCF representatives will present the distriet with a form that indieates that the 
student is in foster eare, along with their state-ageney identifieation badge, when enrolling students.

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SCHOOL CHOICE 


It is the poliey of this school district not to admit non-resident students under the terms and conditions of 
the Interdistrict School Choice Law. This decision must be reaffirmed annually prior to June 1st by a vote 
of the School Committee following a public hearing. In the event the School Committee votes to 
participate, the following local conditions would apply: 

1. That by May 1 of every school year, the administration will determine the number of spaces 
in each school available to choice students. 

2. That by June 1 of every school year, a public hearing will be held to review participation 
in the school choice program. 

3. That resident students be given priority placement in any classes or programs within the 
district. 

4. That the selection of non-resident students for admission when the number of requests 
exceeds the number of available spaces be in the form of a random drawing. There will be 
two drawings for this purpose. The first will take place during the last week of the current 
school year but no later than July 1st. The second will be conducted during the week 
immediately preceding the opening of the next school year and will be based on the 
possibility of unexpected additional openings. 

5. Any student who is accepted for admission under the provisions of this policy is entitled to 
remain in the district until graduation from high school except if there is a lack of funding 
of the program. 

6. The School Committee affirms its position that it shall not discriminate in the admission 
of any child on the basis of race, color, religious creed, national origin, sex, gender identity, 
age, sexual orientation, homelessness, ancestry, athletic performance, physical handicap, 
special need, pregnancy, pregnancy related condition, academic performance or 
proficiency in the English language.

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STUDENT ABSENCES AND EXCUSES 


Regular and punetual sehool attendanee is essential for sueeess in sehool. The Committee reeognizes that 
parents of ehildren attending our sehools have speeial rights as well as responsibilities, one of whieh is to 
ensure that their ehildren attend sehool regularly, in aeeordanee with state law. 

Therefore, students may be exeused temporarily from sehool attendanee for the following reasons: illness 
or quarantine; bereavement or serious illness in family; weather so inelement as to endanger the health of 
the ehild; and observanee of major religious holidays. 

A ehild may also be excused for other exceptional reasons with approval of the Principal or designee. 

A student's understanding of the importance of day-to-day schoolwork is an important factor in the shaping 
of his character. Parents can help their children by not allowing them to miss school needlessly. 
Accordingly, parents will provide a written explanation for the absence or tardiness of a child. This will 
be required in advance for types of absences where advance notice is possible. 

In instances of chronic or irregular absence reportedly due to illness, the school administration may request 
a physician's statement certifying such absences to be justified. 

Student Absence Notification Program 

Each Principal, by whatever title they may be known, will notify a student’s parent/guardian within 3 days 
of the student’s absence in the event the parent/guardian has not informed the school of the absence. 

Each Principal, by whatever title they may be known, or designee shall make a reasonable effort to meet 
with any student, and that student’s parent/guardian, who has missed five (5) or more unexcused school 
days (a school day shall be equal to two (2) or more class periods in the same day) in a school year. The 
meeting shall be to develop action steps to improve student attendance and shall be developed jointly by 
the Principal or designee, the student, and the student’s parent/guardian. The parties may seek input from 
other relevant school staff and/or officials from relevant public safety, health and human service, housing, 
and nonprofit agencies. 

Dropout Prevention 

No student who has not graduated from high school shall be considered permanently removed from school 
unless the Principal has sent notice to a student, and that student’s parent/guardian, who has been absent 
from school for ten (10) consecutive days of unexcused absence. The notice shall be sent within five (5) 
days of the tenth consecutive day of absence and shall offer at least 2 dates and times within the next ten 
(10) days for an exit interview with the Superintendent or designee, the student, and the student’s 
parent/guardian. The notice shall be in both English and the primary language of the home, if 
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applicable. The notice shall include contact information for scheduling the exit interview and shall 
indicate the parties shall reach an agreement on the date/time of the interview within the ten (10) day 
timeframe. The timeframe may be extended at the request of the parent/guardian and no extension shall 
exceed 14 days. 

The Superintendent or designee may proceed with any interview without a parent/guardian present, 
provided the Superintendent has documented a good faith effort to include the parent/guardian. 

The Superintendent or designee shall convene a team of school staff to participate in the exit interview 
and shall provide information to the student and, if applicable, the student’s parent/guardian on the 
detrimental effects of early withdrawal from school and the alternative education programs and services 
available to the student.

EXCLUSIONS AND EXEMPTIONS FROM SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


Denial of Admission 


Denial of admission means the withholding of the privilege of enrolling in a sehool of the Distriet. 

The following shall be the grounds for denial of admission to school or diversion to an appropriate 
alternative program: 

• Graduation from the twelfth grade of any school or receipt of any document evidencing completion 
of the equivalent of a secondary curriculum; 

• Failure to meet the requirements of age, by a student who has reached the age of six years at a time 
after the beginning of the school year, as fixed by the School Committee as provided in 
Massachusetts General Laws; 

• Not being a resident of the District and the District has opted not to participate in the School Choice 
Law; 

• Failure to comply with the provisions of the Massachusetts School Entry Immunization Law.

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STUDENT RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES 


The Sehool Committee has the responsibility to afford students the rights that are theirs by virtue of 
guarantees offered under the Federal and State Constitutions and Statutes. In eonneetion with rights there 
are responsibilities that must be assumed by students. 

Among these rights and responsibilities are the following: 

1. Civil rights—ineluding the rights to equal edueational opportunity and freedom from 
diserimination; the responsibility not to diseriminate against others; 

2. The right to attend free publie sehools; the responsibility to attend sehool regularly and to observe 
sehool rules essential for permitting others to learn at sehool; 

3. The right to due proeess of law with respeet to suspension, expulsion, and deeisions the student 
believes injure his rights; 

4. The right to free inquiry and expression; responsibility to observe reasonable rules regarding these 
rights; and 

5. The right to privaey whieh ineludes privaey in respeet to the student's sehool reeords. 

It is the Sehool Committee's belief that as part of the edueational proeess students should be made aware 
of their legal rights and of the legal authority of the Sehool Committee to make, and delegate authority to 
its staff to make, rules regarding the orderly operation of the sehools. 

Students have the right to know the standards of behavior that are expeeted of them, and the eonsequenees 
of misbehavior. 

The rights and responsibilities of students, ineluding standards of eonduet, will be made available to 
students and their parent/guardians through handbooks distributed annually.

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STUDENT INVOLVEMENT IN DECISION MAKING 


In keeping with a requirement of state law, the Arlington Sehool Committee shall meet onee every other 
month, during the months sehool is in session, with a student advisory Committee eonsisting of five 
members eleeted by the student body of the high sehool. An agenda item at a regular Sehool Committee 
meeting shall satisfy this requirement, but other opportunities ean be ereated to establish a produetive 
working relationship. 

The duly-eleeted ehairperson of the Student Advisory Committee shall sit as a non-voting member of the 
Sehool Committee, under guidelines approved by the Committee. 

The Student Advisory Committee ehairperson may have his or her dissent to any aetion of the Sehool 
Committee entered into the minutes of the meeting, where it will be noted alongside the reeord of the vote 
or diseussion to whieh he or she objeets. 

The Arlington Publie Sehools and the Sehool Committee value the input of the students of the distriet and 
will make every effort to seek it when it is relevant to deliberations, poliey making, or proeedures

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STUDENT DISCIPLINE 


The Sehool Committee believes that all students deserve every opportunity to aehieve aeademie sueeess 
in a safe, seeure learning environment. Good eitizenship in sehools is based on respeet and eonsideration 
for the rights of others. Students will be expeeted to eonduet themselves in a way that the rights and 
privileges of others are not violated. They will be required to respeet eonstituted authority, to eonform to 
sehool rules and to those provisions of law that apply to their eonduet. 

Eaeh Prineipal shall inelude prohibited aetions in the student handbook or other publieation to be made 
available to students and parents. 

Prineipals and staff shall not use aeademie punishment of any form as a eonsequenee to inappropriate 
behaviors/aetions by students. 

The Prineipal may, as a diseiplinary measure, remove a student from privileges, sueh as extraeurrieular 
aetivities and attendanee at sehool-sponsored events, based on the student's miseonduet. Sueh a removal 
is not subjeet to the remainder of this poliey, law, or regulation. 

The Superintendent shall provide eaeh Prineipal with a eopy of the regulations promulgated by DESE and 
shall have eaeh Prineipal sign a doeument aeknowledging reeeipt thereof, whieh shall be plaeed in their 
personnel file. 

Suspension 

In every ease of student miseonduet for whieh suspension may be imposed (exeept for offenses refereneed 
in the note at the end of this poliey), a Prineipal shall eonsider ways to re-engage the student in learning; 
and avoid using long-term suspension from sehool as a eonsequenee until alternatives have been tried. 
Alternatives may inelude the use of evidenee-based strategies and programs sueh as mediation, eonfliet 
resolution, restorative justiee, and positive behavioral interventions and supports. 

Notice of Suspension: 

Exeept for emergeney removal or an in-sehool suspension of less than 10 days, a Prineipal must provide 
the student and the parent oral and written notiee, and provide the student an opportunity for a hearing and 
the parent an opportunity to partieipate in sueh hearing before imposing suspension as a eonsequenee for 
miseonduet. The Prineipal shall provide both oral and written notiee to student and parent in English and 
in the primary language of the home if other than English. The notiee shall inelude the rights enumerated 
in law and regulation. To eonduet a hearing without a parent present, the Prineipal must be able to 
doeument reasonable efforts to inelude the parent. 

Emergency Removal 

A Principal may remove a student from school temporarily when a student is charged with a disciplinary 
offense and the continued presence of the student poses a danger to persons or property, or materially and 
substantially disrupts the order of the school, and, in the Principal’s judgment, there is no alternative 
available to alleviate the danger or disruption. The Principal shall immediately notify the Superintendent 
in writing of the removal including a description of the danger presented by the student. 
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The temporary removal shall not exeeed two (2) sehool days following the day of the emergeney removal, 
during whieh time the Prineipal shall: Make immediate and reasonable efforts to orally notify the student 
and the student's parent of the emergeney removal, the reason for the need for emergeney removal, and 
the other matters required in the notiee as refereneed in the applieable regulation; Provide written notiee 
to the student and parent as required above; Provide the student an opportunity for a hearing with the 
Prineipal that eomplies with applieable regulations, and the parent an opportunity to attend the hearing, 
before the expiration of the two (2) sehool days, unless an extension of time for hearing is otherwise 
agreed to by the Prineipal, student, and parent; Render a deeision orally on the same day as the hearing, 
and in writing no later than the following sehool day, whieh meets the requirements of applieable law and 
regulation. 

A Prineipal shall also ensure adequate provisions have been made for the student's safety and 
transportation prior to removal. 

In School Suspension - not more than 10 days consecutively or cumulatively 

The Prineipal may use in-sehool suspension as an alternative to short-term suspension for diseiplinary 
offenses. 

The Prineipal may impose an in-sehool suspension for a diseiplinary offense under this provision, 
provided that the Prineipal follows the proeess set forth in regulation and the student has the opportunity 
to make aeademie progress as required by law and regulation. 

Principal’s Hearing - Short Term Suspension of up to 10 days 

The hearing with the Prineipal shall be to hear and eonsider information regarding the alleged ineident for 
whieh the student may be suspended, provide the student an opportunity to dispute the eharges and explain 
the eireumstanees surrounding the alleged ineident, determine if the student eommitted the diseiplinary 
offense, and if so, the eonsequenees for the infraetion. 

At a minimum, the Prineipal shall diseuss the diseiplinary offense, the basis for the eharge, and any other 
pertinent information. 

The student also shall have an opportunity to present information, ineluding mitigating faets, that the 
Prineipal should eonsider in determining whether other remedies and eonsequenees may be appropriate 
as set forth in law and regulation. 

The Prineipal shall provide the parent, if present, an opportunity to diseuss the student's eonduet and offer 
information, ineluding mitigating eireumstanees, that the Prineipal should eonsider in determining 
eonsequenees for the student. 
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The Prineipal shall, based on the available information, ineluding mitigating eireumstanees, determine 
whether the student eommitted the diseiplinary offense, and, if so, what remedy or eonsequenee will be 
imposed. 

The Prineipal shall notify the student and parent of the determination and the reasons for it, and, if the 
student is suspended, the type and duration of suspension and the opportunity to make up assignments and 
sueh other sehool work as needed to make aeademie progress during the period of removal, as required 
by law and regulation. The determination shall be in writing and may be in the form of an update to the 
original written notiee. 

If the student is in a pub lie presehool program or in grades K through 3, the Prineipal shall send a eopy of 
the written determination to the Superintendent and explain the reasons for imposing an out-of-sehool 
suspension, before the short-term suspension takes effeet. 

Principal’s Hearing - Long Term Suspension of more than 10 days but less than 90 days 
(consecutive or cumulative) 

The hearing with the Prineipal shall be to hear and eonsider information regarding the alleged ineident for 
whieh the student may be suspended, provide the student an opportunity to dispute the eharges and explain 
the eireumstanees surrounding the alleged ineident, determine if the student committed the disciplinary 
offense, and if so, the consequences for the infraction. 

At a minimum, in addition to the rights afforded a student in a short-term suspension hearing, the student 
shall have the following rights: In advance of the hearing, the opportunity to review the student's record 
and the documents upon which the Principal may rely in making a determination to suspend the student 
or not; The right to be represented by counsel or a lay person of the student's choice, at the 
student's/parent's expense; The right to produce witnesses on his or her behalf and to present the student's 
explanation of the alleged incident, but the student may not be compelled to do so; The right to cross- 
examine witnesses presented by the school district; The right to request that the hearing be recorded by 
the Principal, and to receive a copy of the audio recording upon request. If the student or parent requests 
an audio recording, the Principal shall inform all participants before the hearing that an audio record will 
be made and a copy will be provided to the student and parent upon request. 

The Principal shall provide the parent, if present, an opportunity to discuss the student's conduct and offer 
information, including mitigating circumstances, that the Principal should consider in determining 
consequences for the student. 

The Principal shall, based on the evidence, determine whether the student committed the disciplinary 
offense, and, if so, after considering mitigating circumstances and alternatives to suspension as required 
by law and regulation, what remedy or consequence will be imposed, in place of or in addition to a long¬ 
term suspension. The Principal shall send the written determination to the student and parent by hand- 
delivery, certified mail, first-class mail, email to an address provided by the parent for school 
communications, or any other method of delivery agreed to by the Principal and the parent. 
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If the Prineipal deeides to suspend the student, the written determination shall: Identify the diseiplinary 
offense, the date on whieh the hearing took plaee, and the partieipants at the hearing; Set out the key faets 
and eonelusions reaehed by the Prineipal; Identify the length and effeetive date of the suspension, as well 
as a date of return to sehool; Inelude notiee of the student's opportunity to reeeive edueation serviees to 
make aeademie progress during the period of removal from sehool as required by law and regulation; 
Inform the student of the right to appeal the Prineipal's deeision to the Superintendent or designee, but 
only if the Prineipal has imposed a long-term suspension. Notiee of the right of appeal shall be in English 
and the primary language of the home if other than English, or other means of eommunieation where 
appropriate, and shall inelude the following information: The proeess for appealing the deeision, ineluding 
that the student or parent must file a written notiee of appeal with the Superintendent within five (5) 
ealendar days of the effeetive date of the long-term suspension; provided that within the five (5) ealendar 
days, the student or parent may request and reeeive from the Superintendent an extension of time for filing 
the written notiee for up to seven (7) additional ealendar days; and that the long-term suspension will 
remain in effeet unless and until the Superintendent deeides to reverse the Prineipal's determination on 
appeal. 

If the student is in a publie presehool program or in grades K through 3, the Prineipal shall send a eopy of 
the written determination to the Superintendent and explain the reasons for imposing an out-of-sehool 
suspension before the suspension takes effeet. 

Superintendent’s Hearing 

A student who is plaeed on long-term suspension following a hearing with the Prineipal shall have the 
right to appeal the Prineipal's deeision to the Superintendent. 

The student or parent shall file a notiee of appeal with the Superintendent within the time period noted 
above (see Prineipal’s hearing - Suspension of more than 10 days). If the appeal is not timely filed, the 
Superintendent may deny the appeal, or may allow the appeal in his or her diseretion, for good eause. 

The Superintendent shall hold the hearing within three (3) sehool days of the student's request, unless the 
student or parent requests an extension of up to seven (7) additional ealendar days, in whieh ease the 
Superintendent shall grant the extension. 

The Superintendent shall make a good faith effort to inelude the parent in the hearing. The Superintendent 
shall be presumed to have made a good faith effort if he or she has made efforts to find a day and time for 
the hearing that would allow the parent and Superintendent to partieipate. The Superintendent shall send 
written notiee to the parent of the date, time, and loeation of the hearing. 

The Superintendent shall eonduet a hearing to determine whether the student eommitted the diseiplinary 
offense of whieh the student is aeeused, and if so, what the eonsequenee shall be. The Superintendent shall 
arrange for an audio reeording of the hearing, a eopy of whieh shall be provided to the student or parent 
upon request. The Superintendent shall inform all partieipants before the hearing that an audio reeord will 
be made of the hearing and a eopy will be provided to the student and parent upon request. The student 
shall have all the rights afforded the student at the Prineipal's hearing for long-term suspension. 
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The Superintendent shall issue a written deeision within five (5) ealendar days of the hearing whieh meets 
the requirements of law and regulation. If the Superintendent determines that the student eommitted the 
diseiplinary offense, the Superintendent may impose the same or a lesser eonsequenee than the Prineipal, 
but shall not impose a suspension greater than that imposed by the Prineipal's deeision. The deeision of 
the Superintendent shall be the final deeision of the sehool distriet with regard to the suspension. 

Expulsion 

Expulsion is defined as the removal of a student from sehool for more than ninety (90) sehool days, 
indefinitely, or permanently as allowed by law for possession of a dangerous weapon; possession of a 
eontrolled substanee; assault on a member of the edueational staff; or a felony eharge or felony 
delinqueney eomplaint or eonvietion, or adjudieation or admission of guilt with respeet to sueh felony, if 
a Prineipal determines that the student's eontinued presenee in sehool would have a substantial detrimental 
effeet on the general welfare of the sehool. 

Any student expelled from sehool for sueh an offense shall be afforded an opportunity to reeeive 
edueational serviees and make aeademie progress. 

Academic Progress 

Any student who is suspended or expelled shall have the opportunity to earn eredits, make up assignments, 
tests, papers, and other sehool work as needed to make aeademie progress during the period of his or her 
removal from the elassroom or sehool. The Prineipal shall inform the student and parent of this opportunity 
in writing, in English and in the primary language of the home, when sueh suspension or expulsion is 
imposed. 

Any student who is expelled or suspended from sehool for more than ten (10) eonseeutive days, whether 
in sehool or out of sehool, shall have an opportunity to reeeive edueation serviees and make aeademie 
progress toward meeting state and loeal requirements, through the sehool-wide edueation serviee plan. 

The Prineipal shall develop a sehool-wide edueation serviee plan deseribing the edueation serviees that 
the sehool distriet will make available to students who are expelled or suspended from sehool for more 
than ten (10) eonseeutive days. The plan shall inelude the proeess for notifying sueh students and their 
parents of the serviees and arranging sueh serviees. Edueation serviees shall be based on, and be provided 
in a manner eonsistent with, the aeademie standards and eurrieulum frameworks established for all 
students under the law. 

The Prineipal shall notify the parent and student of the opportunity to reeeive edueation serviees at the 
time the student is expelled or plaeed on long-term suspension. Notiee shall be provided in English and in 
the primary language spoken in the student's home if other than English, or other means of eommunieation 
where appropriate. The notiee shall inelude a list of the speeifie edueation serviees that are available to 
the student and eontaet information for a sehool distriet staff member who ean provide more detailed 
information. 
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For each student expelled or suspended from school for more than ten (10) consecutive days, whether in¬ 
school or out-of-school, the school district shall document the student's enrollment in education services. 
For data reporting purposes, the school shall track and report attendance, academic progress, and such 
other data as directed by the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education. 

Reporting 

The school district shall collect and annually report data to the DESE regarding in-school suspensions, 
short- and long-term suspensions, expulsions, emergency removals, access to education services, and such 
other information as may be required by the DESE. 

The Principal of each school shall periodically review discipline data by selected student populations, 
including but not limited to race and ethnicity, gender, socioeconomic status, English language learner 
status, and student with a disability status in accordance with law and regulation.

NOTE: The DESE regulations on student discipline and this policy, consistent with law, set forth 
the minimum procedural requirements applicable to the suspension of a student for a disciplinary 
offense other than: possession of a dangerous weapon; possession of a controlled substance; assault 
on a member of the educational staff; or a felony charge or felony delinquency complaint or 
conviction, or adjudication or admission of guilt with respect to such felony, if a Principal 
determines that the student’s continued presence in the school would have a substantial detrimental 
effect on the general welfare of the school, as provided in M.G.L, c, 71, S, 37H or 37H‘A, The 
Principal, pursuant to the previously referenced statute may remove a student who has committed 
any of the disciplinary offenses above referenced from school for more than 90 days in a school year. 
Except that the removal from school for such offenses is subject to the provision of continuing 
educational services needed to make academic progress and, the requirement that all school districts 
regardless of the type of offense shall report school discipline data and analysis to DESE, Also, the 
prohibited actions above referenced are subject to the provision that allows the Commissioner to 
investigate each school that has a significant number of students suspended and expelled for more 
than 10 cumulative days in a school year and to make recommendations thereon. 
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STUDENT DRESS CODE 


The responsibility for the dress and appearanee of the students will rest with individual students and 
parents. 

They have the right to determine how the student will dress providing that attire is not destruetive to sehool 
property, eomplies with requirements for health and safety, and does not eause disorder or disruption. The 
administration is authorized to take aetion in instanees where individual dress does not meet the stated 
requirements. 

This does not mean that student, faeulty, or parent groups may not reeommend appropriate dress for sehool 
or speeial oeeasions. It means that students will not be prevented from attending sehool or a sehool 
funetion, or otherwise be diseriminated against, so long as their dress and appearanee meet the 
requirements set forth above.

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STUDENT CONDUCT ON SCHOOL BUSES 


The Sehool Committee and its staff share with students andparent/guardians the responsibility for student 
safety during transportation to and from sehool. The authority for enforeing Sehool Committee 
requirements of student eonduet on buses will rest with the Prineipal. 

To ensure the safety of all students who ride in buses, it may oeeasionally be neeessary to revoke the 
privilege of transportation from a student who abuses this privilege. Parents of children whose behavior 
and misconduct on school buses endangers the health, safety, and welfare of other riders will be notified 
that their children face the loss of transportation privileges in accordance with regulations approved by 
the School Committee.

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STUDENT PUBLICATIONS 


Within the sehool setting, students enjoy the constitutional right of freedom of expression, including the 
right to express their views in student publications, provided such expression does not cause, or threaten 
to cause by reasonable forecast by school officials, any disruption or disorder in the school. Additionally, 
such constitutional right of freedom of expression does not include expression which is obscene, 
defamatory, or advocates violence or illegality where such advocacy is imminently likely to incite the 
commission of such acts to the detriment of school security, or which can reasonably be forecast to cause 
substantial disruption or material interference with school activities. 

The School Committee will at least annually review their support of student publications, and encourage 
student publications not only because they offer an educational activity through which students gain 
experience in reporting, writing, editing, and understanding responsible journalism, but also because they 
provide an opportunity for students to express their views subject to the limitations as contained in this 
policy. 

Student publications will be encouraged to comply with the rules for responsible journalism. Students 
shall affix their names to all articles or editorials written by or contributed to by them. The Superintendent 
will establish guidelines that are in keeping with this policy and provide for review of student publications 
prior to their distribution, to address matters that are not protected forms of expression. 

Each student publication shall contain the following: "Pursuant to state law, no expression made by 
students in the exercise of such rights shall be deemed to be an expression of school policy and no school 
officials shall be held responsible in any civil or criminal action for any expression made or published by 
the students." 

Distribution of Literature 


The time, place and manner of distribution of literature will be reasonably regulated by the Principal.

GANG ACTIVITY/SECRET SOCIETIES 


The goal of the Sehool Committee is to keep distriet sehools and students free from the threats or harmful 
influence of any gang. For purposes of this policy, gang is defined as any group, secret society, 
organization or association that advocates drug use, violence, ethnic intimidation, or disruptive or illegal 
behavior. The Principal or his/her designee shall maintain supervision of school premises to deter 
intimidation of students and confrontations between members of different gangs. 

The Superintendent shall establish open lines of communication with local law enforcement agencies so 
as to share information and provide mutual support in this effort within appropriate legal guidelines. 

The Superintendent shall provide in-service training to help staff members identify gangs and gang 
symbols, recognize early manifestations of disruptive activities, and respond appropriately. Staff members 
shall be informed about conflict management techniques and alerted to intervention measures and 
community resources which may help students. 

Symbols 

The School Committee finds that gang symbols are inherently disruptive to the educational process, and 
therefore prohibits the presence of any insignia, apparel, jewelry, accessory, notebook or other school 
supply, or manner of grooming which by virtue of its color, arrangement, trademark, or any other attribute 
denotes membership in gangs. The School Committee further prohibits any demonstration of gang 
membership through the use of hand gestures, graffiti, or printed materials. This policy shall be applied 
by the Principal or his/her designee as the need for it arises at individual school sites. A student may be 
suspended or expelled for failure to comply with the provisions of this policy. 

Prevention Education 


The School Committee realizes that students may become involved in gangs without understanding the 
consequences of such membership. Early intervention is a key component of efforts to break the cycle of 
such memberships. Therefore, gang violence prevention information shall be made available in the 
elementary, middle, and high schools as appropriate. 

SECRET SOCIETIES 

Fraternities, sororities and/or secret societies shall not receive District or building recognition in any 
manner. 

A student may be suspended or expelled for failure to comply with the provisions of this policy. 
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PROHIBITION OF HAZING 


In accordance with Massachusetts General Laws, the School Committee hereby deems that no student, 
employee or school organization under the control of the School Committee shall engage in the activity 
of hazing a student while on or off school property, or at a school sponsored event regardless of the 
location. No organization that uses the facilities or grounds under the control of the School Committee 
shall engage in the activity of hazing any person while on school property. 

Any student who observes what appears to them to be the activity of hazing another student or person 
should report such information to the Principal including the time, date, location, names of identifiable 
participants and the types of behavior exhibited. Students and employees of the District are obligated by 
law to report incidents of hazing to the police department. 

Any student who is present at a hazing has the obligation to report such an incident. Failure to do so may 
result in disciplinary action by the school against that student and could involve suspension from school 
for up to three days. 

Any student who participates in the hazing of another student or other person may, upon the approval of 
the Superintendent of Schools, be suspended from school for up to ten (10) school days. 

Any student determined by the Principal to be the organizer of a hazing activity may be recommended for 
expulsion from school but will receive no less disciplinary action than that of a participant. 

In all cases relating to hazing, students will receive procedural due process.

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HAZING 

CH. 269, S.17. HAZING; ORGANIZING OR PARTICIPATING; HAZING DEFINED 

Whoever is a prineipal organizer or partieipant in the erime of hazing, as defined herein, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than three thousand dollars or by imprisonment in a house of eorreetion for not more 
than one year, or both such fine and imprisonment. 

The term "hazing" as used in this section and in sections eighteen and nineteen, shall mean any conduct 
or method of initiation into any student organization, whether on public or private property, which 
willfully or recklessly endangers the physical or mental health of any student or other person. Such 
conduct shall include whipping, beating, branding, forced calisthenics, exposure to the weather, forced 
consumption of any food, liquor, beverage, drug or other substance, or any other brutal treatment or forced 
physical activity which is likely to adversely affect the physical health or safety of any such student or 
other person, or which subjects such student or other person to extreme mental stress, including extended 
deprivation of sleep or rest or extended isolation. 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section to the contrary, consent shall not be available as a 
defense to any prosecution under this action. 

CH. 269, S.18. FAILURE TO REPORT HAZING 

Whoever knows that another person is the victim of hazing as defined in section seventeen and is at the 
scene of such crime shall, to the extent that such person can do so without danger or peril to himself or 
others, report such crime to an appropriate law enforcement official as soon as reasonably practicable. 
Whoever fails to report such crime shall be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars. 

CH. 269, S.19. COPY OF SECTIONS 17 TO 19; ISSUANCE TO STUDENTS AND STUDENT 
GROUPS, TEAMS AND ORGANIZATIONS: REPORT 

Each institution of secondary education and each public and private institution of post-secondary 
education shall issue to every student group, student team or student organization which is part of such 
institution or is recognized by the institution or permitted by the institution to use its name or facilities or 
is known by the institution to exist as an unaffiliated student group, student team or student organization, 
a copy of this section and sections seventeen and eighteen; provided, however, that an institution's 
compliance with this section's requirements that an institution issue copies of this section and sections 
seventeen and eighteen to unaffiliated student groups, teams or organizations shall not constitute evidence 
of the institution's recognition or endorsement of said unaffiliated student groups, teams or organizations. 

Each such group, team or organization shall distribute a copy of this section and sections seventeen and 
eighteen to each of its members, plebes, pledges or applicants for membership. It shall be the duty of each 
such group, team or organization, acting through its designated officer, to deliver annually, to the 
institution an attested acknowledgement stating that such group, team or organization has received a copy 
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of this section and said sections seventeen and eighteen, that each of its members, plebes, pledges, or 
applicants has received a copy of sections seventeen and eighteen, and that such group, team or 
organization understands and agrees to comply with the provisions of this section and sections seventeen 
and eighteen. 

Each institution of secondary education and each public or private institution of post-secondary education 
shall, at least annually, before or at the start of enrollment, deliver to each person who enrolls as a full 
time student in such institution a copy of this section and sections seventeen and eighteen. 

Each institution of secondary education and each public or private institution of post-secondary education 
shall file, at least annually, a report with the board of higher education and in the case of secondary 
institutions, the board of education, certifying that such institution has complied with its responsibility to 
inform student groups, teams or organizations and to notify each full time student enrolled by it of the 
provisions of this section and sections seventeen and eighteen and also certifying that said institution has 
adopted a disciplinary policy with regard to the organizers and participants of hazing, and that such policy 
has been set forth with appropriate emphasis in the student handbook or similar means of communicating 
the institution's policies to its students. The board of higher education and, in the case of secondary 
institutions, the board of education shall promulgate regulations governing the content and frequency of 
such reports, and shall forthwith report to the attorney general any such institution which fails to make 
such report.

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BULLYING PREVENTION 


The Arlington Public Schools is committed to providing a safe, positive and productive educational 
environment where students can achieve the highest academic standards. No student shall be subjected to 
harassment, intimidation, bullying, or cyber-bullying. 

"Bullying" is the repeated use by one or more students or by a member of a school staff including, but not 
limited to, an educator, administrator, school nurse, cafeteria worker, custodian, bus driver, athletic coach, 
advisor to an extracurricular activity or paraprofessional of a written, verbal, or electronic expression, or 
a physical act or gesture, or any combination thereof, directed at a student that: 

• causes physical or emotional harm to the target or damage to the target's property; 

• places the target in reasonable fear of harm to him/herself, or of damage to his/her property; 

• creates a hostile environment at school for the target; 

• infringes on the rights of the target at school; or 

• materially and substantially disrupts the education process or the orderly operation of a school. 

"Cyber-bullying" means bullying through the use of technology or any electronic communication, which 
shall include, but shall not be limited to, any transfer of signs, signals, writing, images, sounds, data or 
intelligence of any nature transmitted in whole or in part by a: 

• wire 

• radio 

• electromagnetic 

• photo-electronic or photo-optical system, including, but not limited to, electronic mail, internet 
communications, instant messages or facsimile communications. 

Cyber-bullying shall also include the creation of a web page or blog in which the creator assumes the 
identity of another person or knowingly impersonates another person as author of posted content or 
messages, if the creation or impersonation creates any of the conditions enumerated in the definition of 
bullying. 

Cyber-bullying shall also include the distribution by electronic means of a communication to more than 
one person or the posting of material on an electronic medium that may be accessed by one or more 
persons, if the distribution or posting creates any of the conditions enumerated in the definition of bullying. 

Bullying and cyber-bullying may occur in and out of school, during and after school hours, at home and 
in locations outside of the home. When bullying and cyber-bullying are alleged, the full cooperation and 
assistance of parents and families are expected. 

For the purpose of this policy, whenever the term bullying is used it is to denote either bullying, or cyber- 
bullying. 
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Bullying is prohibited: 


• On sehool grounds; 

• On property immediately adjaeent to sehool grounds; 

• At school-sponsored or school-related activities; 

• At functions or programs whether on or off school grounds 

• At school bus stops; 

• On school buses or other vehicles owned, leased or used by the school district; or, 

• Through the use of technology or an electronic device owned, leased or used by the Arlington 
public schools; 

Bullying and cyber-bullying are prohibited at a location, activity, function or program that is not school- 
related or through the use of technology or an electronic device that is not owned, leased or used by the 
Arlington school district if the act or acts in question: 


• create a hostile environment at school for the target; 

• infringe on the rights of the target at school; and/or 

• materially and substantially disrupt the education process or the orderly operation of a school. 

Prevention and Intervention Plan 


The Superintendent and/or his/her designee shall oversee the development of a prevention and intervention 
plan, in consultation with all district stakeholders, which may include teachers, school staff, professional 
support personnel, school volunteers, administrators, community representatives, local law enforcement 
agencies, students, parents and guardians, consistent with the requirements of this policy, as well as state 
and federal laws. The bullying prevention and intervention plan shall be reviewed and updated at least 
biennially. 

The Principal is responsible for the implementation and oversight of the bullying prevention and 
implementation plan within his or her school. 

Reporting 

Students who believe that they are a target of bullying, observe an act of bullying, or who have reasonable 
grounds to believe that these behaviors are taking place, are obligated to report incidents to a member of 
the school staff. Observers to bullying incidents may be subject to disciplinary action for failure to report. 
The target shall, however, not be subject to discipline for failing to report bullying. 

Each school shall accept anonymous reporting by students of incidents of bullying. No formal disciplinary 
action shall be taken solely on the basis of an anonymous report. 

Any student who knowingly makes a false accusation of bullying shall be subject to disciplinary action. 

Parents or guardians, or members of the community, are encouraged to report an incident of bullying as 
soon as possible. 
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A member of a sehool staff shall immediately report any instanee of bullying the staff member has 
witnessed or beeome aware of to the sehool prineipal or his/her designee. 

Investigation Procedures 

The Prineipal or his/her designee, upon reeeipt of a viable report, shall eontaet the parents or guardians, 
in a timely manner, of a student who has been the alleged target or alleged student aggressor of bullying. 
The aetions being taken to prevent further aets of bullying shall be diseussed. 

The sehool prineipal or a designee shall promptly investigate the report of bullying, using a 
Bullying/Cyber-bullying Report Form whieh may inelude interviewing the alleged target, alleged 
aggressor, staff members, students and/or witnesses. 

Support staff shall assess an alleged target's needs for proteetion and ereate and implement a safety plan 
that shall restore a sense of safety for that student. 

Confidentiality shall be used to protect a person who reports bullying, provides information during an 
investigation of bullying, or is witness to or has reliable information about an act of bullying, to the extent 
consistent with the school's obligations to investigate and take appropriate action. 

If the school principal or a designee determines that bullying has occurred he/she shall take appropriate 
disciplinary action and if it is believed that criminal charges may be pursued against the aggressor, the 
principal shall consult with the school's resource officer and the Superintendent to determine if criminal 
charges are warranted. If it is determined that criminal charges are warranted, the local law enforcement 
agency shall be notified. 

The investigation shall be completed within fourteen school days from the date of the report. At a 
minimum the Principal or his/her designee shall contact the parents or guardians as to the status of the 
investigation on a weekly basis, [change of order only] The parents or guardians shall be contacted upon 
completion of the investigation and informed of the results, including whether the allegations were found 
to be factual, whether a violation of this policy was found If a violation is found, the parent of the 
targeted student will be informed of what steps will be taken to support the student and to prevent further 
acts of bullying (or retaliation), so long as long as consistent with applicable legal restrictions. For 
example, specific information about disciplinary action taken will generally not be released to the target's 
parent or guardian-unless it involves a "stay away or other directive that the target must be aware of in 
order to report violations. 

Disciplinary actions for students who have committed an act of bullying or retaliation shall be in 
accordance with district disciplinary policies. Disciplinary action for staff who have committed an act of 
bullying or retaliation shall be in accordance with expectations and standards appropriate to their roles 
and responsibilities. 

Each school shall document any incident of bullying that is reported per this policy and a file shall be 
maintained by the Principal or designee. A monthly report shall be provided to the Superintendent. 
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Confidentiality of sueh reports and related reeords will be maintained to the extent eonsistent with 
applieable law. 

Retaliation 


Retaliation against a person who reports bullying, provides information during an investigation of 
bullying, or witnesses who have reliable information about bullying shall be prohibited. Students or staff 
who engage in retaliation may be subjeet to diseiplinary aetion. 

Target Assistance 

The Arlington Publie Sehools shall provide eounseling or referral to appropriate serviees, ineluding 
guidanee, aeademie intervention, and proteetion to students, both targets and aggressors, affeeted by 
bullying, as neeessary. 

Training and Assessment 

Annual training shall be provided for sehool employees and volunteers who have signifieant eontaet with 
students in preventing, identifying, responding to, and reporting ineidents of bullying. 

Age-appropriate, evidenee-based instruetion on bullying prevention based on Massaehusetts Department 
of Elementary and Seeondary Edueation ("DESE") guidelines for aeeeptable programs shall be 
ineorporated into the eurrieulum for all K to 12 students. 

Publication and Notice 


Annual written notiee of the relevant sections of the bullying prevention and intervention plan shall be 
provided to students and their parents or guardians, in age-appropriate terms. 

Annual written notice of the bullying prevention and intervention plan shall be provided to all school staff. 
The faculty and staff at each school shall be trained annually on the bullying prevention and intervention 
plan applicable to the school. 

Relevant sections of the bullying prevention and intervention plan relating to the duties of faculty and 
staff shall be included in the school employee handbook. 

The bullying prevention and intervention plan shall be posted on the Arlington Public Schools website.

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ALCOHOL, TOBACCO, AND DRUG USE BY STUDENTS PROHIBITED 


A student shall not, regardless of the quantity, use or eonsume, possess, buy or sell, or give away any 
beverage eontaining aleohol; any tobaeco produet, ineluding vapor/E-eigarettes; marijuana; steroids; or 
any eontrolled substanee. The Sehool Committee prohibits the use or eonsumption by students of aleohol, 
tobaeeo produets, or drugs on sehool property, at any sehool funetion, or at any sehool sponsored event. 

Additionally, any student who is under the influenee of drugs or aleoholie beverages prior to, or during, 
attendanee at or partieipation in a sehool-sponsored aetivity, will be barred from that aetivity and may be 
subjeet to diseiplinary aetion. 

The sehool distriet shall utilize, in aeeordanee with law, a verbal sereening tool approved by the 
Department of Elementary and Seeondary Edueation to sereen students for substanee abuse disorders. The 
tool shall be administered by trained staff on an annual basis at grades 7 and 9. 

Parents/guardians shall be notified prior to the opening of sehool eaeh year. Parents/guardians shall have 
the right to opt out of the sereening by written notiee prior to or during the sereening. 

All statements made by a student during a sereening are eonfidential and shall not be diselosed exeept in 
the event of immediate medieal emergeney or in aeeordanee with law. De-identified results shall be 
reported to the Department of Publie Health within 90 days of the eompletion of the sereening proeess. 

This poliey shall be posted on the distriet’s website and notice shall be provided to all students and parents 
of this policy in accordance with state law. Additionally, the district shall file a copy of this policy with 
DESE in accordance with law in a manner requested by DESE.

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PREGNANT STUDENTS 


The Sehool Committee wishes to preserve edueational opportunities for those students who may beeome 
pregnant and/or take on parenting responsibilities. 

Pregnant students are permitted to remain in regular elasses and partieipate in extracurricular activities 
with non-pregnant students throughout their pregnancy, and after giving birth are permitted to return to 
the same academic and extracurricular program as before the leave. 

The school district does not require a pregnant student to obtain the certification of a physician that the 
student is physically and emotionally able to continue in school. 

Every effort will be made to see that the educational program of the student is disrupted as little as possible; 
that health counseling services, as well as instruction, are offered; that return to school after leave is 
encouraged; and that every opportunity to complete high school is provided.

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SEARCHES AND INTERROGATIONS 


Searches by Staff 

The right of inspection of students' school lockers is inherent in the authority granted school committees 
and administrators. This authority may be exercised as needed in the interest of safeguarding children, 
their own and school property. 

Nevertheless, exercise of that authority by school officials places unusual demands upon their judgment 
so as to protect each child's constitutional rights to personal privacy and protection from coercion and to 
act in the best interest of all students and the schools. 

Searches by school officials of students' automobiles or the student will be conducted in a way that protects 
the students' rights consistent with the responsibility of the school system to provide an atmosphere 
conducive to the educational process. 

Interrogations by Police 

The schools have legal custody of students during the school day and during hours of approved 
extracurricular activities. It is the responsibility of the school administration to make an effort to protect 
each student's rights with respect to interrogations by law enforcement officials. Therefore: 

1. When law enforcement officials find it necessary to question students during the school 
day or periods of extracurricular activities, the school Principal or his/her designee will be 
present when possible. An effort will be made to contact the student's parent or guardian 
so that the responsible individual may be notified of the situation. 

2. If custody and/or arrest are involved, the Principal will request that all procedural 
safeguards, as prescribed by law, be observed by the law enforcement officials. 
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STUDENT COMPLAINTS AND GRIEVANCES 


The Sehool Committee reeognizes that there may be eonditions in the sehool system that are in need of 
improvement and that students should have some means by whieh their eoneerns may be effeetively 
expressed, eonsidered, and dealt with fairly. Sueh means, if well eoneeived and understood in advanee, 
ean do mueh to maintain harmonious relationships among the sehools and the students and eommunity. 
Every attempt will be made to seek a satisfaetory solution to any eoneerns in a friendly and informal 
manner. 

Students—and their parents and/or guardians, who believe that a student has reeeived unfair treatment, 
may bring forward their grievanee through the appropriate ehannels. Appeals of diseiplinary oases will be 
required to follow the distriot’s polioy on student disoipline. Any applioable provisions of the 
Massaohusetts General Laws or federal law will be followed by sehool offioials in oonduoting hearings.

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CO-CURRICULAR AND EXTRACURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 


The Sehool Committee believes that student aetivities are a vital part of the total edueational program and 
should be used as a means for developing wholesome attitudes and good human relations and knowledge 
and skills. Therefore, the sehools will provide a broad and balaneed program of aetivities geared to the 
various ages, interests, and needs of students. 

The following will serve as guides in the organization of student aetivities: 

1. The sehools will observe a eomplementary relationship to the home and eommunity, planning 
aetivities with due regard for the widespread and rieh faeilities already available to students. 

2. The assistanee of parent/guardians in planning aetivity programs will be eneouraged. 

3. The goal for eaeh student will be a balaneed program of appropriate aeademie studies and aetivities 
to be determined by the sehool, the parent/guardians, and the student. This should be a shared 
responsibility. 

4. Guidanee will be offered to eneourage partieipation of all students in appropriate aetivities and to 
prevent over-emphasis on extraeurrieular aetivities at the cost of academic performance. 

5. All activities will be supervised; all clubs and groups will have a faculty advisor. 

6. The school district shall provide equal opportunity, in accordance with applicable law, for male 
and female students to participate in intramural and interscholastic sports. The Superintendent shall 
provide by June 1 of each year a report on the district's compliance with this policy. 

7. In accordance with this policy, it is the desire of the committee that fundraising activities and 
monetary and non-monetary contributions by private entities be done in an equitable manner. To 
further this objective, the Committee shall require the following: 

1. Each athletic booster club (incorporated and ad hoc) shall prepare annually a financial 
report to be provided to the Athletic Department and to made available to the public (by 
June 1). 

2. If a booster club is not incorporated, money raised shall be deposited to an account in the 
Arlington High School General Fund designated for that sport.

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CO-CURRICULAR AND EXTRACURRICULAR ACTIVITIES 


1. Advantages and privileges of publie sehools inelude all extraeurrieular aetivities made 
available, sponsored or supervised by any publie sehool. No sehool shall sponsor or 
partieipate in the organization of outside extra-eurrieular aetivities eondueted as sueh sehool 
whieh restriet students’ partieipation on the basis of raee, eolor, sex, religion or national 
origin. 603 CMR 26.06(1) does not prohibit Sehool Committees from allowing use of sehool 
premises by independent groups with restrietive membership. 

2. No student shall be denied the opportunity in any implied or explieit manner to partieipate in 
an extra-eurrieular aetivity beeause of the raee, eolor, sex, religion or national origin of the 
student exeept as provided in 603 CMR 26.06 (7). 

3. Eaeh school system shall provide a fair distribution of athletic expenditures. Each school 
within such system shall provide equal opportunity for male and female students to 
participate in intramural and interscholastic sports. Factors considered in determining equal 
opportunity shall include budgetary allocations, the proportion of male and female students 
in the student body, the number and nature of activities offered, levels of competition, 
equipment (including rate of replacement), supplies, awards, uniforms, facilities, scheduling 
of games and practice times, travel opportunities and allowances, opportunities to receive 
equitable coaching and instruction at each level of competition and the availability of services 
such as medical and insurance coverage, publicity, clerical and administrative staff, scouting 
services and audio-visual aids. A set of guidelines shall be created to establish standards for 
use of booster club and/or athlete contributed funds on "extras", particularly as it applies to 
outerwear and senior and team gifts. Collaborative fundraising (for example: for all sports, 
for all those played during a given season, for all teams playing a given sport, for male and 
female sports) shall be encouraged. 

4. In developing its athletic program, a school shall be required to demonstrate good faith by 
taking into account determined student interest. 

5. In order to insure fair distribution of athletic expenditures as defined in 603 CMR 26.06(4), 
each school shall indicate in the budget that is reviewed by the School Committee the 
anticipated expenditure for each interscholastic and intramural athletic activity and the 
anticipated student participation in the activity by number and sex. 

6. A school may establish separate teams for males and females for interscholastic and 
intramural competition in a particular sport, provided that the requirements of 603 CMR 
26.06(8) are satisfied. 

7. Teams comprised primarily or solely of persons of one sex shall be granted equal instruction, 
training, coaching, access to available facilities, equipment and opportunities to practice and 
complete as teams engaged in a similar activity comprised primarily or solely of persons of 
the opposite sex. 
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8. Participation in extra-curricular activities shall be actively encouraged by each school for 
both boys and girls and for racial and ethnic minorities. When offering extra-curricular 
programs, schools shall take into consideration the ethnic traditions of the student body. 
Criteria not related to skill levels which act to exclude members of one sex of any racial, 
religious, or ethnic group represented in the school from participation in specific athletic or 
other extra-curricular activities cannot be permitted.

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STUDENT ORGANIZATIONS 


Student Organizations 

Student organizations in the Distriet shall be eneouraged when they met the eriteria of eontributing to 
student self-esteem and performanee and should operate within the framework of state statutes, Board 
polieies, and administrative proeedures. 

Eaeh building Principal shall develop general guidelines for the establishment and operation of student 
organizations within the particular school. Among other provisions, such guidelines shall require the 
approval of the Principal prior to the formation of any club or organization in the school and the 
assignment of at least one faculty or designated adult advisor to each approved student organization. 

Within such guidelines will be provisions for a periodic review of all student organizations. 

The formation of any student organization that may engage in activities of a controversial nature shall 
require approval by the School Committee. 

All student organizations shall be required to open membership to all interested and/or eligible students. 
Disruptive groups, secret societies, and/or gangs shall not receive recognition in any manner under this 
policy (see also Policy JICF-E). 

All forms of hazing in initiations shall be prohibited in a student organization. No initiation shall be held 
for a student organization which will bring criticism to the school system or be degrading to the student. 

The faculty or designated adult advisor must attend every meeting of the student organization whether 
conducted on school premises or at another location. 

Student Organizations - High Schools 

In addition to the above requirements, all clubs or organizations at the high school level will relate to the 
subject matter covered by the curriculum. The Principal is responsible for determining that the purpose of 
a student organization is related to the curriculum. The Principal is authorized to deny requests by 
unauthorized student organization desiring to meet or form in a particular school, the Principal shall inform 
the group of the reasons for the denial. The students and/or group may submit a written request to the 
Superintendent for review of the Principal's decision.

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STUDENT ACTIVITY FEES 


The Arlington Publie Sehools reeognize, eneourage and support a wide range of eo-ourrieular aetivities at 
all levels. These eo-eurrieular aetivities enrieh the lives of students, eneourage opportunities for creative, 
athletic, and social expression. 

To the extent possible, the Arlington Public Schools will financially support these activities through the 
operating budget. In the event that activity fees are necessary, all students will be encouraged to participate 
regardless of financial status. 

Every three years, the Arlington Public Schools will reexamine the activity fees in total. There will be an 
individual and a family fee structure that will be published. 

The following statement will be included in all literature concerning activity fees: 

The Arlington Public Schools encourage participation in school activities regardless of 
financial status. Ability to pay an activity fee will not prevent any child from participating.

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STUDENT FUND-RAISING ACTIVITIES 


While the Sehool Committee reeognizes that fundraising aetivities have beeome a part of the sehool 
environment at all levels, the Committee wishes to ensure that students are not exploited by the proeess. 

The Committee supports student involvement in the sale of tiekets to seheduled athletie events, sehool 
dramatie and musieal performanees, and other sehool events where sales are required. Also, student 
publieations whieh require the sale of advertising to sustain themselves and serve the student body and/or 
the eommunity may involve students in sueh sales. 

Charitable fundraising aetivities, espeeially those that are part of a eommunity serviee event or program 
are eneouraged provided sueh proposals are submitted to and approved by both the building Prineipal and 
the Superintendent. 

Other fundraising aetivities that wish to involve students in the fundraising proeess shall be submitted to 
the Superintendent for approval. 

For safety reasons and beeause the Sehool Committee reeognizes that eommunity members reeeive 
requests for support from many worthy eauses, aetivities sueh as eanning and door-to-door sales are 
strongly diseouraged. 

No money eolleetions of any kind may be held in the sehools without the speeifie eonsent of the 
Superintendent.

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STUDENT ACTIVITY ACCOUNTS 

Student funds may be raised to finanee the aetivities of authorized student organizations. Student aetivity 
funds are eonsidered a part of the total fiseal operation of the Distriet and are subjeet to polieies established 
by the Sehool Committee and the Office of the Superintendent. The funds shall be only for the benefit of 
students and managed in accordance with sound business practices, which include accepted budgetary, 
accounting, and internal control practices. The Superintendent shall ensure that, annually, all Principals 
and student organizations receive a copy of this policy as well as a copy of established procedures for 
control of receipts and expenditures that meet or exceed DESE guidelines. 

In compliance with Massachusetts General Eaw, the School Committee: 

1. Authorizes the Principals to accept money for recognized student activity organizations, which 
currently exist, or as from time to time may be revised. All funds received for student activities 
must be deposited into the Student Activity Agency Account and no funds shall be directly 
deposited to a Student Activity Checking Account except from the Student Activity Agency 
Account. 

2. Authorizes the Town or District Treasurer to establish and maintain a Student Activity Agency 
Account(s) which is to be audited as part of the Town's annual audit. The interest that is earned on 
such accounts shall be maintained in the Agency Account and distributed annually among the 
Student Activity Checking Accounts as directed by the procedures established by the 
Superintendent. 

3. Authorizes Student Activity Checking Accounts for use by the Principals with specific maximum 
balances established annually for each school by vote of the School Committee. Payments for 
expenditures shall be made, whenever possible, by check, debit, or EFT directly from the Student 
Activity Checking Account. Reimbursements to personal credit card holders shall require the prior 
authorization of the Superintendent. Signatory authorization for Student Activity Checking 
Accounts shall be restricted to the Principal and (Superintendent or Treasurer). Student Activity 
Checking Accounts shall be audited annually in accordance with DESE guidelines. 

4. Directs Principals to provide the Treasurer with a bond in an amount agreeable to the Treasurer. 

5. Shall annually, prior to the start of each school year, vote to establish or change the maximum 
balance that may be on deposit in each Student Activity Checking Account. 

For accounts with maximum balance limits that exceed $25,000.00, the School Committee shall consider, 
in accordance with DESE guidelines, that an audit be conducted by an outside audit firm every three years 
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Graduating Class Funds 

Funds held on behalf of graduating elasses are to be held within the Student Activity Checking Account 
for the High School. Such funds shall be designated by the class' Year of Graduation. 

Once a class has graduated from High School, their funds should be removed from the High School 
Student Activity Checking Account no later than two years from the date of graduation. It is the 
responsibility of the class officers to arrange for these funds to be removed from the High School Activity 
Checking Account. When requested, and once all outstanding financial obligations of the graduating class 
have been met, the remaining balance should be removed from the fund by check transfer payable to the 
Class of XXXX. Checks payable to individual members of the graduating class are not permitted. 

Should the class officers not request to have their funds removed from the Student Activity Checking 
Account within two years of their graduating, the funds will be forfeited by the class and transferred into 
the General Sub-fund portion of the Student Activity Agency Account. These funds will then be allocated 
by a vote of the School Committee. 

Class officers should be given a copy of this policy during the course of their senior year to ensure their 
knowledge of their obligations to perform under this policy. 

Inactive Student Activities 

When a student activity ceases to be active for a period of three years or more the Principal or other 
authorized administrator shall require the following actions: 

1. obtain written notice from the faculty advisor or student officer that the activity will cease to be a 
viable account. If unable to obtain such notification the Principal shall request action to close the 
account from the School Committee. 

2. Identify in writing all assets of the student activity. The disposition of any assets shall be 
determined by the School Committee and may not benefit specific individuals. 

3. Annually notify all students of the required actions if an activity ceases to exist. 

Student Activity Deficits 

Individual student activity accounts are not permitted to be in a deficit position. Whenever a deficit exists 
that is not the result of timing, the Superintendent shall recommend remedial action to the School 
Committee in a timely manner.

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NOTE: DESE audit guidelines for Student Activity Checking Accounts require an annual audit. In 
regional districts these accounts may he a part of the annual audit hy a third party auditor. In 
municipal districts the audits may he conducted hy a district or municipal employee hut not hy the 
Principal, Treasurer, Superintendent, or any authorized signatory on the accounts. Districts with 
large numbers of schools may rotate the schools through the audit process. 
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STUDENT LATE NIGHT OR OVERNIGHT TRAVEL 


All student trips whieh include late night or overnight travel must have prior approval of the School 
Committee. Initial approval by the School Committee is required before engaging students in fundraising 
activities. The School Committee will also consider the educational value of the trip in relation to the cost 
prior to granting initial approval. Overnight trips should offer significant educational benefits to students 
that clearly justify the time and expense of the trip. Such trips should be appropriate for the grade level. 

Final approval will not be granted until all preparations for the trip have been completed including, but 
not limited to, all logistical details involving transportation, accommodation arrangements and fundraising 
efforts. The School Committee requires that final approval be sought no less than 30 days prior to the 
scheduled trip dates. 

Teachers and other school staff are prohibited from soliciting for privately run trips through the school 
system and in the schools. The School Committee will only review for approval school-sanctioned trips. 
The School Committee will not review or approve trips that are privately organized and run without school 
sanctioning.

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STUDENT TRAVEL REGULATIONS 


1. Transportation 

The use of vans or private automobiles for trips planned to inelude late night or overnight student ravel 
is prohibited. Late night or overnight trips will use eommereial motor eoaehes. 

Trips planned to inelude late night or overnight student travel will inelude a pre-trip eheek of 
eompanies, drivers, and vehieles. CORI eheeks will be eondueted in aeeordanee with Massaehusetts 
General Laws Chapter 71, seetion 38R. 

The Superintendent or designee will ensure that the selected carrier is licensed for passenger 
transportation by. the Federal Motor Carrier Safety Administration (FMCSA). The district will not 
contract with any carrier that has a safety rating of "conditional" or "unsatisfactory". FMCSA ratings 
are available at http://www.safersvs.org/ 

The contract with the carrier will prohibit the use of subcontractors unless sufficient notice is given to 
the district that allows verification of the subcontractor's qualifications. 

2. Trip Scheduling 

Overnight accommodations should be made in advance with student safety and security in mind. 
Whenever possible, trip schedulers should avoid planning student travel between the hours of midnight 
and 6:00a.m., due to the increased risk of vehicular accidents during this time period. 

Whenever possible, overnight trips should be scheduled on weekends or during school vacations to 
minimize lost classroom time. Non-academic field trips are considered "optional school programs" 
and do not count toward meeting structured learning time requirements, (refer to the Massachusetts 
Department of Education Publication Student Learning Time Regulations Guide) 

Trip itineraries must leave enough time for drivers to rest in conformity with federal hour-of-service 
requirements and common sense. 

Trip scheduling should take into account the likelihood of delays due to weather, traffic, stragglers, 
and other unanticipated factors. 

If substantially all members of a class are participating in a trip, the school should provide appropriate 
substitute activities for any students not participating. 

3. Fundraising 

The amount of time to be devoted to fundraising should be reasonable and commensurate with 
students' obligations for homework, after-school activities, and jobs. 
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Group fundraising activities are preferred. Students should not be assigned individual fundraising 
targets. 

If students are charged individual fees for participating, every effort should be made to provide 
scholarships where needed.

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INTERSCHOLASTIC ATHLETICS 


The Sehool Committee believes that students will benefit from the experiences in self-discipline and team 
effort made possible through participation in inter-school sports. 

Participation in interscholastic athletics will be subject to approval by the School Committee and will be 
in accordance with regulations and recommendations of the Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic 
Association. 

At the high school level, interscholastic athletic competition will include a variety of sports. Students will 
be allowed to participate in individual sports on the basis of their abilities and desire. Additionally, 
intramural athletic activities will be offered as an outgrowth of class instruction in physical education. 

The School Committee is aware that team participation in athletic contests by members of the student 
body requires that "away games" be scheduled. It also recognizes that there is a need to regulate certain 
aspects of student participation in such contests. Therefore, the Superintendent will establish regulations 
to ensure the safety and well being of students and staff members who participate in these activities.

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ATHLETIC CONCUSSION POLICY 


The purpose of this poliey is to provide information and standardized proeedures for persons involved in 
the prevention, training management and return to aetivity deeisions regarding students who ineur head 
injuries while involved in extraeurrieular athletie aetivitiesl ineluding, but not limited to, interseholastie 
sports, in order to proteet their health and safety as required by Massaehusetts law and regulations. The 
requirements of the law apply to all publie middle and high sehools, however eonfigured, serving grades 
six through high sehool graduation. In addition to any training required by law, the following persons shall 
eomplete one of the head injury safety training programs approved by the Massaehusetts Department of 
Publie Health (DPH) as found on its website: eoaehes; eertified athletie trainers; trainers; volunteers; 
sehool and team physieians; sehool nurses; athletie direetors; direetors responsible for a sehool marehing 
band; employees or volunteers; and students who partieipate in an extraeurrieular aetivity and their 
parents. 

Upon the adoption of this poliey by the Sehool Committee, the Superintendent shall ensure that DPH 
reeeives an affirmation on sehool distriet letterhead that the district has developed policies and the School 
Committee has adopted a final policy in accordance with law. This affirmation shall be updated by 
September 30, 2013 and every two years thereafter upon review or revision of its policies. 

The Superintendent shall maintain or cause to be maintained complete and accurate records of the district’s 
compliance with the requirements of the Concussion Law, and shall maintain the following records for 
three years or, at a minimum, until the student graduates, unless state or federal law requires a longer 
retention period: 

1. Verifications of completion of annual training and receipt of materials; 

2. DPH Pre-participation forms and receipt of materials; 

3. DPH Report of Head Injury Forms, or school based equivalents; 

4. DPH Medical Clearance and Authorization Forms, or school based equivalents; and 

5. Graduated reentry plans for return to full academic and extracurricular athletic activities. 

This policy also applies to volunteers who assist with extracurricular athletic activities. Such volunteers 
shall not be liable for civil damages arising out of any act or omission relating to the requirements of law, 
unless such volunteer is willfully or intentionally negligent in his act or omission. 

Most student athletes who sustain a concussion can fully recover as long as their brain has time to heal 
before sustaining another hit; however, relying only on an athlete’s self-report of symptoms to determine 
injury recovery is inadequate as many high school athletes are not aware of the signs and symptoms or the 
severity concussive injuries pose, or they may feel pressure from coaches, parents, and/or teammates 


1 Extracurricular Athletic Activity means an organized school sponsored athletic activity generally occurring outside of school instructional 
hours under the direction of a coach, athletic director or marching band leader including, but not limited to, Alpine and Nordic skiing and 
snowboarding, baseball, basketball, cheer leading, cross country track, fencing, field hockey, football, golf, gymnastics, horseback riding, 
ice hockey, lacrosse, marching band, rifle, rugby, soccer, skating, softball, squash, swimming and diving, tennis, track (indoor and outdoor), 
ultimate frisbee, volleyball, water polo, and wrestling. All interscholastic athletics are deemed to be extracurricular athletic activities. 
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to return to play as quiekly as possible. One or more of these faetors will likely result in under-diagnosing 
the injury and a premature return to play. Massaehusetts General Laws and Department of Publie Health 
regulations make it imperative to aeeurately assess and treat student athletes when eoneussions are 
suspeeted. 

Student athletes who reeeive eoneussions may appear to be “fine” on the outside, when in aetuality they 
have a brain injury and are not able to return to play. Ineurring a seeond eoneussion ean prove to be 
devastating to a student athlete. Researeh has shown that young eoneussed athletes who return to play 
before their brain has healed are highly vulnerable to more prolonged post-eoncussion syndrome or, in 
rare eases, a eatastrophie neurologieal injury known as Seeond Impaet Syndrome. 

The following protoeol will diseuss and outline what a eoneussion is, the meehanism of injury, signs and 
symptoms, management and return to play requirements, as well as information on Seeond Impaet 
Syndrome and past eoneussion syndrome. Lastly, this poliey will diseuss the importanee of edueation for 
our athletes, eoaehes and parents and other persons required by law. 

This protoeol should be reviewed on a yearly basis with all staff to discuss the procedures to be followed 
to manage sports-related concussions. This protocol will also be reviewed on a yearly basis by the athletic 
department as well as by nursing staff. Any changes in this document will be approved by the school 
committee and given to athletic staff, including coaches and other school personnel in writing. An accurate 
synopsis of this policy shall be placed in the student and faculty handbooks.

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ATHLETIC CONCUSSION REGULATIONS 


Section I. What is a Concussion? 


A concussion is defined as a transient alteration in brain function without structural damage, but with other 
potentially serious long-term ramifications. In the event of a concussion, the brain sustains damage at a 
microscopic level in which cells and cell membranes are tom and stretched. The damage to these cells 
also dismpts the brain at a chemical level, as well as causing restricted blood flow to the damaged areas 
of the brain, thereby dismpting brain function. A concussion, therefore, is a dismption in how the brain 
works; it is not a stmctural injury. Concussions are difficult to diagnose because the damage cannot be 
seen. A MRI or CT Scan cannot diagnose a concussion, but they can help mle out a more serious brain 
injury to a student athlete. Because concussions are difficult to detect, student athletes must obtain medical 
approval before returning to athletics following a concussion. 

Section IL Mechanism of Injury; 

A concussion is caused by a bump, blow or jolt to the head or body. Any force that causes the brain to 
bounce around or twist within the skull can cause a concussion. A bump, blow or jolt to the head or body 
can be caused by either indirect or direct trauma. The two direct mechanisms of injury are coup-type and 
contrecoup-type. Coup-type injury is when the head is stationary and stmck by a moving object such as 
another player’s helmet, a ball, or sport implement, causing brain injury at the location of impact. 
Contrecoup-type injury occurs when the head is moving and makes contact with an immovable or slowly 
moving object as a result of deceleration, causing brain injury away from the sight of impact. Indirect 
forces are transmitted through the spine and jaw or blows to the thorax that whip the head while the neck 
muscles are relaxed. Understanding the way in which an injury occurred is vital in understanding and 
having a watchful eye for athletes who may exhibit symptoms of a concussion so these student athletes 
can receive the appropriate care. 

Section III. Signs and Symptoms: 

Signs (what you see): 

• Confusion 

• Forgets plays 

• Unsure about game, score, opponent 

• Altered coordination 

• Balance problems 

• Personality change 

• Slow response to questions 

• Forgets events prior to injury (retrograde amnesia) 

• Forgets events after injury (anterograde amnesia) 

• Loss of consciousness (any duration) 
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Symptoms (reported by athlete): 

• Headache 

• Fatigue 

• Nausea or vomiting 

• Double vision/ blurry vision 

• Sensitivity to light (photophobia) 

• Sensitivity to noise (tinnitus) 

• Feels sluggish 

• Feels foggy 

• Problems concentrating 

• Problems remembering 

• Trouble with sleeping/ excess sleep 

• Dizziness 

• Sadness 

• Seeing stars 

• Vacant stare/ glassy eyed 

• Nervousness 

• Irritability 

• Inappropriate emotions 

If any of the above signs or symptoms are observed after a suspected blow to the head, jaw, spine or body, 
they may be indicative of a concussion and the student athlete must be removed from play immediately 
and not allowed to return until cleared by an appropriate allied health professional. 

Section IV. Management and Referral Guidelines: 

1. When an athlete loses consciousness for any reason, the athletic trainer will start the EAP 
(Emergency Action Plan) by activating EMS; check ABC’s (airway, breathing, circulation); 
stabilize the cervical spine; and transport the injured athlete to the appropriate hospital via 
ambulance. If the athletic trainer is not available, the coach should immediately call EMS, check 
ABCs and not move the athlete until help arrives. 

2. Any athlete who is removed from the competition or event and begins to develop signs and 
symptoms of a worsening brain injury will be transported to the hospital immediately in 
accordance with the EAP. Worsening signs and symptoms requiring immediate physician 
referral include: 

A, Amnesia lasting longer than 15 minutes 

B, Deterioration in neurological function 

C, Decreasing level of consciousness 

D, Decrease or irregularity of respiration 

E, Decrease or irregularity in pulse 

F, Increase in blood pressure 
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G. Unequal, dilated, or unreaetive pupils 

H. Cranial nerve defieits 

I. Any signs or symptoms of assoeiated injuries, spine or skull fraeture, or bleeding 

J. Mental-status ehanges: lethargy, diffieulty maintaining arousal, eonfusion, agitation 

K. Seizure aetivity 

L. Vomiting/ worsening headaehe 

M. Motor defieits subsequent to initial on-field assessment 

N. Sensory defieits subsequent to initial on-field assessment 

O. Balanee defieits subsequent to initial on-field assessment 

P. Cranial nerve defieits subsequent to initial on-field assessment 

Q. Post-Coneussion symptoms worsen 

R. Athlete is still symptomatie at the end of the game 

3. After a student athlete sustains a eoneussion, the athletie trainer will use the Standardized 
Assessment for Coneussion (SAC) to assess and doeument the student athlete’s eoneussion. The 
athletie trainer will also report on the student athlete’s signs and symptoms by using the Signs and 
Symptoms Cheek-List. On the signs and symptoms eheeklist, the athletie trainer will also eheek 
pulse and blood pressure of eaeh student athlete with a suspeeted eoneussion. After the initial 
evaluation of a eoneussion, all signs and symptoms will be traeked on the eomputer using the 
ImPaet Test. 

4. Any athlete who is symptomatie but stable is allowed to go home with his/her parent(s)/guardian(s) 
following the head injury. 

A. If the head injury oeeurs at praetiee, parent(s)/guardian(s) will immediately be notified and 
must eome and piek up the student athlete and talk to the eertified athletie trainer in person. 

B. If the injury oeeurs at a game or event the student athlete may go home with the 
parent/guardian(s) after talking with the eertified athletie trainer. 

C. Parent(s)/guardian(s) will reeeive important information regarding signs and symptoms of 
deteriorating brain injury/funetion prompting immediate referral to a loeal emergeney room as 
well as return to play requirements. Parent(s)/guardian(s), as well as student athletes, must read 
and sign the Coneussion Information and Gradual Return to Play form and bring it baek to the 
eertified athletie trainer before starting with the return to play protoeol. 

V. Gradual Return to Play Protocol: 

1. Student athletes, with the eonsent of their parent(s)/guardian(s), will start taking the ImPaet Test 
(or other approved test identified by the School District). The ImPaet Test is a tool that helps 
manage eoneussions, determine reeovery from injury, and is helpful in providing proper 
eommunieation between eoaehes, parents and elinieians. The ImPaet Test is a neuroeognitive test 
that helps measure student athletes’ symptoms, as well as test verbal and visual memory, 
proeessing speed and reaetion time. It is mandatory for all student athletes to take the ImPaet Test 
for a baseline seore in aeeordanee with Massaehusetts State Law. The law states that all 
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public schools must develop safety protocols on concussions and all public schools must receive 
information on past concussion history. The ImPact Test appears to be a promising tool in 
monitoring a student athlete’s prior concussions, as well as any future concussions. 

2. Each student athlete will complete a baseline test at the beginning of their sport season. All student 
athletes and club cheerleading members will undergo ImPact testing . Student athletes will be 
re-tested every other year. If a student athlete plays more than one sport during the academic year, 
their test will remain valid. For example, if a soccer student athlete also plays basketball in the 
winter, the student athlete will not have to take the ImPact Baseline Test again in the winter. If a 
student athlete posts scores below the norm, the student athlete will be re-tested at another time 
with either the certified athletic trainer or school nurse. Student athletes cannot begin practice until 
a valid baseline score is obtained during their designated time to take the test. 

A. At the beginning of every sport season, student athletes are required to complete a concussion 
history form and return it to the athletic department. This information will be recorded in the 
student information system for tracking purposes. 

B. Following any concussion the athletic trainer must notify the athletic director and school 
nurses. 

C. Following a concussion the student athlete will take a post-injury test within 24 to 48 hours 
following the head injury. STUDENT ATHLETES WILL NOT BE ALLOWED TO 
MOVE ON TO FUNCTIONAL/PHYSICAL TESTING UNTIL THEIR IMPACT TEST 
IS BACK TO THE BASELINE SCORE AND ASYMPTOMATIC. After a student athlete 
takes their first post-injury test, the student athlete will not be re-tested again for 5 days. 

D. If, after the first post-injury ImPact test, the athlete is not back to his/her baseline the 
parent/guardian(s) will be notified, and the student athlete will be referred to their healthcare 
provider and must have the Concussion Information and Gradual Return to Play form signed 
by a physician, physician assistant, licensed neuropsychologist or nurse practitioner stating 
when the athlete is allowed to return to play. 

E. Following a post-injury test, the certified athletic trainer will take the Concussion Information 
and Gradual Return to Play form signed by the parent(s)/guardian(s) and fill in the date of all 
post-injury tests taken by each student athlete. 

F. The certified athletic trainer will also document the date on which the athlete is asymptomatic 
and sign the document agreeing that all the above statements are true and accurate. 

G. Once the athlete starts on the exertional post concussion tests, the parent(s)/guardian(s) will be 
notified and the athlete will be sent home with all signed documents relating to head injury. At 
this time the parent/guardian(s) must bring the student athlete to a licensed physician, licensed 
neuropsychologist, licensed physician assistant, nurse practitioner or other appropriately 
trained or licensed healthcare professional to be medically cleared for participation in the 
extracurricular activity. 

H. Student athletes who continue to exhibit concussion symptoms for a week or more must 
be eyaluated by a physician before returning to play. 
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I. Once a student athlete’s post-injury test is back at the student athlete’s baseline score, the 
student athlete will go through 5 days of Exertional Post Concussion Tests. The student athlete 
must be asymptomatic for all functional and physical tests to return to play (RTP). All tests 
will be administered by a certified athletic trainer. 

Exertional Post Concussion Tests: 

A. Test 1: (30% to 40% maximum exertion): Low levels of light physical activity. This will 
include walking, light stationary bike for about 10 to 15 minutes. Light isometric strengthening 
(quad sets, UE light hand weights, ham sets, SLR’s, resistive band ankle strengthening) and 
stretching exercises. 

B. Test 2: (40% to 60% maximum exertion): Moderate levels of physical activity. Treadmill 
jogging, stationary bike, or elliptical for 20 to 25 minutes. Light weight strength exercises 
(resistive band exercises UE and LE, wall squats, lunges, step up/downs. More active and 
dynamic stretching. 

C. Test 3: (60% to 80% maximum exertion). Non-contact sports specific drills. Running, high 
intensity stationary bike or elliptical 25 to 30 minutes. Completing regular weight training. 
Start agility drills (ladder, side shuffle, zig-zags, carioca, box jumps, and hurdles). 

D. Test 4: (80% maximum exertion). Limited, controlled sports specific practice and drills. 

E. Test 5: Lull contact and return to sport with monitoring of symptoms. 

Section VI. School Nurse Responsibilities: 

1. Assist in testing all student athletes with baseline and post-injury ImPact testing. 

2. Participate and complete the CDC training course on concussions. A certificate of completion will 
be recorded by the nurse leader yearly. 

3. Complete symptom assessment when student athlete enters Health Office (HO) with questionable 
concussion during school hours. Repeat in 15 minutes. 

4. Observe students with a concussion for a minimum of 30 minutes. 

5. If symptoms are present, notify parent/guardian(s) and instruct parent/guardian(s) that student 
must be evaluated by an MD. 

(a) If symptoms are not present, the student may return to class. 

6. If symptoms appear after a negative assessment, MD referral is necessary. 

7. Allow students who are in recovery to rest in HO when needed. 

8. Develop plan for students regarding pain management. 

9. School nurse will notify teachers and guidance counselors of any students or student athletes who 
have academic restrictions or modifications related to their concussion. 

10. Educate parents and teachers about the effects of concussion and returning to school and activity. 

11. If injury occurs during the school day, inform administrator and complete accident/incident form. 

12. Enter physical exam dates and concussion dates into the student information system. 

Section VII. School Responsibilities: 
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1. Review and, if neeessary, revise, the eoneussion poliey every 2 years. 

2. Onee the sehool is informed of the student’s eoneussion, a eontaet or “point person” should be 
identified (e.g. the guidanee eounselor, athletie direetor, sehool nurse, sehool psyehologist or teaeher). 

3. Point person to work with the student on organizing work assignments, making up work and giving 
extra time for assignments and tests/quizzes. 

4. Assist teaehers in following the reeovery stage for student. 

5. Convene meeting and develop rehabilitative plan. 

6. Deerease workload if symptoms appear. 

7. Reeognize that the student’s ability to perform eomplex math equations may be different from the 
ability to write a eomposition depending on the loeation of the eoneussion in the brain. 

8. Edueate staff on the signs and symptoms of eoneussions and the edueational impaet eoneussions may 
have on students. 

9. Inelude eoneussion information in student handbooks. 

10. Develop a plan to eommunieate and provide language-appropriate edueational materials to parents 
with limited English profieieney. 

Section VIII. Athletic Director Responsibilities: 

1. Provide parents, athletes, eoaehes, and volunteers with edueational training and eoneussion materials 
yearly. 

2. Ensure that all edueational training programs are eompleted and reeorded. 

3. Ensure that all students meet the physieal exam requirements eonsistent with 105 CMR 200.000 prior 
to partieipation in any extraeurrieular athletie aetivity 

4. Ensure that all students partieipating in extraeurrieular athletie aetivity have eompleted and submitted 
their pre-partieipation forms, whieh inelude health history form, eoneussion history form, and MIAA 
form. 

5. Ensure that athletes are prohibited from engaging in any unreasonably dangerous athletie teehnique 
that endangers the health or safety of an athlete, ineluding using a helmet or any other sports equipment 
as a weapon. 

6. Ensure that all head injury forms are eompleted by parent/guardian(s) or eoaehes and reviewed by the 
eoaeh, athletie trainer, sehool nurse and sehool physieian. 

7. Inform parent/guardian(s) that, if all neeessary forms are not completed, their child will not participate 
in athletic extracurricular activities. 

Section IX. Parent/Guardian Responsibilities; 

1. Complete and return concussion history form to the athletic department. 

2. Inform school if student sustains a concussion outside of school hours. Complete new concussion 
history form following new injury. 

3. If student suffers a concussion outside of school, complete head injury form and return it to the 
school nurse. 

4. Complete a training provided by the school on concussions and return certificate of completion to 
the athletic department. 
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5. Watch for changes in your child that may indicate that your child does have a concussion or that 
your child’s concussion may be worsening. Report to a physician: 

A. Loss of consciousness 

B. Headache 

C. Dizziness 

D. Lethargy 

E. Difficultly concentrating 

F. Balance problems 

G. Answering questions slowly 

H. Difficulty recalling events 

I. Repeating questions 

J. Irritability 

K. Sadness 

L. Emotionality 

M. Nervousness 

N. Difficulty with sleeping 

6. Encourage your child to follow concussion protocol. 

7. Enforce restrictions on rest, electronics and screen time. 

8. Reinforce recovery plan. 

9. Request a contact person from the school with whom you may communicate about your child’s 
progress and academic needs. 

10. Observe and monitor your child for any physical or emotional changes. 

11. Request to extend make up time for work if necessary. 

12. Recognize that your child will be excluded from participation in any extracurricular athletic 
event if all forms are not completed and on file with the athletic department. 

Section X. Student and Student Athlete Responsibilities: 

1. Complete Baseline ImPact Test prior to participation in athletics. 

2. Return required concussion history form prior to participation in athletics. 

3. Participate in all concussion training and education and return certificate of completion to the 
athletic department prior to participation in athletics. 

4. Report all symptoms to athletic trainer and/ or school nurse. 

5. Eollow recovery plan. 

6. REST. 

7. NO ATHLETICS. 

8. BE HONEST! 

9. Keep strict limits on screen time and electronics. 

10. Don’t carry books or backpacks that are too heavy. 

11. Tell your teachers if you are having difficulty with your classwork. 

12. See the athletic trainer and/or school nurse for pain management. 

13. Return to sports only when cleared by physician and the athletic trainer. 

14. Follow Gradual Return to Play Guidelines. 
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15. Report any symptoms to the athletie trainer and/or sehool nurse and parent(s)/guardian(s) if any 
oeeur after return to play. 

16. Return medieal elearanee form to athletie trainer prior to return to play. 

17. Students who do not eomplete and return all required trainings, testing and forms will not be 
allowed to partieipate in sports. 

Section XI. Coach & Band Instructor Responsibilities: 

1. Participate in Concussion Education Course offered by the National Federation of State High 
School Associations (NFHS) on a yearly basis. Complete certificate of completion and return to 
the athletic department. 

2. Ensure all student athletes have completed ImPact baseline testing before participation. 

3. Ensure all student athletes have returned concussion history and health history form prior to 
participation in athletics. 

4. Complete a head injury form if their player suffers a head injury and the athletic trainer is not 
present at the athletic event. This form must be shared with the athletic trainer and school nurse. 

5. Ensure all students have completed a concussion educational training and returned their certificate 
of completion prior to participation in athletics. 

6. Remove from play any student athlete who exhibits signs and symptoms of a concussion. 

7. Do not allow student athletes to return to play until cleared by a physician and athletic trainer. 

8 . Follow Gradual Return to Play Guidelines. 

9. Refer any student athlete with returned signs and symptoms back to athletic trainer. 

10. Any coach, band instructor, or volunteer coach for extracurricular activities shall not encourage or 
permit a student participating in the activity to engage in any unreasonably dangerous athletic 
technique that unnecessarily endangers the health of a student athlete, including using a musical 
instrument, helmet or any other sports equipment as a weapon. 

Section XII. Post Concussion Syndrome: 

Post Concussion Syndrome is a poorly understood condition that occurs after a student athlete receives a 
concussion. Student athletes who receive concussions can have symptoms that last a few days to a few 
months, and even up to a full year, until their neurocognitive function returns to normal. Therefore, all 
school personnel must pay attention to and closely observe all student athletes for post concussion 
syndrome and its symptoms. Student athletes who are still suffering from concussion symptoms are not 
ready to return to play. The signs and symptoms of post concussion syndrome are: 

• Dizziness 

• Headache with exertion 

• Tinnitus (ringing in the ears) 

• Fatigue 

• Irritability 

• Frustration 

• Difficulty in coping with daily stress 
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• Impaired memory or eoneentration 

• Eating and sleeping disorders 

• Behavioral ehanges 

• Aleohol intoleranee 

• Deereases in aeademie performanee 

• Depression 

• Visual disturbanees 

Section XIII. Second Impact Syndrome: 

Second impact syndrome is a serious medical emergency and a result of an athlete returning to play and 
competition too soon following a concussion. Second impact syndrome occurs because of rapid brain 
swelling and herniation of the brain after a second head injury that occurs before the symptoms of a 
previous head injury have been resolved. The second impact that a student athlete may receive may only 
be a minor blow to the head or it may not even involve a hit to the head. A blow to the chest or back may 
create enough force to snap the athlete’s head and send acceleration/deceleration forces to an already 
compromised brain. The resulting symptoms occur because of a disruption of the brain’s blood 
autoregulatory system which leads to swelling of the brain, increasing intracranial pressure and herniation. 

After a second impact a student athlete usually does not become unconscious, but appears to be dazed. 
The student athlete may remain standing and be able to leave the field under his/her own power. Within 
fifteen seconds to several minutes, the athlete’s condition worsens rapidly, with dilated pupils, loss of eye 
movement, loss of consciousness leading to coma and respiratory failure. The best way to handle second 
impact syndrome is to prevent it from occurring altogether. All student athletes who incur a concussion 
must not return to play until they are asymptomatic and cleared by an appropriate health care professional. 


Section XIV. Concussion Education: 


It is extremely important to educate coaches, athletes and the community about concussions. On a yearly 
basis, all coaches must complete the online course called “Concussion In Sports: What You Need to 
Know”. This course is offered by the National Federation of State High School Associations (NFHS). 
Student athletes also need to understand the importance of reporting a concussion to their coaches, parents, 
athletic trainer and other school personnel. Every year student athletes and parents will participate in 
educational training on concussions and complete a certificate of completion. This training may include: 

• CDC Heads-Up Video Training, or 

• Training provided by the school district 
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The sehool distriet may also offer seminars, speakers, and discussion panels on the topic of concussions. 
Seminars offer an opportunity for the certified athletic trainer, athletic director and nurse leader to speak 
about concussions on the field at practices and games and to discuss the protocol and policy that the district 
has enacted. Providing education within the community will offer the residents and parents of athletes an 
opportunity to ask questions and voice their concerns on the topic of brain injury and concussions. When 
it comes to concussions, everyone needs to be aware of the potential dangers and remember that a 
concussion is a brain injury. Whenever anyone has a doubt about a student athlete with a concussion, SIT 
THEM OUT and have them see the appropriate healthcare professional!

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SCHOOL LOGOS AND TRADEMARKS 


The Arlington Sehool Committee believes that sports teams and other sehool based aetivities play an 
important role in projeeting a positive image of the Arlington Publie Sehools and the eommunity as a 
whole. 

In order to ensure a positive and eonsistent representation of the sehool system to the eommunity, it is 
ineumbent upon the sehool administration to eommunieate to staff the expeetation that 

1. Whenever a slogan or logo is used in eonnection with a sehool aetivity, it will be the offieially 
designated slogan or logo; 

2. Any and all slogans and logos used in eonneetion with sehool aetivities will be eonsistent with a 
standard of good taste; and 

3. Staff members will exereise good judgment and use their best efforts to insure that use of slogans 
and logos meets these eriteria. 

The Superintendent may adopt appropriate proeedures to earry out the intent of this poliey. 
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STUDENT CONDUCT 


The Massaehusetts General Laws require the Sehool Committee to adopt written policies, rules and 
regulations not inconsistent with law, which may relate to study, discipline, conduct, safety and welfare 
of all students, or any classification thereof, enrolled in the public schools of the District. 

The implementation of the general rules of conduct is the responsibility of the Principal and the 
professional staff of the building. In order to do this, each school staff in the District shall develop specific 
rules not inconsistent with the law nor in conflict with School Committee policy. These building rules 
shall be an extension of the District policies by being more specific as they relate to the individual schools. 

The purpose of disciplinary action is to restore acceptable behavior. When disciplinary action is 
necessary, it shall be administered with fairness and shall relate to the individual needs and the individual 
circumstances. 

Students violating any of the policies on student conduct and control will be subject to disciplinary 
action. The degree, frequency, and circumstances surrounding each incident shall determine the method 
used in enforcing these policies. Most of the situations which require disciplinary action can be resolved 
within the confines of the classroom or as they occur by reasonable but firm reprimand, and/or by teacher 
conferences with the student and/or parents or guardians. 

If a situation should arise in which there is no applicable written policy, the staff member shall be expected 
to exercise reasonable and professional judgment.

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CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


State law provides that: 

The power of the Sehool Committee or of any teaeher or other employee or agent of the 
Committee to maintain discipline on school property shall not include the right to inflict 
corporal punishment upon any student.

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PHYSICAL RESTRAINT OF STUDENTS 


Maintaining an orderly, safe environment conducive to learning is an expectation of all staff members of 
the school district. Further, students of the district are protected by law from the unreasonable use of 
physical restraint. Such restraint shall be used only in emergency situations of last resort after other lawful 
and less intrusive alternatives have failed or been deemed inappropriate, and with extreme caution. 

When an emergency situation arises, and physical restraint is the only option deemed appropriate to 
prevent a student from injuring himself or herself, another student or school community member, a teacher 
or employee or agent of the school district may use such reasonable force needed to protect students, other 
persons or themselves from assault or imminent, serious, physical harm. 

The definitions of forms of restraint shall be as defined in 603CMR 46.02. 

The use of mechanical restraint, medical restraint, and seclusion is prohibited. 

Physical restraint, including prone restraint where permitted under 603 CMR 46.03, shall be considered 
an emergency procedure of last resort and shall be prohibited except when a student’s behavior poses a 
threat of assault, or imminent, serious, physical harm to themselves and/or others and the student is not 
responsive to verbal directives or other lawful and less intrusive behavior interventions are deemed 
inappropriate. 

The Superintendent will develop procedures identifying: 

Appropriate responses to student behavior that may require immediate intervention; 

• Methods of preventing student violence, self-injurious behavior, and suicide including crisis 
planning and de-escalation of potentially dangerous behaviors among groups of students or 
individuals; 

Descriptions and explanations of alternatives to physical restraint as well as the school’s method of 
physical restraint for use in emergency situations; 

Descriptions of the school’s training and procedures to comply with reporting requirements; including, 
but not limited to making reasonable efforts to orally notify a parent of the use of restraint within 24 hours 
of its imposition; 

Procedures for receiving and investigating complaints; 

Methods for engaging parents in discussions about restraint prevention and use of restraint solely as an 
emergency procedure; 

A statement prohibiting: medication restraint, mechanical restraint, prone restraint unless permitted by 
603 CMR 46.03(l)(b), seclusion, and the use of physical restraint in a manner inconsistent with 603 CMR 
46.00, 

A process for obtaining Principal approval for a time out exceeding 30 minutes.

Each building Principal will identify staff members to serve as a school-wide resource to assist in ensuring 
proper administration of physical restraint. These staff members will participate in an in-depth training 
program in the use of physical restraint. 

In addition, each staff member will be trained regarding the school’s physical restraint policy and 
accompanying procedures. The Principal will arrange training to occur in the first month of each school 
year, or for staff hired after the beginning of the school year, within a month of their employment. 

Physical restraint is prohibited as a means of punishment, or as a response to destruction of property, 
disruption of school order, a student’s refusal to comply with a school rule or staff directive, or verbal 
threats that do not constitute a threat of imminent, serious physical harm to the student or others. 

Physical restraint is prohibited when it is medically contraindicated for reasons including, but not limited 
to, asthma, seizures, a cardiac condition, obesity, bronchitis, communication-related disabilities, or risk of 
vomiting; 

The use of “time out” procedures during which a staff member remains accessible to the student shall not 
be considered “seclusion restraint”. 

This policy and its accompanying procedures shall be reviewed and disseminated to staff annually and 
made available to parents of enrolled students. The Superintendent shall provide a copy of the Physical 
Restraint regulations to each Principal, who shall sign a form acknowledging receipt thereof.

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STUDENT WELFARE 


Supervision of Students 

Sehool personnel assigned supervision are expeeted to aet as reasonably prudent adults in providing for 
the safety of the students in their eharge. 

In keeping with this expeeted prudenee, no teaeher or other staff member will leave his/her assigned group 
unsupervised exeept when an arrangement has been made to take eare of an emergeney. 

During sehool hours or while engaging in sehool-sponsored aetivities, students will be released only into 
the eustody of parents or other persons authorized in writing by a parent or guardian. 

Reporting to Authorities - Suspeeted Child Abuse or Negleet 

Any sehool offieial or employee shall report any suspeeted ehild abuse or negleet as required by M.G.L. 
Ch. 119, S51A. 

In aeeordanee with the law, the Distriet shall establish the neeessary regulations and proeedures to eomply 
with the intent of the Aet eonsistent with the Distriefs responsibility to the students, parents, Distriet 
personnel, and the eommunity. 

Student Safety 

Instruetion in eourses in industrial arts, seienee, homemaking, art, physieal edueation, health, and safety 
will inelude and emphasize aeeident prevention. 

Safety instruetion will preeede the use of materials and equipment by students in applieable units of work, 
and instruetors will teaeh and enforee all safety rules set up for the partieular courses. These include the 
wearing of protective eye devices in appropriate activities. 

Safety on the Playground and Playing Field 

The District shall provide safe play areas. Precautionary measures, which the District requires, shall 
include: 

- A periodic inspection of the school's playground and playing fields by the Principal of the school 
and others as may be deemed appropriate; 

- Instruction of students in the proper use of equipment; 

- Supervision of both organized and unorganized activity. 

Fire Drills and Reporting 

The District shall cooperate with appropriate fire departments in the conduct of fire drills. The Principal 
of any public or private school, containing any of grades 1 to 12, shall immediately report any incident of 
unauthorized ignition of any fire within the school building or on school grounds, to the local fire 
department. Within 24 hours, the Principal shall submit a written report of the incident to the head of the 
fire department on a form furnished by the Department of Fire Services. The Principal must file this report 
whether or not the fire department responded.

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STUDENT INSURANCE PROGRAM 


A noncompulsory accident insurance plan totally administered by an insurance company may be made 
available to students. The District does not assume any responsibility regarding service, claims, or other 
matters relating to the insurance program. 

All students participating in competitive athletics shall be required to be covered by a medical insurance 
plan. 
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STUDENT HEALTH SERVICES AND REQUIREMENTS 


Activities may include identification of student health needs, health screening tests (including eye and 
hearing screening tests), communicable disease prevention and control, promotion of the correction of 
remediable health defects, emergency care of the ill and injured, health counseling, health and safety 
education, and the maintenance of a healthful school environment. 

The District recognizes that parent/guardian(s) have the primary responsibility for the health of their 
students. The school will cooperate with appropriate professional organizations associated with 
maintaining individual and community health and safety. 

The District shall provide the services of a medical consultant who shall render medical and administrative 
consultative services for personnel responsible for school health and athletics. 

Procedures for Emergency at School 

School personnel shall give only emergency care to students who become ill or injured on school property, 
buses, or while under school supervision. 

Each year parent/guardian(s) shall supply information indicating where the student is to be taken in case 
of an emergency; the name, address, and phone number of a neighbor to be contacted in case the 
parent/guardian is not available; and any allergies or diseases the student might have. 

The District shall maintain a Medical Emergency Response Plan, as required by law, and an Emergency 
Procedures Handbook , which shall be utilized by District personnel for handling emergencies. Emergency 
procedures shall include the following: 

Provision for care beyond First Aid, which would enable care by the family or its physician or the 
local Emergency Medical Services agencies. In instances when the EMS is required, every effort shall 
be made to provide the unit with the student's Emergency Card which lists any allergies or diseases 
the student might have; 

Information relative to not permitting the administration of any form of medicine or drugs to students 
without written approval of parent/guardian(s). Requests made by parent/guardian(s) for such 
administration of medication shall be reviewed and approved by the Principal or designee; 

Provisions for reporting all accidents, cases of injury, or illness to the Principal. Provisions shall be 
made (in all cases of injury or illness involving possible legal or public relations implications) for 
reporting such to the appropriate executive director of education immediately; 

Prompt reporting by teachers to the Principal or designee any accident or serious illness and such 
reports will be filed with the Business Office. 

Student Illness or Injury 

In case of illness or injury, the parent or guardian will be contacted and asked to call for the student or 
provide the transportation. 

Transportation of an ill or injured student is not normally to be provided by the school. If the parent 
cannot provide transportation and the student is ill or injured, an ambulance may be called. Expense 
incurred as a result of emergency ambulance use will not be borne by the District. 
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Transportation of a student by sehool personnel will be done only in an emergeney and by the individual 
so designated by the sehool administrator.

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PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS OF STUDENTS 


Every student will be examined for screening in sight, hearing, BMI*, and for other physical problems as 
provided in the law and regulation. A record of the results will be kept by the school nurse. 

Every student will be given a general physical examination four times: upon entering school and upon 
admittance to the fourth, seventh, and tenth grades. The results of examinations will be a basis for 
determining what corrective measures or modifications of school activities, if any, should be 
recommended. A record of all examinations and recommendations will be kept. 

Every candidate for a school athletic team will present the signed consent of parent or guardian in order 
to participate on a squad and will, with the signed consent of parent or guardian, be thoroughly examined 
to determine physical fitness. The school physician will examine athletes, except when a family wishes 
to have the examination done by their own doctor at their own expense. A written report stating the fitness 
of the student to participate signed by the physician will be sent to the school Principal. 

The school physician will make a prompt examination of all children referred to him/her by the school 
nurse. He/she will examine school employees when, in his/her opinion, the protection of the student's 
health may require it. Except in an emergency, the school physician will not prescribe for or treat any 
student. 

Whenever the school nurse finds a child suffering from any disease or medical problem, the situation will 
be reported to the parent or guardian in writing, or by personal visit if remedial treatment is recommended. 
A copy of the report will be filed at the school. 

The school nurse will make a monthly report to the Superintendent of the number of students examined; 
the number excluded; and the number recommended for treatment or special adjustment of work. In all 
cases of exclusion or recommendation, the causes will be included in the report. 

* NOTE: Department of Health Regulations call for vision screenings in Grades 1-5, once between 6-8, 
and once between 9-12; hearing screenings in grades 1-3, once between 6-8, and once between 9-12; BMI 
in grades 1, 4, 7, 10.

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IMMUNIZATION OF STUDENTS 


Students entering school for the first time, whether at kindergarten or through transfer from another school 
system, will be required to present a physician's certificate attesting to immunization against 
communicable diseases as may be specified from time to time by the Department of Public Health. The 
only exception to these requirements will be made on receipt of a written statement from a doctor that 
immunization would not be in the best interests of the child, or by the student's parent or guardian stating 
that vaccination or immunization is contrary to the religious beliefs of the student or parent.

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COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


The District is required to provide educational services to all school age children who reside within its 
boundaries. By law, however, admission to school may be denied to any child diagnosed as having a 
disease whereby attendance could be harmful to the welfare of other students and staff, subject to the 
District's responsibilities to handicapped children under the law. 

The School Committee recognizes that communicable diseases which may afflict students range from 
common childhood diseases, acute and short-term in nature, to chronic, life-threatening diseases. 

Management of common communicable diseases shall be in accordance with Massachusetts Department 
of Health guidelines. A student who exhibits symptoms of a communicable disease may be temporarily 
excluded from school attendance. The District reserves the right to require a physician's statement 
authorizing the student's return to school. 

The educational placement of a student who is medically diagnosed as having a life-threatening 
communicable disease shall be determined on an individual basis in accordance with this policy and 
accompanying administrative procedures. Decisions about the proper educational placement shall be 
based on the student's behavior, neurological development, and physical condition; the expected type of 
interaction with others in school setting; and the susceptibility to other diseases and the likelihood of 
presenting risks to others. A regular review of the placement decision shall be conducted to assess changes 
in the student's physical condition, or based on new information or research that may warrant a change in 
a student's placement. 

In the event a student with a life-threatening communicable disease qualifies for services as a handicapped 
child under state and federal law, the procedures for determining the appropriate educational placement 
in the least restrictive environment shall be used in lieu of the procedures designated above. 

Neither this policy nor the placement of a student in any particular program shall preclude the 
administration from taking any temporary actions including removal of a student from the classroom as 
deemed necessary to protect the health, safety, and welfare of the student, staff, and others. 

In all proceedings related to this policy, the District shall respect the student's right to privacy. Only those 
persons with a direct need to know shall be informed of the specific nature of the student's condition. The 
determination of those who need to know shall be made by the Superintendent.

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STUDENTS WITH LIFE THREATENING ALLERGIES 


The Arlington Publie Sehools reeognizes that an inereasing number of its students have life-threatening 
allergies (LTAs). The Arlington Publie Sehools eannot guarantee to provide an allergen-free environment 
for all students with life threatening allergies, or prevent any harm to students in emergeneies. The goal is 
to minimize the risk of exposure to food allergens that pose a threat to those students, edueate the 
eommunity, and- maintain and regularly update a system-wide protoeol for responding to their needs. 

The protoeol will address how the Arlington Publie Sehools will identify ehildren with LTAs, define ways 
that seek to proteet them from exposure from allergens, train faeulty and staff, prepare for emergeneies 
and respond appropriately in the event of an emergeney or aeeidental exposure to a life threatening 
allergen. 

The sehool department will maintain an Allergy Aetion Plan (AAP) and or an Individual Health Care Plan 
for any student(s) whose parents/guardians and physieian have informed the prineipal/nurse of the sehool 
in writing that the student has a potentially life-threatening allergy. 

To the best of our ability, the sehool department will provide annual training for Arlington Publie Sehool 
employees regarding: 

1. The most eommon allergens that eause life threatening allergies sueh as foods, medieations, latex 
and stinging inseets. 

2. Ways to reeognize symptoms of an allergie reaetion; and 

3. Steps to take in the event of an allergie reaetion 
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PROTOCOL AND GUIDELINES FOR STUDENTS WITH 
LIFE THREATENING ALLERGIES 


BACKGROUND 


Allergic reactions can span a wide range of severity of symptoms. The most severe and potentially life 
threatening reaction is anaphylaxis. This protocol is to be used for students who are at risk for anaphylaxis 
and in circumstances where a previously undiagnosed life-threatening allergic response occurs. 

Anaphylaxis is a potentially life-threatening medical condition occurring in allergic individuals after 
exposure to their specific allergens. Anaphylaxis refers to a collection of symptoms affecting multiple 
systems in the body, the most dangerous of which are breathing difficulties and a drop in blood pressure 
or shock, which are potentially fatal. The most common causes of anaphylaxis in children include allergies 
to: 

• Foods (most commonly; peanuts, tree nuts, milk, dairy products, soy, wheat, fish and shellfish) 

• Insect stings (yellow jackets, bees, wasps, hornets) 

• Medications 

• Latex 

Anaphylaxis can occur immediately or up to two hours following allergen exposure, so it is important to: 

• Identify student at risk 

• Have appropriate preventative policies 

• Be prepared to handle an emergency 

PURPOSE AND GOAL 


The Arlington Public Schools cannot guarantee to provide an allergen-free environment for all students 
with life threatening allergies, or prevent any harm to students in emergencies. The goal is to minimize 
the risk of exposure to food allergens that pose a threat to those students, educate the community, and 
maintain and regularly update a system-wide protocol for responding to their needs. A system-wide effort 
requires the cooperation of all groups of people within the system. 

The sections below highlight the major responsibilities of the various groups, but each child's plan will be 
individualized and therefore not all responsibilities can be spelled out in this protocol. 

The goal of the Arlington Public Schools regarding Life Threatening Allergies is to engage in a system- 
wide effort to: 

• Prevent any occurrence of life threatening allergic reactions 

• Prepare for any allergic reactions 

• Respond appropriately to any allergy emergencies that arise 
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RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE ARLINGTON SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


The Superintendent and his/her staff shall be responsible for the following: 

1. Create a system-wide emergeney plan for addressing life threatening allergie reaetions. 

2. Provide annual in-serviee training and edueation on redueing food-allergy risks, reeognizing food 
allergy symptoms, and emergeney proeedures for staff 

3. Training shall inelude, but not be limited to: 

a. A deseription/definition of severe allergies and a diseussion of the most eommon food, 
medieation, latex and stinging inseet bites. 

b. The signs and symptoms of anaphylaxis 

c. The eorreet use of an Bpi-pen 

d. Speeifie steps to follow in the event of an emergeney 

4. Eneourage a "NO FOOD TRADING" and "NO UTENSIL SHARING" poliey in all sehools 
with partieular foeus at the elementary sehool level. 

5. Sehool nurses, in eonjunetion with the student's parent(s)/guardian(s) and the primary eare 
provider/allergist prepare an Allergy Aetion Plan/Individual Health Care Plan for any student with 
a life threatening allergy. The Plans will be reviewed by the sehool nurse, the student's 
parent(s)/guardian(s) and primary eare provider and/or the student's allergist, and signed off by the 
ehild's physieian to indieating that he/she deems it to be adequate. 

6. Provide and maintain ETA free tables in eaeh elementary sehool eafeteria as needed by the 
Individual Health Care Plan. These tables will be designated by a universal symbol. These tables 
will be eleaned and sanitized. 

7. Euneh Room Attendants, who report to prineipal, will be assigned to elean ETA tables. 

8. Make the Allergy Aetion Plan/Individual Health Care Plan available in the nurse's offiee and a 
student's homeroom at the elementary level and in the nurse's offiee at the middle and high sehool. 
Reeommend that parents/guardians attaeh a photograph of their student with a Life Threatening 
Allergy to their Allergy Aetion Plan. 

9. Submit to sehool bus drivers an ETA list of students who have life threatening allergies. 

10. Require all food serviee employees to use only latex free gloves. 

11. Make Epi-pens (belonging to the sehool and those preseribed to the students) available in the 
nurse's offiee and in other elearly designated loeations as speeified in the AAP/IHCP. At the 
seeondary level, students are allowed and eneouraged to eany their Epi-Pens on their person as 
allowed by the medieation poliey. 

12. Familiarize teaehers with the AAP/IHCP of their students and any other staff member who has 
eontaet with student on a need-to-know basis. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the extent possible, the prineipal of eaeh sehool shall be responsible for the following: 

1. Familiarize teaehers with the Allergy Aetion Plan/Individual Health Care Plan of their students 
and any other staff member who has eontaet with student on a need-to-know basis. 
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2. In conjunction with nurses, provide in-service training and education for staff regarding life- 
threatening allergies, symptoms, risk reduction procedures and emergency procedures including 
demonstration on how to use the Epi-pen. 

3. Send letters to all parents regarding Life Threatening Allergies (K.-5). 

4. The protocol that explains Life Threatening Allergies and the application of the protocol at the 
school, concerning Life Threatening Allergies will be discussed at kindergarten orientation. 

5. Post the school's emergency protocol on LTAs in appropriate locations 

6. Notify staff the locations of Epi-pens in the school. 

7. A contingency plan will be in place and understood by all staff and students in the event the nurse 
is not in the office or in the building. Call 911. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF SCHOOL NURSES 


The school nurse is the primary coordinator of each student's plan. Each school nurse will have the 
following responsibilities: 

1. Meet with each parent/guardian of a student with an ETA and develop an Allergy Action Plan/ 
Individual Health Care Plan for the student. During meetings with parents/guardians, nurses shall 
discuss and encourage the use of MEDIC-ALERT bracelets and other methods of identification 
for students with LTAs. 

2. Maintain updated AAP/IHCPs in the nurse's office and in student's homeroom at each school and 
in the nurse's office at the middle and high school. 

3. Nurse will assist the principal in providing information about students with LTAs to staff. 

4. In conjunction with the principal provide in-service training and education for staff regarding life- 
threatening allergies, symptoms, risk reduction procedures and emergency procedures including 
demonstration on how to use the Epi-pen. 

5. Familiarize teachers with the Allergy Action Plan/Individual Health Care Plan of their students 
and any other staff member who has contact with student on a need to know basis. 

6. The school nurse will be responsible for following Department of Public Health regulations 
governing the administration of prescription medications. Nurses are also responsible for 
following the regulations that permit registration of non-licensed personnel to be trained and to 
administer epi-pens 

7. Discuss with parents the appropriate locations for storing the Epi-pen and the possibility of 
receiving more than one Epi-pen as necessary. 

8. Inform the school principal and parent/guardian if any student experiences an allergic reaction for 
the first time in school. 

9. Emergency protocol will be in place in the event the nurse is not in the building. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF TEACHERS 


Each teacher shall have the following responsibilities: 

1. Receive and review the Allergy Action Plan/Individual Health Care Plan, in collaboration with the 
nurse and parent(s) of any student(s) in your classroom with Life Threatening Allergies. 
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2. Leave information in an organized, prominent and aeeessible format for substitute teaeher. 

3. Partieipate in in-serviee training for students with life-threatening allergies 

4. Teaeher, in eollaboration with the nurse and input from the parents of the allergie ehild, will set a 
classroom protocol regarding the management of food in the classroom. 

5. Participate in the planning of a student's re-entry to school after an anaphylactic reaction. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF FOOD SERVICE PERSONNEL 


The food services department shall have the following responsibilities: 

1. To the best of our ability eliminate all peanut/tree nut products in the cafeteria 

2. Supply cleaning materials for washing and sanitizing tables 

3. Provide in-service to food service employees regarding safe food handling practices to avoid cross¬ 
contamination with potential food allergens 

4. Food service employees will wear non-latex gloves. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF ARLINGTON SCHOOLS TRANSPORTATION 


The school bus drivers shall have the following responsibilities: 

Inform each driver that s/he is transporting a child with an LTA 

1. Provide functioning emergency communication devices (e.g., cell phones, two-way radios, etc.) 
on each bus 

2. Maintain a policy of no food eating on the bus 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF PERSONS IN CHARGE OF CONDUCTING AFTER SCHOOL 
ACTIVITIES 


Persons in charge of extracurricular programs shall have the following responsibilities: 

The Allergy Action Plan/Individual Health Care Plan will be available for parents to copy to give to others 
who assume responsibility for their child. Examples of this may include: 

• Before or after school activity instructors Coaches 

• Babysitters 

• Camp Counselors, etc. 

RESPONSIBILITIES DURING RECESS AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION CLASSES 


During recess and physical education classes, the school shall have the following responsibilities: 

1. Children will be under the supervision of at least one adult 

2. An Epi-pen will be taken outside if specified in the child's AAP/IHCP 
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RESPONSIBILITIES FOR FIELD TRIPS 


The sehool shall have the following responsibilities when LTA students go on field trips. 

1. Field trips need to take into eonsideration the risk for allergen exposure, and parents must evaluate 
potential risks when determining whether their ehild should attend a field trip. 

2. Lunehes should be held in a safe-plaee so that ehildren-eannot aeeess them until the appropriate 
time. Lunehes of ehildren with food allergies should be stored separately to minimize eross 
eontamination. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF PARENTS 


Eaeh parent of a student with an LTA shall have the following responsibilities: 

1. Inform the sehool nurse of your ehild's allergies prior to the opening of sehool (or as soon as 
possible after a diagnosis). 

2. Parent(s) must arrange to meet with the sehool nurse to develop an Allergy Aetion Plan/Individual 
Health Care Plan (AAP/IHCP) for the student and provide medieal information from the ehild's 
treating physieian as needed to_ write the Plans. 

3. Provide the sehool a list of foods and ingredients to be avoided, and provide a list of safe or 
aeeeptable foods that ean be served to your ehild. 

4. Provide the sehool nurse with enough up-to-date emergeney medieations (ineluding Epi-pens) so 
they ean be plaeed in all required loeations for the eurrent sehool year. 

5. Complete and submit all required medieation forms. 

6. Provide a Medie ALERT ID for your ehild. 

7. Notify nurse of upeoming field trip as soon as possible and provide Epi-pen to be taken on field 
trips as stated in the field trip poliey. 

8. Encourage students to wash hands before and after handling food 

9. Teach your child to 

a. Recognize the first symptoms of an allergic/anaphylactic reaction 

b. Know where the epinephrine auto-injector is kept and who has access to the epinephrine 

c. Communicate clearly as soon as s/he feels a reaction is starting. 

d. Carry his/her own epinephrine auto-injector when appropriate 

e. Not share snacks, lunches or drinks 

f. Understand the importance of hand-washing before and after eating 

g. Report teasing, bullying and threats to adult authority 

h. Take as much responsibility as possible for his/her own safety 

10. As children get older, teach them to: 

a. Communicate the seriousness of the allergy 

b. Communicate symptoms as they appear 

c. Read labels 

d. administer own epinephrine auto-injector and be able to train others in its use 

11. Inform the school of any changes in the child's LTA status 

12. Provide the school with the licensed provider's statement if the student no longer has allergies

13. Go on field trips and out of sehool aetivities with your ehild, whenever possible 

14. Provide bag of snaeks for your ehild's elassroom along with safe foods for speeial oeeasions. 

15. If aoeommodations eannot be made in the eafeteria for the ehild's allergy, parents will provide 
appropriate lunehes. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF STUDENTS 


Eaeh student with a Eife Threatening Allergy shall be responsible for the following: 

1. Take responsibility for avoiding allergens 

2. Do not trade or share foods 

3. Wash hands before and after eating. 

4. Eearn to reeognize symptoms of an allergie reaetion 

5. Promptly inform an adult as soon as aeeidental exposure oeeurs or symptoms appear 

6. Take more responsibility for your allergies as you get older 

7. Develop a relationship with the sehool nurse and/or another trusted adult in the sehool to assist in 
identifying issues related to the management of the allergy in the sehool.

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ADMINISTERING MEDICINES TO STUDENTS 


Medication may not be administered to students while at school unless such medicine is given to them by 
the school nurse acting under specific written request of the parent or guardian and under the written 
directive of the student's personal physician (see below for exceptions). If a student has been approved 
for self-administration, a student who needs medication during the school day may be reminded to take 
the medicine by the school nurse or other individual designated by the school nurse in the student’s 
medical administration plan. This provision only applies when the school nurse has a medical 
administration plan in place for the student. No one but the school nurse, and those others listed in the 
medical administration plan acting within the above restriction, may give any medication to any student. 

Exceptions: 

The school district shall, through the district nurse leader, register with the Dept, of Public Health and 
train personnel in the use of epinephrine auto-injectors. 

The school district may, in conjunction with the School Physician and the School Nurse Leader, stock 
nasal naloxone (Narcan) and trained medical personnel and first responders may administer nasal 
naloxone to individuals experiencing a life threatening opiate overdose in a school setting. 

If the school district wishes medical personnel to train non-medical staff in the administration of nasal 
naloxone, the School Committee shall vote to approve such training and the Superintendent shall ensure 
that medical personnel have a written protocol which complies with medical directives and regulations 
from the Dept, of Public Health. 

Following consultation with the school nurse, students who fall into the following exceptions may self- 
administer medications: 

1. Students with asthma or other respiratory diseases may possess and administer prescription 
inhalers. 

2. Students with cystic fibrosis may possess and administer prescription enzyme supplements. 

3. Students with diabetes may possess and administer glucose monitoring tests and insulin delivery 
systems. 

4. Students with life threatening allergies may possess and administer epinephrine.

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SCHOOL BASED PUBLIC ACCESS AUTOMATIC EXTERNAL DEFIBRILLATOR 

PROGRAM 


The Arlington Publie Sehools has put forth this poliey to provide standardized proeedures for persons 
involved in the administering of the publie aeeess defibrillation program in order to proteet the health and 
safety of students and staff. A publie aeeess defibrillation program provides an opportunity for trained 
responders at Arlington Publie Sehools to deliver early defibrillation to vietims of sudden eardiae arrest. 
The AED program is intended to make AEDs available for use only by individuals who have eurrent 
evidenee of sueeessful eompletion of a eourse in CPR and the use of an AED that meets or exeeeds the 
standards established by the Ameriean Heart Assoeiation or the National Red Cross. 

Sudden Cardiae Arrest (SCA) is a eondition that oeeurs when the eleetrieal impulses of the human heart 
malfunetion eausing a disturbanee in the heart's eleetrieal rhythm ealled ventrieular fibrillation (VF). This 
erratie and ineffeetive eleetrieal heart rhythm eauses eomplete eessation of the heart's normal funetion of 
pumping blood resulting in sudden death. The most effeetive treatment for this eondition is the 
administration of an eleetrieal eurrent to the heart by a defibrillator, delivered within a short time of the 
onset of VF. 

An AED is used to treat vietims who experienee SCA. It is only to be used when vietims have no response, 
no breathing, and no pulse. The AED will analyze the heart rhythm and advise the operator if a shoekable 
rhythm is deteeted. If a shoekable rhythm is deteeted, the AED will eharge to the appropriate energy level 
and advise the operator to deliver the shoek. 

All AED's will meet the requirements of Massaehusetts General Eaws e. 112, Seetion 12V 14 relating to 
publie aeeess defibrillation programs. 

The Arlington Publie Sehools will have a team of staff members speeifieally trained in the use and 
maintenanee of the deviee. Basie CPR and AED training will be offered to all interested staff members. 
The sehool nurse, the building prineipal and the Nursing Eeader will eoordinate this training. 

The Superintendent, in eonsultation with the Arlington Publie Sehools Physieian, and Direetor of Nursing, 
shall promulgate guidelines whieh shall be made publiely available.

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GUIDANCE PROGRAM 


Guidance is defined as helping individuals understand themselves in the light of their abilities, aptitudes, 
interests, attitudes, strengths and limitations. This process should assist students in the development of 
their potential; their decisions relating to personal, educational, and vocational matters, and also in 
becoming capable of mature self-guidance. 

The school system's guidance program will be based on this definition and developed from these broad 
fundamental principles: 

1. Individuals are different from one another in their capabilities, aptitudes, interests, needs, goals, 
desires and values. 

2. Equality of educational opportunity will benefit the individual and society. 

3. Guidance is a continuous and developmental process. Every experience of the individual 
influences his/her performance in some way. 

4. Guidance does not propose to program an individual's course of action but rather tries to assist 
him/her in arriving at his/her own satisfactory solutions. 

Guidance services will include: educational, guidance; testing programs; occupational, career, and higher 
education assistance and information; study aids; consultation services; and personal developmental 
guidance as needed. These services will be available to all students. 

While some of the problems of the individual may relate to behavior and consequently entail guidance on 
behavior, student discipline will not be a regular function of guidance personnel.

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STUDENT GIFTS AND SOLICITATIONS 


Because of the embarrassment that might result among children, students will be discouraged from giving 
gifts to classroom teachers and other school personnel. For the same reason, there will be no formal 
exchange of gifts between students in the classroom. 

Solicitation of funds for charitable purposes from students of the school system will be made only as 
approved by the School Committee. 

Any organization desiring to distribute flyers or other materials to students in connection with fund drives 
may do so only with the approval of the Superintendent.

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STUDENT FEES, FINES, AND CHARGES 


The Sehool Committee reeognizes the need for student fees to fund certain school activities. It also 
recognizes that some students may not be able to pay these fees. While no student will be denied access 
due to an inability to pay fees, all students will be required to remit charges and fines. 

A school may exact a fee or charge only upon Committee approval. The schools, however, may: 

Charge students enrolled in certain courses for the cost of materials used in projects that will become the 
property of the student. 

Charge for lost and damaged books, materials, supplies, and equipment. 

Students who are indigent are exempt from paying fees. However, indigent students are not exempt from 
charges for lost and damaged books, locks, materials, supplies, and equipment. 

All student fees and charges, both optional and required, will be listed and described annually in each 
school's student handbook or in some other written form and distributed to each student. The notice will 
advise students that fees are to be paid and of the penalties for their failure to pay them. Permissible 
penalties include the denial of participation in extra class activities and graduation exercises and activities 
while the student is enrolled in this District. 

Any fee or charge due to any school in the District and not paid at the end of the school year will be carried 
forward to the next succeeding school year, as such debts are considered to be debts of the student to the 
District and not to a particular school. 
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STUDENT RECORDS 


In order to provide students with appropriate instruetion and edueational serviees, it is neeessary for the 
sehool system to maintain extensive and sometimes personal information about them and their families. 
It is essential that pertinent information in these reeords be readily available to appropriate sehool 
personnel, be aeeessible to the student's parents or legal guardian and/or the student in aeeordanee with 
law, yet be guarded as eonfidential information. 

The Superintendent will provide for the proper administration of student reeords in keeping with state and 
federal requirements, and shall obtain a eopy of the state student reeords regulations . The temporary reeord 
of eaeh student enrolled on or after June 2002 will be destroyed no later than seven years after the student 
transfers, graduates or withdraws from the sehool distriet. Written notiee to the eligible student and his/her 
parent of the approximate date of destruetion of the temporary reeord and their right to reeeive the 
information in whole or in part, shall be made at the time of sueh transfer, graduation, or withdrawal. The 
student's transeript may only be destroyed 60 years following his/her graduation, transfer, or withdrawal 
from the sehool . 

The Committee wishes to make elear that all individual student reeords of the sehool system are 
eonfidential. This extends to giving out individual addresses and telephone numbers.

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STUDENT PHOTOGRAPHS 


Individual schools may arrange, in cooperation with either the school's parent organization, student 
council, designated student Committee, or a staff Committee, to take individual- student and/or class group 
pictures. 

Individual and/or class group pictures may be taken at the school facility and during the regular school 
day hours. The pictures shall be made available for purchase by students and/or parent/guardians on a 
voluntary basis. The building Principal or his/her designee shall have final authority in authorizing the 
picture-taking program and will be responsible for overseeing the process. 

Students may be required to have an individual picture taken for the cumulative file or identification 
purposes; however, no student shall be pressured or required to purchase photographs. 

The purpose of the policy is to: 

• Enhance the safety of students through visual identification in an emergency situation. 

• Facilitate the social, educational, and administrative activities conducted in the school. 

• Provide a service to parent/guardians and students. 

• Allow the profits gained from the picture-taking program to be used by the sponsoring group and 
authorized by the building Principal.

SCHOOL-COMMUNITY-HOME COMMUNICATIONS 


The Sehool Committee eneourages written and eleetronie eorrespondenee from the publie. Sueh 
eorrespondence should be sent to the Committee through the administrative seeretary, who will forward 
the eorrespondenee to the Sehool Committee Chair and the other members of the Sehool Committee. The 
administrative seeretary shall publish, as an attaehment to the Sehool Committee agenda, a list of 
eorrespondenee received if appropriate given its content. 

The Chair shall take steps to address the correspondence as he/she deems appropriate. Such steps may 
include, but are not limited to: (1) referral of the matter to the school administration for study and possible 
action; (2) referral of the matter to a subcommittee of the School Committee; or (3) placement of the 
matter on the agenda of a School Committee meeting. The administrative secretary will send 
acknowledgment of receipt of the correspondence to the correspondent within ten business days and, if so 
directed by the Chair, will notify the correspondent of the steps the Chair has determined to be appropriate 
in addressing it.

SCHOOL/PARENT RELATIONS GOALS 


It is the general goal of the District to foster relationships with parent/guardians which encourage 
cooperation between the home and school in establishing and achieving common educational goals for 
students. 

While parent/guardians are individually responsible for their children, the District provides direct services 
of education and indirect services of child care for students during the time when they are within the 
supervision of school personnel. Consistent with these shared responsibilities and as appropriate to the 
maturity of the student, members of the school staff will consult with parent/guardians regarding student 
progress and achievement, methods to enhance student development, and matters of correction. 

Additionally, parental/guardian involvement in the schools is encouraged through regular communication 
with the school Principal and staff, the parent/teacher organizations, the school volunteer program, and 
other opportunities for participation in school activities and District programs.

NON-CUSTODIAL PARENTS’ RIGHTS 

As required by Massaehusetts General Law, a non-custodial parent may have aeeess to the student record 
in accordance with law and Dept, of Elementary and Secondary Education Regulations. The school district 
will follow the law and the regulations developed by the Massachusetts Dept, of Elementary and 
Secondary Education to standardize the process by which public schools provide student records to parents 
who do not have physical custody of their children ("non-custodial parents"). 

As required by law, a non-custodial parent may have access to the student record in accordance with the 
following provisions. 

(a) A non-custodial parent is eligible to obtain access to the student record unless the school or 
district has been given documentation that: 

1. The parent has been denied legal custody or has been ordered to supervised visitation, 
based on a threat to the safety of the student and the threat is specifically noted in the 
order pertaining to custody or supervised visitation, or 

2. The parent has been denied visitation, or 

3. The parent's access to the student has been restricted by a temporary or permanent 
protective order, unless the protective order (or any subsequent order modifying the 
protective order) specifically allows access to the information contained in the student 
record, or 

4. There is an order of a probate and family court judge which prohibits the distribution of 
student records to the parent. 

(b) The school shall place in the student's record documents indicating that a non-custodial parent's 
access to the student's record is limited or restricted pursuant to regulation. 

(c) In order to obtain access, the non-custodial parent must submit a written request for the student 
record to the school principal. 

(d) Upon receipt of the request the school must immediately notify the custodial parent by certified 
and first class mail, in English and the primary language of the custodial parent, that it will 
provide the non-custodial parent with access after 21 days, unless the custodial parent provides 
the principal with documentation that the non-custodial parent is not eligible to obtain access 
as set forth in regulation. 

(e) The school must delete all electronic and postal address and telephone number information 
relating to either work or home locations of the custodial parent from student records provided 
to non-custodial parents. In addition, such records must be marked to indicate that they shall 
not be used to enroll the student in another school. 

(f) Upon receipt of a court order which prohibits the distribution of information pursuant to law, 
the school shall notify the non-custodial parent that it shall cease to provide access to the 
student record to the non-custodial parent.

RELATIONS WITH PARENT/BOOSTER ORGANIZATIONS 


To foster relationships with parents that encourage the home and school to work together to establish and 
achieve common educational goals for students, the Superintendent and the professional staff will: 

1. Consult with and encourage parents to share in school planning and in setting objectives 
and evaluating programs. 

2. Help parents understand the educational process and their role in promoting it. 

3. Provide for parent understanding of school operations. 

4. Provide opportunities for parents to be informed of their child's development and the 
criteria for its measurement. 

To accomplish the above and to enhance communications between parents and school officials, the 
Committee encourages the maintenance of formal parent organizations, including booster organizations, 
at each school building. For this purpose the Committee will officially recognize a parent organizations. 
These procedures will be observed: 

1. Organizations will be officially recognized upon request by the building Principal who will 
file a copy of the organizational papers with the Superintendent. 

2. A vote, open to all parents of children enrolled, will designate the organization to be 
recognized if more than one organization with the same purpose makes the request. 

3. All parent organizations shall obtain 501C3 status and file appropriate paperwork with state 
authorities and make proof of such status available to school district administration. 

4. All parent organizations need to recognize that spending on student activities must comply 
with federal law relating to equity among student genders.

COMMUNITY INVOLVEMENT IN DECISION MAKING 


The Sehool Committee endorses the coneept that eommunity partieipation in the affairs of the sehools is 
essential if the sehool system and the eommunity are to maintain mutual eonfidenee and respeet and work 
together to improve the quality of edueation for students. It therefore intends to exert every effort to 
identify the desires of the eommunity and to be responsive, through its notions, to those desires. 

All oitizens will be enoouraged to express ideas, oonoems, and/or about the sehools to the sehool 
administration, to any appointed advisory bodies, and to the oommittee. 

Residents who are speoially qualified beoause of interest, training, experienoe, or personal oharaoteristios 
will be enoouraged to assume an aotive role in sehool affairs. From time to time, these people may be 
invited by the oommittee to aot as advisors, either individually or in groups. 

The oommittee and the staff will give substantial weight to the advioe they reoeive from individuals and 
eommunity groups interested in the sehools, partioularly from those individuals and groups they have 
invited to advise them regarding speoifio problems, but will use their best judgment in arriving at 
deoisions.

This does not preclude the School Department from undertaking 
feasibility studies or other analyses necessary to determine further steps - if any - prior to the conduct of 
such hearing.

PRIVATE DONATIONS TO THE ARLINGTON PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The Town of Arlington and the Arlington Publie Sehools are obligated by the state eonstitution and state 
law to provide a free and appropriate edueation to sehool-aged ehildren who reside in the Town. The 
Sehool Committee is of the firm belief that federal, state and loeal governments must provide suffieient 
funds to publie edueation. 

The Sehool Committee aeknowledges that when loeal, state and federal governments do not adequately 
fund publie sehools, private eitizens and groups may wish to donate to the sehools for general and speeifie 
operating and eapital needs. 

Massaehusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Seetion 53A allows Sehool Committees to aeeept grants or gifts 
from the federal and state governments, eharitable foundations, private eorporations, and private eitizens 
for the edueational purpose for whieh the gift is made. Further appropriation by the town is not required. 
Grant funds may be expended only by approval of the Sehool Committee. 

Citizens and groups wishing to donate to the Sehool Department should indieate the purpose of the gift in 
an aeeompanying letter. It is understood that a gift is a voluntary transfer of property given gratuitously 
and without eonsideration. Any interest generated from the temporary investment of the gift shall remain 
with the prineipal and be used for the speeifie purpose of the gift if the letter of donation so speeifies. 
Donations to the Arlington Publie Sehools are tax-deduetible to the extent allowed by law. An 
aeknowledgment letter for tax purposes shall be sent promptly to eaeh donor and be signed by the 
Superintendent of Sehools. 

Unless otherwise indieated, a gift is unrestrieted and may be used by the Sehool Department for purposes 
eonsistent with the Sehool Committee's goals and priorities. If a donor wishes to restriet a gift to a speeifie 
program, the donor must indieate this in an aeeompanying letter. The Sehool Department shall establish 
separate aeeounts for restrieted gifts as needed. The Sehool Committee reserves the right to deeline 
restrieted gifts for programs that it has ehosen to diseontinue. Further, the Sehool Committee reserves the 
right to deeline eontributions with eonditions and restrietions that are not eonsistent with Sehool 
Department poliey and proeedures and the Sehool Committee's goals and priorities. 

In the event that a private foundation or group seeks to raise $50,000 or more for the Arlington Publie 
Sehools or for a speeifie sehool program through an event, a direet mail eampaign, or another aetivity, it 
is suggested that the organizing group and the Sehool Committee sign a Memorandum of Understanding 
defining the goals and purposes for whieh funds will be raised. The Memorandum of Understanding must 
be approved by a majority vote of the Arlington Sehool Committee.

PUBLIC GIFTS TO THE SCHOOLS 


The Superintendent will have authority to aceept gifts and offers of equipment for the sehools in the name 
of the eommittee when the gift is of edueational value. In the ease of gifts from industry, business, or 
speeial interest groups, no extensive advertising or promotion may be involved in any donation to the 
sehools. 

Gifts that would involve ehanges in sehool plants or sites will be subject to School Committee approval. 

Gifts will automatically become the property of the school system. Any gift of cash, whether or not 
intended by the donor for a specific purpose, will be handled as a separate account and expended at the 
discretion of the committee, as provided by law. 

The committee directs the Superintendent to assure that an appropriate expression of thanks is given all 
donors.

PUBLIC'S RIGHT TO KNOW 


The Sehool Committee is a publie servant, and its meetings and reeords will be a matter of publie 
information exeept as sueh meetings and reeords pertain to individual personnel and other elassified 
matters. 

The Sehool Committee supports the right of the people to know about the programs and serviees of their 
sehools and will make every effort to disseminate information. All requests for information will be aeted 
on fairly, eompletely and expeditiously. 

All eommonly available publie reeord doeuments of the Sehool Distriet shall be posted on the distriet’s 
website. The length of time sueh reeords shall remain posted on the distriet website shall be in aeeordanee 
with the Munieipal Reeord Retention Manual. In addition, the offieial minutes of the Committee, its 
written polieies and regulations, and its finaneial reeords will be open for inspeetion at the offiee of the 
Superintendent by any eitizen desiring to examine them during hours when the offiee is open. No reeords 
pertaining to individual students or staff members will be released for inspeetion by the publie or any 
unauthorized persons by the Superintendent or other persons responsible for the eustody of eonfidential 
files. The exeeption to this will be information about an individual employee (or student) that has been 
authorized in writing for release by the employee (or student, or student's parent). 

Eaeh building administrator is authorized to use all means available to keep parents and others in the 
partieular sehool's eommunity informed about the sehool's program and aetivities.

NEWS MEDIA RELATIONS/NEWS RELEASES 


Every effort will be made to assist the press and other eommunieations media to obtain eomplete and 
adequate eoverage of the programs, problems, planning, and aetivities of the sehool system. 

All representatives of the media will be given equal aeeess to information about the sehools. General 
releases of interest to the entire eommunity will be made available to all the media simultaneously. 

There will be no exelusive releases exeept as media representatives request information on partieular 
programs, plans or problems. 

In order that sehool system publieity is given wide eoverage and is eoordinated into a eommon effort and 
purpose, the following proeedures will be followed in giving offieial information to the news media: 

1. The Sehool Committee ehair will be the offieial spokesman for the eommittee, exeept as this duty 
is delegated to the Superintendent. 

2. News releases that are of a system-wide or a sensitive nature or pertain to established eommittee 
poliey are the responsibility of the Superintendent. 

3. News releases that are of eoneem to only one sehool, or to an organization of one sehool, are the 
responsibility of the Prineipal of that partieular sehool. All statements made to the press by other 
staff members of the partieular sehool must be eleared with the Prineipal. 

While it is impossible to know how news releases will be treated by the press, every possible effort should 
be made to obtain eoverage of sehool aetivities that will ereate and maintain a dignified and professionally 
responsible image for the sehool system.

PUBLIC COMPLAINTS 

PUBLIC COMPLAINTS 


When a staff member reeeives a eomplaint, the Sehool Committee expeets the staff member to do so 
eourteously and to make an appropriate reply. 

The Sehool Committee believes that eomplaints and eoneerns are best addressed and resolved as elose to 
their origin as appropriate to the eireumstanees. Thus, the Committee eneourages individuals to present 
and diseuss any eomplaints they may have with the staff member against whom the eomplaint is direeted 
whenever appropriate. If the individual is not eomfortable addressing the matter with the staff member, or 
if the matter remains unresolved after doing so, the individual may address the eomplaint to the Building 
Prineipal or his/her designee or to the Superintendent of Sehools or his/her designee. 

Whenever a eomplaint is made direetly to the Sehool Committee as a whole or to a Sehool Committee 
member as an individual, it will be referred to the sehool administration for study and possible solution, 
provided that the Sehool Committee may direetly address eomplaints regarding the eonduet or 
performanee of the Superintendent where appropriate. 

Should dissatisfaetion remain after the above steps have been taken, the eomplainant may eontaet the 
Sehool Committee Chair, who shall arrange for the Sehool Committee to address the matter if the Chair 
deems appropriate

COMMUNITY USE OF SCHOOL FACILITIES 


Permission to use sehool faeilities may be granted by the Superintendent. 

Permits shall be issued in writing by the Superintendent; a eopy will be given to the eustodian. Regardless 
of whether a building is open for other aetivities, permits will still be required for use of any part of the 
building. 

The following eonditions shall apply to permits for the use of sehool property, and shall be aeeepted and 
aeknowledged in writing by eaeh organization reeeiving a permit: 

1. The intended use shall be in aeeord with the lieense granted for the building by the Massaehusetts 
Department of Publie Safety. 

2. The organization using sehool property shall proteet the property from abuse or injury and shall 
be responsible for any damage oeeurring in eonneetion with or in eonsequenee of sueh use. 

3. Smoking, aleohol and all prohibited substanees are prohibited on sehool property. The 
organization using a sehool building shall enforee this rule. 

4. An organization using sehool property shall be responsible for the behavior of persons attending 
or using the building or grounds in eonneetion with the permit, and shall furnish at its own expense 
sueh poliee or fire protection as the Superintendent, School Committee, or supervisor of custodians 
may direct. 

5. All scenery and fixtures used in school buildings must conform strictly with fire laws and town 
ordinances. Any arrangements for scenery, refreshments, etc., must be made so as to cause no 
damage to school property and to meet the approval of school officials. 

6. Payment of fees shall be made not later than the time of use. Please refer to Exhibit KF-E for the 
classifications applied when determining fees. 

7. Violation or neglect of regulations governing the use of school property or unpaid bills may 
disqualify the organization for further permission to use school property.

FEE STRUCTURE FOR RENTAL OF SCHOOL BUILDING SPACE 


Due to the inereasing eost and the need to maintain the sehool buildings, the following elassifieations 
apply when determining fees: 

Group 1: Arlington Publie Sehool and Town related business. (Examples inelude but are not neeessarily 
limited to, sehool run elubs and aetivities, Sehool Committee meetings, advisory eommittee meetings, 
sports team meetings, eommunity edueation, PTO meetings.) No usage/energy fee. Custodial fees apply 
only when no eustodian is already seheduled to be on duty, exeept as otherwise speeified by eontraet. 

Group 2: Non-profit groups, or events, whieh bear some eonneetion to the mission of the Arlington Publie 
Sehools. One-half of the usage/energy fee. Refundable damage deposits required for rooms and equipment 
used. Custodial fees apply. 

Group 3: Commereial entities and other groups not affiliated with the Arlington Public Schools. 
(Examples include, but are not limited to, private dance companies, community college evening course). 
Full usage/energy fee. Refundable damage deposits required for rooms and equipment used. Custodial 
fees apply. 

Group 4: *Long-Term Rentals explicitly for the after school care of students, One-Quarter of the 
usage fee. Energy fees apply. Refundable damage deposits required for rooms and equipment used. 
Custodial fees apply, (*180 days or more) 

All groups must be in compliance with federal and state laws of non-discrimination and all other applicable 
statutes. 

The Schedule of refundable damage deposits, the energy charge rates, and applications for rental will be 
reviewed by the Business Office by March 15 (originally May 15) of each year to be approved by the 
School Committee. 

The Superintendent shall have sole final discretion over classification decisions.

SURPLUS SPACE POLICY FOR EXTENDED DAY PROGRAMS 


The Sehool Committee permits the use of available surplus sehool spaee for ehild care facilities, play 
groups and extended day programs for the education and safety of the child and convenience of those 
parent/guardians who need these services. Any arrangements will be reviewed for renewal on an annual 
basis. The School Committee offers rental space so that these programs may be offered at the most 
reasonable cost possible. A request for a permit must be completed as a condition for the use of the space. 

A descriptive brochure or summary of the program along with a financial statement including revenues, 
the director's salary, teachers' salaries, supplies and any and all other operating expenses will be presented 
to the Superintendent and the School Committee by December 31 of each school year. 

Failure to comply with guidelines for these programs and financial disclosures as stated above may be 
brought before the School Committee. The School Committee may authorize the Superintendent of 
Schools to negotiate with other parties to maintain extended day programs in the Arlington Public Schools 
or take any other action deemed necessary. 

The occupant shall maintain public liability insurance. Limits will be negotiated by the Superintendent in 
conjunction with legal counsel. Such insurance shall name the program and the Town of Arlington as 
insureds as their respective interests may appear.

PUBLIC SOLICITATIONS IN THE SCHOOLS 


The Sehool Committee will plaee limits on eommereial aetivities and fund-raising aetivities in the sehools 
for the following reasons: 

1. The sehool system should provide students, parent/guardians, and employees some measure of 
proteetion from exploitation by eommereial and eharitable fund-raising organizations. 

2. The sehool system should not give the publie the impression of generally endorsing or sanetioning 
eommereial and fund-raising aetivities. 

3. Commereial and fund-raising aetivities may disrupt sehool routine and eause loss of instruetional 
time. 

Following these guiding statements, the Superintendent and Prineipals may permit oeeasional eommereial 
or fund-raising aetivities related to the objeetives of the sehools with the following exeeptions: 

1. No direet solieitation of students or employees may take plaee without Sehool Committee 
permission. 

2. No general or elass distribution of eommereial or fund-raising literature may take plaee without 
Sehool Committee permission. 

For the purposes of this poliey, loeal PTA and PTO groups and groups representing sehool system 
employees will be eonsidered "sehool groups" and will be governed by the eommittee's poliey on staff 
solieitations.

ADVERTISING IN THE SCHOOLS 


The Sehool Committee may grant permission for advertising of eommereial produets or serviees in sehool 
buildings or on sehool property under guidelines or regulations it may approve. Otherwise, no advertising 
of eommereial produets or serviees will be permitted in sehool buildings or on sehool property. Publiea- 
tions of the sehool system will not eontain any advertising. However, this will not prevent advertising in 
student publieations that are published by student organizations, subjeet to administration eontrols, or the 
use of commereially-sponsored, free teaehing aids if the eontent is approved by the administration. 

Solieitation of sales or use of the name of the sehool system to promote any produet will not be permitted 
by the Committee.

DISPLAY OF SIGNAGE AND ADVERTISING AT SCHOOL SPORTING EVENTS 


The Superintendent of Sehools may permit sports teams to display sign advertising at sporting events, 
e.g., hanging banners on behalf of merehants that sponsor or support the teams at outdoor and indoor- 
sporting aetivities. Sueh advertising must eomply with town bylaws. Revenue from advertising of this 
nature is to be used in aeeordanee with the Sehool Department Budget approved eaeh year by the Sehool 
Committee. The Superintendent will establish a revolving fund in aoeordanee with the requirements of 
state law. 

The Arlington Sehool Committee believes that sports teams and other sehool based aetivities play an 
important role in projeeting a positive image of the Arlington Publie Sehools and the eommunity as a 
whole. 

In order to ensure a positive and eonsistent representation of the sehool system to the eommunity, it is 
ineumbent upon the sehool administration to eommunieate to staff the expeetation that 

1. Any and all advertising in eonneetion with sehool sporting events will be eonsistent with a standard 
of good taste; and 

2. Staff members will exereise good judgment and use their best efforts to insure that advertising 
meets these eriteria.

VISITORS TO THE SCHOOLS 


The School Committee welcomes parents and guests to visit classrooms to observe and learn about the 
instructional programs taking place in our schools. Such visits can prove most beneficial in promotion of 
greater school-home cooperation and community understanding of how we carry out the school system's 
mission and goals. 

Visits by parents to several classrooms in a given grade for the purposes of comparing teaching styles to 
provide a basis for a request for student assignment to a particular teacher are prohibited because the 
School District's policy of assigning a student to a particular class is the sole responsibility of the building 
Principal in consultation with the staff of that school. 

The following guidelines to classroom and school visits should be followed: 

1. Parental requests for classroom visitations will be welcomed as long as the educational 
process is not disrupted. To this end we request that such requests be made at least forty- 
eight hours in advance to allow for proper arrangements to be made. 

2. The building Principal has the authority to determine the number, times, and dates of 
observations by visitors. This will be done in consultation with staff members so as to give 
adequate notice to the staff members of the impending visits. 

3. For security purposes it is requested that all visitors report to the Principal's office upon 
entering and leaving the building and sign a guest log showing arrival and departure times. 
Teachers are encouraged to ask visitors if they have registered in the Principal's office. 

4. Under ordinary circumstances classroom observations will be strongly discouraged during 
the first three weeks of school in September and during the month of June. 

5. Any student who wishes to have a guest in school MUST ask permission of one of the 
administrative staff 24 HOURS in advance of the proposed visit. If permission is granted, 
the guest is expected to follow the standards of behavior expected of all students. Upon 
arrival the guest must register in the office. Any guest who fails to comply with student 
regulations will be asked to leave the school building and grounds immediately.

RELATIONS WITH OTHER SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL DISTRICTS 


The Sehool Committee will eooperate with other sehools and with local, state, and regional agencies and 
organizations to: 

1. Seek solutions of educational problems of common concern. 

2. Offer support services of high quality to our children. 

3. Equalize educational opportunities for all children. 

4. Acquire federal and state grants. 

5. Promote local school system involvement in state and federal decision-making. 

This cooperation may extend to research, providing transportation for children to special schools and 
hospitals, coordination of curriculum, exchange of information and data, construction of facilities that 
may be efficiently used on a cooperative basis, and the coordination of school calendars and activities. 

Before joining any cooperative programs, education collaborative, or participating in any joint educational 
services with other school systems, the School Committee wants to be sure that in all instances the best 
interests of our school children will be served. In carrying out this policy the Superintendent will include 
in reports to the Committee an evaluation of the desirability and feasibility of cooperation with other 
schools and agencies on matters of mutual interest.

8:05 AM - Started meeting. Jeff made a motion to approve minutes. Len seconded. All in favor. 

Public Participation: Ashutosh Gupta spoke to us about his experience with the Dallin 
afterschool program. He has been on the waiting list for two years. Last year he was told that 
he was at number 5. He is wondering what happened to the additional 25 seats that were 
added. He claimed that parents have received no communication and that he has not received 
a response to an email he sent over the summer. His main concern is with transparency. 

The committee recommended that he try to contact the program again. Kathy also said that she 
would follow up with the director. 

Len asked for the committee to see a draft of the RFP before it goes out. 

Commission on Arts and Culture: The committee discussed how to handle interviews with the 
seven candidates who applied. We decided that we would interview them by phone and share 
our thoughts at a future meeting. We decided to ask the following questions: 1) why candidates 
are interested in the position, 2) whether they can commit the time, and 3) what their 
connection is to APS. Jennifer said she would send over the call assignments to the committee 
soon. 

Buffer Zone ExpansionivKathy has had some preliminary conversations with the Town's GPS 
person, Adam Kurowski and with Marilyn Salvas. The main concern is with Stratton/Peirce, 
Peirce Dallin and Bishop/Stratton. However, it isn't clear whether adjusting buffer zones will be 
sufficient. Enrollment growth is straining schools in too many places. 

Jennifer asked that we consider a policy to allow administration discretion beyond what the 
buffer zones allows us when a kid moves into a school in 4* or 5^*^ grade. 

There was some discussion about whether it makes sense to expand buffer zones now given 
the upcoming debt exclusion vote for the High School and the possibility of an operating 
override. Jeff argued that the decision should either be made now (before Christmas) or we 
should wait. Kathy said she would get back to us about whether it makes sense to do this effort 


now. 



AHRC Documents: We discussed the updated documents from the AHRC—response to 
incidents and school liaisons. Kathy said she would bring them up to her administration meeting 
on Friday. We discussed whether it makes sense to include these documents in our policies. Jeff 
argued that they should not be included according to best practices. Len argued that what 
should be included or not in policies isn't clear. 

Jennifer pointed out that for many years there were school liaisons and a productive 
relationship between the Commission and principals. The move to codify a liaison relationship 
is in response to mutual frustration about the vagueness of the relationship. Jennifer also 
pointed out that the Response to Incident document was developed in consultation (and with 
support) from the Arlington police department. 

Len suggested that we change "serve as a mediator" to "when requested" 

Kathy said that she would bring these documents to her administrative meeting on Friday and 
that we would discuss them further at our next meeting.

Attached you will find a copy of the monthly financial reporting packet for the period ending 
10/31/2018. There are three different reports for your review. Included are separate monthly 
budget tracking reports for each of the three different funding source categories: general fund 
(town appropriation), grants funds (state and federal), and revolving accounts. 

General Fund Report 

The general fund expenditure report includes spending through 10/31/2018, and is summarized 
by object code. You may be used to seeing this format as this is consistent with the reporting 
that has been used in the past. This report is a year to date budget report, created directly from 
Munis. Combined with columns for our projections for the remainder of the year, we arrived at 
the ‘available budget’ total that you’ll find in this report. The bottom line unencumbered balance 
is currently projected at just over $303,765. It is important to note that this does not mean that 
we expect there to be a surplus, but instead represents the total remaining after all known 
expenses at the time of this report have been encumbered. 

Grant Accounts Report 

The grant account report includes a year to date tracking of revenue and expenditure totals for 
each of our FY19 grant accounts. This report includes both federal and state grants. Currently 
all of these grants we included in our budget plan have been approved, and are active. Our 
current spending is in line with our budget plan, and we don’t expect there to be any issues. 

Revolving Accounts Report 

The revolving account report includes year to date tracking of revenue and expenditure totals for 
each revolving account. The current projections are in line with the approved budget plan, and 
we don’t expect there to be any budget issues.
